On  motion  of  Mr.  Ryan  the  rules  of  the  last  House  were  adopted 
for  the  government  of  the  present  House. 

The  rules  are  as  follows :

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RULES. 


Organization — Elections. 

1.  At  the  elections  in  the  House  the  voting  shall  be  viva  vocCy  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided,  and  only  one  person  shalfbe  chosen  at  a  time.  If  on  the  first 
voting  no  one  receives  a  majority,  the  person  having  the  smallest  number  of  votes 
shall  not  be  voted  for  on  the  next  trial ;  and  so  on  until  some  one  shall  receive  a 
majority  of  the  whole  vote.  If  the  election  be  by  joint  vote  of  the  two  houses, 
messages  shall  be  exchanged  before  each  voting,  announcing  the  names  of  the 
persons  in  nomination.  A  committee  of  three  from  each  house  shall  compare  the 
votes,  and  ascertain  and  rejwrt  the  result. 

The  Speaker. 

2.  "  The  House  of  Delegates  shall  choose  its  own  Speaker."  The  Speaker  may 
call  any  member  to  the  cnair,  who  shall  exercise  its  functions  for  the  time ;  but 
no  member  by  virtue  of  such  appointment  shall  preside  for  a  longer  time  than 
three  days.  During  such  substitution  the  Speaker  may  participate  in  the  debates. 
If  the  Speaker  be  absent,  and  have  named  no  one  to  act  in  his  stead,  the  duties 
shall  be  performed  by  the  chairman  of  one  of  the  standing  committees,  taking 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  the  committees  are  named  in  Rule  16. 

3.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which 
the  House  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding  day ;  shall  immediately  call  the 
House  to  order,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  shall  cause  the  Journal  of  the  pre- 
ceding day  to  be  read.  Any  mistake  in  the  entries  shall,  upon  motion,  then  be 
corrected. 

4.  The  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  supervise  and  correct  the  Journal  before  it 
is  read.  lie  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  hall,  with  power,  in  case  of  dis- 
turbance or  disorderly  conduct  in  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  appropriated  to 
spectators,  to  have  the  same  cleared.  Stenographers  and  reporters  for  the  press, 
wishing  to  take  down  the  proceedings  of  the  House,  may  be  admitted  by  the 
Speaker,  who  shall  assign  them  to  such  places  on  the  floor  as  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  convenience  of  members. 

5.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker  •  and 
all  writs  and  warrants  issuea  by  order  of  the  House  shall  be  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

The  Clerk. 

6.  A  clerk  shall  be  elected  by  the  House,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in 
office  until  another  is  chosen.  He  may  employ  an  assistant  clerk,  and  shall,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Speaker,  api)oint  the  six  committee  clerks  provided  for 
by  law.  He  shall  be  charged  with  the  whole  clerical  business  of  the  House  and 
of  its  committees,  and  sIi^lII  see  that  the  committee  clerks  discharge  properly  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  the  several  committees  to  which  they  are  assigned, 
and  that,  when  not  so  employed,  they  render  such  assistance  as  may  be  required 
to  other  committees  and  m  the  business  of  the  House.  The  committee  clerks 
may  be  removed  by  the  clerk,  with  the  approval  of  the  Speaker ;  and  they  shall 
be  so  removed  upon  the  request  of  the  committees  to  which  they  are  severally 
assigned. 

7.  The  clerk  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  under  the  direction  of  the 
Speaker.  He  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House,  and  shall 
submit  it  daily  to  the  Si)eaker  in  time  to  be  examined  before  the  next  assem- 
bling of  the  House.  He  shall  keep  at  the  clerk's  table,  during  the  sittings  of 
the  House,  a  calendar  or  docket  so  arranged  as  to  show  the  condition  and  pro- 
gress of  the  business  of  the  House. 
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8.  He  shall  keep  accounts  of  the  compensation  of  the  members  and  officers 
of  the  House,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  certify  the  same  to  the  Auditor.  He 
shall  provide  the  stationery  required  for  the  business  of  his  office  and  of  the 
House,  and  for  the  use  of  the  members  during  the  session ;  but  the  amount  ftir- 
nished  to  each  member  shall  not  exceed  in  value  five  dollars  a  session.  The 
claim  of  the  clerk  for  such  supplies,  when  approved  by  the  Committee  on  House 
Expenses,  shall  be  certified  by  the  Speaker  to  the  Auditor.  He  shall  keep 
detailed  accounts  of  all  these  transactions  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose, which  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  inspection  by  members  of  the  House.

9.  A  serge^nt-at-arms  shall  be  elected  by  the  House,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  during  its  pleasure.  He  shall  have  as  his  assistants  two  door-keepers,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  House,  and  six  pages,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker, 
who  shall  receive  as  compensation  one-half  the  amount  provided  by  law  for  a 
door-keeper. 

10.  He  shall,  with  his  assistants,  attend  upon  the  House  during  its  sitting,  and 
shall  execute  its  commands,  together  with  all  such  process,  issued  by  its 
authority,  as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  Speaker. 

11.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speaker,  have  charge  of  the  police  of 
the  hall,  and  shall  prevent  any  interruption  of  the  business  of  the  House  by  dis- 
order, within  or  without.  He  shall  dibtribute  among  the  members  all  papers 
printed  for  their  use,  and  shall  give  such  attendance  upon  them  during  tne  sit- 
tings of  the  House  as  will  promote  their  comfort  and  facilitate  the  business  of 
the  House. 

12.  He  shall  procure  for  the  members,  when  required,  certificates  for  pay  and 
mileage,  and,  at  their  request  and  upon  their  endorsement,  shall  collect  and  pay 
over  to  those  entitled  to  the  money  due  upon  such  certificates. 

13.  He  shall  attend  to  receiving  and  dispatching  all  mail  or  telegraphic  matter 
intended  for  or  sent  l)y  members,  and  shall  make  such  arrangement  therefor  as 
to  promote  the  convenience  of  the  members. 

Oaths  of  Office. 

14.  The  oaths  which  the  officers  of  the  House  are  required  by  law  to  take 
shall  be  administered  and  certified  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public, 
and  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  House. 

COMMFFTEES. 

15.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise  spe- 
cially directed  by  the  House,  in  which  c4ise  they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot, 
and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  prevail.  The  first-named  member  of  any  committee 
shall  be  the  chairman,  and  if  he  be  absent,  or  be  excused  by  the  House,  the 
next-named  member,  and  so  on,  unless  the  committee  elect  a  chairman. 

16.  At  the  l)eginning  of  each  regular  session  there  shall  be  appointed  standing 
committees,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  thirteen  members 
(except  the  Finance  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  fifteen  members),  as  follows  : 

Ist.  Privileges  and  Elections. 
2d.  Courts  of  Justice. 
3d.  Schools  and  CoIIckcs. 

4th.  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

5th.  Roads  and  Internal  Navigation. 

6th.  Finance. 

7th.  Claims. 

8th.  Militia  and  Police. 

9th.  Asylums  and  Prisons. 
10th.  I^Dor  and  the  Poor, 
nth.  Public  Property. 
12th.  Banks,  Currency,  and  Commerce. 
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13th.  Agriculture  and  Mining. 

14th.  Manufactures  and  Mechanic  Arta. 

15th.  Counties,  Cities,,  and  Towns. . 

IHth.  OflBcere  and  Offices  at  tlie  Capitol. 

17th.  Executive  Expenditures. 

18th.  Retrenchment  and  Economy. 

19th.  Federal  Relations  and  Resolutions. 

20th.  Enrolled  Bills. 

21st.  Immigration. 

22d.  Chesapeake  and  its  Tributaries. 

17.  Also  a  standing  committee,  to  consist  of  five  members,  to,  be  called  the 
Committee  on  House  Exi)en8es.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  exam- 
amine  from  time  to  time  the  accounts  kept  by  the*  clerk  with  the  members  and 
officers  of  the  House,  and  to  decide  all  questions  arising  in  relation  thereto,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  House.  No  account  for  printing,  stationery,  or  any  other 
expenses  of  the  House  shall  be  certified  for  payment  without  the  previous  ap- 
proval of  this  committee. 

18.  Also  a  standing  committee  on  rules,  to  consist  of  five  members,  including 
"the  Speaker,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  committee. 

19.  Also  a  standing  committee  on  .the  library,  to  consist  of  five  members,  and  • 
one  on  printing,  to  consist  of  three  members. '  These  committees,  when  acting 
with  like  committees  of  the  Senate,  shall  constitute  the  "  Library  Committee  "  and 
the  "Committee  on  Printing"  provided  for  by  law  ;  but  in  aU  other  resi>ects  shall 
act  as  committees  of  the  House. 

20.  Any  committee  of  the  House  may  at  their  discretion  confer  with  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Senate- having  under  coni<ideration  the  same  subject;  but  no  joint 
committee  shall  be  api>ointed.  Nor  shall  any  selei't  committee  be  appointed  to 
consider  any  subject  falling  properly  within  the  province  of  a  standing  com- 
mittee. 

21.  After  the  minimum  number  required  for  any  committee  has  been  apj)ointed, 
the  Speaker  may,  from  time  to  time,  at  his  discretion,  fill  it  up  to  the  maximum 
allowed  by  the  rules,  which  shall  in  no  case  be  exceeded. 

22.  Five  members  of  any  committee,  or  a  majority  if  less  than  five,  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  Each  committee  shall  appoint  its  own  regular  meetings ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  committee  to  meet  on  a  call  of  any  two  of  its  meml)ers, 
if  the  chairman  be  absent  or  decline  to  apfwint  such  meeting;  but  no  committee 
shall  sit  during  the  sitting*  of  the  House  without  si>ecial  leave. 

23.  The  several  standing  committees  shall  not  only  consider  and  report  upon 
the  matters  specially  refem^d  to  them,  but  shall,  whenever  practicable,  suggest 
such  legislation  as  will  provide  upon  general  principles  for  all  similar  cases.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  committee  to  enquire  into  the  condition  and  adminis- 
tnition  of  tlie  laws  relating  to  the  subjects  which  they  have  in  charge,  to  inves- 
tigate the  conduct  and  look  to  the  responsibilitv  of  all*  public  officers  and  agents 
concerned,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  will  correct  abuses,  protect  the  public 
interests,  and  promote  the  public  welfare. 

24.  Committees  shall  in  all  cases  report  by  bill  or  resolution  in  such  form  that 
if  passed  or  agreed  to  it  will  carrv  into  effect  their  recommendations.  Every  such 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  printed,  unless  the  committee  recommend  that  the  same 
be  not.  printed ;  but  no  papers  returned  therewith  shall  be  printed  unless  the  com- 
mittee shall  so  recommena. 

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

25.  When  the  House  shall  go  into  the  committee  of  the  whole  the  Speaker  may 
vacate  the  chair  and  call  some  member  to  preside  in  committee ;  the  other  offi- 
cers shall  attend,  and  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  and  enforced  in 
committee,  as  far  as  applicable,  except  that  the  previous  question  shall  not  be 
ordered. 

26.  If  the  committee  rise  before  the  consideration  of  the  subject  referred  is 
concluded,  the  same  shall  be  reported  back  an<l  have  its  place  in  order  as  un- 
finished business  of  the  House.  When  it  shall  be  again  reached  in  order,  unless 
it  be  otherwise  disix)sed  of,  the  House,  after  making  such  orders  as  it  may  deem 
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proper  in  relation  to  the  business  before  the  committee,  shall  stand  again  resolved 
mto  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and  so  on  until  the  business  therein  be  dis- 
pased  of.  -  . 

27.  Nothing  shall  be  in  order  in  *the, committee  of  the  whole  except  such 
matters  as  may  be  specially  referred  to  it  by  the  House. 

28.  Whenever  the  committee  of  the  whole  shall  find  itself  without  a  quorum 
the  chairman  shall  cause  the  roll  to  be  called,  and  thereupon  the  committee  shall 
rL?e,  and  the  chairman  shall  report  the  fact  and  the  names  of  the  absentees, 
which  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the  House. 

29:  The  motion  to  go  into  committee  of  the  whole,  and  the  motion  to  discharge 
the  committee,  shall  hot  be  debated. 

II. 
Attendance  and  Adjournment. 

30.  !No  member.shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House  unless  he 
have  leave  or  be  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

31.  Any  ten  members  or  more  (including  the  Speaker,  if  there  be  one,  ^nd  he 
*be  present)  shall  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  by 

a  call  of  the  House. 

32.  Upon  the  roll  of  the  House  the  names  of  the  members  shall  in  allcases  be 
arranged  and  called  in  alphabetical  order,  except  that  the  Speaker  shall  be  .called 
last.' 

33.  Up)on  a  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  first  called 
over  by  the  clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted  ;  after  which  the  names  of  the  absentees 
shall  be  a^in  called  over.  The  doors  shall  then  be  shut,  and  those  for  whom  no 
excuse  or  insufficient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order  or  those  present,  if  ten  in 
number,  be  taken  in  custody  as  they  appear,  or  may  be  sent  for  and  taken  into 
custody,  wherever  to  be  found,  by'the  sergeant-at-amis  or  his  assistants,  or  by 
speciaf  messengers  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

34.  When  a  meml>er  shall  be  discharged  from  custody,  and  admitted  to  his 
seat,  the  House  shall  determine  whether  such  discharge  shall  be  with  or  without 
payment  of  fees  and  expenses. 

35.  Any  member  or  members  may  adjourn  from  day  to  dav.  A  motion  to 
adjourn,  and  a  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  House  will  adjourn,  shall 
always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

III. 

Introduction  of  Business. 

.  .*J6.  Messages  from  the  Governor  and  reports  and  communications  (except  peti- 
tions and  memorials)  from  any  other  i^ublic  oflicer  or  agent  may  be  received  at 
any  time,  and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Speaker,  tliey  require  immediate 
action,  may  be  brought  at  once  to  the  attention  of  the  House ;  otherwise  they#. 
shall  lie  upon  the  Speaker's  table  and  be  disposed  of  in  the  morning  hour.  The 
same  rule  shall  be  observed  with  regard  to  messages  from  the  Senate. 

37.  Members  having  petitions,  memorials,  resolutions,  or  bills  to  present,  may, 
at  any  time,  hand  them  to  the  clerk,  endorsed  with  their  names  and  the  reference 
or  disposition  desired.  The  clerk  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speaker,  refer 
all  such  papers  to  the  proper  committees,  and  enter  the  fact,  with  the  names  of 
the  members  ^)re8enting  them,  upon  the  Journal. 

38.  No  petition,  memorial,  bill,  joint  resolution,  proposition  to  change  a  rule  of 
the  House,  or  resolution  calling  for  information  from  the  Governor  or  other  public 
officer  or  agent,  shall  be  introduced,  considered,  or  acted  upon  otherwise  than  is 
provided  by  the  preceding  rule  until  it  shall  have  been  examined  and  reported 
upon  by  a  cH^mmittee. 

39.  Any  other  resolution  or  motion  upon  which  a  member  may  desire  the  judg- 
ment of.  the  House,  or  any  action  other  than  a  reference  to  a  standing  committee, 
may  be  pfesented  to  the  House  in  the  morning  hour  after  the  business  on  the 
Speaker's  table  is  disposed  of. 
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40.  Reports  of  committees  may  be  handed  to  the  clerk  at  any  time.  He  shall 
endorse  upon  them  the  time  at  which  they  are  received,  and  place  them  upon  the 
Speaker's  table,  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  morning  hour.  If,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  S{)eaker,  any  report  of  a  committee  requires  immediate  action,  he  may  bring 
it  to  the  attention  of  the  House  at  any  time. 

IV. 
Order  of  Business — The  Morning  Hour. 

41.  After  the  reading  of  the  Journal,  one  hour,  to  be  called  the  "  morning  hour," 
shall  be  devoted  to  tne  dispatch  of  business  upon  the  Speaker's  table,  and  to 
resolutions  presented  under  Rule  39.  The  business  on  the  Speaker  s  table  shall 
be  disposed  of  in  such  order  as  the  S[)eaker  shall  deem  best,  except  as  may  be 
herein  otherwise  provided,  or  as  the  House  may  at  anv  time  order. 

42.  The  annual  message  of  the  (iovernor  shall  be  laid  before  the  House  as  soon 
as  it  is  received.  It  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  House,  and  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  several  standing  committees  without  any  special  order  therefor. 

43.  All  other  messages  from  the  Governor  shall,  unless  the  House  othennise 
order,  be  referred  by  the  Speaker  to  the  proper  committees.  And  the  same  rule 
shall  be  observed  as  to  reports  and  communications  from  other  public  officers. 

44.  Bills  and  joint  resolutions  sent  from  the  Senate  shall  be  referred  by  the 
Speaker  to  the  proper  committees ;  those  originating  in  the  Senate  being  previ- 
ously twice  read.  All  other  messages  from  the  Senate  shall,  unless  the  House 
otherwise  order,  be  referred  by  the  Speaker  to  the  proper  committees. 

45.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  reported  from  committees,  and  which  have 
been  previously  read  in  the  House,  shall  be  transferred  at  once  to  the  calen<iar 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  reported.  All  those  reported  for  the  first  time 
shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  handed  to  the  clerk,  and 
shall  be  read  the  first  time  and  transferred  to  the  calendar. 

46.  All  other  reports  from  committees  shall  be  considered  and  disposed  of  in 
the  order  in  which  the  Si>eaker  shall  present  them,  unless  the  House  snail  in  any 
case  otherwise  direct. 

47.  A  meml)er  presenting  a  resolution  under  Rule  39  shall  be  allowed  five 
minutes  in  which  to  explain  his  wishes  in  relation  to  it ;  after  which  the  ques- 
tion on  referring  to  a  standing  committee  shall  be  taken  without  debate.  If  the 
House  refuses  to  refer,  the  resolution  shall  be  considered  and  disposed  of. 

48.  Printing  recommended  by  committees  under  Rule  24  shall  be  ordered  by 
the  Speaker,  unless  the  House  shall  otherwise  direct.  Under  such  order  no  more 
copies  of  any  document  shall  be  printed  than  is  provided  by  law ;  nor  shall 
more  than  two  hundred  and  thirty  copies  be  printed  of  any  bill,  resolution,  peti- 
tion or  memorial  without  the  special  order  of  the  House. 


^  The  Calendar. 

49.  At  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour,  or  sooner,  if  the  business  of  the 
morning  hour  has  been  di8ix)sed  of,  the  House  sh^ll  proceed  to  consider  bills  and 
joint  resolutiojis  upon  the  calendar,  in  the  following  order : 

1st.  Pending  motions  to  reconsider,  relating  to  business  proi>er  for  the  calendar. 

2d.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

3d.  House  bills,  &c.,  returned  from  the  Senate  with  amendments,  in  the  order 
in  which  they  were  transferred  to  the  calendar. 

4th.  Senate  bills,  &c.,  in  the  same  order. 

5th.  Engrossed  House  bills,  &c.,  in  the  order  in  which  they  passed  to  their 
engrossment. 

6th.  House  bills,  &c.,  on  their  second  reading,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
numbered. 

50.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  to  see  that  the  printing  and  engrossing, 
when  ordered,  shall  be  done  in  such  time  that  the  bills,  &c.,  may  be  acted  UTX>n 
according  to  their  priorities  upon  the  calendar.    If,  however,  any  bill,  &c.,  shall 
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not  be  ready  when  it  is  reached  upon  the  C4ilendar,  it  shaU  be  passed  by,  and  be 
allowed  to  retain  its  place  upon  the  calendar. 

51.  When  the  calendar  has  been  called  through,  it  mav  be  ciilled  again  in  order 
to  dispose  of  any  business  that  may  be  ready,  and  if  there  be  none  such  the 
business  of  the  morning  hour  shall  be  resumed  and  disposed  of;  but  the  business 
of  the  calendar  shall  in  no  case  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  that  of  the  morning 
hour  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 

52.  The  regular  order  of  business  herein  established  shall  not  be  changed,  nor 
shall  any  8X>ecial  order  be  made,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present ;  but  a  majority  may  postpone  the  calendar  not  exceeding  one  day  at  a 
time,  or  may  pass  by  any  subject  coming  up  in  order  without  changing  its' place, 
or  may  agree  to  a  jomt  order  with  the  Senate,  or  may  postpone  or  discharge  any 
special  order. 


Conduct  op  Business — Ori>er  and  Decorum. 

53.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  may  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 
If  the  decision  relate  to  a  question  of  decorum  or  propriety  of  conduct,  it  shall 
not  be  debatable ;  if  it  relate  to  the  priority  of  busmess,  or  the  relevancy  or  ap- 
plicability of  propositions,  the  appeal  may  be  debated,  but  no  member  shall  speak 
on  it  more  than  once,  except  by  leave  of  the  House. 

54.  When  a  member  rises  to  speak  he  shall  respectfully  address  "  Mr.  Speaker." 
standing  in  his  place :  he  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  before  the 
House,  and  when  he  has  finished  he  shall  sit  down. 

55.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall  name 
the  person  to  speak ;  but  in  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  rise  and  address 
the  Chair  shall  speak  first. 

56.  Every  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the 
Speaker  or  any  member,  and  shall  be  delivered  in  at  the  clerk's  table,  to  be  there 
read ;  and  the  Question  shall  be  stated  by  the  Chair  before  the  same  shall  be  de- 
bated. When  the  reading  of  any  paper  in  possession  of  the  House,  and  not  being 
the  precise  matter  upon  which  the  House  is  acting,  is  called  for,  and  objection  is 
made  by  any  member,  the  question  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House 
without  debate.  Any  motion  or  proposition  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at 
any  time  before  a  decision,  amendment,  or  other  action  of  the  body  upon  it,  ex- 
cept a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  shall  not  be  withdrawn  without  leave  of  the 
House. 

57.  No  member  shall  in  debate  use  any  language  or  gesture  calculated  to  wound, 
offend,  or  insult  another  member. 

58.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the  Speaker 
shaU,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order ;  in  which  case  the  member  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  If  there  be 
no  appeal  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in 
fiivor  of  the  member  called  to  order  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ;  if  other- 
wise, he  shall  not  proceed,  except  by  leave  of  the  House.  1  or  flagrant  or  re- 
peated violations  of  order,  especially  if  persisted  in  after  the  admonition  of  the 
Speaker,  a  member  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

59.  If  any  member  be  called  to  order  by  another  member  for  words  spoken,  the 
words  excepted  to  shall  be  immediately  takeA  down  in  writing,  in  order  that 
the  Speaker  and  House  may  be  better  aole  to  judge  the  matter. 

60.  No  member  shall,  while  the  House  is  sitting,  interrupt  or  hinder  its  busi- 
ness by  standing  up,  leaving  his  place,  moving  about  the  hall,  engaging  in  conver- 
sation, expressing  approval  or  disapproval  of  any  of  the  proceedings,  or  by  any 
other  conduct  tending  to  disorder  and  confusion. 

61.  In  any  one  debate  on  the  same  question  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  till  all  others  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  nor  more  than  twice,  without 
the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 
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Ascertaining  the  Question. 


62.  If  the  question  for  decision  include  several  distinct  proi)08ition8,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  same  divided  ;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shaU  not 
be  so  divided,  nor  shall  a  motion  to  strike  out,  being  lost,  preclude  either  aifl^nd- 
ment  or  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert.  In  filling  blanks  the  question  shall 
be  put  first  upon  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time.  No  motion  or  proposi- 
tion, or  a  subject  diflerent  from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under 
color  of  amendment. 

63.  When  a  Question  is  before  the  House  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless 
specially  provided  for,  except  to  adjourn,  to  pass  by,  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to 
postpone  for  a  specified  time  or  purpose,  to  commit  or  amend,  to  dismiss ;  which 
several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 
If  the  motion  to  pass  by,  or  to  lay  upon  the  table,  or  to  postpone,  shall  prevail,  a 
motion  to  print  shall  be  in  order  before  proceeding  to  the  consideration  of 
another  subject  ;*  but  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

64.  Upon  the  motion  to  pass  by,  the  mover  shall  be  allowed  two  minutes  to 
state  the  reason  for  his  motion,  and  one  member  opposed  to  the  motion  shall  be 
allowed  a  like  time  to  object.  The  motion  to  pass  by,  to  lay  upon  the  table,  for 
the  previous  question,  and  for  the  pending  question  shall  not  be  debated ;  nor 
shall  debate  be  allowed  on  a  motion  to  take  up  a  subject  from  the  table,  or  to 
reconsider  any  question  which  was  not  debatable.  When  a  question  not  debata- 
ble is  before  the  House,  all  incidental  questions  arising  after  it  is  stated  to  the 
House  shall  be  decided  and  settled,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without 
debate ;  and  the  same  rule  shall  apply  to  incidental  questions  arising  after  any 
question  is  put  to  the  House. 

Pending  and  Previous  Questions. 

65.  Pending  a  debate,  any  member  who  obtains  the  floor  for  that  purpose  only, 
and  submits  no  other  motion  or  remark,  may  move  for  "  the  previous  question  " 
or  "the  pending  question ;"  and  in  either  case  the  motion  shall  be  forthwith  put 
to  the  House.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  required  to  order  the 
main  question ;  but  a  majority  may  require  an  immediate  vote  upon  the  pending 
question,  whatever  it  may  be. 

66.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form :  "  Shall  the  main  question  now 
be  put  ?"  If  carried,  its  efiect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the 
House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  a  motion  to  commit,  if  pending ;  then  upon  amend- 
ments reported  by  a  committee,  if  any ;  then  upon  i>ending  amendments,  and  then 
upon  the  main  question.  If  upon  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  the  main 
question  be  not  ordered,  debate  may  continue  as  if  the  motion  had  not  been 
made. 

T.^iNG  THE  Vote. 

67.  The  Speaker  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting.  Ques- 
tions shall  be  distinctly  put  in  the  following  form — viz :  **As  many  as  agree  that, 
&c.  (as  the  question  may  be),  say  Aye  ";  and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  given, 
"Those  opposed,  say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  is  called  for,  the 
House  shall  divide— those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  rising  first  from 
their  seats,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative.  If  required,  the  Speaker  shall 
cause  the  result  to  be  ascertained  by  a  count. 

68.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  may  be  called  for  at  any  time  before'pro- 
ceeding  to  another  question  or  proposition,  but  being  once  refused,  they  shall  not 
be  again  demanded  on  the  same  question ;  and  any  member  shall  have  a  right  to 
vote  at  any  time  before  the  decision  is  announced  b v  the  Chair. 

69.  Upon  a  division  of  the  House  on  any  question,  a  member  who  is  present 
and  fails  to  vote  shall,  on  the  demand  of  any  other  member,  be  counted  on  tne  neg- 
ative of  the  question ;  and  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken  shall,  in  addition, 
be  entered  upon  the  Journal  as  present  and  not  voting.  But  no  member  who  has 
an  immediate  and  special  personal  interest  in  the  result  of  the  question  shall  either 
vote  or  be  counted  upon  it. 
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Reconsideration. 


70.  When  a  Question  has  been  decided  it  may  be  reconsidered^  on  the  motion  of 
any  member  wno  voted  with  the  prevailing  side :  provided  it  be  made  on  the 
same  day  or  within  the  next  two  days  of  actual  session.  The  motion  may  be 
entered  as  a  matter  of  privilege,  and  shall  take  precedence  of  everything  except 
special  orders  and  other  questions  of  privilege,  and  be  disposed  of  in  the  morning 
hour  or  with  the  calendar,  as  the  case  may  be.  All  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present. 

Bills,  &c. 

71.  Every  bUl  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  House  previous  to  its 
being  passed,  and  it  shall  be  distinctly  announced  at  each  reading  whether  it  is 
the  first,  second,  or  tliird  time. 

72.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  for  information  merely,  and  it  shall  go  to 
second  reading  without  a  question. 

73.  Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  it  shall  be  open  to  amendment,  or  com- 
mitment, or  to  any  of  the  motions  provided  for  in  Rule  63 ;  and  the  final  question 
^all  be,  "  Whether  it  shall  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time  ?" 

74.  A  bill  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  not  have  its  third  reading  until  the 
engrossment  is  actually  and  properlv  done ;  but,  in  the  case  of  a  Senate  bill,  the 
engrossment  shall  only  apply  to  such  amendments  as  may  have  been  made  in  the 

» House. 

75.  No  amendment  to  a  bill  shall  be  received  upon  its  third  reading  by  way  of 
rider  or  otherwise ;  and  no  amendment  involving  an  additional  appropriation  snail 
be  added  to  the  general  appropriation  bill,  unless  to  carry  into  effect  an  existing 
law,  or  unless  it  receives  the  vote  required  to  pass  the  bill  itself.  But  a  bill  may, 
at  any  time  before  its  passage,  be  committed  or  recommitted,  and  when  reported 
back  shall  be  placed  on  the  calendar,  and  if  amended  shall,  whether  on  its  second 
or  third  reading,  be  engrossed,  as  may  be  necessary. 

76.  On  the  tliird  reading  of  a  bill  the  Question  shall  be,  "  Shall  the  bill  pass  ?" 

77.  The  title  of  a  bill,  and  such  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  be  affected  by  the 
proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

78.  Joint  resolutions  intended  to  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law,  or  to 
express  the  opinions,  wishes,  or  purposes  of  the  General  Assembly  upon  any 
matter  not  connected  with  the  preparation,  direction,  or  conduct  of  its  business, 
shall  be  introduced,  considered,  and  disposed  of  in  all  respects  as  provided  in 
regard  to  bills. 

Petitions. 

79.  Petitions  of  private  nature,  once  rejected,  shall  not  be  heard  again  unless 
upon  new  evidence,  and  not  oftener  than  ont^  under  any  circumstances. 

80:  If  a  petition  or  memorial  relate  to  a  subiect  of  local  interest,  as  the  division 
of  a  county,  the  esta,blishment  of  a  ferry,  or  the  like,  it  shall  not  be  allowed  until 
it  shall  appear  that  the  intention  to  present  such  a  petition  or  memorial  has  been 
duly  and  fairly  made  known  to  the  community  to  be  affected. 

81.  If  it  relate  to  a  matter  of  private  right  or  interest,  it  shall  appear  that  the 
parties  to  be  affected  have  had  noticte  at  least  equal  to  that  required  by  law  in 
regard  to  matters  to  be  transacted  in  a  court  of  justice. 

82.  No  petition  shall  be  allowed  claiming  a  sum  of  money  or  praying  the  settle- 
ment of  unliquidated  accounts  alleged  to  be  due  from  the  State,  unless  it  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  the  executive  or  Auditor  stating  why  the  claim  has  not 
been  allowed  and  paid. 

83.  The  same  objections  shall  apply  to  acting  upon  such  matters  by  bill  or  reso- 
lution without  petition  or  memorial ;  and  the  several  committees  of  the  House 
will  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  reporting  specially  on  these  points  in  connec- 
tion with  any  action  proposed  to  be  taken  on  such  subjects. 
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GOVERNOR'S  OFFICE, 
Richmond,  Va.,  December  2,  1891. 

To  the  General  Assembly : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  welcome  the  representatives  of  the 
people  to  the  capitol,  and  to  be  able  to  report  that  since  the  ad- 
iourament  of  the  last  Legislature  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
nave  been  faithfully  executed,  offenders  have  been  brought  to  jus- 
tice, and  the  good  people  have  been  protected  in  their  persons  and 
property.  The  whole  State  has  been  blessed  with  good  health, 
abundant  crops  have  repaid  the  husbandman  with  more  than  an 
average  yield,  and  everything  needed  to  make  lite  comfortable  is 
abundant.  Produce  brings  a  fair  price,  labor  is  adequately  re- 
warded, real  estate  is  not  so  active  as  -it  was  a  year  ago,  but  the 
general  outlook  for  the  prosperity  of  the  State  is  good,  and  gives 
encouragement  to  every  branch  of  industry. 

I  did  not  convene  the  General  Assembly  last  winter,  because,  in 
my  opinion,  the  interest  of  the  Commonwealth  did  not  require  it. 
The  constitution  declares  that  the  General  Assembly  shall  meet 
once  in  two  years.  The  people,  time  and  again,  have  expressed 
themselves  in  favor  of  biennial  sessions.  They  are  worried  at  so 
much  legislation,  and  sharply  criticise  the  large  volumes  of  new 
laws  enacted  at  each  session.  The  Code  of  1887  occupied  three  of 
our  ablest  and  most  industrious  lawyers  three  years  and  a  half  in 
compiling.  It  contains  1177  pages,  while  the  last  Legislature,  in 
about  ninety  days,  made  a  volume  of  new  statutes  containing  1393 
pages.  I  cannot  urge  upon  the  General  Assembly  too  strongly  the 
importance  of  great  consideration  before  a  new  law  is  enacted  or  an 
old  one  repealed.  Ilasty  legislation  generally  results  in  injudicious 
legislation,  doing  harm  sometimes  rather  than  good. 

WORK  FOR  DECEMBER. 

There  is  much  important  work  for  you  to  do  in  December.  The 
usual  State  officers  are  to  be  elected ;  their  terms  expire  on  the  Ist 
of  January  next,  and  a  United  States  senator.  County  judges  are 
to  be  elected;  vacancies  have  occurred  in  quite  a  number  oi  coun- 
ties by  the  resignation  of  some  of  the  judges  and  by  the  death  of 
others.  Judges  from  adjoining  counties  were  promptly  assigned, 
as  the  statute  requires,  to  hold  courts  in  those  counties  wherein  va- 
cancies existed.  A  vacancy  occurred  in  the  Ninth  judicial  circuit 
by  the  death  of  Judge  James  M.  Jeftress,  on  the  8th  April,  1890.  I 
appointed  and  commissioned  the  Hon.  A.  E.  Evans,  of  Middlesex 
county,  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

On  the  26th  day  of  June,  1890,  the  Hon.  E.  H.  Fitzhugh,  judge 
of  the  chancery  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  died.  I  appointed 
the  Hon.  William  J.  Leake  to  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  his  death. 
8 
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The  commissions  of  the  two  judges  appointed  by  me  expire  thirty 
days  after  the  commencement  of  the  present  session  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

RE-APPORTIONMENT. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  iitth  article  of  the  constitution  requires 
that  a  re-apportionment  of  tlie  senators  and  members  of  the  House 
of  Delegates  shall  be  made  in  the  year  1891,  and  every  tenth  year 
thereafter.  This  work  also,  is  to  be  done  during  the  present 
month.  It  should  at  once  receive  your  attention,  and  nothing 
should  be  allowed  to  intervene  to  prevent  this  important  duty  from 
being  performed.  I  do  not  apprehend  that  there  will  be  much 
trouble  in  making^  such  an  apportionment  as  will  give  general  satis- 
fection  to  the  different  sections  of  the  State.  No  individual  interest 
should  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  a  just  and  fair  apportionment, 
and  equal  and  exact  justice,  should  be  done  to  every  section. 

CONGRESSIONAL   RE-APPORTIONMENT. 

This  will  give  more  trouble,  but  you  have  more  time  for  its  con- 
sideration. I  hope  a  spirit  of  perfect  fairness  will  prevail,  and  with 
the  constitution  of  the  State,  as  your  guide  and  authority  for  this 
important  work,  you  may  perform  it  so  well  as  to  disarm  criticism, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  by  giving  to  parties  and  sections  com- 

Elete  justice  in  shaping  the  districts.  That  fair  representation  may 
e  given,  let  the  districts  be  formed  of  "  contiguous  counties,  cities, 
and  towns,  and  be  compact,  and  include  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an 
equal  number  of  population."  Such  an  apportionment  is  required 
by  the  constitution,  and  is  right. 

COUNTY   ROADS. 

The  wretched  condition  of  the  county  roads  last  spring,  due  in 
part  to  the  unusually  wet  winter,  has  occasioned  much  discussion 
throughout  the  State,  and  now  the  question  is  referred  to  the 
General  Assembly  for  solution. 

To  know  what  to  do  is  difficult  and  perplexing.  There  are  as 
many  difterent  suggestions  as  their  are  neighborhoods,  and  all  are  in  a 
measure  controlled  by  the  wants  and  surroundings  of  their  ymrticu- 
lar  localities.  The  general  road  laws  of  the  State  have  been  sub- 
stituted in  the  main  by  various  local  laws.  Last  winter  about 
twenty-seven  counties  passed  special  laws,  and  for  several  years  the 
inefficiency  of  the  old  law  ha^  given  rise  to  various  local  laws, 
suited,  I  hope,  to  the  peculiar  conditions  of  the  counties  for  which 
they  were  enacted. 

County  roads  are  local  questions,  and  what  would  be  suitable  for 
one  county,  would  not  be  for  another.  If  the  Legislature  were  to 
endeavor  to  pass  a  new  road  law  for  the  whole  State,  it  would 
scarcely  give  more  satisfaction  than  the  present  one,  because  of  the 
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difterent  conditions  of  the  various  counties,  as  to  locution,  popula- 
tion and  necessity  for  roads.  Improved  roads,  it  is  conceded,  would 
be  a  great  convenience  and  comfort  to  many  of  the  counties  in  the 
State,  but  whether  the  demand  for  better  roads  is  sufficiently  urgent 
to  justify  the  expense  necessary  to  procure  them,  is  a  practical 
question  about  which  there  may  be  much  difference  of  opinion. 
Many  persons  are  clamorous  for  better  roads,  and  make  a  demand 
upon  the  Legislature  for  them,  when  there  is  but  little  that  it  can 
do.  When  asked  if  they  are  willing  to  stand  the  tax  necessary  to 
make  such  roads,  they  frankly  say  that  they  are  willing,  but  that  the 
people  are  not.  The  State  is  prohibited  by  the  constitution  from 
oeing  a  party  to,  or  having  an  interest  in  any  work  of  internal 
improvement.  All  the  work  that  can  be  done,  must  be  by  the 
county  under  enabling  acts  of  the  Legislature.  If  the  (xeneral 
Assembly  had  power  to  borrow  money,  or  to  levy  a  tax  for  purposes 
of  internal  improvement,  it  would  be  unwise  at  this  time  for  it  to 
attempt  to  do  either,  when  we  have  so  large  a  debt,  with  interest 
unpaid,  cruelly  harassing  us,  the  greater  part  of  which  was  con- 
tracted in  building  our  railroads,  digging  the  canal,  and  opening 
our  turnpikes,  to  improve  our  transjjortation  facilities  by  creating 
ther^e  great  highways  through  the  State. 

Those  States  which  are  attempting,  by  large  appropriations,  to 
inaugurate  a  general  system  of  improving  their  county  roads,  have, 
practically  no  debt,  and  have  a  much  denser  population;  hence 
tbey  have  a  greater  necessity  for  the  roads,  and  more  ability  to  pay  for 
them,  but  are,  thei:efore,  bad  examples  for  us  to  follow. 

The  law  now  requires  all  the  able-bodied  men,  with  but  few  ex- 
ceptions, to  work  for  two  days  in  each  year  on  the  county  roads. 
If  parties  refuse  to  work  (and  very  often  they  do),  how  can  you  en- 
force the  law?  You  can  warrant  and  get  judgment  for  seventy- 
five  cents  for  each  da^-'s  failure  to  comply  with  the  law,  but  if  the 
party  has  no  property,  how  can  you  enforce  the  judgment?  You 
can  not  resort  to  imprisonment — such  a  remedy  for  collecting  a  debt 
has  long  ceased  to  exist  in  Virginia,  and,  I  believe,  in  every  State  in 
the  Union,  and  a  renewal  of  it  will  scarcely  be  allowable  now. 

CONVICTS  TO  WORK  ROADS. 

Some  propose  that  the  convicts  in  the  penitentiary  be  given  to 
the  counties  for  this  purpose;  but  that  would  be  a  force  so  small, 
and  encompassed  with  so  many  difficulties,  that  it  would  scarcely 
be  found  practicable.  We  have  now  a  law  of  that  kind,  passed  by 
the  General  Assembly  in  1885-6,  page  5-39.  I  am  informed  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  penitentiary,  that  this  kind  of  labor  ha-^  only 
been  tried  in  one  or  two  counties,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  disposi- 
tion to  experiment  with  it  further.  Under  this  act  we  have,  in  all, 
some  three  hundred  men  whom  we  can  send  to  the  i»ublic  works. 
Those  who  are  convicted  of  higher  offences,  and  are  knowni  to  be 
vicious,  are  not  allowed  to  be  taken  to  the  counties  for  work,  be- 
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cause  of  their  desperate  character,  and  the  Inducement  to  make  ef- 
forts to  escape. 

It  is  believed  that  labor  can  be  secured  in  the  country  for  the  pur- 
poses required,  cheaper  than  paying  the  expenses  of,  and  guarding 
the  convicts,  and  then  the  county  in  which  they  are  worked  is  ex- 
empt from  the  peril  of  their  presence,  and  their  escapes.  But  sup- 
pose the  counties  desire  them,  what  a  small  force  to  do  the  road- 
making.  Divide  them  among  the  counties,  and  it  w^ould  only  give 
about  three  to  a  county.  The  other  hands  in  the  penitentiary  are 
hired  out  on  long  contracts,  which  are  profitable  to  the  State,  and 
it  would  not  be  wise  or  (>roper  to  rescind  them. 

I  see  nothing  practicable  that  you  can  do  but  to  allow  the  boards 
of  supervisors  (if  the  people  of  the  counties  wish  it,  and  they  are 
elected  by  the  people  and  are  responsible  to  them,  and  should  know 
their  wishes  and  be  governed  by  them,)  to  borrow  money  to  im- 
prove the  roads  of  their  counties,  but  the  law  should  be  carefully 
guarded,  so  as  to  prevent  injudicious  borrowing  and  expenditures  of 
money,  and  unreasonably  taxing  the  people  to  meet  the  interest, 
and,  in  due  time,  pay  olf  the  principal.  I  would  advise  that  when 
the  order  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  is  made  by  the  supervisors, 
that  an  appeal  be  allowed  to  the  judge  of  the  county  on  the  petition 
of  twenty-live  free  holders,  and  that  he  shall  have  the  power  to 
restrain  the  supervisors  in  part,  or  in  whole,  from  further  proceed- 
ings in  this  behalf,  if,  in  his  judgment,  the  expenditure  is  unwise 
and  unwarranted  by  the  demand  for  the  improvement  of  the  roads. 

COUNTY    BONDS. 

If  a  county  issue  bonds,  the  State  cannot  become  a  party  to  it, 
nor  can  the  State  lend  its  credit  to  make  them  safe  or  salable.  It  is 
a  financial  work  which  the  county  must  do,  unaided  by  the  State. 
The  demand  and  the  necessity  for  the  expenditure  must  determine 
the  action  of  the  supervisors. 

It  is  asserted  by  many  that  the  investment  by  the  counties  in  good 
roads  will  be  profitable,  because  it  will  greatly  enhance  the  value  of 
real  estate,  and  if  a  reasonable  toll-tax  be  demanded,  it  will  pay  the 
interest,  and  in  a  short  time  afford  a  good  revenue  to  the  county. 
In  some  places  this  may  be  true,  but  in  the  greater  part  of  the  State 
I  fear  it  will  not  be.  Toll  roads  in  manv  counties  will  be  unpopu- 
lar, because  the  people  know  nothing  of  them,  and  are  not  in  the 
habit  of  having  money  exacted  from  them  for  traveling  on  the  com- 
mon highw^ay,  and  wnll  not  bear  such  a  tax  without  murmuring. 

.WHAT    MAY    BE    DONf. 

The  complaint  which  was  so  great  in  the  spring  has  passed  away 
in  a  measure,  and  the  country  will  be  satisfied  with  the  amendments 
to  the  general  road  law,  requiring  the  citizens  to  work  more  days  in 
each  year  on  the  roads,  and  oftering  inducements  in  the  way  of 
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exemptions  or  credits  on  county  taxes  to  those  who  promptly  obey 
the  roa^l  surveyors'  command  to  work,  and  would  prefer  to  rely  on 
tiiis  to  keep  up  the  county  roads  than  submit  to  a  hi2:her  rate  of 
taxation.  In  those  counties  where  the  demand  for  better  roads  is 
greater,  and  the  people  are  more  able  to  bear  the  taxation  necessary, 
the  supervisors  snould  be  allowed  to  raise  the  money  and  try  the 
experiment.  As  population  increases  and  wealth  accumulates,  a 
way  will  always  be  found  to  secure  the  roads  which  their  wants 
demand.  If  it  be  a  turnpike,  they  will  have  it;  if  a  railroad,  they 
will  build  it;  the  means  will  always  be  found  where  the  necessities 
of  the  people  require  improvements,  but  be  slow  to  impose  a  burden 
which  is  not  demanded  by  the  tax-payer.  In  some  of  the  States 
there  are  frightful  examples  of  counties  crushed  by  injudicious  exac- 
tions made  tor  the  purpose  of  buildino:  roads. 

RAILROADS. 

No  complaint  has  been  made  to  me  officially  against  the  railroads 
of  the  State.  Yet  I  hear  that  complaints  exist  against  some  of  the 
railromls  for  improper  discriminations  against  certain  localities,  and 
against  certain  articles  of  transportation.  I  have  also  heard  that 
there  are  complaints  that  the  roads  were  run  on  such  schedules  as 
to  prejudice  certain  localities,  destroying  by  unjust  rates,  advantages 
which  nature  has  given,  inconveniencing  the  people,  and  injuring 
their  business. 

Connecting  lines  should  be  required  to  make  as  close  connections 
as  practicable  for  the  convenience  of  the  traveling  public,  and  rea- 
sonable freight  rates  should  be  required,  and  no  advantage  allowed 
foreign  freight,  or  that  from  other  States,  over  our  own.  These 
things  should  be  investigated,  and,  if  they  prove  true,  steps  should 
be  at  once  taken  to  remedy  the  wrongs  complained  of.  We  should 
not  forget  that  the  Virginia  railroads  were  built  to  benefit  Virginia 
first,  and  chiefly.  We  are  now  oppressed  by  heavy  debt  in  conse- 
quence of  their  construction,  and  they  should  not  be  used  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  people's  rights,  nor  to  give  the  advantage  to  other 
otates  and  people  over  our  own.  I  do  not  believe  we  should  inflict 
unjust  restrictions  on  the  railroads;  they  have  done,  and  are  now 
doing,  a  great  work  in  developing  the  State,  and  all  reasonable 
encouragement  should  be  given  to  them,  but  the  rights  of  the  citi- 
zen should  not  be  sacrificed  nor  ignored.  If  injustice  has,  in  any 
way,  been  done  to  place  or  people,  I  am  sure  the  railroads  will  be 
williug  to  remedy  the  wrong  when  their  attention  is  called  to  it.  If 
they  hesitiite,  then  the  Legislature  should  promptly  remedy  the 
wrong  complained  of  by  appropriate  legislation. 

MASTER  AND  SERVANT. 

The  law  regulating  the  liability  of  master  and  servant  is  the  sub- 
ject of  many  controversies.     The  decisions  are  so  numerous  and 
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conflicting,  that  there  should  be  some  legislation  defining  their 
respective  rights.  The  decisions  in  this  country  cannot  be  recon- 
ciled. The  reasoning,  which  was  at  the  foundation  'of  the  earliest 
decisions  in  the  English  courts,  is  not  applicable  to  our  country  and 
eople,  and  while  it  has  been  adopted  in  many  of  the  States,  it  has 
een  disregarded  in  others,  and  in  some  repudiated  by  statute.  It 
has  been  modified  even  in  P]ngland.  Injuries  to  employees,  hy  the 
various  railroads  and  manufacturing  companies,  have  become  alarm- 
ing, and  cry  aloud  to  the  Legislature  for  protection  and  redress. 

AVhcn  an  employee  is  injured  by  a  co-employee  who  is  doing  the 
work  of  tlie  company  and  is  about  the  master's  business,  he  is  the 
agent  of  the  master,  selected  by  him,  and  the  master  should  be 
responsible  for  injuries  caused  by  his  wrongful  acts,  neglect  or 
default,  done  in  the  line  of  his  employment,  inasmuch  as  the  mas- 
ter receives  the  benefit  of  his  labor.  Legislation  on  this  subject  is 
much  needed,  and  should  command  your  attention  at  once. 

The  report  of  the  commissioner  of  railroads  shows  that  during 
the  year  1890  there  were  1,262  accidents  to  persons  on  the  railroads 
in  A'irginia,  and  that  201  were  fatal.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
ascertain  the  number  for  1891.  These  fearful  facts  appeal  loudly  to 
the  Legislature  for  relief 

SEPARATE  COACHES  FOR  WHITE  AND  COLORED  PASSENGERS. 

There  is  a  very  general  demand  for  separate  coaches  and  separate 
waiting  rooms  at  the  passenger  stations  for  the  two  races,  through- 
out Virginia  and  the  South. 

Several  of  the  Southern  States  have  passed  such  laws,  and  as  far 
as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  they  meet  with  the  approval  of  con- 
servative people.  There  are  but  few  who  have  traveled  to  any  con- 
siderable extent  through  the  South,  who  have  not  witnessed  dis- 
agreeable scenes  occasioned  by  the  mixing  of  the  two  races  in  the 
railroad  coaches  or  in  the  waiting  rooms  at  the  stations.  If  there 
be  a  well-founded  reason  for  separate  schools  and  colleges  for  the 
two  races,  and  separate  churches  and  separate  hotels,  why  should 
there  not  be  separate  coaches  for  travelers  ?  All  day  long  the  two 
races  may  occupy  the  same  coach,  but  when  the  journey  is  con- 
cluded the  white  and  the  colored  passengers  separate,  each  to  his 
home  or  hotel,  and  the  association  is  ended.  Why  snould  it  ?  If 
it  is  right  for  them  to  travel  together  day  and  night,  why  should 
they  not  go  to  the  same  hotels  tor  food  and  rest?  We  should  be 
consistent.  The  separation  of  the  races  in  churches,  schools  and 
hotels,  has  met  with  the  approval  of  the  people,  and  the  result  has 
been  good ;  they  should  be  separated  on  the  railroad  coaches  as  well. 
Where  it  has  been  attempted  it  has  met  with  favor.  Being  sepa- 
rated, each  race  can  feel  at  ease,  unrestrained  by  the  presence  of  the 
other,  and  thus  the  comfort  of  all  will  be  promoted. 

I  would  advise  the  enactment  of  a  statute  requiring  every  railroad 
company  to  provide  separate  coaches  for  the  accommodation  of  white 
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and  colored  passengers,  and  separate  accommodations  at  the  pas- 
senger stations — all  of  equal  comfort  and  convenience.  When  the 
travel  on  a  road  is  not  sufficient  to  require  two  coaches,  a  single 
coach  should  be  so  divided  by  a  partition  as  to  secure  separate 
accommodations.     The  law  should  be  enforced  by  suitable  penalties. 

PALACE   CARS. 

On  every  leading  line  of  railroad  there  are  cars  on  which  you  can 
be  accommodated  as  well  as  at  a  first-class  hotel.  You  can  buy  a 
cigar  or  drink — ^get  a  meal  or  lodging.  It  is  a  hotel  on  wheels,  and 
sweeps  the  State  for  custom,  from  border  to  border.  A  hotel  license 
should  be  required  of  them.  It  is  unjust  to  require  a  tax  from  one 
of  our  citizens,  who  is  confined  to  a  single  locality,  for  the  privilege 
of  keeping  a  hotel,  and  allow  others,  perhaps  citizens  of  another 
State,  to  exercise  the  same  privilege,  without  paying  any  tax.  The 
latter  have  the  greater  opportunity  because  they  gather  their  custom 
all  along  the  line,  while  the  hotel  keeper  is  confined  to  one  locality ; 
if  he  changes  it  another  license  is  required.  That  these  cars  do  a 
profitable  business,  is  established  by  the  fact  that  they  are  becoming 
more  numerous.  The  company  can  better  aiford  to  pay  this  tax 
than  the  State  can  affi)rd  to  lose  it ;  besides  it  is  right  to  tax  them. 

RAILROADS   IN   THE   HANDS    OF   RECEIVERS, 

Whenever  a  railroad  abuses  its  franchises,  mismanages  its  business, 
and  fails  to  comply  with  its  obligations,  a  judge  of  competent  juris- 
diction, on  the  application  of  creditors,  will  take  control  of  the 
company  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  an  ofiicer  of  the  court,  called 
a  receiver,  to  be  operated  for  the  benefit  of  those  to  whom  it  is 
indebted. 

A  railroad  cannot  be  operated  without  labor,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
result  of  the  labor  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditor,  this  labor  must 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  road  before  they^  are  distri- 
buted among  those  entitled.  This,  I  believe,  is  settled  law.  A  rail- 
road cannot  be  profitable  unless  it  is  encouraged  by  travelers  and 
freight  shippers.  Those  who  use  such  railroads  should  be  just  as 
well  protected  in  their  rights,  by  the  law,  as  they  are  on  other  rail- 
roads, and  wherever  an  injury  occurs  in  consequence  of  the  wrong- 
ful act,  neglect  or  default  of  the  railroad  company  or  its  agents, 
while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  suflerer  should  have  a 
lien  on  the  earnings  of  the  railroad,  and  it,  like  a  labor  claim,  should 
be  paid  before  the  earnings  of  the  railroad  are  distributed  among 
the  creditors.  K  this  is  not  done,  you  will  have  two  classes  of  rail- 
roads— one  the  law  makes  responsible  for  its  negligence;  the  other 
it  does  not — a  discrimination  which  is  wrong  to  the  railroads  and  to 
the  citizen. 

Injuries  of  this  nature  have  been  often  inflicted  without  redress. 
Besides,  a  railroad  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  is  likely  to  be  run  in 
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the  most  economical  manner.  The;  control  is  temporary ;  the  object 
is  to  make  the  road  pay  its  debts,  and  the  inducement  is  great  to 
spend  as  little  on  the  road  and  its  equipment  as  possible,  knowing 
that  it  will  in  a  short  time  be  taken  out  of  the  control  of  the  court 
and  placed  again  under  the  management  of  its  real  owners.  I^ 
therefore,  these  railroads  are  not  made  responsible,  it  is  not  likely 
they  will  be  managed  with  as  much  care  and  diligence  as  they  would 
be  by  those  whose  interest  it  is  to  make  them  popiular  as  well  as 
profitable,  and  who  know  that  they  are  liable  for  every  wrong  which 
18  the  result  of  the  negligence  of  the  company.  I  would  advise  the 
passage  of  a  law  to  place  all  injuries  occasioned  by  the  negligence 
of  a  railroad  company,  or  its  agents,  while  being  operated  by  a 
receiver  of  the  court,  on  the  same  footing  as  a  labor  claim,  and 
require  claims  for  injuries  to  be  paid  before  the  earnings  of  the  road 
are  distributed. 

RAILROAD    COMMISSIONERS. 

'To  see  that  the  railroad  laws  of  the  State  are  faithfully  executed, 
that  the  citizen  is  protected  in  all  his  rights  against  the  company 
which  may  wrong  him,  three  railroad  commissioners  should  be 
selected,  with  powers  sufficient  for  the  purposes  indicated.  The 
people  would  be  better  satisfied  with  three  than  one.  They  would 
strengthen  one  another  and  restrain  one  another.  Their  decisions 
would  carry  rnore  weight  and  give  greater  satisfaction.  They  should 
be  entrusted  with  the  power  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
people,  but  should  they  be  unjust  in  their  demands  against  the  rail- 
roads, the  right  of  appeal  should  be  given  the  roads.  While  the 
citizens  should  be  protected,  no  injustice  should  be  inflicted  on  the 
railroad  companies. 

THE   DIRECT   TAX. 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  2,  1891,  all  moneys  still 
due  to  the  United  States  on  the  quota  of  direct  tax,  apportioned  by 
section  8,  act  of  Congress,  approved  August  5,  1861,  were  remitted 
and  relinquished,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  United  States  was  directed 
to  pay  to  the  governors  of  the  various  States  such  sums  of  money  aa 
may  be  necessary  to  reimburse  each  State  for  all  money  found  due 
to  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  But  no  money  should  be 
paid  to  any  State  until  the  Legislature  thereof  shall  have  accepted 
by  resolution  the  sum  appropriated  and  the  trust  imposed,  in  full 
satisfaction  of  all  claims  against  the  United  States  on  account  of  the 
levy  and  collection  of  said  tax,  and  shall  have  authorized  the  gover* 
nor  to  receive  said  money  for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid  :  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  the  sums  or  amounts  thereof  credited  to  any 
State  have  been  collected  from  the  citizens  thereof,  or  any  other  per- 
son, such  sums  shall  he  held  in  trust  by  such  State  for  the  benefit  of 
those  persons  from  whom  they  were  collected,  or  their  legal  repre- 
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sentatives  ;  and  that  all  claims  under  the  trust  hereby  created,  shall 
be  filed  \^ith  the  governor  within  six  years  next  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  and  all  claims  not  so 'filed  shall  be  forever  barred,  and  the 
money  contributed  thereto  shall  belong  to  the  State. 

WHO  ARE  ENTITLED  TO  THE  MONEY. 

"By  this  act  there  is  no  money  due  to  Virginia  as  a  State.  She 
refused  to  respond  to  the  demands  of  Congress,  and  all  the  money 
collected  by  the  officers  of  the  United  States  was  from  the  individual 
citizen,  ana  the  money  is  to  be  returned  to  those  who  have  paid  it, 
or  to  their  legal  representatives.  The  tax  was  only  collected  in  49 
counties  in  Virginia,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  participate  in  the 
disbursement  of  the  money  are  citizens  of  these  counties.  The 
amount  to  be  refunded  is  $442,408  09,  and  is  derived  from  a  tax  on 
real  estate.  The  books  are  on  lile  in  the  Treasury  Department  at 
Washington,  and  show  the  names  of  the  land  owners  who  paid  the 
tax,  date  of  payment  and  by  whom  paid.  To  enable  us  properly  to 
distribute  this  money  these  books  must  be  copied,  as  evidence  and 
guide  for  the  State  officer  who  has  this  work  to  do.  This  involves 
the  copying  of  the  names  of  about  90,000  land  owners,  with  some 
brief  description  of  the  respective  tractis  of  land,  the  amount  of  the 
tax,  interest,  costs,  &c.,  paid  in  each  case,  and  when  and  by  whoni 
paid.  To  enable  the  Legislature  to  act  understandingly  in  this 
matter,  and  for  my  information  also,  I  employed  the  Hon.  John  B. 
Moon,  of  Albemarle  county,  to  go  to  Washington  and  make  an 
investigation  of  the  whole  business,  and  report  to  me,  which  he  has 
done,  and  his  able  report  is  now  in  my  possession,  to  be  furnished 
to  the  Legislature  when  they  may  desire  to  have  it.  To  do  this 
work  of  copying  and  verifying  the  record  will  be  a  duty  both  deli- 
cate and  laborious.  Mr.  Moon  estimates  that  it  will  cost  about 
$1,500  for  the  books  and  clerical  work,  and  that  it  will  require  two 
months'  time  to  complete  it.  This  I  am  a<l vised  is  less  than  the  sum 
paid  by  other  States  for  similar  work. 

The  first  thinff  for  the  Legislature  to  do  is  to  accept  the  amount 
appropriated  and  the  trust  imposed.  The  money  will  not  be  paid 
until  this  is  done.  Xo  State  has  refused  to  accept  it  thus  far,  and  I 
would  advise  the  Legislature  to  accept  it.  If  we  fail,  it  may  be  a 
lon^  time  before  the  people  who  have  paid  this  money  will  be  able 
to  get  it-  A.  commissioner  should  be  appointed  to  distribute  it  and 
examine  the  evidence  to  sustain  each  claim.  All  costs  incurred  by 
the  {State  in  collecting  and  distributing  should  be  paid  out  of  the 
fund  before  it  is  distributed. 

LOST  RECEIPTS. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  some  difficulty  might  arise  if  parties 
had  lost  their  receipts  and  the  records  at  Washington  had  not 
credited  such  payments.     Or  there  might  be  cases  in  which  parties

had  paid  money  to  the  Federal  tax-collector  and  he  had  not  re- 
ported it  as  paid,  and  it  had  not  been  credited  on  the  books.  I  am 
aware  of  the  fact  that  quite  a  number  of  those  who  have  paid  the 
tax  have  lost  their  receipts.  I  hope  that  on  an  examination  of  the 
records  they  will  be  found  credited  with  the  amount  paid.  In  such 
a  case  there  can  be  no  difficulty ;  but  where  the  receipts  show  a  pay- 
ment, and  there  is  no  credit  on  the  books,  the  party,  in  my  judg- 
ment, will  not  be  entitled  to  share  the  money  appropriated,  for 
clearly  his  amount  could  not  have  been  included  in  the  estimate, 
and  therefore  not  embraced  in  the  $442,408  09,  which  could  only 
include  the  parties  who  had  paid,  and  whose  payments  were  re- 
ported. Tlie  federal  government,  in  such  a  case,  would  be  bound 
to  make  good  the  acts  of  their  collecting  agent.  The  money  was 
paid  to  the  agent,  as  the  law  required.  The  party  paying  had  no 
power  to  make  him  deposit  it  in  the  United  States  treasury,  and  he 
had  no  power  to  resist  the  payment.  If  he  failed  to  {»ay  the  money 
into  the  treasury,  the  dishonest  act  of  the  government  agent  must 
be  made  good  to  the  citizen  by  the  party  who  appointed  him. 
Whether  I  am  correct  in  this  opinion  or  not,  I  would  advise  that  we 
accept  the  amount  which  is  due  to  a  large  number  of  our  people, 
many  of  whom  need  it,  and  are  legally  entitled  to  it,  and  collect  the 
money  while  we  can.  Hereafter,  if  we  find  there  are  others  who 
are  entitled,  but  are  excluded  from  a  participation  in  this  appropria- 
tion, it  will  be  the  duty  of  our  representatives  in  Congress  to  have 
passed  another  act  for  their  relief,  the  justice  of  which  will  be  so 
apparent  that  we  can  scarcely  believe  Congress  would  hesitate  to  do 
so.  I  have  a  bill  prepared,  such  as  it  occurred  to  me  should  be 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly ;  also  a  resolution  accepting  the  act 
of  Congress,  with  the  trust  imposed.  I  have  all  the  acts  of  Con- 
gress and  the  reports  on  the  subject,  which  I  will  turn  over  to  your 
committee  whenever  requested. 

THE   PENITENTIARY. 

The  penitentiary  is  the  largest  of  our  State  institutions.  It  was 
built  about  a  hundred  years  ago,  and  was  designed  for  300  prisoners. 
From  year  to  year  the  number  of  convicts  has  increased,  requiring 
additions  to  the  building,  until  it  has  reached  its  present  capacit}\ 
Its  records  were  destroyed  at  the  evacuation  of  Ricnmond,  in  1865, 
and  we  have  no  means  of  knowing  the  number  of  its  inmates  prior 
to  the  year  1871,  at  which  time^it  had  828;  in  1881,  948;  1890, 
1,129;  and  now,  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  October  1st,  it 
has  1,199. 

In  July,  1890,  I  received  a  communication  from  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, the  superintendent  and  the  surgeon,  informing  me  "that 
the  prison  was  crowded  to  a  degree  never  before  known,  and  it  was 
indispensable  to  increase  the  number  of  cells.  To  do  this,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  take  possession  of  the  superintendent's  apartments, 
and  convert  them  into  cells,  and  build  for  him  a  dwelling  on  the 
penitentiary  grounds." 
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On  the  11th  of  August  I  received  a  communication  from  the  very 
efficient  surgeon,  Dr.  John  W.  Nash,  stating  that  the  health  of  the 
prisoners  was  in  great  danger,  unless  the  capacity  of  the  institution 
was  at  once  enlarged.  Upon  learning  of  this  condition  of  aftairs,  I 
had  a  conference  with  the  board  of  directors  to  determine  what 
should  be  done,  and  after  fully  investigating  the  facts  I  found  that 
the  prison  was  crowded  and  that  the  number  of  cells  should  be 
increased  without  delay,  and  that  there  was  sufficient  money  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  penitentiary  to  make  the  necessary 
additions.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  advised  that  the  work  be 
at  once  begun. 

The  house  for  the  superintendent  and  his  assistant  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  is  now  ready  for  occupancy.  A  good  architect  has 
examined  the  building  and  grounds,  and  advises  that  the  best  and 
cheapest  mode  of  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  prison  will  be  to 
add  another  story,  which  will  give  the  room  necessary  for  the  health- 
ful confinement  of  the  prisoners.  A  plan  has  been  adopted  by  which 
he  estimates  that  the  cost  of  these  additions  will  amount  to  $32,500. 
The  work  is  now  under  contract  and  w\\\  be  pushed  to  a  rapid  com- 
pletion. I  hope  the  action  of  the  board  of  directors  will  meet  the 
approval  of  the  General  Assembly. 

ITS    CONDITION. 

I  doubt  whether  this  institution  has  ever  been  in  as  good  a  condi- 
tion before.  The  average  number  of  convicts  has  been  1,198.  There 
have  been  no  riots  nor  disorder.  The  prisoners  have,  in  the  main, 
been  obedient  and  submissive;  they  are  comfortably  clothed,  well 
supplied  with  healthy  food,  and  as  the  result  of  their  labors  the 
accounts  show  a  net  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  penitentiary  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1890  of  $18,685  18,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
1891,  $36,170  18— this  year  being  an  increase  of  $17,486  over  1890, 
and  the  year  1890  being  an  increase  of  $13,01J»  36  over  the  year 
1889,  which  is  a  compliment  to  the  judgment  and  energy  of  the 
board  of  directors  and  the  superintendent  and  his  assistants. 

The  hospital  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  John  W.  Nash,  a 
most  efficient  officer,  who  has  been  faithful  and  attentive  to  the  sick. 
The  health  of  the  prison  has  been  2:ood.  The  prevailing  disease  is 
consumption,  due  in  part  to  the  close  confinement  of  active  men, 
who  are  accustomed  to  exercise  in  the  open  air.  This  has  rendered 
it  necessary  for  me  to  pardon  some  of  the  prisoners,  desiring  thereby 
to  prolong  their  lives,  being  advised  by  the  surgeon  that  their  cases 
were  hopeless  if  their  confinement  was  continued. 

THE   CHARACTER    OF   THE    PRISONERS. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  is  1,199.  Of  this  number  221  are 
white  men,  890  colored  men,  2  white  women  and  96  colored  women. 
I  regret  to  say  that  there  are  17  under  the  age  of  14  years,  and  266 
under  the  age  of  21  years. 
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At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  an  act  was  passed,  allowing 
the  judge  or  justice  before  whom  the  conviction  of  a  minor  was 
had,  to  send  him  to  the  Prison  Association  of  Virginia,  in  cases  in 
which  the  oflfenders  were  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  or  felony,  for 
which  the  punishment  was  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  for  not 
more  than  one  year.  Such  cases  appealed  much  to  my  sympathy, 
and  being  satisfied  that  they  were  not  criminals  of  such  a  character 
as  to  be  beyond  the  hope  of  reformation,  I  have  pardoned  a  few  of 
the  felons,  on  condition  that  they  would  go  and  submit  themselves 
to  the  control  and  management  of  the  prison  association  until  they 
attained  the  age  of  21  years,  or  until  discharged  by  its  oflicers  on 
account  of  good  conduct.  I  hope  this  association,  which  is  in 
charge  of  some  of  our  most  worthy  and  philanthropic  citizens,  may 
result  in  much  good  in  the  reformation  of  youthful  criminals.  It 
is  distressing  to  know  that  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  crime  in  the 
State  is  committed  by  the  youth,  before  they  reach  the  age  of  man- 
hood. 

When  we  consider  the  crowded  condition  of  the  [>rison,  the  good 
health  and  good  order,  which  has  characterized  the  convicts  during 
the  past  two  years,  and  the  wonderful  financial  results,  when  com- 
pared with  the  great  expense  it  has  been  in  the  past  years,  we  can 
not  but  congratulate  the  Legislature  on  having  such  efficient  officers 
in  charge  of  this  institution. 

CRIMINAL    EXPENSES. 

Our  heavy  criminal  expenses  is  a  subject  of  much  importance.! 
am  glad  it  has  received  the  special  attention  of  some  of  the  ablest 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  will,  I  hope,  find  some 
way  by  which  they  may  be  so  reduced,  without  injury  to  the  peace 
and  good  order  of  the  citizens,  that  the  revenues  derived  from  the 
judicious  management  of  the  penitentiary  may  be  sufficient  to  relieve 
the  State,  in  great  part,  if  not  entirely,  of  its  present  heavy  burden. 
Our  criminal  expenses  were — 

For  1860-61 877,894  34 

1870-71 149,794  26 

1888-89 278,799  59 

1890-91 261,854  51 

HOW    TO    REDUCE    THEM. 

These  expenses  will  be  proportionately  reduced  by  lessening  the 
number  of  prosecutions.  Every  arrest,  examination,  or  trial,  is 
attended  with  expense  to  the  State.  The  officers  are  all  paid  for 
their  work  by  the  State.  Arrests  are  too  often  the  result  of  haste, 
bad  advice,  and  sometimes,  I  fear,  of  malice. 
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DECREASE   THE    NUMBER   OF   FELONIOUS   OFFENCES. 

To  reniedv  this  I  would  suggest,  first  that  we  reduce  the  number 
of  felonious  oflfences.  We  have  too  many.  Why  should  there  be 
a  difference  between  larceny  from  the  person  and  simple  larceny? 
There  is  no  good  reason  why  a  party  who  steals  from  you  $5  00 
should  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  when  if  he  steals  an  ox  from  your 
pasture  he  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  only.  Why  should  the  larceny 
of  a  horse,  ass,  or  mule  be  a  felony  (however  worthless  they  may 
be),  while  the  stealing  of  a  cow  worth  $45  00  is  a  misdemeanor  ? 
If  a  person  buy  or  receive  pig  iron,  or  railroad  iron  of  any  descrip- 
tion, with  intent  to  defraud,  he  is  guilty  of  a  felony,  even  if  the  iron 
in  question  is  not  worth  a  dollar  or  a  dime.  If  he  steals  a  farmer's 
hog  or  sheep,  or  the  household  goods  of  another,  of  less  value  than 
$50  00,  he  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  only. 

The  penalty  of  these  offences  is  too  severe ;  the  wrong  done  is 
too  insignificant  to  justify  any  such  punishment.  There  is  no  good 
reason  why  these  distinctions  should  not  be  repealed.  The  stealing 
of  ?50  00  worth  of  property,  should  be  a  felony,  and  of  less  value  a 
misdemeanor,  it  matters  not  who  the  owner  may  be,  nor  the 
character  of  the  property  stolen. 

FORGERY. 

I  do  not  see  why  the  forgery  of  an  order  or  plain  note  of  hand 
for  less  than  $50  00  should  be  a  felony.  It  is  no  worse  morally 
than  simple  larceny,  nor  should  it  be  more  severely  punished.  The 
statute  in  this  respect  might  be  amended  and  save  the  State  much 
expense,  and  no  good  citizen  would  be  injured  by  it. 

There  have  been  many  cases  where  thoughtless  youths  have  been 
convicted  of  felonies  for  forging  orders  for  a  dollar  or  two.  These 
severe  and  injudicious  laws  have  much  to  do  with  filling  the  peni- 
tentiary with  convicts  who  should  be  at  work  for  their  families, 
instead  of  being  in  prison,  adding  to  the  burden  of  the  good  citi- 
zen who  is  taxed  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  prosecutions,  and  the 
expense  of  their  imprisonment,  and  perhaps  the  support  of  their 
families.  There  are  other  felonies  and  misdemeanors  which  might 
be  repealed  with  propriety,  but  the  length  of  this  message  will  not 
allow  me  to  mention  them. 

SALARIES  FOR  COMMONWEALTH  ATTORNEYS. 

The  attorneys  for  the  Commonealth  should  have  a  fixed  salary, 
and  not  be  allowed  to  have  their  pay  dependent  on  the  number  or 
results  of  the  prosecutions.  By  the  present  law  you  make  their 
interest  different  from  that  of  the  State.  It  is  to  their  interest  that 
there  should  be  as  many  prosecutions  as  possible.  It  is  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  State  that  there  shall  be  as  few  as  possible.     The  State 
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regrets  the  conviction  of  a  prisoner,  and  gives  him  the  benefit  of 
any  reasonable  doubt;  the  officer  rejoices  because  it  is  profitable  to 
him.  He  is  sometimes  charged  with  needless  prosecutions,  because 
his  pa}^  is  increased  by  them.  He  should  not  be  placed  in  such  a 
situation  by  the  law,  which  it  is  his  duty  to  see  enforced. 

There  are  compound  ofl:ences  which  may  be  divided  into  two 
prosecutions,  such  as  burglary  or  housebreaking  with  the  intent  to 
commit  some  other  crime.  The  party  may  be  indicted  for  house- 
breaking, and  then  again  for  the  other  crime,  and  whatever  it  may 
be,  the  IState  has  to  pay  the  cost  of  two  )>rosecutions.  By  giving  in 
evidence  the  other  offence,  by  way  of  aggravation,  the  prisoner 
will  be  as  severely  punished  as  if  he  were  tried  in  the  two  cases, 
and  the  State  would  be  saved  the  expense  of  the  second  trial. 

Parties  indicted  for  grand  larceny  may  be  found  guilty  of  petit 
larceny.  One  is  a  felony  and  the  other  is  a  misdemeanor.  As  the 
law  now  stands,  if  he  is  indicted  for  a  felony,  the  attorney  for  the 
Commonwealth  gets  his  fee,  w^hether  there  is  conviction  or  not,  and 
it  is  double  what  it  would  be  if  he  prosecuted  for  a  misdemeanor. 
Here  the  inducement  is  to  indict  for  felony,  thereby  more  than 
doubling  the  cost,  and  making  the  interest  of  the  State  and  of  its 
officers  different.  If  you  will  take  away  the  inducement  to  increase 
the  number  of  prosecutions,  you  wnll  get  rid  of  many  useless  ones; 
the  State  will  be  benefited  by  a  reduction  of  expense ;  the  citizens 
will  reap  an  advantage  by  less  annoyance  and  loss  of  time  in  being 
carried  to  court  as  jurors  and  witnesses.  We  need  not  fear  that 
crime  will  not  be  prosecuted.  Public  sentiment  will  regulate  that; 
the  grand  jury,  the  inquest  of  the  country,  will  see  that  all  real 
offenders  are  brought  to  trial. 

One  of  the  ablest  and  oldest  Commomvealth's  attorneys  in  the 
State  writes  me,  urging  a  change  in  the  mode  of  paying  the  Com- 
monwealth's attorneys.  He  says :  ''  It  is  no  new  question  with  me. 
The  present  system  is  wrong  in  principle,  unjust  to  the  attorneys, 
and  expensive  to  the  State." 

It  is  wrong  and  unjust  to  tempt  an  attorney  to  indict  for  a  felony 
whenever  it  is  possible,  because  he  receives  a  fee  in  every  case. 
There  is  a  natural  desire  to  receive  all  legitimate  fees  of  office. 
They  are  only  paid  for  their  trials  in  court,  and  there  are  no  fees 
for  the  attorneys  when  the  cases  are  finally  disposed  of  by  a  justice; 
hence  there  is  temptation  to  send  every  petty  case  before  the  grand 
jury  and  have  indictments  found  and  the  case  tried  in  court.  W'hen- 
ever  sent  before  a  justice  they  would  end  there,  and  with  much  less 
expense. 

All  this  would  be  changed  by  paying  an  attorney  for  the  Com- 
monwealth a  regular  salary,  according  to  the  population  of  his 
county,  and  let  it  be  eqaital)ly  divided  between  the  State  and  the 
county — the  State  paying  one-third  and  the  county  two-thirds.  This 
should  apply  also  to  cities,  and  when  the  counties  and  cities  paid  so 
much  of  the  criminal  expenses,  they  would  be  much  more  strictly 
inquired  into  by  their  officers,  and  thus  bring  the  parties  w^ho  fix 
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the  amounts  due  and  the  parties  who  pay,  closer  together,  and  I  am 
sure  they  would  be  greatly  reduced. 

In  some  of  the  counties  it  requires  the  whole  revenue  to  pay  the 
criminal  expenses,  leavnng  the  schools  to  be  kept  up  by  taxes  from 
other  counties.  If  these  expenses  were  more  closely  scrutinized, 
there  is  scarcely  room  for  doubt  that  there  would  be  a  reduction. 

THE    PRACTICAL   WORKINGS   OF   THE   PRESENT   LAW. 

Let  us  examine  the  practical  workings  of  the  present  law,  by 
which  the  attorneys  for  the  Commonwealth  are  paid  a  fee  in  each 
case  '*  tried." 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  1,  1889,  there  were  paid  fees 
amounting  to  $24,390.  Say  that  one-third  of  this  amount  was  for 
prosecuting  misdemeanors — take  off  this  and  you  will  have  $16,260 
paid  in  fees  for  prosecuting  felonies.  That  pays  the  fee  for  1,626 
trials.  Now,  examine  tlie  report  of  the  superintendent  of  the  peni- 
tentiary for  the  same  year,  and  you  will  find  only  447  convicts  were 
sent  to" the  penitentiary,  and  not  more  than  two  or  three  persons 
convicted  of  capital  offences,  proving  that  three-fourths  of  the  prose- 
cutions resulted  in  no  convictions,  and  were  a  useless  expense  to  the 
State.  You  pay  the  expenses  of  lour  prosecutions  where  you  have 
one  conviction.  It  would  be  a  small  matter  if  you  paid  only  the  fee 
to  the  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  but  you  are  compelled  to 
pav  for  the  jurors,  the  witnesses,  and  the  other  officers  in  addition. 

'The  criminal  expenses  for  the  same  year  were  $278,799.  Take 
off  three-fourths  for  these  uselcvss  prosecutions,  and  you  should  have 
for  the  expenses  in  the  year  1879, 1^92,933,  instead  of  $278,799. 

It  is  true  that  sometimes  a  very  proper  prosecution  fails.  Make 
due  allowance  for  all  such,  and  say  one-half  of  the  proper  prosecu^ 
tions  result  in  acquittals — which  is  too  large  a  proportion,  if  the 
officers  do  their  duty.  If  you  get  rid  of  one-half  the  prosecutions, 
you  relieve  the  State  of  one-half  the  criminal  expenses,  which,  for 
the  year  1887,  would  have  been  $139,399,  instead  of  $278,799,  by 
the  fowest  calculation. 

TAKE  THE  YBAR  1880-81. 

The  attorneys  for  the  Commonwealth  were  paid,  in  fees,  $15,145, 
Take  off  one-third  for  fees  in  misdemeanor  cases,  and  you  have 
$10,197  paid  for  felonies.  This  shows  that  there  wore  1,019  felony 
trials.  The  same  year  there  were  sent  to  the  penitentiary  233  con- 
victs— that  is,  one  convict  in  every  four  trials.  Thus  there  were 
763  fruitless  prosecutions,  each  of  which  cost  the  State,  on  an  aver- 
age, §108,  which  amounts  to  $82,404  thrown  away;  take  this  from 
$131,424  40,  the  cost  of  the  criminal  expenses  for  that  year,  and 
you  have  $49,020  40,  instead  of  $131,424  40,  for  the  annual  crimi- 
nal expenses  of  the  year  1880-81,  three-quarters  of  which  sum  for 
that  year  was  a  needless  expense,  and  an  outrage  upon  those  citi- 
zens who  were  prosecuted  without  sufficient  cause. 
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When  you  examine  the  other  years,  no  doubt  you  will  find  about 
the  same  results.  These  two  years  were  the  only  ones  for  which  I 
could  get  the  data  necessary  for  this  calculation.  They  were  se- 
lected at  random  by  a  clerk  in  the  auditor's  office,  for  the  purpose 
of  demonstrating  the  propriety  of  taking  away  the  inducement  to 
multiply  prosecutions  by  paying  the  officers  fi*xed  salaries,  and  not 
making  their  emolument  dependent  on  the  number  of  prosecutions. 

WHO    SHOULD    PAY   THE   COSTS. 

In  every  j>ro8ecution  cost  be2:in8  as  soon  as  process  is  issued.  The 
officer  who  issues  the  warrant  has  a  fee,  the  officer  who  makes  the 
arrest  has  a  fee,  and  the  officer  before  whom  the  party  is  brought 
for  trial  or  examination  has  a  fee,  and  the  Commonwealth  pays  them 
all.  The  party  who  causes  the  warrant  to  be  issued  is  at  no  expense. 
He  pays  no  costs,  and  often  it  is  by  bad  advice  that  he  is  induced  to 
commence  a  prosecution  when  there  is  no  real  ground  for  it.  These 
inducements  should  be  taken  away,  and  if  a  party  without  sufficient 
evidence  to  convict  causes  a  groundless  prosecution,  he  should  be 
required  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  proceedings  and  not  make  the  State 
bear  the  burden  of  his  folly. 

BRINGING    PRISONERS    TO    THE    PENITENTIARY. 

In  1870-71  it  cost  ?12,958  47  to  bring  304  prisoners. 

In  1880-81  it  cost      6,139  68  to  bring  233  prisoners. 

In  1889-90  it  cost    12,960  00  to  bring  458  prisoners. 

In  1890-91  it  cost    10,689  09  to  bring  438  prisoners. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  cost  changes  every  year.     In  1871  it  was 
$42  56  for  each  prisoner.     In  1880-81  it  was  $26  35  for  each,  and 
in  1889-90  it  was  $28  10  for  each  prisoner.     In  1890-91  it  was  • 
$24  40. 

This  cost  is  greatly  increased  by  the  extravagant  charges  of  the 
officers  for  expenses,  and  by  bringing  guards  that  are  unnecessary. 
The  prisoners  should  be  sent  for  by  the  superintendent  of  the  peni- 
tentiary, then  you  would  have  no  fees  and  no  extra  guards  to  pay. 
The  asylums  have  been  trying  this  plan  and  have  greatly  reduced 
their  expenses. 

BRINGING   LUNATICS    TO    THE    ASYLUM. 

For  the  live  years  from  1873  to  1877  inclusive,  the  officers  from 
various  parts  of  the  State  brought  337  lunatics  to  the  Eastern 
asylum,  at  a  cost  of  $16,877  19,  which  is  a  cost  of  $47  10  per  head. 

For  the  five  years  from  1886  to  1890  inclusive,  337  lunatics  were 
brought  to  the  same  asylum  from  various  parts  of  the  State  by  an 
agent  sent  from  the  asylum,  at  a  cost  of  $2,593  09,  which  is  $7  72 
per  head — thus  saving  the  Stiite  $14,284  10,  or  one-eighth  of  what 
it  cost  when  they  were  brought  by  a  sheriff.  Why  not  try  this  plan 
with  criminals  ? 
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TO  REDUCE   CRIMINAL    EXPENSES. 

I  recommend  that  you — 

1st.  Reduce  the  number  of  felonious  offenses. 

2d.  Pay  the  attorneys  for  the  Commonwealth  and  the  other  officers 
a  fixed  salary,  and  apportion  all  the  criminal  expenses  between  the 
State  and  the  counties,  one-third  to  be  paid  by  the  State  and  two- 
thirds  by  the  counties. 

8d.  Make  the  party  who  causes  a  needless  prosecution  pay  all  the 
costs. 

4th.  Make  the  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary  send  for  all 
convicts. 

5th.  That  you  enlarge  the  jurisdiction  of  the  justices  for  the  trial 
of  misdemeanors. 

PRIZE   FIGHTING. 

This  brutal  sport  is  made  a  felony  by  the  Code  of  Virginia,  and 
whoever  is  present  at  such  a  fight,  as  an  aid,  second,  surgeon,  or 
assistant,  etc.,  is  made  amenable  to  the  law.  The  penalty  is  a  severe 
one,  and  shows  in  what  detestation  this  crime  is  held  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 

There  have  been  several  fights  in  Virginia  this  year,  and  I  have 
heard  of  no  convictions.     Perhaps  the  cases  have  not  yet  been  tried, 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the 
fact  that  in  other  States  such  criminals  are  escaping  punishment  on 
a  technicality,  by  showing  that  the  fight  was  not  with  bare  knuckles 
but  with  gloves.  This  class  ol  fights  are  as  brutal  as  those  with  the 
naked  fists  and  are  just  as  obnoxious  and  corrupting  to  the  commu- 
nity. 

I  hope  the  Legislature  will  at  once  so  define  the  meaning  of  prize 
fighting  as  to  make  those  engaging  in  it  amenable  to  the  law,  and 
drive  this  brutal  sport  from  the  Commonwealth. 

THE    BOARDS   OF   VISITORS   FOR   THE   PUBLIC   INSTITUTIONS. 

There  should  be  one  general  law  regulating  their  appointment.    • 
Their  number,  their  pay,  their  terms  of  oflice  should  all  be  the  same. 
See  how  diflferent  the  law  is  for  the  various  institutions. 

The  boards  for  the  lunatic  asylums  and  for  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and 
Blind  asylum  are  composed  of  nine  members  each;  their  terms  of 
service  are  for  three  years,  commencing  on  the  15th  of  April. 

The  board  for  the  University  of  \  irginia  is  composed  of  nine 
members.  Their  terms  of  office  begin  on  the  28th  of  February  and 
continue  for  four  years.  A  part  of  the  members  are  appointed 
biennially. 

The  board  for  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  is  composed  of  nine 
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members,  with  the  adjutant-general.     Their  terms  of  office  begin 
on  the  Ist  day  of  January,  and  continue  for  three  years. 

The  board  for  the  Hampton  Xormal  institute  consists  of  eight 
members.  Their  terms  of  office  are  for  four  years,  commencing  on 
the  Ist  day  of  January.  One-half  of  the  members  are  appointed 
biennially. 

The  board  for  William  and  Mary  college  is  composed  of  ten 
members.  The  first  board  was  appointed  by  the  governor.  They 
fill  every  vacanqy  occasioned  among  their  as^^ociate  members. 

The  Virginia  Normal  and  Collegiate  institute,  at  Petersburg,  is 
composed  of  eight  members,  with  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction.  Their  term  is  for  four  years,  commwicing  on  the  let 
day  of  April.     All  expire  at  the  same  time. 

The  Virginia  Ag^ricultural  and  Mechanical  college  at  Blacksbur^, 
is  composed  of  eight  members.  The  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  is  a  member  of  the  board.  They  hold  office  for  four 
years,  and  one-half  are  appointed  biennally.  Their  terms  of  office 
expire  on  the  first  day  of  ♦fanuary. 

At  the  William  and  Mary  college,  and  at  the  State  Normal 
Female  college  at  Farmville,  the  boards  hold  office  for  life. 

You  will  see  how  diffi^rent  the  law  is  with  reference  to  these  insti- 
tutions. The  number  of  members  who  compose  the  boards  are 
diflferent,  their  terms  of  office  are  diflterent,  and  their  time  of  com- 
mencement is  different.  Some  hold  office  for  three  years,  some  for 
four  years,  and  some  for  life. 

There  is  no  regularity  as  to  pay,  some  are  paid  their  expenses, 
some  are  paid  per  diem,  some  are  paid  per  diem  and  mileage,  out 
of  the  annual  amount  given  by  the  State.  At  the  Virginia  Mili- 
tary institute, "  the  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  are  allowed  by  the  governor,  and  paid  by  w^arrant  on 
the  treasurer."  So  the  Virginia  Military  institute  ^ets  the  usual 
appropriation,  and  the  expenses  of  the  board.  All  the  boards 
should  be  on  the  same  footing,  and  if  the  institutions  which  get 
small  annuities  from  the  State  are  required  to  pay  out  ot  their 
allowance  the  expenses  of  their  boards,  then  all  of  them  should.  I 
am  not  objecting  to  the  law  allowing  it  out  of  the  treasury,  but  if  it 
is  allow^ed  to  one  institution  it  should  be  to  all.  Such  difterent 
laws  for  the  various  institutions  are  confusing.  They  may  lead  to 
trouble.  They  should  be  simplified  and  made  uniform.  There 
should  be  one  general  law  on  this  subject  for  all  the  State  institu- 
tions. The  number  composing  the  board  should  be  nine-;  they 
should  hold  office  for  three  years;  one-third  should  go  out  every 
year;  their  terms  of  service  should  begin  on  the  first  of  January, 
and  their  appointment  should  be  made  by  the  governor,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Senate ;  they  should  hold  over  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed  and  have  qualified ;  they  should  receive  a  rea- 
sonable per  diem  for  their  services  and  their  necessary  traveling 
expenses;  they  should  be  paid  out  of  the  money  annually  appro- 
priated   to    the   various    institutions.     The    adjutant-general,   ex- 
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officio,  should  be  a  member  of  the  board  for  the  Virginia  Military 
institute,  and  the-  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  ex-officio  a 
member  of  each  of  the  boards  for  the  literary  institutions. 

NOTARIES    PUBLIC. 

By  section  923  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  the  governor  is  au- 
thorized to  appoint  in,  and  for  the  separate  counties  and  corpora- 
tions of  the  State,  as  many  notaries  as  to  him  shall  seem  proper, 
but  the  number  appointed  must  not  exceed  one  for  every  500  of 
population. 

The  activity  in  the  sale  and  transfer  of  property  in  the  State,  and 
the  or^nization  of  many  new  companies  and  corporations,  have 
created  an  unusual  demand  for  notaries.  In  many  of  the  counties, 
towns,  and  cities,  the  number  allowed  by  law  ha«  been  already 
appointed,  and  still  the  demand  comes  for  more.  Old  localities  and 
companies  have  the  greater  part  of  them.  The  new  towns  and  new 
companies,  in  many  instances,  are  greatly  inconvenienced,  because 
they  cannot  be  supplied,  and  often  it  is  a  real  hardship.  I  would 
suggest  that  the  statute  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  limitation, 
and  let  the  appointment,  which  pays  §5  00  into  the  treasury  of  the 
State,  and  injures  no  one,  be  made  whenever  a  good  and  proper 
person  applies  for  it. 

I  am  satisfied  there  are  quite  a  number  of  notaries  public  who 
are  doing  business  in  this  State,  who  have  never  qualified  according 
to  law  ;  they  may  do  much  mischief,  and  I  advise  the  Legislature 
to  pass  a  law  making  it  a  penal  oftence  for  a  notary  public  to  per- 
form any  notarial  act  until  he  has  duly  qualified  and  given  bond. 
And  that  the  commission  of  each  notary  shall,  when  issued,  be  sent 
to  the  judge  of  the  proper  city  or  county,  to  be  delivered  by  him 
to  the  notary  public  when  he  shall  have  given  bond  and  qualified 
according  to  law. 

COUNTY   CEMETERIES. 

It  is  a  melancholy  fact,  that  all  over  the  State  family  burying 
grounds  are  passing  out  of  the  possession  of  those  to  whom  they 
are  sacred,  and  are  becoming  the  property  of  strangers.  The 
enclosures  are  going  to  ruin,  and  the  graves  to  desecration.  Many 
of  the  poor  in  the  country  have  no  suitable  places  to  bury  their 
dead,  fey  permission,  they  are  buried  on  the  lands  of  others,  and 
in  a  few  years  the  graves  may  be  trampled  by  the  hoofs  of  cattle,  or 
be  fallowed  over  for  the  coming  crop ;  instead  of  evergreens  and 
flowers,  the  waving  grain  is  growing  where  lies  the  ashes  of  our 
dead. 

The  civilization  and  Christianity  of  a  people  are,  in  a  measure, 
judged  of  hy  the  respect  shown  the  dead.  The  savage  hides  his 
dead  beneath  the  sod  and  moves  on  to  return  no  more.  Cohimns 
and  monuments  are  built  to  the  memory  of  the  distinguished  dead;^ 
the  graves  of  the  wealthy  are  in  guarded  cemeteries,  and  are  pro- 
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the  people,  and  pass  an  act  to  give  aid  and  encouragement  to  their 
eftbrts. 

It  is  said  by  some,  that  the  20th  section  of  the  10th  article,  of  the 
constitution,  prohibits  an  appropriation  for  such  a  purpose.  It  de- 
clares, "that  no  other  or  greater  amount  of  tax  or  revenue  shall,  at 
any  time,  be  levied  than  may  be  required  for  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  government,"  etc.  This  section  of  the  constitution 
18  a  wise  restriction  upon  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  tax  the 
people.  It  does  not  allow  a  burden  to  be  imposed  whenever  the 
Legislature  might  think  it  would  be  advisable;  it  is  confined  pru- 
dently and  properly  in  its  power  to  tax,  ''  to  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  government."  Can  an  appropriation  for  the  World's  Fair 
be  properly  considered,  ''a  necessary  expense  of  government?"  If 
it  can,  you  have  the  right  to  levy  a  tax  for  the  purpo.se.  If  it  can- 
not, you  have  no  authority  to  do  so.  ''  What  is  necessary,"  does 
not  mean  iu  the  constitution  that  without  which  we  cannot  exist!! ! 
The  absolutely  necessary  things  in  the  life  of  a  nation,  or  of  an  in- 
dividual, are  but  few.  A  man,  or  a  nation,  can  live  with  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  expenditures  which  custom,  association,  or  cir- 
cumstances demand.  What  is  necessary,  depends  on  the  situation 
and  surroundings  of  the  man,  or  government,  and  they  must  be  ex- 
amined to  determine  what  is  the  meaning  of  this  word,  as  it  is  used 
in  the  constitution. 

Virginia  is  a  great  State,  and  her  necessary  expenses  must  like- 
wise be  great;  her  mountains  and  lowlands  are  full  of  undeveloped 
wealth ;  her  fruits,  and  forests  and  minerals  are  unsurpassed  in 
quantity  and  value.  We  are  unable  to  develop  them  because  of  our 
recent  losses  in  the  great  war  between  the  States,  which  fell  heaviest 
upon  her,  both  during  its  progress  and  by  its  results.  In  the  great 
gathering  at  Chicago  of  the  world's  wealth  we  will  have  a  better 
opportunity  for  displaying  our  advantages  than  we  have  ever  had 
before,  or  perhaps  ever  will  again,  and  we  should  use  this  oppor- 
tunity to  acquaint  capital  and  enterprise  with  our  resources,  and 
invite  them  to  invest  with  us,  and  come  and  make  a  home  with  us 
and  help  to  develop  the  advantages  nature  has  so  liberally  given  us. 

That  cannot  be  done  without  much  money ;  the  State  cannot  raise 
money  without  taxation ;  the  power  to  tax  is  given  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, but  it  is  restricted  by  the  constitution  to  what  is  necessary  for 
the  support  of  government.  Our  bill  of  rights  declares  that  the 
government  is  established  for  the  common  benefit  of  the  people  that 
compose  it;  if  it  does  not  use  its  powers  for  their  protection  and  for 
their  good  it  is  inefficient.  Can  the  State  government  be  perform- 
ing its  proper  functions  at  a  time  like  this  if  it  remain  passive  and 
indifferent,  and  tail  to  exert  every  reasonable  effort  to  put  the  State 
in  a  position  to  avail  itself  of  such  an  opportunity  to  advertise  her 
advantages  to  the  world  ?  The  other  States  are  active  and  generally 
interested.  Virginia  is  passive  and  indifferent.  Cannot  it  be  said 
with  perfect  truth  that  at  such  a  time  and  for  such  a  purpose,  a 
reasonable  appropriation  to  enable  her  to  make  a  suitable  display  of 
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her  resources  and  advuutages  in  the  Columbian  Exposition  can  be 
justly  declared  an  "  expense  of  government "  which  is  *'  necessary ! " 
And  would  not  failure  to  make  sucb  an  appropriation  show  an  indif- 
ference on  the  part  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  welfare  and 
benefit  of  the  people  which  will  meet  and  merit  the  disapproval  of 
the  great  majority  of  the  tax-payers  ? 

Ave  failed  to  make  an  appearance  at  Philadelphia  in  1876;  our 
reasons  to  us  were  good  and  sufficient.  If  we  fail  to  appear  in  1893 
at  Chicago  with  so  many  inducements,  will  it  not  be  commented  on 
greatly  to  our  disadvantage? 

WE    HAVE    A    PRECEDENT. 

We  are  not  without  familiar  precedents  for  the  construction  of 
the  constitution  favorable  to  an  appropriation.  In  an  endeavor  to 
encourage  the  farmers,  the  board  of  agriculture  was  established  by 
an  act  of  the  (Tcneral  Assembly  ])assed  March  5,  1888,  and  an 
annual  appropriation  of  ^10,000  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  prac- 
tically carrying  out  the  purposes  for  which  the  board  was  estab- 
lished. It  was  believed  to  be  "an  expense  of  government  neces- 
sary "  and  proper;  so  the  bill  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  and 
was  approved  by  the  people.  I  hope  it  will  result  in  much  good  to 
the  State  at  lar^e. 

We  find  anotlier  precedent  in  the  appropriation  made  each  year 
to  pension  our  old  soldiers  and  for  Lee  Camp  to  take  care  of  those 
brave  men  who  have  made  such  sacrifices  for  their  country;  and 
the  approi»riation  voted  meets  with  the  ai)proval  of  the  good  people 
of  the  State.  It  is  a  burden  which  they  bear  as  if  it  were  a  bless- 
ing— -joyfully  and  willingl3\  Yet  who  can  say,  in  a  restricted  con- 
struction of  the  constitution,  that  there  can  be  found  any  authority 
for  it?  You  cannot  find  it  expressly  laid  down,  but  it  is  there  by 
implication.  A  constitution  cannot,  from  its  very  nature,  enter  into 
a  minute  specification  of  all  the  minor  powers  naturally  and  obvi- 
ously included  in  it  and  flowing  from  the  great  and  important  ones 
which  are  expressly  granted.  It  is,  therefore,  established  as  a  rule 
of  construction  that  where  a  constitution  gives  a  rule  of  general 

f)Ower,  or  enjoins  a  duty,  it  also  gives  by  implication  every  particu- 
ar  power  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  the  one  or  the  performance 
of  the  other. 

In  this  age  of  advancement  and  progress,  Virginia  cannot  be 
behind  in  the  race.  Her  agricultural  interests  need  fostering  and 
encouraging.  It  therefore  becomes  a  necessary  expense  of  govern- 
ment to  m«ake  an  appropriation  to  sustain  the  board  of  agriculture. 

Virginia  takes  care  of  her  disabled  confederate  soldiers.  She  finds 
her  authority  by  implication — in  the  spirit  which  framed  and 
adopted  the  constitution  of  the  State.  It  was  made  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  people  and  for  their  common  benefit. 

With  these  precedents  before  it,  and  for  the  reasons  above  given, 
I  would  advise  the  Legislature  to  make  such  an  appropriation  as  the 
financial  condition  of  the  State  will  allow,  and  to  encourage  the 
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people  to  make  such  an  exhibition  of  their  wealth  and  resources  as 
they  reasonably  oan,  the  appropriation  to  be  secured  from  unwise 
expenditures  by  suitable  guards  and  restrictions. 

LIGHTS    FOR   THE   CAPITOL. 

In  March,  1890,  some  of  the  basement  officers  made  an  applica- 
tion to  me  to  have  the  electric  lights  removed  from  the  capitol  and 
substitute  ffas.  The  great  objection  urged  was  danger  from  fire, 
eanaed  by  the  electric  Tights.  There  was  some  objection,  too,  to  the 
insufficiency  of  the  light.  On  examination  I  found  that  the  electric 
lights  were  put  in  the  building  on  the  4th  of  February,  1891,  under 
a  contract  in  writing  made  wuth  the  electric  company.  One  of  its 
stipulations  declared  that  it  was  to  be  a  contract  from  year  to  year, 
and  each  party,  by  giving  thirty  days  notice  prior  to  the  4th  of  Feb- 
ruary of  any  year,  might  have  the  contract  annulled.  This  was  not 
done,  and  I  did  not  thmk  I  could  do  it  then  without  a  violation  of  a 
written  contract,  which  I  did  not  propose  to  do  unless  there  was,  in 
my  judgment,  an  urgent  necessity  for  it.  I  sent  for  the  agents  of 
the  insurance  companies  who  had  taken  risks  on  the  property  in  the 
capitol  and  at  the  mansion,  and  thev  were  so  well  satisfied  that 
there  was  no  more  risk  with  electric  lights  than  with  gas  that  they 
each  gave  their  permission  in  writing  for  the  continued  use  of  the 
electric  lights — which  they  had  not  done  prior  to  that  time.  I  wrote 
to  several  of  the  public  institutions  in  the  State  where  the  electric 
light  is  used,  and  they  stated  that  they  did  not  think  it  more  dan- 
gerous than  gas. 

The  Legislature  had  held  its  session  in  the  building,  and  during 
its  sitting  the  question  of  electric  lights  was  prominently  before  that 
body,  and  it  was  discussed  by  men  of  learning  and  eminence  in  that 
department  of  science,  and  no  complaint  was  made  to  them,  nor  did 
they  suggest  a  change  from  electricity  to  gas.  Under  these  circum- 
stances 1  felt  it  my  duty  to  allow  the  lights  to  remain  until  the 
Legislature  ordered  their  removal,  or  until  testimony  more  conclu- 
sive had  been  adduced,  showing  the  danger  of  the  continued  use  of 
the  electric  lights,  which  would  warrant  me  in  violating  the  contract 
on  the  part  of  the  State  and  incurring  the  expense  necessary  for  the 
introduction  of  gas. 

On  the  2M  of  February,  1891,  another  application  was  made  to 
the  same  effect  as  the  one  of  the  previous  year,  but  this  application 
was  also  sixteen  days  after  I  had  the  right  to  give  notice  to  annul 
the  contract.  The  complaint  was  about  the  same  in  efiect  as  that 
of  the  previous  year.  It  stated,  in  addition  however,  that  up  to 
1865,  the  capitol  had  been  on  fire  sixteen  times,  and  several  times 
since.  It  did  not  state  the  cause  of  the  fires,  but  none  have 
occurred  from  the  electric  lights,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn. 
It  is  not  stated  whether  any  ol'  the  fires  occurred  from  gas.  This 
last  petition  was  accompanied  with  a  letter  from  the  gas  company, 
in  which  "  they  agreed  to  put  the  gas  fixtures  of  the  capitol  in  first- 
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class  order,  if  we  would  use  gas."  When  I  received  this  applica- 
tion, I  sent  for  the  superintendent  of  the  lire  alarm  and  telegraph  of 
the  city,  and  for  Mr.  TrafFord,  the  electrical  engineer  of  the  city,  to 
inspect  the  condition  of  the  lights  in  the  capitol,  and  requested 
them  to  make  me  a  written  report.  The  report  was  satisfactory  to 
me,  so  I  again  refused  to  order  the  removal  of  the  electric  lights. 
There  was  complaint  of  the  lights  in  some  of  the  oflSces  in  damp 
weather,  but  inasmuch  as  the  winter  was  about  over,  I  deemed  it  best 
to  refer  the  whole  matter  to  the  Legislature,  with  the  facts  collected 
on  the  subject,  and  let  it  determine  whether  it  will  have  gas  or 
electric  lights,  and  take  such  action  as  will  relieve  me  from  the 
responsibility  of  differing  with  the  larger  part  of  the  watchful  and 
efficient  officers  who  occupy  the  capitol  building,  and  who  are  the 
custodians  of  the  valuable  books  and  public  records,  which  if  lost 
could  not  be  replaced.  Too  much  care  cannot  be  taken,  and  a 
careful  investigation  of  the  dangers  should  be  made. 


LUNATIC  ASYLUMS. 


The 


5  greatly-increased  number  of  lunatics  in  the  State  is  the 
cause  ot  anxious  inquiry.  For  many  years  the  asylum  at  Wil- 
liamsburg furnished  the  State  a  home  and  hospital  for  all  her  un- 
fortunate population,  afflicted  with  this  fearful  disease.  About  fifty 
years  ago  it  became  necessary  to  increase  the  hospital  accommoda- 
tions, and  the  asylum  at  Staunton  was  the  result.  Since  the  war 
we  have  built  two  other  asylums;  one  for  white,  at  Marion,  Smyth 
county,  and  one  for  colored  persons,  at  Petersburg;  and  there  have 
been  large  additions  to  several  others.  Still,  there  are  quite  a  num- 
ber of  these  unfortunate  people  not  provided  for,  some  of  whom 
are  confined  in  the  county  and  city  jails.  The  appropriations  to 
the  asylums  are  liberal,  and  yet  the  officers  who  manage  them  still 
ask  for  greater  accommodations  and  larger  appropriations.  The 
number  of  inmates  is  each  year  increasing,  and  there  is  no  legiti- 
mate reason  for  such  an  increase  of  insanity,  as  is  shown  by  the 
number  of  inmates  in  our  asylums.  I  am  very  sure  that  there  are 
many  in  the  asylums  of  the  State  who  are  idiots,  and  not  lunatics, 
and  who  should  have  been  sent  to  the  almshouses  rather  than  to  the 
asylums.  If  they  are  sent  to  the  asylums,  their  expenses  are  paid 
by  the  State;  if  to  the  almshouses  of  the  counties  and  cities,  they 
are  supported  by  them.  Hence  to  relieve  the  counties  and  the 
cities,  they  are  often  sent  to  these  State  institutions,  when  they 
should  be  cared  for  in  the  county  and  city  almshouses.  In  order  to 
avoid  this,  and  prevent  our  State  institutions  from  being  taxed  with 
the  expense  which  they  should  not  bear,  and  which  properly  be- 
longs to  the  counties  and  cities,  I  advise  that  the  Legislature  pass  a 
law,  more  clearly  declaring  who  are  to  be  received  m  the  asylums, 
and  require  the  attorneys  for  the  Commonwealth  to  be  present  and 
represent  the  State  at  every  examination  of  a  person  charged  with 
lunacy,  and  see  to  it  that  no  person  is  sent  to  the  asylums,  except 
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such  as  the  law  requires,  and  that  they  receive  for  this  work  the 
same  compensation  which  they  receive  in  a  trial  for  felony. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

I  take  pleasure  in  calling  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly 
to  the  interesting  report  of  the  State  board  of  agriculture.  Thia 
excellent  review  of  our  agricultural  interests  is  instructive  and  en- 
couraging.  It  is  a  good  hand-book  of  the  State,  and  should  be 
carefully  examined,  and  its  valuable  suggestions  should  receive  their 
merited  consideration. 

STATISTICS  OF  VIRGINIA. 

There  is  no  information  more  valuable  to  those  who  are  seeking 
homes  or  investments  than  that  furnished  by  reliable  statistics,  and 
I  should  be  glad  to  see  a  bureau  of  statistics  established,  from  which 
might  be  gained  all  information  showing  the  condition  of  the  State ; 
its  resources ;  its  wealth  from  the  soil,  from  the  mines,  and  from  the 
water ;  its  fruits  and  its  flowers ;  its  cattle  of  every  kind ;  its  manu-r 
facturing  industries  ;  its  climate,  &c. 

Our  financial  condition  will  not  justify  such  an  expense  at  this 
time,  but  we  can  gather  much  information,  at  little  expense,  through 
the  commissioners  of  revenue  in  each  county  and  city.  They  are 
officers  of  the  State,  selected  for  their  intelligence  and  reliability, 
bonded  and  sworn,  and  the  information  gained  through  them  would 
be  accredited  everywhere  and  entitled  to  the  highest  consideration. 

The  information  on  these  subjects  now  published  is  gathered,  ii^ 
great  part,  by  persons  who  are  interested  in  that  particular  depart- 
ment of  investigation,  and  is  therefore  not  so  favorably  received  aa 
authentic  as  would  be  the  statements  of  disinterested  officials. 

I  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  proper  blank  forms  be  fur- 
nished by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  sent  to  each  commisr 
sioner  of  revenue  in  the  State,  and  he  be  requested  to  fill  them  out 
with  the  same  care  and  precision  that  he  takes  in  obtaining  the  tax- 
able values  of  property,  and  at  the  same  time  report  the  information 
to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  to  be  arranged  and  tabulated  by 
him,  and  published  each  year  with  his  report. 

EXAMINE  THE  REPORTS. 

I  ask  a  careful  examination  of  the  able  reports  of  the  various 
heads  of  departments,  for  the  history  of  the  business  of  the  State, 
for  the  last  two  years.  They  contain  much  information,  interesting 
and  useful,  to  the  citizen,  and  indispensable  to  the  intelligent  legis- 
lator. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  find  from  the  report  of  the  treasurer, 
that  after  paying  all  proper  demands,  which  have  been  presented 
6 
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as^ainst  the  State  for  the  last  two  years,  there  remains  a  balance  to 
t&e  credit  of  the  State  of  ?738,261  35. 


OUR  LITERARY  INSTITUTIONS. 

Our  literary  institutions  are  all  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
fall  sessions  of  the  present  year  have  commenced  with  more  than 
their  customary  number  of  students,  and  well  justify  the  pride  and 
interest  which  the  State  takes  in  them,  demonstrating  the  wisdom 
of  the  appropriations  annually  made  by  the  Legislature  for  their 
support  and  maintenance. 

I  feel  especially  gratified  to  know  that  the  small  amount  given  to 
William  and  Mary,  the  oldest  college  in  the  State,  and  in  the 
South,  has  been  judiciously  used  by  that  venerable  institution,  and 
that  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Commonwealth,  it  is  now 
experiencing  a  prosperity  never  exceeded  in  its  long  and  eventfiil 
history. 

The  State  Female  Normal  school  at  Farm^ille  is  the  first  institu- 
tion established  by  the  State  at  which  a  collegiate  education  can  be 
acquired  by  females.  It  is  a  matter  of  astonishment  that  Virginia, 
long  i\go  manifested  so  much  interest  in  the  education  of  her  boys, 
has  made  no  effort  for  the  higher  education  of  her  girls,  to  fit  them 
for  the  intellectual  employments  of  life,  many  of  which  are  well 
suited  to  the  tastes  and  characteristics  of  women.  For  the  female 
who  has  by  her  labor  to  support  herself  and  dependents,  the  pros- 

Eect  is  a  dreary  one  indeed,  when  manual  labor  alone  is  the  mode 
y  which  she  can  acquire  the  necessaries  of  life.  I  know  that  from 
the  advantages  of  a  good  education  acquired  at  the  State  Normal 
school  at  Farmville  there  are  many  young  ladies  in  Virginia  who 
are  supporting  themselves  and  others  by  work  which  they  are  well 
qualified  to  do,  and  which  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  them 
to  have  done  without  the  aid  of  the  State  Female  school. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  commend  these  two  institutions  to  the 
kind  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly. 

THE   PUBLIC   SCHOOLS. 

The  public  schools  are  doing  a  great  work  for  the  State.  Thej 
are  increasing  in  numbers  and  efficiency  yearly,  and  I  hope  the  time 
is  not  far  distant  when  a  competent  teacher  may  be  found  in  every 
neighborhood  and  the  advantages  of  a  good  English  education  be 
placed  within  the  reach  of  every  child  in  the  Commonwealth,  and 
every  citizen  will  be  able  to  read  the  constitution  of  his  country  and 
the  laws  of  his  God.  The  interesting  report  of  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  contains  much  useful  information,  and  I  refer 
you  to  it  for  particulars. 
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THE   VIRGINIA   VOLUNTEERS. 

The  total  number  of  our  volunteers,  as  reported  by  the  assistant 
inspector  general,  is  2,781,  of  whom  2,164  are  white,  and  502 
colored;  1,786  belong  to  white  infantry  organizations;  181  to  artil- 
lery, and  308  to  cavalry.  The  colored  troops  are  organized  into 
two  battalions  of  infantry.  The  white  troops  are  organized  into 
one  brigade  of  four  regiments  of  infantry ;  one  battalion  of  artillery, 
and  one  regiment  of  cavalry.  There  are  three  independent  com 
panics,  which  have  not  been  assigned  to  any  command. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  volunteer  companies  are 
composed  of  fine  young  men,  fairly  well  armed  and  uniformed,  and 
officered  by  gentlemen  of  intelligence,  who  in  general  take  much 
interest  in  their  respective  commands.  Ten  times  in  the  past  year, 
I  have  had  occasion  to  call  into  service  various  companies ;  they 
have  always  responded  with  alacrity,  and  displayed  promptness  and 
efficiency.  I  am  satisfied  they  can  be  safely  relied  upon  to  protect 
the  interest  and  enforce  the  laws  of  the  State  under  all  circum- 
stances, and  that  the  honor  of  our  people,  and  the  safety  of  our 
property  may  be  with  confidence  entrusted  to  their  protection. 

The  peculiar  condition  of  our  population  and  the  constant  addi- 
tions to  it  by  emigrants,  unacquainted  with  our  institutions  and 
ignorant  of  our  laws,  gathering  in  large  numbers  in  our  cities,  and 
on  our  public  works,  and  at  our  mines,  makes  it  necessary  that  the 
number  and  efficiency  of  our  military  shall  keep  pace  with  the  dan- 
ger incident  to  the  situation.  The  peace  of  our  people,  the  protection 
of  our  property,  and  tile  enforcement  of  our  laws  depend  in  great 
part  on  the  efficiency  of  our  citizen  soldiery.  I  hope  they  will  be 
well  cared  for  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  if  our  finances  will 
allow  I  shall  be  glad  to  see  a  more  liberal  appropriation  for  their 
comfort  and  encouragement.  It  is  an  investment  of  the  revenues 
of  the  State  which  is  wise  in  time  of  peace,  and  will  repay  many 
fold  in  times  of  riot  or  other  disturbances  of  the  peace  and  good 
order  of  the  Commonwealth. 

SOLDIERS   AND   SAILORS'    MONUMENT. 

In  February,  1888,  the  Confederate  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Monu- 
ment association  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
monument  to  commemorate  the  valor  and  patriotism  of  the  private 
soldiers  and  sailors,  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  A  beau- 
tiful sit^  has  been  donated  by  the  city  of  Richmond,  overlooking 
the  battle-fields,  and  near  the  resting  places  of  many  thousands  of 
our  valient  heroes,  whose  names  are  unknown,  and  whose  graves  are 
without  tablets  to  designate  who  are  their  occupants.  Kichraond 
has  also  given  out  of  her  treasury  the  sum  of  $5,000,  w^hile  her 
citizens  and  the  people  of  the  State  have  given  much  more,  and  the 
work  is  not  yet  completed.     It  is  the  desire  of  the  association  that

the  monument  shall  be  one  not  only  worthy  of  the  memory  of  those 
whom  it  is  intended  to  commemorate,  but  it  is  to  be  devoid  of  all 
local  claims  and  to  be  truly  a  grand  Confederate  monument.  Each 
of  the  Southern  States  will  feel  an  interest  in  this  monument,  because 
it  will  be  erected  to  commemorate  the  valor  of  their  dead;  so  each 
should  make  contribution  to  its  erection.  To  do  this  it  has  been 
determined  that  the  column  shall  consist  of  thirteen  granite  blocks, 
and  each  of  the  eleven  Confederate  States,  with  Kentucky  and  Mis- 
souri, will  be  asked  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  one  of  these  blocks, 
such  cost  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $2,000,  and  that  the  name  of  the 
State  making  the  contribution  shall  be  carved  on  the  block  which  it 
has  contributed. 

At  the  request  of  the  association,  I  ask  you  to  contribute  the  sura 
of  $2,000  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropria- 
ted for  the  patriotic  purpose  above  indicated.  I  wish  the  financial 
condition  of  the  State  had  been  such  that  this  sacred  work  might 
have  been  done  at  an  earlier  period.  We  have  waited  until  ^monu- 
ment has  been  erected  to  Lee,  to  Jackson,  to  Hill,  to  Stuart,  and  to 
Wickham,  and  the  question  is  often  asked  by  the  stranger  and  the 
citizen,  when  will  one  be  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  private  sol- 
dier? Let  us  answer  it  by  making  the  appropriation,  and  be  an 
example  for  other  States,  and  let  it  be  speedily  completed,  as  evi- 
dence of  the  admiration  and  affection  we  bear  for  the  men  who  gave 
their  lives  to  their  country.  We  will  take  the  granite  from  our  na- 
tive hills,  carve  on  it  the  name  of  "  V'irginia,"  her  coat-of-arms,  and 
her  proud  motto,  and  place  it  in  an  enduring  monument,  to  show  to 
coming  ages  the  admiration  and  affection  which  the  living  sons  of 
Virginia  nave  for  their  gallant  dead,  and  thus  forever  unite  the 
names  of  the  old  Commonwealth  and  the  lost  Confederacy. 

REPAIRS  TO  THE  CAPITOL. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legislature  the  Senate  chamber 
and  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates  have  been  repaired  and  reno- 
vated. The  rotunda  has  been  handsomely  painted  ;  its  old  wooden 
wainscoating  removed  and  replaced  with  beautiful  tilings,  and  the 
worn-out  floors  laid  with  marble  flagging,  which  will  stand  for  many 
years  the  rough  usage  to  which  it  is  necessarily  subjected.  These 
repairs  have  been  paid  for  out  of  the  contingent  fund,  placed  in  my 
hands  to  be  expended  for  public  purposes,  for  which  no  appropria- 
tion has  been  made,  and  it  will  require  no  money  from  the  treasury. 
This  has  all  been  done  under  the  supervision  of  your  efficient  superin- 
tendent of  public  buildings,  to  whom  the  credit  is  due  for  these  im- 
pi'ovements. 

SUBJECTS  OF  LEGISLATION. 

I  cannot  close  this  message  without  an  earnest  and  respectful  cau- 
tion to  the  Legislature :  Be  slow  to  enact  a  new  law,  or  to  amend  or 
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to  repeal  an  old  one.  If  there  is  a  right  belonging  to  the  people 
without  a  remedy  to  enforce  it,  or  a  wrong  without  a  law  for  its  re- 
dress, these  are  proper  cases  for  legislation,  and  you  should  not 
hesitate  to  enact  such  laws  as  will  remedy  the  evils ;  but  I  would 
ficuard  you  against  following  the  precedents  of  recent  legislatures  by 
iilling  your  statute  books  with  local  and  private  acts  and  resolu- 
tions, and  with  charters  of  incorporation  for  all  manners  of  com- 
panies, giving  to  them  powers  which  are  complicated,  enormous, 
and  dangerous,  without  that  consideration  which  their  importance 
demands,  instead  of  remitting  them  to  the  courts,  where  ample  re- 
dress can  be  found.  Years  ago  the  prudent  and  conservative  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  were  annoyed  and  alarmed  at  the 
growing  tendency  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  articles  of  incor- 
poration upon  every  conceivable  subject.  The  members,  disliking 
to  oppose  what  were  called  local  and  private  bills,  passed  an  act  giv- 
ing to  the  circuit  courts  of  the  counties  and  the  corporation  courts 
of  the  cities  the  power  to  refuse  or  grant  charters  on  the  application 
of  live  persons  who  desired  them,  the  judges  being  empowered  to 
grant  their  petitions  or  refuse  them,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  to  them 
might  seem  right. 

The  courts  are  not  restrained  in  this  power  to  grant,  except  char- 
ters for  constructing  turnpikes  beyond  the  limits  of  the  county,  or  a 
railroad  or  canal,  or  to  establish  a  bank  of  circulation. 

The  wisdom  of  the  law  was  so  apparent  that  the  revisers  of  the 
Code  of  1887  retained  it  in  section  1145,  which  was  re-enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  that  year.  In  the  same  section  it  is  pro- 
vided that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  General  Assembly  to  incor- 
porate any  company,  unless  application  shall  have  been  first  made 
to  a  circuit  or  corporation  court  in  vacation  and  refused.  This  law 
has  been  often  ignored  by  the  Legislature,  yet  I  believe  experience 
has  demonstrated  its  wisdom.  In  the  press  of  general  business 
necessary  for  a  great  State,  and  with  your  term  limited  to  ninety 
days,  you  will  not  have  time  to  calmly  examine  the  scope  and  ten- 
dency and  the  dangers  of  the  enormous  powers  granted  to  the 
numerous  corporations  asking  charters  at  your  hands.  If  you  will 
take  some  of  the  more  recent  ones  and  compare  them  with  chai1:ers 
granted  years  ago,  you  will  see  the  recklessness  with  which  power 
18  given  to  those  companies  now,  and  how  guarded  they  were  then. 
Now  charters  are  granted  with  powers  almost  without  limit,  then 
there  was  thrown  around  them  every  possible  restriction.  It  seems 
as  if  it  was  now  the  object  to  break  down  every  barrier,  and  to  hold 
out  every  temptation  to  entice  men,  ignorant  and  inexperienced 
into  wild  and  reckless  speculations,  and  to  extend  to  the  unscrupu- 
lous every  opportunity  to  misuse  and  abuse  corporate  franchises. 

In  one  of  these  companies  the  capital  stock  is  to  be  not  less  than 
one  nor  more  than  ten  million  dollars.  The  company  may  acquire 
and  hold  thirty  thousand  acres  of  land,  of  any  kind  and  anywhere ; 
stock  may  be  paid  for  in  land,  timber,  services,  real  or  personal 
property,   and  the  holders  of  stock  are  to  be  exempted  trom  all 
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liability.  Could  there  be  a  greater  opportunity  given  to  deceive  the 
unsophisticated  and  inexperienced  when  such  monstrous  powers  are 
given  to  a  few. 

Another  company  is  allowed  to  have  a  capital  of  §10,000 ;  to  own 
20,000  acres  of  land  in  any  county,  that  is  2,000,000  in  the  State; 
it  may  build  railroads  not  exceeding  fifty  miles  in  length,  and  it  has 
the  right  to  condemn  the  land  of  the  citizens  for  its^  benefit.  An 
assignment  of  the  sovereign  power  of  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  a 
private  corporation. 

What  has  been  the  result  in  other  States  where  these  things  are 
allowed  ?  These  granted  powers  have  been  seized  by  shrewd  men, 
and  very  often  they  have  been  used  to  their  own  personal  advantage 
and  to  the  detriment  of  the  people. 

What  18  the  condition  of  a  large  number  of  such  companies 
to-day  ?  The  money  of  the  unwary  and  uninformed  in  gone  beyond 
the  hope  of  recovery,  while  a  few  managers  are  the  gainers  by  it. 
And  it  has  much  to  do  with  the  stringency  of  money  in  this  State 
to-day,  and  it  will  continue  so  as  long  as  we  follow  the  policy  of 
granting  charters  of  incorporation  to  all  applicants  w  ith  powers  to 
entice  and  entrap  the  people  and  to  protect  themselves  and  their 
estates  from  responsibility.  The  most  effective  power  to  create  the 
millionaire  on  the  one  hand  and  the  pauper  on  the  other  is  a  charter 
of  incorporation  in  the  hands  of  selfish,  shrewd,  and  unscrupulous 
men. 

WHAT   THE   LEGISLATURE   SHOULD    DO. 

When  applications  are  made  to  the  Legislature,  they  should  he 
denied,  and  the  parties  referred  to  the  judges,  who  in  the  quiet  of 
their  chambers  in  vacation,  can  examine  every  power  demanded, 
and  may  weigh  well  every  privilege  granted.  The  judges  have 
more  time  at  their  disposal,  and  more  experience  than  a  large 
portion  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  are  less  liable  to  be  swayed  iu 
their  conclusions  by  fear  ot  offending  the  parties  asking  favor,  and 
consequently  more  likely  to  guard  and  protect  the  interests  of  the 
people  against  those  who  may  use  the  privileges  granted  for  their 
own,  and  not  their  country's  good.  You  will  then  also  get  rid  of 
lobbyists,  who  vex  and  nnnoy  legislative  bodies.  You  will  have 
more  time  to  devote  to  the  consideration  of  such  general  legislation 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  you  will  save  many  thousands  of  dollars 
to  the  treasury  of  the  State. 

The  volume  of  laws  past  by  the  last  Legislature  shows  that  the 
public  acts  are  contained  in  250  pages,  while  the  private  acts  occupy 
1,043  pages — demonstrating  that  three-fourths  of  the  time  of  the 
General  Assembly  was  taken  up  on  private  legislation,  and  one- 
fourth  for  public;  and  of  the  private  legislation,  it  would  be  fair  to 
say,  that  fully  one-half  of  it  was  w^ork  that  the  courts  might  have 
done  without  cost  to  the  State,  and  the  State  treasury  was  made  to 
bear  a  private  burden,  which  the  parties  seeking  relief  might  have 
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found  in  the  circuit  courts,  by  paying  the  costs  out  of  their  own 
pockets.  The  cost  of  the  last  session  was  $77,694,  one-half  of  which 
might  have  been  saved  to  the  State,  by  refusing  to  hear  the  applica- 
tions for  private  relief,  and  for  chartered  companies,  and  referring 
the  applicants  to  the  judges  of  their  proper  circuits,  who  had  power 
to  grant  the  relief,  and  it  is  their  duty  also,  as  the  statutes  require 
should  be  done. 

The  printing,  binding,  and  distributing  the  private  acts  of  the 
last  Legislature,  cost  the  State  §5,183;  this  unnecessary  expense 
should  be  saved  to  the  State. 

The  constitution  requires  the  Governor  to  communicate  to  the 
General  Assembly,  at  every  session,  the  condition  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  recommend  for  your  consideration  such  measures  as  he 
may  deem  expedient.  In  obedience  to  these  constitutional  require- 
ments I  have  prepared  this  message,  and  have  made  many  recom- 
mendations for  your  consideration,  and  as  a  guide  for  your  investi^ 
^tion.  Coming  fresh  from  the  people,  you  know  their  wishes. 
With  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  responsible  position  you  occupy 
as  the  representatives  of  a  great  State,  with  a  glorious  past,  I  trust 
your  legislation  may  be  so  guided  by  wisdom  as  to  make  her  future 
greater  than  her  past  has  been,  and,  in  coming  years,  you  may  be 
proud  to  remember  that  you  were  a  member  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly for  the  year  1891.

James  of  Goochland  carry  the  resolution  to 
the  Senate,  and  request  their  concurrence. 

Mr.  CooKE  offered  the  following : 

RULES 

For  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  when  convened 
hi  joint  assembhj  for  the  election  of  a  senator  in  Congress, 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly  the 
senators,  accompanied  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the 
clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  proceed  to  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, and  shall  be  received  by  the  delegates  standing.  The  Spkaker 
Hhall  vacate  his  chair,  which  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate.  Appropriate  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  senators  by  the 
sergeant-at-arms  of  the  House. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  be  the  president  of  the 
joint  assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to  vacate  the 
chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  or,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  such  member  of  the  joint  assembly  as  the 
President  may  designate. 

3.  The  clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  joint  assem- 
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bly,  and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate.  lie  shall 
enter  the  proceedings  of  the  joint  assembly  in  the  Journal  of  the 
House,  and  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  who 
shall  also  enter  them  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  sergeant-at-arms,  doorkeepers  and  pages  of  the  House 
shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  applicable, 
shall  be  the  rules  of  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  first  meets  as  provided  by  the  acts 
of  Congress,  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates 
tor  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read.  If,  when  the  journals  shall 
be  read,  it  shall  appear  that  the  same  person  shall  have  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  in  each  house  for  senator,  the  result  shall  be 
declared  by  the  President. 

7.  If  no  person  shall  have  received  a  majority  in  each  house,  the 
joint  assembly  shall  then  proceed  to  vote  viva  voce  for  a  senator  as 
provided  in  the  act  of  Congress :  and  no  motion  for  adjournment 
shall  be  in  order  (on  any  day)  until  at  least  one  vote  shall  have  been 
taken. 

8.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly  the  names  of  the 
senators  shall  be  called  .first,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then  the 
names  of  the  delegates  in  like  order ;  except  that  the  name  of  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  called  last.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  his  secretary,  was  presented 
as  follows : 
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GOVERXOR'S  OFFICE, 
Richmond,  Va.,  December  P,  189L 
To  the  General  Assernbhj  : 

I  deem  our  "  oyster  interest "  a  matter  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  make  it  the  subject  of  a  special  message.  It  has  been  a 
question  of  much  interest  to  the  people  of  Virginia  for  years;  very 
few  have  aequainted  themselves  with  it,  except  in  a  general  wav. 
Those  who  live  in  Tidewater  are  more  immediately  interested,  but 
they  cannot  agree  as  to  what  legislation  is  necessary  or  expedient. 

There  are  three  classes  of  persons  who  are  directly  concerned  in 
the  "  oyster  interest,"  and  who  watch  the  investigation  of  it  with 
anxiety :  the  tongers,  the  dredgers  and  the  plantiers.  Their  inter- 
ests are  in  many  respects  different ;  each  desires  different  legisla- 
tion. 

The  tonger  generally  is  the  poor  man,  who,  with  his  little  boat 
and  his  common  tongs  (a  small  instrument  made  in  the  blacksmith 
shops  of  the  country),  confines  his  operations  to  shallow  water.  He 
does  not  cultivate,  but  gathers  what  nature  has  planted  and  grown 
upon  her  natural  beds.  lie  claims  his  exemption  from  taxation  un- 
der the  second  section  of  Article  X.  of  the  Constitution,  which  de- 
clares "  that  no  tax  shall  be  imposed  on  any  of  the  citizens  of  this 
State  for  the  privilege  of  taking  or  catching  oysters  from  natural 
beds  with  tongs  in  the  waters  thereof;  but  the  amount  of  sales  of 
oysters  so  taken  by  any  citizen  may  be  taxed  at  a  rate  not  exceed- 
ing the  rate  of  taxation  imposed  upon  any  other  species  of  prop- 
erty." 

The  scarcity  of  oysters  in  the  shallow  waters,  caused  by  over- 
working the  natural  beds,  has  driven  the  tongers  to  deeper  water 
for  their  supply,  and  necessity  has  brought  forth  the  invention  of  a 
new  implement,  which  can  be  used  in  water  of  any  reasonable 
depth,  called  "  the  patent  tong,"  a  name  given  to  it,  it  is  said,  to 
enable  the  user  of  it  to  avail  himself  of  the  protection  afforded  by 
the  Constitution,  which  forbids  the  taxing  of  the  "  tong  "  for  catch- 
ing oysters  from  the  natural  beds. 

The  dredge  is  a  much  larger  instrument,  and  can  be  used  in  any 
water ;  it  is  hauled  by  vessels  of  larger  size,  either  steam  or  sailinff, 
and  takes  up  everything.  The  marketable  oysters  are  sold  for  food ; 
the  small  ones  for  seed.  The  shells,  and  even  the  broken  pieces 
of  the  natural  rock,  are  carried  away  and  sold  for  a  mere  pittance 
to  build  up  the  oyster  lands  of  other  States. 

The  dredgers,  like  the  tongers,  do  not  plant ;  they  only  gather 
what  nature  produces,  and  are  reckless  of  the  future,  because  the 
natural  beds,  where  the  oyster  grows  without  care  or  cultivation, 
belong  to  every  citizen  of  the  State,  and  each  seems  to  be  afraid 
that  he  will  not  get  his  due  proportion. 

The  planter  rents  his  land  from  the  State  at  twenty-five  cents  per 
acre ;  prepares  it  for  cultivation ;   sows  it  with  seed-oysters  and 
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shells,  and  watches  over  and  guards  it  until  the  crop  is  ready  for 
the  market,  which  requires  several  years. 

There  are  frequent  contests  between  the  planters  and  the  other 
oyst^rmen,  which  arise  very  often  from  the  following  causes  :  After 
much  labor  and  expense,  the  planter  prepares  his  land,  and  watches 
over  it  and  tends  it  for  several  years,  or  until  the  oysters  are  ready 
for  market.  The  tonger  and  the  dredger  then  come  and  claim  that 
the  oysters  are  planted  on  a  natural  bed ;  that  the  planter  is  vio- 
lating the  law  of  the  land  (even  though  he  has  rented  from  an  in- 
spector), and  has  no  right  to  be  there,  and  perhaps  charges  and 
proves  that  he  does  not  pay  rent  for  one-third  of  the  land  which  he 
occupies.  The  case  is  taken  to  court,  and  often  the  planter  not 
only  loses  his  money  and  the  result  of  his  labor,  but  is  mulcted  in 
heavy  damages  for  the  false  clamor  which  he  has  raised.  The 
conrt.s  in  Tidewater  are  having  numerous  cases  of  this  kind,  and 
the  planter  is  generally  defeated.  It  is  gravely  charged  that  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  oyster  grounds  cultivated  is  paid  for  by  the 
renter,  and  that  there  are  many  acres  of  natural  oyster-beds  re- 
served by  the  constitution  for  the  peo[)le  as  common  fishing  grounds 
pow  in  possession  of  persons  and  corporations  who  have  no  legal 
authority  for  their  occupancy.  These  suits  show  the  need  of  thor- 
ough investigation  for  the  purpose  of  settling  these  vexed  questions, 
and  should  it  be  found,  on  investigation,  that  there  are  natural  beds 
in  the  possession  of  parties,  either  by  assignment  by  an  inspector  or 
by  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  assignment  should  be  revoked,  and 
the  act  of  the  Legislature  should  be  repealed,  for  it  is  forbidden  by 
the  constitution,  and  these  beds  should  be  reserved  as  a  common 
fishing  ground  for  all  the  citizens  of  Virginia. 

WE    HAVE    NO    RELIABLE   STATISTICS. 

It  seems  strange  that  during  all  the  years  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  has  been  called  to  this  question,  and  after  the  wonderful 
statements  made  of  the  fabulous  wealth  Virginia  has  in  her  oyster 
lands,  and  the  heated  discussions  (an  account  of  which  we  see  in  the 
newspapers),  we  have  collected  no  reliable  statistics  to  guide  our 
law-makers  in  the  legislation  necessary  for  the  development  or  pro- 
tection of  this,  one  of  our  most  important  industries.  80  careless 
have  we  been  in  gathering  information,  upon  a  subject  so  important, 
that  all  we  know  of  the  extent  of  the  State's  interests  is  conjecture, 
and  all  we  know  of  its  wealth  is  speculation,  as  far  as  anjthing  can 
be  gathered  from  our  records.  We  are  not,  however,  letl  entirely 
to  conjecture,  or  to  wild  speculation,  to  arm  us  with  sufficient  facts 
for  our  purpose,  to  show  the  necessity  of  a  change  in  our  present 
laws  on  this  subject. 

The  United  States,  in  collecting  -statistics  of  fish  and  oysters,  leave 

no  doubt  as  to  the  fact  that  our  oyster  lands  are  very  extensive,  and 

their  great  value  is  unquestionable.     The  number  of  acres  owned 

by  the  State  is  estimated  to  be  more  than  a  million,  which  are  now

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valuable  for  the  oysters  they  produce,  or  may  be  made  so  by  proper 
cultivation.  They  are  admitted  to  be  equal  to  any  in  the  world,  and 
are  far  more  valuable  than  those  of  the  Northern  States,  because 
our  waters  are  freer  from  severe  cold  and  storms,  and  we  are  not 
troubled  with  the  star-lish  and  other  natural  enemies  of  the  young 
oyster,  which  are  destructive  and  difficult  to  contend  against. 
The  following  estimates  were  made  for  the  years  1880  and  1888:

The  estimate  of  1888  is  the  latest  tabular  statement  we  have  been 
able  to  get  on  this  very  interesting  subject. 

PRESENT   CONDITION   OP   THE   INDUSTRY. 

The  production  is  rapidly  decreasing  every  year;  so  great  has 
been  the  falling  off  that  it  would  not  be  extravagant  to  say  that  the 
number  of  persons  now  engaged  in  the  business  is  not  half  so  large 
as  it  was  in  the  year  1880,  and  the  number  of  bushels  caught  and 
sold  are  about  half  as  many.  The  price  has  been  increased  in  pro- 
portion to  their  scarcity,  until  this  delightful  food,  which  should  be 
so  cheap  that  all  might  enjoy  it,  has  become  so  dear  as  to  be  beyond 
the  reach  of  the  poor.  Many  of  the  oyster  beds,  which  have  been 
productive,  are  now  barren  and  worthless,  from  the  injudicious  and 
reckless  manner  in  which  they  have  been  used  by  those  who  have 
done  nothing  to  recuperate  them,  and  all  that  they  could  do  to 
exhaust  them. 

I  saw  in  a  Baltimore  paper  the  other  day,  an  article  written  by 
one  who.  is  said  to  be  reliable  authority,  that ''  Ten  years  as^o  the 
oysters  coming  to  Baltimore  from  Virginia  and  Maryland,  in  the 
half  of  a  season — by  January — amounted  to  six  million  bushels; 
that  tw^o  years  later  the  (juantity  had  decreased  to  four  million,  and 
one  year  ago  it  had  further  diminished  to  three  million,  and  that 
by  the  tirr^t  of  January,  this  season,  the  receipt.s  have  been  below  two 
million  bushels;  and  with  tliis  fatal  rate  of  decrease,  next  fall,  not 
half  a  million  bushels  will  he  caught." 

All  the  year  round,  the  toni^er  and  dredger  are  industriously  at 
work  ;  in  s])ring,  which  is  s|)awning  time,  they  are  not  allowed  to 
rest;  the  whole  catch  is  taken  from  the  native  rocks — those  largo 
enough  for  food  are  sold  to  the  dealer;  those  too  small  are  soM  to 
the  planter,  and  in  great  part  are  shipped  away  to  be  used  beyond 
the  limits  of  Virginia,  to  seed  the  oyster  grounds  of  other  States, 
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and  to  enrich  other  planters  than  our  own.  This  ruinous  custom 
should  be  forbidden  bv  law ;  it  is,  I  believe,  in  ever}'  Stiite,  except 
Virginia,  To  sell  seed  oysters  is  as  foolish  as  it  would  be  in  the 
farmer  to  sell  the  soil  of  his  own  farm  to  enrich  that  of  his  neighbor, 
or  to  grind  his  seed  corn,  which  he  knows  he  will  not  be  able  to 
replace  at  planting  time.  The  oyster  should  l)e  culled  where 
caught,  and  all  not  merchantable  should  be  left  on  the  rocks  to 
grow  and  fatten  until  they  are  fit  for  food. 

The  following  was  clipped  from  a  recent  Baltimore  paper:  "  We 
fear  that  the  Virginia  authorities  are  not  enforcing  their  law.  The 
evidences  that  reach  Baltimore  certainly  substantiate  that  fact.  Of 
the  Virginia  oysters  that  come  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  we  are 
reliably  informed  that  ftilly  one-half  are  simply  seed  oysters  and 
shells ;  often  the  proportion  reaches  two-thirds.  It  is  t^imply  out- 
rageous that  such  stuff  should  be  allowed  to  come  to  market. 
Virginia  should  bestir  herself  and  protect  her  supply." 

Tne  writer  wa«  mistaken  in  believing  that  we  had  a  law  for- 
bidding the  catch  of  seed  oysters  and  carrying  them  out  of  our 
waters.  It  was  so  plain  to  his  intelligence  that  there  should  have 
been  such  a  law,  that  he  did  not  stop  to  consider  whether  there 
was  one.  Hence  his  call  on  Virginia  to  bestir  herself,  and  protect 
her  supply  of  young  oysters.  In  a  few  years  they  would  be  a  source 
of  wealth,  giving  employment  and  remuneration  to  many  thousa'nds 
of  our  citizens. 

The  most  important  question  to  be  considered  is, 

HOW    CAN    WE   BEST   PROTECT   THE   OYSTER   INDUSTRY   OF  VIRGINIA. 

This  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  our  legislation,  and  unless  it  is 
effectively  protected,  the  question  of  revenue  is  nothing,  and  in  the 
near  future,  the  oyster  lands  of  Virginia  will  be  as  barren  as  those 
of  Maine  and  Massachusetts. 

Colonel  McDonald,  the  very  intelligent  fish  commissioner  of  the 
United  States,  and  once  our  fish  commissioner,  says :  "  That 
iAie  Hampton  Flats  furnish  a  notable  example  of  the  condition 
of  things  which  is  beginning  to  prevail  extensively  in  Virginia 
waters.  Formerly  they  were  covered  with  a  natural  growth  of 
oysters  that  had  great  reputation,  and  commanded  a  high  price  in 
the  markets.  They  lie  right  at  the  door  of  Hampton,  and  gave 
profitable  employment  to  her  fishermen.  Now  these  flats  are  ex- 
hausted, and  they  possess  a  productive  capacity  of  nearly  a  million 
bushels  annually,  under  judicious  planting.  The  law  of*  the  State, 
prohibiting  planting  on  oyster  rocks,  keeps  them  barren,  where  an 
annual  income  of  $125,000  is  pmssible." 

By  an  act,  passed  in  1881-2,  any  resident  of  the  State  can  rent  as 
many  of  these  valuable  flats  as  he  proposes  to  sow  or  phuit,  at 
twenty-five  cents  per  acre.  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain 
the  amount  of  revenue  from  these  flats,  but  the  reported  revenue 
from  oysters  for  the  county  is  only  $890,  which  is  but  a  small  part 
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of  their  real  annual  value.  Nor  do  I  know  the  number  of  acres, 
nor  the  number  of  renters ;  I  have  endeavored,  in  vain,  to  find  out. 
This  should  be  carefully  investigated. 

WHAT  ARE  THE  POSSIBILITIES  OF  OUR  OYSTER  LANDS,  AND  WHAT  IS  THEIR 

PRESENT  CONDITION? 

Professor  Brooks,  in  his  report  on  the  subject,  to  the  Maryland 
Legislature,  made  in  the  year  1884,  says :  "  That  there  are  more 
than  six  hundred  thousand  acres  of  oyster  lands  in  Maryland,  and 
that  much  of  this  ground  could  be  made  to  yield  to  its  cultivators 
an  annual  return  of  a  thousand  dollars  per  acre,  the  profit  on  which, 
under  a  thorough  cultivation,  would  not  be  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  per  acre.  It  is  not  too  much  to  affirm,  that  when  the  whole 
of  this  area  shall  have  been  developed,  the  State  will  be  able  to 
draw  an  annual  income  of  over  sixty  million  dollars  from  our 
waters.'' 

The  oyster  beds  of  Rhode  Island  were  long  ago  so  depleted  that 
they  ceased  to  be  of  any  value  as  a  sourse  of  food  or  revenue,  and 
there  is  now  only  one  river  in  the  State  where  seed  oysters  for  plant- 
ing can  be  procured  in  any  quantity.  A  few  years  ago,  laws  were 
passed  to  foster  and  develop  planting  industries,  and,  in  1879,  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-two  acres  of  planting  ground  were  occupied 
under  the  law,  and,  notwithstanding  the  fact,  that  nearly  all  the 
seed  oysters  must  be  purchased  outside  of  the  State,  those  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-two  acres  yielded  a  crop  which  was  sold  by  the 
cultivators  for  $680,500 — w^hich  is  more  than  seven  hundred  dollars 
per  acre — and  paid  the  State  ten  dollars  per  acre  rent. 

Our  oyster  lands  are  better  than  those  of  Rhode  Island,  and  if 
we  will  cultivate  them,  and  make  them  as  productive  as  Rhode 
Island's  500,000  acres  (less  than  half  of  what  we  have),  will  pro- 
duce for  the  planter  three  hundred  and  fifty  million  dollars,  in  gross, 
and  would  net  him  thirty-five  million  dollars,  and  if  we  can  get  ten 
dollars  per  acre  rent,  which  is  the  amount  Rhode  Island  receives, 
we  shall  have  a  revenue  for  the  State  of  five  million  dollars  per  an- 
num— nearly  twice  as  much  as  is  necessary  to  support  our  8tat« 
government. 

I  will  cite  a  case  or  two  from  Virginia.  Under  a  special  act  of 
the  Legislature,  approved  February  14,  1888,  three  thousand  two 
hundred  acres  of  oyster  lands  were  rented  by  a  citizen  of  Virginia, 
at  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  for  twenty  years.  The 
party  was  put  in  possession ;  he  went  to  work,  and,  at  much  labor 
and  expense,  put  the  ground  in  condition  to  receive  the  shells  and 
seed  oysters.  For  a  good  and  sufficient  reason,  on  the  20th  Deceni- 
ber,  1889,  the  act  was  repealed,  and  the  party  dispossessed,  and  his 
work  all  lost.  He  then  proposed  to  the  Legislature  to  release  the 
State  from  all  claim  for  damages,  in  consequence  of  the  wrong  he 
considered  he  had  suffered,  which  he  estimated  at  $30,000  (actual 
loss),  if  the  State  would  lease  to  him  the  same  number  of  acres  for 
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a  like  number  of  years,  on  the  following  terms,  viz :  ''  He  would 
pay  for  the  first  two  years,  fifty  cents  per  acre,  each  year;  for  the 
next  three  years,  one  dollar  per  acre,  each  year;  and,  for  the  re- 
maining fifteen  years,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  acre,  which  would 
make  for  the  State  the  sum  of  $108,800,  while  under  the  original 
contract  the  State  would  receive  only  the  sum  of  ?16,000  in  twenty 
years.  The  last  fifteen  years  of  the  proposed  lease,  these  three 
thousand  two  hundred  acres,  each  year,  would  pay,  without  cost  to 
the  State,  half  as  much  revenue  as  we  have  received  for  all  the  oys- 
ter lands  we  own,  estimated  at  more  than  a  million  acres. 

I  will  give  one  other  case.  In  1888  a  party  obtained  from  the 
State  of  Virginia  the  right  to  cultivate  oysters  on  about  sixty-eight 
acres  of  bottom  in  Accomac  county.  He  i»lanted  that  year  28,000 
bushels  of  oyster  shells,  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,200.  Since  that  time 
he  has  been  to  the  expense  of  employing  a  watchman  to  keep  off 
intruders,  and  his  total  outlay  to  December,  1890,  amounted  to  $3,000. 
In  April,  1890,  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  3(S000  bushels  of 
oysters  on  his  beds.  In  December,  1890,  it  was  calculated  that  there 
were  350,000  bushels  on  the  ground,  worth  at  least  thirty  or  forty 
cents  a  bushel  in  the  market,  or  about  $140,000.  The  State  received 
for  the  two  years  $17  a  year  rent  for  her  part,  and  the  total  cost  to 
the  renter  was  $3,000. 

These  facts  are  given  by  Professor  Brooks,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  in  his  valuable  work  on  the  oyster,  and  of  course  are 
reliable.      Such  cases  might  be  multiplied;  these  must  suffice. 

It  matters  not  from  what  portion  of  the  State  you  come,  how  can 
you  satisfy  your  people  when  you  allow  such  valuable  resources  of 
the  State  to  be  given  away  for  a  trifle,  while  they  labor  under  the 
weight  of  taxes  which  are  onerous  to  bear? 

Professor  Brooks  makes  an  astonishing  calculation  in  illustrating 
the  value  of  the  Maryland  grounds,  andafter  an  able  and  thorough 
discussion  of  the  whole  subject,  says :  *'  The  oyster  bottoms  of  Mary- 
land are  of  greater  value  than  the  dry  land,  and  they  will  some  day 
support  a  great  and  prosperous  population." 

THE   RESULT    OF   THE    PRESENT    POLICY. 

What  has  been  the  result  of  our  policy  after  a  trial  of  many  years  ? 
There  has  been  a  decline  in  production  and  revenue  each  year;  the 
number  of  persons  engaged  in  the  industry  has  been  reduced  about 
one-half;  the-  value  of  the  crop  has  decreased  in  the  same  propor- 
tion, so  great  has  been  the  destruction  occasioned  by  over-working 
and  improperly  working  the  grounds,  and  carrying  away  the  seed 
oysters  and  the  shells.  It  is  said  that  the  oysters  have  decreased 
two-thirds  in  Tangier  Sound  and  four-fifths  in  Pocomoke  Sound, 
when  twenty  years  ago  the  depletion  of  these  lands  was  believed  to 
be  hnpossible.  Some  of  our  best  natural  beds  have  been  destroyed; 
all  of  them  greatly  impaired.  The  500,000  acres  which  should  pay 
to  the  cultivators  §500,000,000  in  gross  and  to  the  State  a  revenue  of 
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85,000,000,  cost  the  State  in  1890  the  sum  of  ?6,644  21,  and  in  1891 
;^6,787  42,  over  and  above  the  revenues  derived  from  their  taxation, 
lunng,  under  our  present  system  of  laws,  a  positive  expense  rather 
than  a  source  ot  relief  to  our  tax-burdened  people. 

No  more  conclusive  argument  can  be  used  to  show  the  necessity 
for  a  change  of  our  laws  on  this  subject  than  to  give  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  since  1880 :

By  the  law  which  I  propose,  I  do  not  mean  to  assert  that  in  the 
t*pace  of  a  year  or  two  all  this  will  be  changed,  and  we  will  reap  the 
rich  reward  which  the  figures  I  have  given  show  possible.  They  are 
meant  to  demonstrate  the  possibility  of  the  oyster  cultivation  in  Vir- 
ginia;  the  necessity  for  its  protection,  and  the  revenue  which  may 
be  derived  therefrom.  No  one  believes  that  all  the  suitable  land  in 
Virginia  will  be  cultivated  in  oysters  immediately,  any  more  than 
that  all  the  land  suitable  for  corn  or  wheat  will  at  the  same  time  be 
put  in  cultivation,  but  these  facts  show  what  is  now  being  done  in 
other  States,  and  what  may  be  done  here.  Our  natural  advantages 
are  greater  than  theirs,  and  if  we  avail  ourselves  of  them  onr 
reward  will  be  as  rich  and  as  certain.  Is  it  not  worth  all  the  atten- 
tion and  labor  which  the  General  Assembly  can  give  to  enact  such 
laws  as  will  protect  this  magnificent  source  of  wealth  to  the  State, 
iind  preserve  it  from  destruction  ?  Our  schools  and  colleges  are  beg- 
ging for  help  to  place  them  on  the  same  plane  of  efficiency  as  those 
of  other  States;  our  lunatics  are  suffering  in  crowded  asylums  and 
horrid  jails,  in  which  the  common  felons  are  confined,  piteously 
appealing  for  help;  our  brave  veterans,  old  and  feeble,  from  many 
an  uncomfortable  home  in  mountain  and  low-land,  too  poor  to  pro- 
cure what  is  necessary  for  comfort  in  their  declining  years,  need 
help  fr<mi  the  State. 

W  here  else  is  the  help  to  come  from  ?  Can  the  land  stand  more 
tax  ?  Can  personal  property  stand  more  ?  Where  then  can  you 
go  but  to  this  source  for  the  revenue  which  is  so  greatly  needed: 
The  people  learn  slowly.  It  is  no  new  idea.  More  than  thirty 
years  ago  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  was  called  to  this  sul>ject 
by  Governor  Wise,  during  his  administration,  as  a  great  source  of 
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wealth  and  revenue,  and  had  it  not  been  that  the  ovster  ffrounds 
were  in  possession  of  the  enemy  during  the  war,  no  doubt  his  wise 
advice  would  have  been  heeded,  and  we  would  now  be  enjoying  the 
fruits  of  his  wisdom  and  statesmanship.  Let  us  see  what  we  can 
do.     All  will  admit  that  something  must  be  done. 

OYSTER    PLANTING. 

The  hope  for  the  oyster  in  Virginia  is  in  the  planter,  and  h© 
should  be  offered  every  reasonable  inducement,  because  he  produces 
and  protects.  He  should  be  made  safe  in  his  title.  A  pruaent  man 
will  not  invest  money  and  labor  where  he  may  be  deprived  of  both. 
This  question  should  be  put  at  rest,  and  the  renter  should  be  pro- 
tected by  the  law.  The  title  to  the  lands  we  offer  to  rent  must  be 
investifi^ated,  and  when  it  is  made  clear,  they  should  be  platted  and 
divide<l  into  lots  of  convenient  size,  so  that  any  poor  man  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  get  what  he  wants,  and  then  be  put  up  at  public 
auction,  after  being  advertised,  at  not  less  than  a  dollar  per  acre. 
Everybody  should  be  invited  to  rent  them.  I  don't  think  there 
should  be  a  uniform  pri  je.  Many  differ  with  me  about  this ;  some 
fevor  a  low,  fixed  price.  Land  that  is  not  worth  a  dollar  an  acre  is 
not  worth  cultivating,  whether  it  is  above  or  beneath  the  water. 
A  man  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  a  dollar  an  acre,  cannot  afford  to 
cultivate  it.  A  uniformity  of  price  is  wrong,  because  we  know 
there  is  not  a  uniformity  of  value.  There  are  many  acres  of  oyster 
lands  in  Virginia  that  would  be  cheap  at  a  hundred  dollars  per  acre 
rent,  whilst  there  are  others  worth  not  more  than  a  dollar  an  acre. 

Location  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  value ;  the  bottom  has 
much  to  do  with  it  also.  Exposure  to  storms  and  thieves,  and 
many  other  considerations  enter  into  the  value  of  the  land,  and 
show  it  to  be  clearly  wrong  that  there  should  be  any  fixed  price  per 
acre.  Let  us  have  a  minimum,  but  no  maximum  price.  If  you  put 
all  at  the  same  price,  how  can  you  decide  who  is  to  have  the  most 
valuable  grounds,  without  giving  great  dissatisfaction  to  the  people? 
Let  the  highest  bidders  take  them,  and  then  none  can  compmin. 
If  we  desire  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age, 
we  must  be  liberal,  and  Tidewater,  the  first  part  of  Virginia  to  be 
settled,  the  most  accessible  to  the  people,  and  to  the  capital  of  the 
world,  must  welcome  those  who  desire  to  come  with  capital  and 
labor  to  develop  this,  which  may  be  made  the  greatest  of  Virginia's 
industries.  Our  people  cannot  complain  ;  they  have  had  the  refusal 
of  the  ground  at  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  and  have  rented  but  a 
small  portion  of  it.  Besides,  it  is  too  late  for  us  now  to  take  the 
position  that  none  but  citizens  of  Virginia  shall  get  possession  of 
any  portion  of  our  oyster  lands.  We  are  inviting  emigrants  to  all 
of  our  cities  and  towns,  and  to  our  farming  lands,  and  to  our  min- 
eral lands,  and  why  not  to  our  oyster  lands  also?  We  should  re- 
quire one  j^ear's  rent  before  the  assignment  is  made,  and  afterwards 
at  the  beginning  of  each  year;  then  we  shall  have  no  diflSculty  in 
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:|  collecting  the  rents.     The  term  should  be  for  ten  years,  so  as  to 

I  allow  the  renter  to  get  full  returns  for  his  labor  and  his  money. 

jr  He  should  not  be  allowed  to  sub-let;    two  or  more  might  rent 

^ !  together  if  they  desired.     There  are  instances  where  parties  have 

rented  from  the  State  at  twenty-five  cents,  and  sub-let  for  as  much 

I  as  ten  dollars  per  acre.     The  planters  should  be  allowed  to  sell  and 

to  catch  the  oysters  which  they  have  raised  on  their  lands,  whenever 

they  please,  because  being  the  sole  owners  they  need  no  one  to  act 

as  their  guardians.     They  will  protect  their  oysters  as  they  do  the 

rest  of  their  property.     They  should  have  the  advantage  of  summer 

markets.     This  privilege  will  be  an  inducement  to  rent,  and  in  this 

they  will  have  the  advantage  of  the  tonger  and  dredger,  who  rely 

i  on  the  natural  beds  for  their  supplies,  and  do  nothing  to  increase 

l  the  production,  and  who  make  all  they  can  out  of  the  public  pro- 

I  perty. 

I  IF   NOT    PROTECTED    THEY   WILL    BE    DESTROYED. 

I  If  we  do  not  protect  the   oysters  on  the  natural  beds,  all  the 

;  experience  of  the  past  proves  that  in  a  few  years  they  will  be 

I  destroyed,  like  the  buffalo  on  the  western  plains — the  great  hunt- 

;  ing  grounds  of  all  the  citizens— every  one  eager  to  catch  and  to 

destroy  what  is  the  property  of  all. 

HOW    TO    LAY   THE   TAX. 

I  do  not  think  that  any  tax  should  be  exacted  from  the  planter 
on  what  he  makes ;  we  should  rely  on  the  rent  to  pay  the  revenue. 
We  cannot  correctly  estimate  the  number  of  bushels  he  will  raise, 
and  I  would  rather  depend  upon  a  better  price  for  the  rent,  than  a 
tax  upon  the  crop  raised.  It  would  be  unjust  as  well  as  unequal. 
The  honest  man  will  faithfully  report  all  he  has,  whilst  the  dis- 
honest man  will  not,  and  to  escape  the  tax  will  be  an  inducement 
to  deceive.  We  should  avoid  as  much  as  possible  making  it  to  the 
interest  of  the  citizen  to  violate  the  law,  or  to  do  w^hat  is  immoral 
or  dishonest.  It  is  so  easy  to  say,  "  Well,  my  neighbor  raises" as 
many  oysters  as  I  do,  and  reports  only  so  many,  and  while  I  know 
I  raise  more,  yet  I  will  not  report  more  than  he  does,  for  it  is 
unjust  to  exact  of  me  more  tax  than  of  my  neighbor,  when  I  have 
no  more  taxable  property  than  he." 

To  find  out  the  result  of  each  day's  work,  or  of  each  year's  work, 
is  a  task  too  great,  even  for  the  ^tate  to  undertake ;  the  cost  would 
consume  tooniuch  of  the  profits.  The  statute  law  should  always- 
be  plain,  and  as  simple  as  possible;  easily  understood  and  easily 
executed. 

OYSTER   LANDS    SHOULD    NOT    BE   SOLD. 

Some  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  oyster  lands  should  be  sold  by 
the  State,  and  a  tax  levied  according  to  their  value,  as  other  lands 
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are  taxed.  I  do  not  think  so.  We  do  not  know  what  their  value 
is,  as  we  know  the  value  of  the  land  above  the  water.  Let  us  rent; 
therefore,  for  ten  years,  and  find  out  what  is  their  true  value  before 
we  ofifer  them  for  sale.  The  farmer  does  not  offer  his  beeves  for 
sale  until  they  are  fat;  nor  his  horses  until  they  are  s^aited  and  their 
worth  known;  nor  does  the  merchant  offer  his  goods  for  sale  while 
they  are  concealed  in  boxes;  he  takes  them  out  and  examines  them, 
and  ascertains  their  value,  and  then  puts  them  upon  the  market. 
To  sell  when  the  quality  and  value  is  unknown  is  to  sacrifice.  Nor 
should  we  now  offer  the  oyster  lands  for  sale,  when  our  records 
show  that  under  our  present  laws  they  are  annually  an  expense,  and 
not  a  source  of  revenue.  We  prove  them  worthless  by  our  mismaur 
agement,  and  then  offer  them  for  sale.  Certainly  this  cannot  be 
good  policy.  Besides,  if  the  State  will  derive  a  better  revenue  by 
renting  than  by  selling,  and  I  think  it  will,  that  is  all  right,  for  it 
costs  the  State  more  to  protect  these  lands  than  any  other,  because 
they  are  more  exposed,  and  costing  the  State  more,  they  ought  to 
yield  her  the  greater  .revenue,  and  she  will  then  readily  expend 
money  to  protect  that  which  is  to  her  the  most  valuable.  If  they 
pay  no  revenue  and  are  only  an  expense,  it  may  be  said,  we  will 
abandon  the  oyster  beds  to  their  fate,  and  not  tax  the  people,  nor 
their  property,  for  their  protection  any  longer;  they  are  worthless 
to  the  State. 

LICENSE   TAX. 

To  raise  revenue  there  should  be  a  license  tax  on  the  common 
tongs,  the  patent  tongs,  and  the  dredges,  or  on  the  vessels  on  which 
they  are  used.  The  tax  should  be  proportioned  accori  ing  to  their 
cost  and  efliciency;  this  can  be  judged  of,  in  part,  by  the  tonnage  of 
the  vessel.  The  dredge  must  be  more  effective  than  the  tongs,  or 
those  who  use  it  could  not  afford  to  employ  so  expensive  a  vessel. 

The  advantage  of  the  license  tax  is  this:  it  is  easily  understood 
and  easily  collected.  It  should,  however,  be  uniform,  and  not  pro- 
portioned to  the  catch.  If  one  man  catches  more  than  another,  it 
18  because  he  is  more  expert  and  industrious.  It  is  offering  a  re- 
ward to  energy. 

This  license  tax  should  be  required  of  every  dredge  and  patent- 
tong,  though  the  owner  intend  to  use  it  only  on  his  private  ground; 
otherwise  it  would  be  difficult  to  enforce  the  law,  for  the  guilty, 
when  captured,  will  escape  by  saying  that  they  are  for  use  on  pri- 
vate grounds,  and  are  therefore  not  taxable,  and  they  will  in  this 
way  occasion  cost  and  trouble,  if  they  do  not  escape  altogether. 
Thev  can  be  used  on  public  grounds,  if  desired. 

The  catch  should  not  be  taxed,  for  the  reasons  before  stated — ^it 
is  difficult  to  find  out  what  it  is,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  pay  the 
officers  necessary  to  make  the  investigation.  So  many  are  ignorant 
and  could  not  keep  the  count,  and  experience  shows  that  they  will 
not  do  it,  and  so  many  will  be  tempted  to  make  improper  returns, 
13 
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It  is  best  and  most  equitable  to  put  the  tax  on  the  dredge,  or  vessel, 
and  make  it  a  license  tax. 

THE   PATENT  TONG. 

Those  who  use  it,  should  be  required  to  pay  a  good  license  tax 
also.  It  is  not  protected  from  taxation  by  the  constitution;  in  fact 
it  is  not  a  tong  at  all ;  the  name  is  a  misnomer ;  it  is  more  a  dredge 
than  a  tong,  and  was  introduced  into  the  Virginia  waters  in  1884-^, 
long  after  the  constitution  was  adopted,  and  could  not  have  been  re- 
ferred to  in  that  instrument.  The  tong  referred  to  in  the  constitu- 
tion is  as  different,  compared  to  the  patent  tong  now  used,  as  the 
old  scythe  is  different  from  the  modern  mowing  machine. 
[  Take  two  garden  rakes,  rivet  the  handles  together  about  two 

.  feet  trom  the  head,  so  that  they  will  work  like  fire  tongs,  and  you 

;  have  the  tong  referred  to  in  the  constitution.     At  that  time,  tongs 

I  with  handles  over  sixteen  feet  in  length  were  not  used,  or  very 

^,  little,  and  an  abundance  of  oysters  could  be  found,  without  going 

3  into  water  over  that  depth.     It  is  worked  by  one  man  in  a  canoe,  or 

5  small  boat,  and  it  catches  about  half  a  peck  of  shells,  or  oysters,  at 

s  a  time. 

I  The  patent  tong  will  pick  up  a  bushel  at  a  time,  and  can  be 

j  worked  in  any  depth  of  water;  it  has  no  handles,  and  is  managed 

i  tvith  ropes ;  it  is  raised  from  the  wate'r  by  a  windlass,  and  it  takes 

]  three  men  to  work  it  efficiently ;  of  course  a  much  larger  boat  is  re- 

l  quired  when  it  is  used.     Its  capacity  is  about  eight  times  as  great 

\  as  that  of  the  old  tong,  and  it  should  be  taxed  accordingly.    A 

I  license  should  not  be  issued  for  less  than  a  year  at  a  time. 

i  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  find  out  how  many  of  these  tongs  are 

i  used  in  Virginia  waters,  but  we  have  no  accurate  way  of  doing  so; 

I  the  record  seems  not  to  have  been  kept.     The  inventor  says  that 

1  over  a  year  ago  he  had  sold  a  thousand  pairs  to  work  back  of 

Gwinn's  island  alone. 

THE  COMMON  TONG. 

I  would  advise  a  license  on  the  common  tong  for  a  small  amount 
in  lieu  of  the  tax  on  sales,  which  the  constitution  allows,  for  reasons 
given  above,  viz.,  the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  the  amount  on  which 
the  tax  is  to  be  paid.  This,  I  think,  would  give  satisfaction  to  the 
tongers,  and  would  be  better  for  the  State.  It  this  license  tax  is 
opposed  by  tongers,  and  they  are  sustained  by  the  courts,  I  would 
advise  that  the  Legislature  at  once  take  steps  to  modify  the  second 
section  of  the  10th  article  of  the  constitution  in  this  regard. 

AMOUNT  OF  THE  TAX. 

The  patent  tong  costs  $16  per  pair,  and  they  will  catch  with  ease, 
When  properly  handled,  in  one  day,  twenty-five  to  fifty  dollars' 
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worth  of  oysters.  When  the  old  tong  is  used,  five  to  ten  dollars 
would  be  considered  a  good  day's  work,  says  a  very  intelligent 
writer.  Another  writer  says:  **The  difference  of  the  catch  with 
the  old  tongs  and  the  patent  tongs  is  astonishing.  With  the  patent 
tongs  from  fifty  to  a  hundred  bushels  per  day  are  caught;  with  the 
old  tongs,  eight  to  twenty-five  bushels  per  day  is  considered  a  ffood 
catch.  A  tax  of  twenty  dollars  on  the  patent  tong  would  be  a  light 
one ;  one  day's  work  pays  for  the  privilege  of  using  the  tongs  on 
the  oyster-beds  of  the  State  for  an  entire  season. 

The  dredges  are  worth  about  thirty  dollars,  and  being  more 
eflicient  than  the  patent  tong  and  more  destructive  to  the  oyster 
beds,  should  be  taxed  for  about  fifty  dollars,  or  a  license  tax  of  three 
dollars  per  ton  should  be  laid  on  the  vessel  used  for  this  purpose, 
or  for  8crai.»ing.  In  1888,  the  last  enumeration  we  have  been  able 
to  find,  there  were  419  dredges  in  Virginia. 

The  common  tong  is  worth  about  five  dollars;  I  would  advise  a 
license  tax  to  be  placed  upon  it  of  five  dollars,  if  the  tongers  desire 
it,  in  lieu  of  the  tax  on  the  amount  of  the  sales  of  oysters  taken. 
In  1888,  there  were  8,881  tongers  in  Virginia  waters. 

This  tax  of  fifty  dollars  on  dredges,  or  three  dollars  a  ton  on  the 
vessels  ;  twenty  dollars  on  patent  tongs,  and  five  dollars  on  common 
tongs,  represents  a  fair  proportion  according  to  their  cost  and 
eflicieney.  The  dredger  I  do  not  think  will  complain,  for  it  is  a 
question  whether  or  not  the  dredge  should  be  forbidden  in  Virecinia 
waters,  but  I  will  not  advise,  as  I  think  it  prudent  to  wait  until  we 
can  have  a  reliable  report  from  our  own  commissioners  on  this 
subject.  The  opinions  of  those  who  know  best  are  divided.  The 
license  tax  should  be  issued  at  the  (jommencement  of  the  oyster 
season,  and  be  for  one  year. 

POUND   NETS    AND   PURSE   NETS. 

Our  fish  commissioners  reports  that  the  total  number  of  pound 
nets,  for  the  year  1888  in  the  waters  of  Virginia,  was  560;  the 
value  of  the  product,  $1,265,000.  In  1889,  the  total  number,  by 
actual  count,  he  says,  was  577,  the  catch  being  valued  at  $1,302,950. 
I  am  informed  h^  a  very  intelligent  gentleman,  who  was  for  years 
engaged  this  business,  that  there  is  not  a  man  engaged  in  it  who 
would  not  willingly  pay,  and  ought  to  pay,  a  license  tax  of  fifty 
dollars.  This  sum  can  easily  be  paid  from  a  part  of  one  day's 
work,  and  the  tax  seems  to  be  much  lower  than  that  imposed  upon 
some  other  industries  and  interests  in  the  State. 

There  should  be  a  fair  tax  placed  on  purse-nets  also,  which  should 
be  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  vessel  used  and  the  length  of  the 
net.  The  number  used  in  Virginia  during  the  present  year,  as  esti- 
mated by  our  fish  commissioner,  is  about  sixty. 

INSPECTORS. 

Inspectors  should  be  appointed  in  each  county,  if  necessary,  for 
the  purpose  of  assisting  the  fish  commissioner  in  the  enforcement  of 
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the  law.  The  amount  of  taxes  collected  should  be  reported,  and  froi 
whom  collected;  also  how  much  from  rent,  from  dredges,  tongs, an 
pound-nets.  The  report  should  show  the  number  of  each  class,  wit 
the  names  of  those  who  have  not  paid  and  the  names  of  those  wh 
have  paid.  These  reports  should  be  examined  by  the  fish  commi 
sioners,  and  by  them  certified  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts, 
correct;  if  not  correct,  they  should  be  made  so  before  they  are  fo 
warded.  A  list  of  those  who  have  paid  their, license  tax  should  I 
posted  at  the  courthouse  door,  and  the  names  of  those  engaged  i 
oystering  or  fishing  who  have  foiled  to  pay  should  be  given  to  tl 
attorney  for  the  Commonwealth  of  the  proper  county  for  proseci 
tion. 

WHAT    ARE   THE   NATURAL    OYSTER    BEDS    REFERRED   TO   IN    THE    CONST 

TUTION? 

The  natural  oyster  beds  referred  to  in  the  constitution  should  I 
defined  by  statute.  Any  bed,  rock,  or  shoal  on  which,  at  the  tim 
of  the  survey,  the  oysters  naturally  ^row  in  suffi(dent  abundance! 
furnish  a  reasonable  daily  remuneration  to  the  fishermen  should  b 
declared  natural  beds  and  not  assignable,  and  when  from  any  caus 
the  natural  beds  have  become  so  reduced  as  not  to  furnish  a  fair  an 
reasonable  remuneration  daily  to  the  fishermen,  they  should  eea^ 
to  be  natural  beds  and  should  be  assignable  by  the  shell  fish  con 
mission,  and  they  (the  commissioners)  should  decide  this  questio 
on  the  testimony  oi  those  who  are  acquainted  with  the  facts.  Ther 
is  no  propriety  in  allowing  them  to  remain  useless  and  barren;  k 
the  hand  of  the  judicious  cultivator  come  to  the  assistance  of  uatur 
and  restore  them. 

To  enforce  these  suggestions,  I  offer  to  the  Legislature  the  fol]o\^ 
ing  as 

THE    BASIS   OF   A    PROPER    BILL. 
I. 

There  should  be  a  shell-fish  commission  selected  from  the  differen 
sections  of  the  State,  the  members  of  which  should  be  paid  a  rea 
sonable  salary  to  supervise  our  oyster  interests.  They  should  mak 
annual  reports  to  the  governor  of  the  work  done  during  the  year 
with  a  statement  of  cost  attending  same,  and  with  such  reconiraen 
dations  as  to  them  may  seem  judicious  for  the  protection  of  tb 
industry  and  for  raising  revenue. 

n. 

There  should  be  a  survej-  of  all  the  oyster  lands  in  the  State,  aiK 
if  there  be  any  oyster  lands  claimed  by  other  parties  than  the  State 
the  commissioners  should  rei)ort  the  number  of  acres,  where  sit 
uated,  and  by  whom  claimed  and  held,  and  the  tenure  by  whicl 
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they  are  held.  The  natural  beds  should  be  clearly  defined,  marked 
out  and  platted  on  proper  maps,  so  that  their  extent  and  boundaries 
may  be  distinctly  known,  and  they  should  be  held  for  the  benefit  of 
all  of  the  citizens  of  Virginia,  and  be  protected  by  judicious  laws, 
so  that  they  be  not  rasbly  destroyed  or  unnecessarily  injured  by 
reckless  persons. 

m. 

All  of  the  oyster  lands,  outside  of  the  natural  beds  belonging  to 
the  State,  which  have  never  been  disposed  of  by  the  same,  should 
be  divided  into  lots — those  nearest  the  coast  into  lots  of  ten  acres 
each,  and  those  farther  from  the  coast  might  be  divided  into  larger 
lots.  Each  lot  should  be  described  and  platted  by  a  competent  sur- 
veyor, and  as  soon  as  a  sufiicient  number  of  lots  have  been  so  sur- 
veyed and  platted,  they  should  be  well  advertised  in  such  manner 
as  to  give  the  best  notice,  and  rented  by  the  shell-fish  commission 
to  the  highest  bidder  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  ten  years.  The 
rent  for  the  first  year  to  be  paid  in  cash  before  an  assignment  shall 
be  made,  and  at  the  commencement  of  each  succeeding  year.  A 
failure  to  pay  shall  make  void  the  contract  of  rent. 

IV. 

The  detail  of  a  competent  oflicer  from  the  United  States  govern-   . 
ment  to  make  the  survey,  should  be  secured,  and  the  work  should 
be  done  by  such  oflicer  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  shell- 
fish commission. 

V. 

The  plats  and  survey  so  made  should  be  as  conclusive  as  legisla- 
tion can  make  them,  and  the  boundaries  of  the  natural  beds,  &c., 
should  be  duly  recorded  in  a  suitable  book  kept  by  the  shell-fish 
commission  for  the  purpose.  So  much  as  relates  to  the  land  in  any 
county  should  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  such  county,  and 
a  copy  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  for  recordation 
in  his  oflice. 

VI. 

The  shell-fish  commission  should  have  control  over  the  natural 
beds  and  of  the  oyster  lands  not  disposed  of,  and  they  should  pre- 
scribe such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same  as 
may  be  necessary,  but  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  State. 
The  Legislature  should  clearly  define  what  is  a  natural  bed  or  rock, 
&c.,  for  the  guidance  of  the  commission. 

vn. 

Upon  the  determination  of  the   location  and  area  of  the  oyster 
grounds  and  the  natural  beds,  the  same  should  be  published  for  the 
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information  of  those  whom  it  may  concern,  and  opportunity  shoul 
be  given  to  any  citizen  interested,  who  is  dissatisfied  with  the  deci 
sion  as  announced,  to  make  his  complaint  in  writing,  setting  fortl 
the  facts,  and  if  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission,  addi 
tional  surveys  and  examinations  should  be  made  by  the  shell-fig 
commission  and  the  engineer,  so  as  to  give  justice  to  every  ind 
vidual,  if  possible. 

VIII. 

Fishing  for  oysters  on  the  natural  beds  should  not  be  allowe 
from  the  1st  of  April  to  the  1st  of  October  of  each  year,  or  upon  an 
public  oyster  lands  of  the  State  of  Virginia;  nor  on  Sunday,  nc 
before  sunrise,  nor  after  sunset,  at  any  season  of  the  year. 

IX. 

A  license  tax  should  be  imposed  upon  every  purse  net  and  poun 
net,  and  upon  every  dredge  and  patent  tong,  whether  used  o 
natural  beds  or  private  ground.  On  private  grounds  the  owm 
should  have  the  right  to  catch  his  oysters  at  any  season  of  the  yeai 
and  to  use  any  kind  of  instrument  he  desires. 


The  citizen  who  desires  to  use  common  tongs  shall  elect  whetlu 

he  will  pay  the  license  tax,  or  pay  upon  the  amount  of  his  sales, 

rate  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  taxation  imposed  on  any  other  speci( 

of  property.     If  the  party  elect  to  take  a  license,  it  shall  be  issue 

j  to  him  when  he  pays  for  the  same,  and  he  will  not  be  required  t 

I  report  the  quantity  ot  oysters  taken  or  sold.     If  he  elect  to  pa 

upon  his  sales,  a  certificate  shall  be  given  him,  and  he  shall  be  n 

(  quired,  .once  in  every  week,  to  report  his  sales,  and  make  oath  t 

I  the  accuracy  of  the  same,  and  pay  the  amount  of  tax  due.     Th 

I  name  of  the  party  assessed,  as  required  by  law,  shall  be  endorsed  b 

!  the  officer  collecting  the  license  tax,  on  the  certificate,  with  the  dat 

j  of  payment,  and  the  amount.     If  the  party  fail  to  take  out  a  licens( 

or  report  his  sales  and  pay  assessments,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  t 

!  fish  until  he  does,  and]  if  he  attempt  it,  he  shall  be  punished  by 

fine  for  the  first  oflense,  and  for  a  second  oftense,  by  forfeiture  ( 

his  boat  and  tackle. 

I  XI. 

The  fish  commission  shall  issue  the  license  to  any  citizen  of  tli 
Commonwealth,  who  shall  [)ay  the  sum  required  by  law  for  th 
privilege  of  fishiuij^  one  season,  on  the  natural  beds,  or  in  any  ( 
the  waters  of  the  State,  and  using  such  implements  as  his  liceiis 
allows,  and  no  other;  and  if  he  wishes  to  use  more  than  one  of  t\. 
implements,  he  shall  pay  the  additional  tax  required  for  it^s  us 
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They  shall  also  give  notice  throughout  the  counties  in  which  the 
oyster  grounds  are  located,  when  and  where  they  may  be  found, 
sufficiently  long  before  the  commencement  of  the  fishing  season,  to 
allow  any  person  entitled  to  a  license  to  make  application  therefor. 

xn. 

There  should  be  a  culling  law  enforced  by  proper  penalties.  No 
seed  oysters  or  shells  should  be  allowed  to  be  carried  away  from  the 
natural  beds,  and  all  oysters  not  marketable  as  food,  or  whose  shell 
shall  measure  less  than  two  and  a  half  inches  in  length,  should  be 
thrown  back  on  the  beds  where  caught.  The  eastern  coasts  of  Ac^ 
comae  and  Northampton  should  be  exempted  from  this  law. 

xin. 

The  liegislature  should  not  pass  any  law  which  violates  the  com- 
pact entered  into  by  the  States  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  on  the 
28th  day  of  March,  1785,  or  any  existing  laws  of  either  State  ;  but 
if  on  consideration  the  Legislature  deem  it  best  that  any  of  the 
agreements  now  existing  between  the  States  should  be  repealed  or 
modified,  there  should  be  a  conference  asked,  and  such  action 
should  be  taken  as  will  be  best  for  the  interests  of  both  States, 
(Vide  Code  of  Virginia,  p.  344.) 

XIV. 

The  carrying  away  of  seed  oysters  from  Virginia  waters  should 
be  forbidden.  This  provision  might  be  repealed  when  our  waters 
are  again  well  stocked.  The  oyster  laws  should  be  enforced  by 
proper  penalties. 

I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  discuss  the  power  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  pass  an  act  to  rent  out  the  oyster  lands.  It  has  too  fre^ 
quently  been  asserted  and  acted  on  by  previous  Legislatures,  and 
has  been  too  often  decided  by  the  courts  6f  the  country — both  State 
and  Federal — for  it  to  be  seriously  questioned  now. 

HOW     WILL.    THE   OYSTER    BE    PROTECTED    AND   THE    REVENUE   INCREASED 

BY   THE    PROPOSED    BILL? 

1st.  Protection  is  given  by  shortening  the  season  for  fishing  on 
the  public  grounds;  by  prohibiting  summer  iishing,  JSunday  fishing, 
fishing  before  sunrise  and  after  sunset. 

2d.  Ky  forbidding,  under  a  severe  penalty,  the  carrying  away 
from  the  public  grounds,  seed  oysters  or  shells,  or  portions  of  the 
natural  rocks. 

3d.  By  offering  every  reasonable  inducement  to  persons  to  rent 
and  cultivate  the  oyster  bottoms.  When  they  get  into  private 
hands,  individual  interest  and  enterprise  will  afford  the  best  possible 
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protection,  assisted  by  a  vigorous  protection  of  private  rights  by 
the  laws  of  the  State. 

4th.  By  shortening  the  fishing  season,  the  oystermen  will  be 
induced  to  rent  land  and  cultivate  the  oyster,  as  they  will  have 
nothing  to  do  in  summer,  or  will  seek  other  work ;  now  they  catch 
the  seed  oyster  in  summer,  because  they  have  nothing  else  to  do, 
although  the  pay  is  very  small,  and  they  are  damaging  themselves 
and  others  by  engaging  in  this  business. 

The  revenue  of  the  State,  I  am  confident,  will  be  greatly  increased 
over  what  it  now  is  under  the  present  law,  by  the  proposed  license 
tax  on  dredges,  patent  tongs,  and  common  tongs,  and  on  nets,  &c., 
without  considering  the  rent  of  the  oyster  lands,  which  cannot  be 
so  quickly  relied  on,  because  it  will  take  time  to  survey  and  plat, 
and  advertise  them  to  the  public  and  rent. 

After  due  reflection  I  make  these  suggestions  to  the  Legislature, 
believing  that  if  the  principles  advocated  in  this  message  be  enacted 
into  a  law,  and  all  laws  now  in  conflict  therewith  be  repealed,  much 
good  will  be  accomplished  by  it  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  Common- 
wealth; to  the  oystermen,  because  it  will  give  protection  to  their 
industry  and  stop  litigation,  by  defining  the  rights  of  all  parties,  and 
quieting  their  titles ;  to  the  State  at  large,  because  it  will  add  to  its 
revenue,  and  will  foster  and  encourage  business  which  will  in  time 
become  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  revenue  to  the  State,  and  will 
repay  with  the  richest  reward  the  industry  of  the  fisherman  and 
the  investments  of  the  planter. 

It  may  at  first  be  opposed  by  some  as  unwise  and  inexpedient, 
but  let  us  try  it.  The  principle  is  correct;  experience  will  vindi- 
cate us,  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  we  will  discover  that  the 
natural  wealth  of  Tidewater  Virginia  is  not  surpassed  by  the  minerals 
of  the  mountains.  Capital  and  population  will  seek  the  East,  as 
now  they  seek  the  West,  and  will  demonstrate  the  truth  of  the 
words  of  one  of  our  greatest  statesmen :  "That  an  oyster  bank  will 
pay  better  than  a  bank  of  paper  currency ;  an  oyster  mine  a  richer 
source  of  profit  to  labor,  than  any  known  mine  of  coal,  copper, 
silver  or  gold." 

If  our  oyster  lands  had  been  mines  of  metal,  they  would  not  have 
been  so  long  neglected  by  the  Legislature  as  a  source  of  revenue,

liVere  agreed  to.

(lOVERNOR'S  OFFICE, 
Richmond,  Va.,  January  20^  1892. 
To  the  General  Assembly  : 

I  send  herewith  a  number  of  amendments  to  various  sections  of  the  Code 
of  Virginia,  1887,  in  regard  to  the  penitentiary.  These  amendments  have  been 
prepared  with  much  care,  after  due  consultation  and  consideration  bv  tlie  board 
of  visitors  of  that.institution,  and  meet  with  my  approval  and  that  of  the  super- 
intendent. I  have  examined  them,  and  have  conferred  with  the  officers  of  the 
penitentiary,  and  find  that  they  are  necessary,  as  is  shown  by  experience. 

Thev  do  not  propose  to  change  the  management  of  the  penitentiary,  but  to 
amend  the  statutes  so  as  to  make  the  laws  conform  to  the  mana^ment  In 
some  instances  the  institution  is  managed  without  law ;  in  other  instances  in 
violation  of  law.  as  will  be  seen  by  comparing  the  amendments  proposed  with 
the  statutes  as  they  now  are. 

The  necessity  for  the  changes  will  be  explained  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Penitentiary  and  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  visitors,  if  any  explanation  is 
deemed  necessary. 

I  commend  the  proposed  changes  to  the  General  Assembly,  after  having  con- 
ferred with  the  officers  of  the  institution,  and  hope  they  may  be  adopted  as 
speedily  as  possible.

Resolved,  That  Benjamin  Chambers,  the  sitting  member  from  the  counties  of 
Northumberland  and  Westmoreland,  is  entitled  to  a  seat  on  the  floor  of  this  House.

ratified. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  they  have  proWded  for  the 
appointment  of  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  two  from  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  and  three  from  the  House  Finance  Committee, 
to  prepare  a  suitable  bill  carrying  out  the  terms  of  the  said  agree- 
ment between  the  Virginia  Debt  Commission  and  the  Bondholders' 
Committee,  and  the  said  bill,  as  soon  as  prepared,  will  be  reported 
by  your  committee  to  the  General  Assembly.

and  that  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  our  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress,  to  be  used  in  such  way  as  they  deem  best 
to  secure  the  attainment  of  the  aforesaid  object. 

In  relation  to  Mount  Vernon  Avenue.

2.  This  joint  resolution  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage. 

In  relation  to  extending  and  farther  equipping  the  Norfolk  navy  yard  for 
building  steel  battle  ships. 

Whereas  two  modern  steel  vessels,  the  United  States  battle  ship 
Texas  and  the  United  States  cruiser  Raleigh,  are  now  rapidly  ap- 
proaching completion  at  the  Norfolk  navy  yard,  attesting  the  effi- 
ciency of  our  Virginia  mechanics  and  skilled  laborers,  and  supe- 
rior advantages  of  the  location  for  steel  ship  building ;  and 

Whereas  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  State  of  Virginia 
contains  unlimited  supply  of  coal  and  iron  ore  for  the  economical 
making  of  steel  of  the  highest  grades ;  therefore,  be  it 

1.  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia  (the  Senate 
concurring).  That  the  government  of  the  United  States  be 
and  is  hereby  requested  to  locate  a  foundry  at  and  extend  the  limits 
of  said  Norfolk  navy  yard,  so  as  to  make  it  complete  in  every  re- 
spect for  constructing  the  most  improved,  powerful  and  efiicient 
steel  battle  ships,  ana  to  make  appropriations  for  and  to  order,  as 
soon  as  the  aforesaid  Texas  and  Raleigh  are  oft*  the  ways,  the  con- 
struction of  other  steel  ships  at  the  said  navy  yard,  instead  of  letr 
ting  them  to  contractors. 

2.  Resolved  further.  That  our  senators  and  representatives  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  and  they  are  hereby  requested 
to  take  such  action  in  the  premises  as  they  may  deem  requisite  for 
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the  accomplishment  of  the  object  of  these  resolutions,  and  the  clerks 
of  both  houses  are  hereby  directed  to  transmit  to  the  President 
and  Secretaries  of  War  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and  to  our 
senators  and  representatives  in  Congress,  certified  copies  of  these 
resolutions. 

Memorializbig  Congress  to  compensate  the  State  of  Virginia  for  property 
destroyed  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  by  the  Federal  troops 
during  the  late  war. 

Whereas  the  board  of  visitors  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute 
have  memorialized  the  General  Assembly — a  copy  of  which  memo- 
rial is  hereto  appended ;  and 

Whereas  it  is  but  just  that  the  State  of  Virginia  should  receive 
compensation  for  the  great  loss  sustained  in  the  destruction  of  this 
renowned  institution  of  learning ;  and 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  should  do  all  within  its  power 
to  secure  this  great  boon  to  the  people  of  Virginia ;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

1.  Resolved  (the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  concurring). 
That  our  senators  in  Congress  be  instructed  and  our  representa- 
tives be  requested  to  vote  for  and  promote  the  passage  of  a  bill 
providing  compensation  as  set  forth  in  the  memorial  hereto 
attached. 

2.  That  a  duly  attested  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to 
each  of  our  senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives from  Virginia.     • 

3.  These  joint  resolutions  shall  be  in  force  from  their  passage. 

Memorial  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia. 

This  memorial  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  respectfully 
representeth — 

That  on  the  12th  day  of  June,  1864,  the  public  buildings  of  the 
Virginia  Military-  Institute,  including  the  cadets'  barracks,  two  sets 
of  officers  quarters,  the  wash-house,  the  gas-house,  the  hospital,  the 
quartermaster's  store,  the  mess-hall,  the  furniture  in  cadets'  quar- 
ters, all  quartermaster's  commissary  and  medical  stores,  fixtures, 
and  supplies ;  the  library,  numbering  ten  thousand  volumes,  and 
the  mathematical,  engineering,  and  philosophical  instruments  and 
apparatus ;  the  chemical  and  mineralogical  laboratories,  with  their 
supplies  and  equipment ;  the  cabinet  of  goelogical  specimens ;  the 
gas  and  heating  fixtures,  to  the  aggregate  value  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  were  destroyed  by  fire,  by  the  order  of 
Major-General  D.  Hunter,  commanding  the  United  States  army, 
operating  in  the  Valley  of  Virginia. 

The  object  of  this  memorial  and  appeal  is  to  invoke  the  aid  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  in  securing  from  the  United 
States  an  appropriation  of  public  land,  by  the  sale  of  which  the 
losses  sustained  by  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  may  be  reim- 
bursed. 
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We  have  a  precedent  for  this  in  the  appropriation  by  act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  April  23,  1884,  to  reimburse  the  University  of 
Alabama,  a  military  school,  located  at  Tuscaloosa,  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  its  property,  by  order  of  the  United  States  army,  in  1865, 

We  base  the  appeal  upon  the  recognized  worth  of  the  Virginia 
Military  Institute  to  the  United  States  government.  It  is  and  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  to  foster 
and  encourage,  by  the  appropriation  of  land  and  money,  schools 
in  the  United  States  in  which  military  tactics  are  taught.  As  a 
military  and  scientific  school,  devoted  to  preparing  youn^  men  for 
the  struggle  of  life  along  the  line  of  the  industrial  activities  and  to 
play  creditably  their  part  should  the  curse  of  war  befall  the  coun- 
try, the  work  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  is  known  and 
recognized  by  all,  and  the  officers  of  the  United  States  military 
service  have  always  borne  unstinted  testimony  to  the  worth  of  the 
institute,  and  to  the  wisdom  and  munificence  of  the  State  in  the 
support  of  this  school.  The  burden  of  debt  contracted  in  the  res- 
toration of  the  buildings  and  outfit  of  the  school  still  hangs 
heavily  upon  the  Institute,  impairing  and  restricting  its  growth, 
prosperity  and  usefulness.  Should  the  relief  we  pray  be  granted 
the  bulwarks  of  national  defence  will  be  strengthened.

The  question  being  on  ordering  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,  was 
put  and  decided  in  the  negative.

Senate  joint  resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  tenth 
clause  of  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  and  providing" 
for  publishing  said  amendment  and  certifying  the  same  to  the  next 
General  Assembly,  as  follows  : 
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Joint  resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  tenth  clause  of  Article  1 
of  the  Constitution  of-  Virginia,  and  providing  for  publishina  said 
amendment^  and  certifying  the  same  to  the  next  treneral  Assembty. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  (a  majority  of 
the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  agreeing  thereto), 
That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  be 
and  is  hereby  proposed,  and  is  hereby  referred  to  the  General 
Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  of  senators  and 
members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  for  its  concurrence,  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  section  1,  of  Article  12,  of  said 
Constitution,  viz.:  Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  the 
tenth  clause  of  Article  l,^hich  is  in  the  following  words : 

10.  That,  in  all  capital  or  criminal  prosecutions,  a  man  hath  a 
right  to  demand  the  cause  and  nature  of  his  accusation,  to  be  con- 
fronted with  the  accusers  and  witnesses,  to  call  for  evidence  in  his 
favor,  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  his  vicinage, 
without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  cannot  be  found  guilty ;  nor 
can  he  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself;  nor  no  man 
be  deprived  of  his  liberty,  except  by  the  law  of  the  land  or  the 
judgment  of  his  peers. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

10.  That,  in  all  capital  or  criminal  prosecutions,  a  man  hath  a 
right  to  demand  the  cause  and  nature  of  his  accusation,  to  be  con- 
fronted with  the  accusers  and  witnesses,  to  call  for  evidence  in  his 
favor,  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  his  vicinage, 
without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  cannot  be  found  guilty,  but 
the  General  Assembly  may,  by  law,  provide  for  the  trial  otherwise 
than  by  a  jury,  of  a  man  accused  of  a  criminal  offence  not  punish- 
able by  death  or  confinement  in  the  penitentiary ;  nor  can  he  be 
compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself;  that  no  man  be  de- 
prived of  his  liberty,  except  by  the  law  of  the  land  or  the  judg- 
ment of  his  peers.

Mr.  Cooke  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  section  7, 
lines  29,  30,  31,  32,  33,  34  and  35,  the  words  "  and  each  depositor 
shall,  when  he  receives  his  distributive  share  of  the  said  new  issue 
of  bonds,  pay  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  three  and 
one-half  per  centum  in  cash  of  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  received 
by  him,  and  said  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  shall  cover  the  fund 
thus  received  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth," ;  which 
was  rejected. 

Mr.  Saunders  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the 
twenty-fifth,  twenty-sixth  and  twenty-seventh  lines  of  section  3, 
which  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Saunders  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  end  of 
twenty-seventh  line  of  section  3  the  following :  "  unless  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  at  some  future  session  shall  decide  to  make  the  same 
taxable,"  which  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Letcher  moved  to  amend  the  bill.  In  section  10,  line  17, 
aft;er  the  word  "under"  insert  "the  aforesaid  acts  approved  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1882,  and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  entirely  retired 
and  paid  off,  then  to  the  bonds  issued  under,"  which  was  rejected.

the  owner  of  the  obligations  to  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  if  the 
same  were  funded  through  the  said  committee.  In  no  case  is  this 
amount  so  to  be  paid  to  exceed  three  and  one-half  per  centum,  and 
when  paid  it  is  to  be  covered  into  the  treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners." 

The  substitute  oflfered  by  Mr.  Saunders  was  rejected. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Munford  was  agreed  to. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  its  third  reading:.

2.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  some  immediate  action  be 
taken  to  remedy  said  evils,  that  the  State  may  derive  proper  revenue 
therefrom,  and  thus  in  a  large  measure  relieve  the  straightened 
condition  of  her  treasury.

Resolved  bv  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring), 
That  the  thanks  of  this  Legislature  and  of  the  people  whom  we 
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represent  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered — First,  To  the  eommis- 
^on  appointed  by  the  last  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  conferring 
with  tJie  representatives  of  the  bondholders,  with  a  view  of  agree- 
ing, if  possible,  upon  a  basis  on  which  our  State  debt  should  be 
refunded  by  the  patient,  zealous  and  untiring  eftbrts  of  which  com- 
mission, assisted  by  the  consideration  of  the  Olcott  Committee,  a 
settlement  of  this  much-vexed  question  was  finally  reached  ;  and 
second,  to  the  committee  appointed  at  this  session  of  the  (Tcneral 
Assembly  to  draw  the  bill  carrying  into  effect  the  plan  of  settle- 
ment, by  whose  painstaking  care  and  faithful  efforts  the  plan  was 
matured  and  the  measure  perfected.

By  Mr.  Kent  :  Petition  George  Carter  and  others. 

By  Mr.  Cooke  :  A  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  1148  of  the 
Code  of  Virginia,  in  relation  to  chartered  companies,  approved 
February  17,  1890.  Referred  to  the  Committee  for  Courts  of 
Justice. 

The  following  report  was  agreed  to  : 

Report  of  the  joint  committee  relative  to  boundary  line  between  Virgiyiia 

and  Maryland. 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  : 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1889-'90,  a  joint  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  Senators  Stubbs,  Echols 
and  Little,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  Delegates  Gibson,  Ryan, 
Cabell,  Curtis  and  Chambers,  on  the  part  of  the  House,  to  meet  a 
similar  qv  like  committee  on  the  part  of  the  General  Assembly  oi 
Maryland,  to  take  into  consideration  the  question  of  establishing  a 
line  between  Maryland  and  Virginia  upon  the  basis  set  forth  in  the 
joint  resolution  providing  for  the  appointment  of  the  said  joint 
committee,  and  subsequently  by  another  joint  resolution  of  your 
honorable  body,  the  said  joint  committee,  besides  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  on  them  originally,  were  required  to  consider  and 
report  on  the  claim  of  Stewart  H.  Evans,  owner  of  the  schooner 
"  Hance  Lawson,"  and  of  B.  H.  Leach,  owner  of  the  schooner 
"  David  N.  Taylor,"  asserted  against  Virginia  through  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Maryland;  it  being  alleged  that  one  of  said  schooners, 
"  Hance  Lawson,"  was  sunk,  and  the  other,  **  David  N.  Taylor," 
injured  by  the  tu^-boat  "  Ida  Augusta,"  acting  under  orders  from 
the  State  of  Virgmia,  and  while  the  said  schooners  were  lawfully 
engaged  in  taking  oysters  in  the  Potomac  river,  arid  within  the 
limits  ot  the  State  of  Maryland.  Said  joint  committee  met  imme- 
diately upon  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly,  organized 
by  the  election  of  the  undersigned  as  chairman,  and  fixed  upon 
July  10,  1890,  as  the  time,  and  Old  Point,  Virginia,  as  the  place, 
for  meeting  the  committee  from  the  Legislature  of  Maryland,  and 
your  committee  now,  through  its  chairman,  reports  as  follows : 

That  on  the  date  named  your  committee  proceeded  to  Old  Point, 
Virginia,  after  having  given  due  notice  to  the  Governor  of  Mary- 
land, and  to  the  owners  of  the  aforesaid  schooners,  where  they  met 
Hon.  Thomas  S.  Hobson  of  Maryland,  who  stated  to  your  commit- 
tee that  through  some  misapprehension  the  Maryland  Legislature 
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had  failed  to  appointra  committee  on  the  part  of  Maryland,  but  that 
he  had  been  requested  by  Governor  Jackson  ^then  Governor  of 
Maryland)  to  appear  before  the  Virginia  comniittee,  and  see  that 
the  interest  of  the  State  of -Maryland,  relative  to  the  sinking  of  the 
schooner  "  Hance  Lawson  "  and  the  injury  to  the  '*  David  N.  Tay- 
lor," was  properly  set  before  the  committee ;  yet  disclaimed  that 
Maryland  was  making  any  claim  against  Virginia  on  account  of 
said  schooners,  which  were  owned,  as  above  stated,  by  private  in- 
dividuals. Your  committee,  however,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  to 
Maryland's  representative  on  the  occasion,  took  all  the  testimony 
adduced  by  him  as  to  the  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  the 
sinking  of  the  *'  Hance  Lawson"  and  the  -injury  to  the  "  David  N. 
Taylor,"  and  the  depositions  taken  are  herewith  filed.  It,  however, 
not  only  appeared  to  the  satisfaction  of  your  committee,  from  the  evi- 
dence adduced  that  Virginia  was  in  no  way  responsible  for  the 
injuries  complained  of,  but  that  the  State  of  Maryland  had  already 
paid  to  the  owners  of  said  schooners,  who  were  her  citizens,  the 
damages  sustained  by  them  respectively.  So  that  with  reference 
to  this  matter,  your  committee  has  nothing  further  to  do,  but  as 
the  (questions  relating  to  the  boundary  line  between  Maryland  and 
Virginia  in  the  Potomac  river  is  still  undetermined,  and  therefore 
the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  both  States  to  take  oysters  or  fish  in 
the  waters  of  the  Potomac  still  undefined  or  determined,  the  Leg- 
islature of  Maryland,  now  in  session,  having  expressed  a  purpose 
to  appoint  a  committee  on  her  part  to  meet  a  committee  from  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia,  to  consider  and  determine  these  questions,  it 
is  respectfully  recommended  that  your  joint  committee  be  continued 
and  enlarged  by  at  least  two  additional  members  from  the  House 
and  one  from  the  Senate,  in  order  to  insure  a  quorum  for  business, 
to  meet  a  like  committee  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Maryland,* 
during  the  recess  of  this  GBueral  Assembly,  to  consider  the  above- 
mentioned  questions,  and  to  make  report  to  the  General  Assembly 
at  its  next  meeting,  the  vacancies  now  existing  on  the  committee 
to  be  filled,  and  the  additional  members  added  as  the  committee 
was  originally  appointed.

Frazier,  of  Pulaski  county,  Virginia,  No.  483 ;  and  an  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Southwest  Mining,  Development  and  Construction  Com- 
pany, No.  488. 

They  have  rejected  House  bills  entitled  an  act  to  give  further 
time  to  correct  assessments  of  lands  and  lots  lying  in  the  county  of 
Mecklenburg,  Virginia,  No.  519;  an  act  to  allow  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  Brunswick  county  to  borrow  money  to  pay  the  in- 
terest on  county  bonds.  No.  3 ;  an  act  to  require  the  license  tax 
for  certain  liquor  licenses  to  be  paid  and  collected  only  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States,  No.  310 ;  and  an  act  for  the  relief  of 
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H.  E.  Wall  to  correct  the  erroneous  assessment  of  a  part  of  lot  Xo. 
41,  in  J.  Randolph  survey  of  the  town  of  Farmville,  No.  462. 

They  have  passed  Senate  bills  entitled  an  act  to  allow  the  voters 
of  Locust  Dale  township,  in  Madison  county,  to  vote  on  fence  law, 
No.  541 ;  and  an  act  to  authorize  the  Governor  to  furnish  convict 
labor  for  the  building  of  the  Blue  Ridge  railway  from  Jackson- 
ville, Floyd  county,  through  the  county  of  Montgomery  to  the 
Norfolk  and  Western  railroad,  No.  489. 

In  which  bills  they  respectfully  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Delegates. 

Nos.  541  and  489,  Senate  bills,  were  read  twice  and,  on  motions 
severally  made,  w^ere  placed  on  the  calendar. 

No.  277,  House  bill  for  the  protection  of  discharged  employees 
(returned  from  the  Senate  with  amendments),  was,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  ToNEY,  placed  on  the  calendar. 

Senate  joint  resolution  in  relation  to  having  Meherrin  river  sur- 
veyed was  read  twice,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Federal 
Relations  and  Resolutions. 

No.  259,  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  collection, 
arrangement  and  display  of  the  products  of  the  State  of  Virginia 
at  tne  World's  Columbian  Exposition  of  1893,  was  read  twice  and, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Munford,  was  placed  on  the  calendar. 

No.  539,  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  removal 
of  pending  causes  from  the  corporation  court  for  the  city  of 
Roanoke  to  the  circuit  court  for  such  corporation,  was  read  twice 
and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  of  Roanoke  and  Craig^  placed  on  the 
calendar. 

Senate  resolution  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  Temple  farm,  in 
York  county,  by  the  United  States,  was  read  twace  and,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Wilcox,  was  placed  on  the  calendar. 

No.  536,  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  for  the  relief  of  W.  W. 
Hudson,  of  King  George  county,  from  the  payment  of  a  fine  im- 
posed by  the  county  court  of  King  George  county,  was  read  twice 
and,  on  motion  of  Mr  Mason  of  Kivg  George  and  Stafford^  placed 
on  the  calendar. 

No.  535,  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  for  the  relief  of  John  Thomp- 
son from  the  payment  of  a  fine  imposed  by  the  county  court  of 
Richmond  county,  was  read  twice  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Jackson 
of  Richmond  citf/,  placed  on  the  calendar. 

No.  364,  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Washing- 
ton Pneumatic  Powder  and  Post  Company,  reported  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

No.  299,  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sec- 
tion 980,  chapter  43  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  in  relation  to  county 
roads,  was  reported  from  the  Committee  on  Counties,  Cities  and 
Towns. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Epes,  the  (^ommittee  on  Finance  was  dis- 
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charged  from  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  for 
the  relief  of  the  sureties  of  Peter  B.  Crowder,  late  treasurer  of 
Amelia  county,  No.  218. 

The  bill  was  placed  on  the  calendar. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mallet,  the  Committee  on  Counties,  Cities 
and  Towns  were  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
House  bill  for  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  of  stores  for  the 
city  of  Norfolk. 

The  bill — No.  588 — was  placed  on  the  calendar,  and  read  a  first 
time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spencer  of  Buckingham^  the  Committee  on 
Finance  was  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  House 
bill  to  amend  an  act  of  section  1  of  an  act  of  the  Acts  of  1887-'88, 
entitled  an  act  to  give  aid  to  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  of  Vir- 
ginia maimed  or  disabled  in  the  war  between  the  States,  and  to  the 
widows  of  Virginia  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  lost  their 
lives  in  said  war  in  the  military  service. 

The  bill — No.  589 — was  placed  on  the  calendar,  and  read  a  first 
time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gibson,  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  House  bill  to  amend  an 
act  approved  March  5,  1888,  entitled  an  act  to  ffive  aid  to  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  of  Virginia  maimed  or  disabled  in  the  war  be- 
tween the  States,  and  to  the  widows  of  Virginia  soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines  who  lost  their  lives  in  said  war  in  military  service. 

The  bill — No.  590 — was  placed  on  the  calendar,  and  read  a  first 
time. 

No.  591,  House  bill  for  the  relief  of  G.  W.  Smith,  reported  from 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  was  read  a  first  time. 

Mr.  Jackson  of  Itichmond  city  offered  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring), 
That  a  committee  of  two  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  three  on 
the  part  of  the  House  be  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  the 
amount  of  revenue  derived  by  the  Virginia  Pilot  Association. 

The  House  referred  the  resolution  to  the  Committee  on  Banks, 
Currency  and  Commerce. 

Mr.  Thomas  of  Roanoke  and  Oraig  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved  (the  Senate  concurring).  That  the  General  Assembly 
Will  this  day  at  12:30  o'clock  P.  M.  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
judge  for  the  eighteenth  judicial  circuit,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Thomas  of  Roanoke  and  Oraig  carry  the  reso- 
lution to  the  Senate  and  request  their  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Marshall,  who 
informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to  the  resolution 
of  the  House. 
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Mr.  James  of  Pittsylvania  presented  a  report  from  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the  House  and  Public  Institu- 
tions and  Instructions  of  the  Senate  in  relation  to  the  investigation 
of  the  ailairs  of  the  Virginia  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College 
at  Blacksburg.  He  also  presented  a  minority  from  the  same  com- 
mittee. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia : 

Your  respective  Committees  on  Public  Institutions  and  Edu- 
cation of  the  Senate  and  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the  House,  having 
been  authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  papers  to  investigate  the 
charges  preferred  against  the  Visitors  of  the  Virginia  Agricultural 
and  Mecnanical  College,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report,  to- 
gether \vith  the  papers  and  testimony  reported  by  the  special  com- 
mittee : 

Considerations  of  public  economy  and  time  deterred  the  com- 
mittee from  following  the  details  of  this  controversy  so  far  as  other- 
wise might  have  seemed  proper,  and  the  inquiry  was  restricted 
accordingly  to  the  charges  of  a  more  important  and  tangible  char- 
acter. 

It  appears  that  the  visitors  of  the  college  met  in  the  city  of  Kich- 
mond  in  April,  1891,  and  after  accepting  the  resignation  of  the 
then  President,  General  L.  L.  Lomax,  determined  to  declare  vacant 
the  chairs  held  by  Professors  M.  P.  Scott,  J.  X.  Morton  and  Wil- 
liam H.  Graham  of  that  institution.  By  unanimous  vote  of  tliose 
present  (the  requisite  two-thirds  under  law)  they  effected  this 
change.  Dr.  Scott  and  Mr.  Graham  feeling  themselves  aggrieved 
at  this  action,  have  brought  their  grievances  before  the  Legislature. 
They  charge  misconduct  upon  the  visitors  of  the  college  m  that — 

1.  They  enforced  the  resignation  of  General  Lomax  and  wrong- 
fully removed  Professors  Scott,  Graham  and  Morton  from  their 
places — in  all  instances  without  cause  or  notice. 

2.  In  that  they  have  illegally  and  improperly  expended  the  funds 
of  the  institution. 

In  the  matter  of  the  first  accusation  the  committee  recognizes 
the  almost  plenary  authority  conferred  upon  the  visitors  bylaw— 
an  authority  which  carries  the  full  right  of  dismissal  when  sanc- 
tioned by  a  two-thirds  vote.  The  action  of  the  visitors  on  the 
occasion  cited  was,  the-  committee  believe,  in  good  faith ;  and  it 
seems  to  have  eminated  from  a  desire  to  subserve  the  best  interests 
of  the  college.  They  assert  in  their  judgment  the  institution  was 
not  best  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  its  creation ;  that  a  reor- 
ganization was  necessary  involving  a  change  of  instruction  and  of 
instructors.  Your  committee  not  being  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  history  and  objects  of  that  institution  did  not  deem- it 
wise  to  inquire  minutely  into  the  policy  or  impolicy  of  this  reor- 
ganization, but  chose  rather  to  accept  the  conclusions  of  those  who, 
by  association  an4  duty  both,  were  qualified  to  judge. 
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As  regards  General  Lomax,  Dr.  M.  P.  Seott  and  Mr.  J.  X.  Mor- 
ton, who  were  relieved  of  their  duties  at  Blackshurg,  the  com- 
mittee find  no  charges  sustained  aftectinff  their  character  or  com- 
petency in  their  former  positions ;  but  the  \asitor8  deemed  them 
not  the  best  qualified  persons  to  conduct  the  new  duties  created  by 
the  reorganization  oi  the  college.  Against  them  no  personal 
charges  whatever  were  alleged,  and  the  committee  was  impressed 
with  their  character  and  high  testimonials ;  one  of  them  a  Con- 
federate general,  with  ability  approved  in  war  and  whose  honor  is 
without  a  stain ;  the  other  two,  Virginia  gentlemen  of  merit  and 
culture,  whose  names  stand  above  reproach  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Graham  became  the  subject  of  adverse  criticism  in 
that,  while  at  Blackshurg,  he  improperly  (as  was  alleged^  obtained 
certain  papers  belonging  to  the  board  of  visitors  w^icn  were  re- 
garded as  of  confidential  character ;  but  after  careful  examination 
of  the  premises,  we  have  concluded  the  papers  were  not  of  the 
character  claimed,  and  that  Mr.  Graham  was  justly  entitled  to 
their  possession. 

We  pause  here  to  express  the  opinion  that  h^d  these  gentlemen 
been  punctually  notified  of  the  cause  which  demanded  their  re- 
moval, much  of  this  unpleasantness  might  have  been  avoided;  and 
we  believe  that  where  practicable,  and  unless  some  imperative 
public  reason  forbid,  one  similarly  dismissed  should  have  the  cause 
assigned  that  the  world  may  not  be  left  open  to  afiix  any  imputa- 
tion it  pleases  to  his  name. 

2.  A  close  examination  into  the  financial  affairs  of  the  college 
would  have  entailed  so  much  labor  and  expense  to  the  State — the 
proper  or  improper  expenditure  of  the  funds  would  have  involved 
so  much  legal  opinion  and  research — that  the  committee  decided 
not  to  pursue  those  inquiries. 

It  however  enjoins  upon  the  visitors  a  careful  custody  of  the 
college  money,  lest  any  portion  thereof  derived  from  the  Federal 
government  should  be  expended  in  a  manner  not  especially  pro- 
vided by  the  terms  of  the  statute.  And  especially  would  it  impress 
upon  them  the  necessity  of  limiting  tbe  traveling  expenses  of  the 
members  of  the  board,  which  have  sometimes  been  too  great.  We 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  law  on  this  subject  already  reported 
by  the  Senate  committee. 

The  facts  admitted  that  two  presidents  of  the  college  are  draw- 
ing salaries  at  the  same  time,  while  only  one  was  performing  duties 
at  the  college,  and  that  a  professor  was  allowed  to  draw  his  pay 
several  months  while  absent  in  Europe,  do  not  impress  us  favora- 
bly ;  and  while  we  do  not  undertake  to  criticise  the  discretion  of 
the  visitors  in  these  particularly  instances,  we  may  admonish  them 
against  the  indulgence  of  these  expenditures. 

However,  in  conclusion,  while  recognizing  the  many  obstacles 
and  difi[iculties  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  has  labored 
under,  we  beg  to  assert  that  in  our  judgment  the  college  is  organ- 
ized upon  a  good  basis,  and  for  those  \vho  desire  the  facilities  of  an 
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economical  and  valuable  education,  we  commend  it  to  the  confi- 
dence and  patronage  of  the  public.

We  append  the  following : 

The  committee  recommend  such  changes  in  the  present  law  reg- 
ulating the  appointment  of  visitors  to  the  Virginia  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  as  will  give  the  institulion  the  benefit  ot 
having  some  of  its  own  alumni  upon  the  board,  believing  that  the 
graduates  of  the  college,  other  things  being  equal,  would  hold  the 
interest  of  their  alma  mater  particularly  dear,  would  be  more 
familiar  with  its  needs,  and  their  action  would  be  less  exposed  to 
public  criticism. 

A  Minority  Report  of  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and  Schools  and 
Colleges,  Relating  to  Blacksburg  College, 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Public 
Institutions  and  Education,  and  House  Committee  on  Schools  and 
Colleges,  beg  leave  to  submit  a  minority  report  in  the  investiga- 
tion ordered  against  the  board  of  visitors  of  Virginia  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College,  instituted  on  the  motion  of  Professors 
Scott  and  Graham. 

The  undersigned  regret  that  they  have  to  dissent  from  the  ma- 
jority report,  and  are  forced  to  present  the  following  as  their  conclu- 
sions after  a  careful  and  laborious  examination  of  the  complaints 
filed  by  Professors  Scott  and  Graham,  the  answer  of  the  board  ol 
visitors  and  exhibits  tiled  therewith,  the  depositions  of  witnesses 
taken  before  the  sub-committee,  and  a  full  and  free  interchange  of 
views  had  before  the  committees : 

1.  The  first  series  of  specifications  is  based  on  the  ground  tliat 
the  board  of  visitors  have  made  expenditures  of  money  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  electric  and  water  plants  and  constructing 
and  repairing  buildings ;  and  it  is  also  alleged  that  the  acts  of 
Congress  under  which  the  college  derived  or  now  derives  most  of 
its  fund  do  not  permit  such  appropriation  of  the  money.  The  exact 
amount  of  these  expenditures  is  not  shown.     It  is  not  pretended 
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that  these  expenditures  were  unwise  or  improper  in  themselves.  The 
undersigned  believe  that  it  was  to  the  best  interest  of  the  college 
that  the  improvements  were  made,  and  the  expenditures  could  be 
properly  made  out  of  the  funds  derived  under  the  acts  of  Congress, 
unless,  indeed,  sums  expended  in  the  construction  and  repair  of 
buildings.  As  to  the  latter  class  of  expenditures,  the  undersigned 
are  of  opinion  that  inasmuch  as  the  State  pays  six  per  cent,  inter- 
est annually  on  the  proceeds  of  the  land  scrip  invested  in  Virginia 
State  bonds  (this  being  an  extra  appropriation  of  three  per  cent, 
more  than  she  pays  her  general  creditors)  to  that  extent  at  least 
(the  three  per  cent.)  the  board  could  properly  and  equitably  use  this 
amount  to  the  construction  and  repairs  of  buildings,  which 
amount  in  no  one  year  has  been  exceeded  for  said  purposes. 

As  to  the  charge  of  *'  illegal  exj)enditure8,"  the  undersigned 
think  the  board  of  \nsitors  acted  properly,  wisely  and  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  college. 

2.  As  to  ''  improper  expenditures,"  the  undersigned  think  the 
payment  made  to  General  L.  L.  Lomax,  after  he  ceased  to  be  pres- 
ident, under  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  the  case, 
was  made  in  good  faith  by  the  board,  and  they  do  not  deserve  any 
censure  for  this  action.  As  to  the  payment  to  the  new  president 
for  the  same  period  (month  of  July)  that  General  Lomax  received 
pay,  the  undersigned  states  that  Dr.  McBryde  (now  president)  was 
present  at  the  college  during  that  month  and  discharging  the  duties 
of  his  office.  These  are  the  facts :  The  board  had  accepted  the 
resignation  of  General  Lomax,  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  Au- 
gust, and  of  course  his  pay  would  run  up  to  that  date ;  some  time 
m  June  the  board  elected  Dr.  McBryde  as  president,  and  deemed 
it  absolutely  necessary  to  have  Dr.  McBryde  at  the  college  during 
the  month  of  July  to  make  necessary  arrangements  for  the  session 
which  commenced  in  September.  The  board  thought  it  was  proper 
and  right  to  make  this  expenditure,  and  the  undersigned  are  con- 
vinced the  payment  was  justifiable,  and  the  board  should  not  be 
censured. 

As  to  the  payment  of  two  directors  of  the  experimental  station 
for  the  month  of  July,  the  undersigned  state  that  both  persons 
were  present  engaged  in  work  at  the  station  to  the  good  of  the  sta- 
tion, and  the  said  payments  were  proper. 

3.  As  to  the  removal  of  professors,  the  undersigned  think  the 
board  have  the  right  to  remove  professors  at  any  time,  and  that 
the  law  should  not  be  otherwise.  The  undersigned,  however,  are 
of  the  opinion  it  would  always  be  better  for  the  board  to  give  no- 
tice and  assign  cause.  In  this  case  notice  was  given  that  at  the  end 
of  the  session  services  of  certain  professors  would  no  longer  be 
needed.  The  board,  as  officially  stated,  was  actuated  by  the  desire 
to  have  the  college  rehabilitated  on  a  stronger  and  more  useful 
basis.  It  was  the  policy  of  the  board  to  have  the  college  estab- 
lished as  an  institution,  having  for  its  principal  object  a  hi^h  grade 
of  agricultural  and  mechanical  education  and  training.  In  carry- 
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ing  out  the  objects  mentioned  in  the  Acts  of  Congress,  the  board 
deemed  it  essential  to  re-distribute  the  studies  and  chairs,  or  rather 
to  change  and  broaden  the  scope  of  the  curriculum  heretofore 
adopted.  In  carrying  out  said  plan  the  board  did  not  think  the 
professors  removed  were  best  suited  for  the  work  under  the  new- 
plan  adopted.  The  grounds  on  which  said  board  acted  did  not  in- 
volve the  moral  character  of  these  professors,  nor  even  the  capacity 
or  fitness  which  they  had  performed  their  duties  under  the  "  old 
plan,''  but  simply  they  were  not  the  best  fitted  persons  under  the 
'*  new  plan,"  or  "  new  organization."  The  undersigned  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  board,  in  exercising  their  right  and  judgment,  are 
not  liable  to  blame  or  censure.  The  undersigned  feel  it  but  simple 
justice  to  state  that  they  are  forcibly  impressed  with  the  conduct 
of  the  rector  of  the  board,  and  the  whole  board,  in  their  manage- 
ment of  the  college  and  the  good  judgment  they  have  displayed, 
and  the  fidelity  shown  in  the  discharge  of  their  onerous  duties, 
performed  free  of  costs  to  the  State,  save  their  necessary  traveling 
expenses  while  attending  the  meeting  of  the  board.  On  this  point 
the  undersigned  think  it  would  be  fair  and  prudent  to  have  the 
alumni  of  the  college  appointed  on  the  board  of  visitors.  The 
undersigned  further  state  that  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Vir- 
ginia Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  is  now  on  a  good  basis 
for  usefulness,  specially  in  the  schools  or  branches  of  education  tor 
which  the  college  was  established ;  its  facilities  are  better  (and  im- 
proving) than  ever  before,  and  special  care  should  be  given  this 
college  to  make  it  an  institution  of  high  standing  among  the  agri- 
cultural and  mechanical  colleges  throughout  this  country.

The  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Withrow,  Mason  of  Kim  George 
and  Stafford^  Anderson,  Jackson  of  Wlse^  and  Fenxress  the  com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  the  House  under  the  following  resolution 
(which  has  heretofore  been  agreed  to  by  the  two  houses) : 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  (the  Senate  con- 
curring),That  a  committee  of  eight  be  appointed,  five  from  the  House 
and  three  from  the  Senate,  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  next 
General  Assembly  the  real  value  and  the  assessed  value  of  the 
mineral  lands  in  the  State,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  re- 
assessed and  taxed  according  to  the  real  value ;  said  committee  to 
report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  White  of  Accomae  stated  that  had  he  been  present  when  the 
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vote  was  taken  on  agreeing  to  the  substitute  oftered  by  Mr.  Masox 
of  King  George  and  Stafford  to  House  bill  No.  274,  known  as  the 
railroad  commission  bill,  he  would  have  voted  in  the  aifirmative. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Sands,  who  in- 
formed the  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to  a  resolution  of  the 
House  appointing  a  committee  of  contierence  on  Senate  bill  No. 
370,  in  relation  to  a  fire-proof  library  building. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Sands,  who  in- 
formed the  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to  the  report  of  the 
committee  of  conference  on  Senate  bill  No.  370,  in  relation  to  a 
fire-proof  library  building. 

The  amendments  of  the  Senate  to  the  following  House  bills  were 
agreed  to : 

No.  387,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Roanoke 
Valley  Railroad  Company. 

No.  258,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  extending  the  time  for  com- 
mencing the  construction  of  the  Petersburg  and  Chesterfield  rail- 
road, and  re-enacting  the  act  approved  February  18,  1890. 

No.  277,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  for  the  protection  of  dis- 
charged employees.

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  McDonald, 
who  informed  the  House  that  the  Senate  is  ready  on  its  part  to 
adjourn. 

The  Speaker  emressed  his  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  which 
had  been  extended  to  him  by  the  clerks  and  oflBcers  and  pages  and 
representatives  of  the  press,  and  feelingly  saying  good-bye  to  all, 
he  declared  the  House  adjourned  sine  die.

Note  No.  l—Corpora///)n  fb^trf.— Richmond  city:  Of  the  eighty-two  criminal  cases  pending  on 
the  docket  of  this  court  on  the  last  day  of  August,  1890,  as  shown  by  this  report,  seventy-one  were 
revenue  prosecutions,  instituted  at  the  July  term  previous,  and  for  the  trial  of  which  suniimonse* 
were  awarded,  returnable  to  the  next  September  terra  (this  court  holding  no  term  in  August),  and 
really  there  were  only  eleven  criminal  cases  proper  then  pending  on  the  docket.

PUBLIC  DEBT. 


GOVERNOR'S  OFFICE, 
Richmond,  Va.,  January  14,  1892. 
lo  the  General  Assembly : 

In  my  regular  me^^sage  I  made  no  mention  of  the  settlement  of 
the  public  debt  agreed  upon  by  your  Commission  with  the  commit- 
tee representing  the  bondholders  on  the  19th  of  November,  1891. 
At  the  time  the  Legislature  assembled,  the  bondholders  had  not 
held  their  meeting  to  consider  the  settlement  which  had  been  made 
with  the  Virginia  Commission,  and  what  their  action  would  be  was 
a  matter  of  conjecture.  The  newspapers  asserted  that  there  was 
serious  opposition  to  the  settlement,  and  that  some  of  the  bond- 
holders would  endeavor  to  withdraw  their  bonds  from  the  i)088es- 
sion  of  the  committee  and  oppose  the  proposed  ratification ;  and  it 
was  reported  also,  as  showing  their  hostility,  that  remarks  were 
made  by  some  of  the  bondholders,  more  harsh  than  polite,  against 
the  State  of  Virginia,  when  the  head  and.front  of  her  offending  was 
that  her  Commission  had  accepted  the  proposition  of  settlement, 
made  by  agents  of  their  own  selection,  not  a  member  of  whom  was 
chosen  by  any  suggestion  of  hers,  and  were  strangers  to  her  and  her 
people.  I  therefore  thought  it  best  to  reserve  for  the  time  being 
what  I  had  to  say  on  the  subject,  as  well  as  the  report  of  your  Com- 
mission, until  something  more  definite  was  received.  On  the  7th 
day  of  January,  1892, 1  was  oflicially  informed  that  the  plan  of  settle- 
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meiit  agreed  upon  on  the  19th  of  Xovcraber,  1891,  had  been  approved 
by  the  advisory  board  for  the  creditors,  by  the  London  advisers, 
and  by  the  bondholders,  and  I  now  make  haste  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  this  special  message,  with  the  accompanying  docu- 
ments, which  contain  all  the  correspondence  and  the  various  propo- 
sitions for  settlement,  resulting,  finally,  in  the  agreement  herewith 
submitted  for  your  ratification. 

THE    PUBLIC    DEBT. 

Since  Virginia  resumed  her  position  in  the  Union  there  has 
been  no  question  of  such  grave  importance  to  her  people  as  the  just 
and  honorable  settlement  of  her  public  debt.  She  has  never  been 
forgetful  of  her  former  credit,  and  it  has  always  been  the  desire  of 
a  majority  of  her  citizens  to  settle  upon  a  fair  and  honorable  basis, 
all  just  liabilities  held  against  her,  and  liquidate  the  same  as  speedily 
as  possible,  having  a  proper  regard  to  the  ability  of  her  people  to 
pay  such  reasonable  taxes  as  are  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

As  evidence  of  these  facts,  we  give  a  brief  summary  of  her  legis- 
lation on  the  subject. 

THE    FUNDING   BILL. 

On  the  30th  of  March,  1871,  the  first  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  after  reconstruction,  an  act  was  passed  to  provide  for 
funding  and  paying  the  public  debt.  This  unfortunate  and  re- 
markable bill  was  rushed  through  the  Legislature  without  that  con- 
sideration which  its  peculiar  provisions  and  its  great  importance 
demanded.  It  was  the  origin  and  the  cause  of  all  our  subsequent 
unfortunate  legislation  on  the  subject  of  the  public  debt.  It 
assumed  on  the  part  of  the  State  the  payment  of  $31,393,910  96  ot 
principal,  which  required  annually  the  sum  of  $1,865,450  90  for  in- 
terest— an  amount  of  principal  and  a  rate  of  interest  which  her 
resources  were  inadequate  to  meet,  without  imposing  such  enor- 
mous taxation  that  the  people  in  their  impoverished  condition  were 
unable  to  bear.  It  was  unjust  and  inequitable,  because  it  assumed 
the  payment  of  the  whole  debt,  with  accumulated  interest  during 
the  war,  and  the  years  of  reconstruction,  compounded,  less  one-thinl 
for  AVest  Virginia's  portion,  ''  she  having  agreed  at  the  organization 
of  her  State  government  to  assume  and  pay  an  equitable  proportion 
of  the  del)t  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia."  This  settlement 
did  not  receive  the  approval  of  the  people. 
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THE   M'CULLOCH    BILL. 


On  the  28th  of  March,  1879,  another  act  was  passed,  popularly 
known  as  the  McCulloch  bill,  its  professed  object  being  to  provide 
a  new  plan  for  the  settlement  of  the  public  debt,  by  which  "the 
credit  of  the  State  might  be  restored,  and  the  aggregate  amount 
of  interest  payable  reduced  within  limits  which  would  not  be  too 
burdensome  to  the  population." 

New  bonds  were  proposed,  payable  in  forty  years,  bearing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  for  ten  years,  four  per  cent  for  twenty 
years,  and  five  per  cent,  for  ten  years,  until  the  principal  was  re- 
deemed. The  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds  *'  were  to  be  receiv- 
able for  all  taxes,  debts  and  demands  due  the  State,  and  this  was  to 
be  expressed  on  their  face." 

This  new  proposition  was  not  more  favorable  to  the  State  than 
that  of  1871,  save  in  the  rate  of  interest.  The  new  bond  had  the 
objectionable  tax-receivable  coupon  feature.  Under  this  bill  the 
average  annual  amount  of  interest  to  be  paid  was  $1,249,083  45. 
Like  the  other  funding  bill,  it  was  not  approved  by  the  people.  It 
soon  became  evident  that  so  large  a  portion  of  the  taxes  would  be 
paid  in  coupons,  and  not  in  money;  that  the  government  could  not 
be  maintained  unless  there  was  such  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation that  the  people  could  not  pay  it.  Several  efforts  were  made 
to  induce  the  bondholders  to  retire  their  tax-receivable  coupons, 
and  consent  to  a  settlement  which  would  bring  the  annual  amount 
of  interest  within  the  resources  of  the  State,  all  of  which  proved 
abortive. 

THE    RIDDLEBERGER    BILL. 

Still  desirous  of  satisfying  the  creditors,  if  it  could  be  done  with- 
out imposing  an  insufferable  burden  upon  the  tax-payers,  on  the 
14th  of  February,  1882,  the  Legislature  passed  what  is  known  as  the 
Riddleberger  bill.  It  restated  the  public  debt,  eliminating  such 
items  as  had  been  improperly  admitted,  thereby  largely  decreasing 
the  principal  claimed  to  be  due,  and  new  bonds  were  ordered  to  be 
issued,  payable  in  fifty  years,  at  three  per  cent,  interest,  for  the 
amount  of  our  indebtedness,  thus  equitably  ascertained  with  non- 
tax paying  coupons  attached.  This  act  was  approved  by  the  people, 
but  not  by  the  bondholders,  after  its  merits  had  been  elaborately 
discussed.     Those  who  held  the  tax-paying  coupons  of  the  issues  of 
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1871  and  1879,  finding  that  there  would  not  be  sufficient  revenue  to 
support  the  government  and  pay  the  interest  on  the  debt,  made 
strenuous  efforts  to  force  coupons  into  the  treasury,  of  the  State  in 
payment  of  taxes. 

THE   SITUATION. 

Though  the  Riddleberger  bill  was  passed  ten  years  ago,  the  debt 
is  still  unsettled,  and  a  disagreeable  litigation,  distressing  to  the 
State  and  unprofitable  to  the  creditors,  has  been  going  on,  increasing 
in  bitterness  and  extent  each  year.  It  has  sorely  vexed  our  people 
and  consumed  our  revenues ;  and  the  State,  like  a  culprit,  has  been 
dragged  before  the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  inferior 
and  supreme  courts  of  the  United  States.  She  has  been  subjected 
to  more  harsh  criticism  in  the  last  ten  years  than  in  all  the  past  of 
her  history.  Her  laws  have  been  made  the  theme  of  harsh  animad- 
version; her  motives  impugned ;  her  integrity  questioned;  her  pub- 
lic officers  seized  and  imprisoned  for  obeying  her  statutes.  Her 
credit,  which  had  been  equal  to  that  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  has 
been  destroyed  by  a  combination  of  unfortunate  circumstances, 
against  which  she  has  contended  with  a  heroic  fortitude  which  has 
commanded  the  admiration  of  the  world,  and  a  self-sacrificing  devo- 
tion to  which  history  has  no  parallel.  Finally,  overwhelmed  by 
numbers  and  resources,  her  territory  dismembered,  her  towns  and 
cities  burned,  her  homes  in  ruins,  her  fields  devastated,  her  sons 
slain,  her  property  confiscated,  her  currency  worthless,  her  young 
men  fled  from  this  picture  of  poverty  and  desolation  and  sought 
employment  and  homes  elsewhere,  leaving  the  State  less  able  to  pay 
the  smallest  sum  ever  mentioned  as  a  settlement  of  her  indebted- 
ness than  she  was  to  pay  the  whole  debt  at  the  time  it  was  con- 
tracted. 

In  consequence  of  the  harsh  action  of  the  creditors,  her  progress 
in  wealth  and  population  has  been  impeded ;  enterprise  has  been 
driven  away;  capital  has  been  afraid  to  invest — timid  always  and 
easily  imlueed  to  believe  that  a  State  that  does  not  pay  its  own  obli- 
gations cannot  be  relied  on  to  enforce  the  obligations  held  against 
her  people,  and  that  if  she  makes  laws  to  protect  herself  against  her 
creditors  she  will  make  them  also  to  protect  her  people  from  their 
creditors.  This  being  the  situation,  every  business  has  felt  its  Imue- 
fill  influence,  and  all  the  people  have  suffered  for  it,  and  her  credit, 
which  to-day  should  be  as  stainless  as  her  honor,  has  been  destroyed 
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by  a  cruel  fate  which  every  loyal  sou  has  struggled,  but  struggled 
in  vain,  to  avert. 

A    COMMISSION    APPOINTED. 

This  being  her  unfortunate  situation,  on  the  5th  day  of  March, 
1890,  the  General  Assembly,  by  a  Joint  resolution,  selected  a  Com- 
mission, in  part  from  the  Senate  and  in  part  from  the  House  of 
Delegates,  together  with  the  lieutenant-governor  and  the  governor 
of  the  State,  to  receive  proposals  for  funding  the  debt.  The  Com- 
mission was  authorized  to  agree  upon  the  terms  of  a  contract  with 
parties  proposing  to  fund,  upon  the  principles  set  forth  in  the  act  of 
February  14,  1882,  which  is  the  Kiddleherger  bill,  subject  to  ratifi- 
cation by  the  General  Assembly. 

On  the  2d  of  May  last  I  received  a  letter  dated  Xew  York, 
April  28,  1891,  addressed  to  me  in  my  oflicial  cajiacity,  by  which  I 
was  informed  that  the  Bondholders'  Committee  was  prepared  to 
submit  A  proposition  for  the  settlement  of  the  State  debt  of  Virginia, 
and  asking  me  to  name  "a  very  early  day,"  when  some  of  their 
members  might  meet  us  and  confer  on  the  subject,  etc.  After  some 
correspondence,  I  fixed  on  Tuesday  the  2d  of  June,  tor  the  proposed 
meeting,  and  invited  the  Committee  of  Bondholders,  composed  of 
F.  P.  Olcott,  Chairman;  Hugh  R.  Garden,  William  L.  Bull,  Charles 
D.  Dickey  Jr.,  Henry  Budge  and  John  Gill,  to  meet  the  Virginia 
Commission  at  my  office  in  Richmond,  for  the  purpose  referred  to 
in  their  letter. 

The  propositions  of  the  Bondholders'  Committee  were  carefully 
considered  and  declined  by  your  Commission  on  the  3d  of  June — 
all  of  which  will  appear  from  the  report  accompanying  this  message. 

THE   SECOND    CONFERENCE. 

In  September  I  received  another  communication,  dated  the  11th 
of  August,  from  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  making  another  pro- 
position for  the  settlement  of  the  debt.  I  declined  at  that  time  to 
call  the  committee  together,  because  it  was  during  the  political  can- 
vass, and  I  (lid  not  deem  it  prudent  to  have  a  conference  until  the 
election  was  over. 

By  letter,  dated  the  28th  day  of  October,  1891,  the  Bondholders' 
Committee  again  requested  that  the  Virginia  Commission  be  con- 
vened "  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,"  not  later  than  the  15tli 
day  of  November.     In  compliance  with  this  request,  I  convened  the 
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Commission  on  the  17th  of  Xovember,  the  15th  being  Sunday. 
After  many  conferences  and  much  discussion,  on  the  19th  of  Xo- 
vember your  Commission  and  the  committee  of  the  bondholders 
agreed  upon  the  terms  of  settlement,  which  were  unanimously  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission  and  the  committee,  as  just  and  honora- 
ble to  the  creditors  and  the  debtor. 

Ol'R    AaREEMENT. 

The  agreement  is  as  follows :  "  We  will  recommend  a  proposi- 
tion to  issue  a  maximum  amount  of  819,000,000  of  bonds  to  be 
exchanged  for  the  outstanding  obligations  of  the  State  men- 
tioned in  the  Riddleberger  act  (other  than  those  held  by  schools 
and  colleges)  now  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  but  not  including 
bonds  already  funded  under  that  act,  such  new  bonds  to  run 
for  one  hundred  years,  and  to  bear  two  per  cent,  interest  for 
ten  years,  and  three  per  cent,  interest  for  ninety  years.  The 
bonds  and  interest  obligations  shall  be  of  the  same  general 
character  as  those  provided  by  the  Kiddleberger  bill ;  and  it  is  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  the  coupons  or  other  interest  obligations  are 
not  to  be  receivable  for  taxes.  The  proposed  new  bonds  shall  be 
exchangeable  for  the  outstanding  obligations  aforesaid  in  the  pro- 
portion of  nineteen  of  the  former  for  twenty-eight  of  the  latter. 
This  recommendation  is,  of  course,  to  be  made  conditional  on  the 
understanding  that  your  committee  hold  and  has  the  authority  to 
exchange  the  obligations  mentioned  in  your  p>reviou8  communica- 
tion to  us,  amounting  to  at  least  §23,000,000."  Which  agreement 
was  signed  by  the  entire  Commission  as  follows:  P.  W.  McKinney, 
R.  IT.  (^irdwell,  II.  T.  AVickham,  J.  Iloge  Tyler,  Taylor  Berry, 
W.  D.  Dabney,  and  Robert  II.  Tyler;  and  attested  by  it^  secretary,  P. 
C.  AV^arwick,  and  transmitted  to  the  Bondholders'  Committee. 

On  Xovember  19,  1891,  we  received  a  reph'  from  the  Committee 
of  Bondholders,  in  which  they  say :  '*  That  the  proposition  submitted 
•by  us,  as  amended  by  you,  will  go  to  our  constituents  w^ith  our 
cheerful  recommendation,"  etc. 

THE    SETTLEMENT    EARNESTLY    ENDORSED. 

It  would  transcend  the  limits  of  this  message  for  me  to  s^ive  in 
detail  the  work  of  your  C'ommission,  or  elaborately  discuss  the 
various  phases  of  the  i)ublic  debt,  for  which  I  refer  3'ou  to  the 
report  of  the  Commission ;   l)ut  I  cannot  submit  a  question  of  so 
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much  importance  to  you  without  declaring  that  I  have  given  it  my 
best  consideration,  and  earnestly  commend  it  to  you  as  the  most 
favorable  proposition  for  the  settlement  which  has  been  presented 
to  the  Legislature  for  its  approval  and  ratification.  I  give  below  a 
brief  statement  of  each  of  the  i)ropositions  for  the  settlement  which 
have  been  approved  by  the  Legislature,  and  you  can  readily  decide 
upon  the  comparative  merits  of  the  four  pro[»ositions. 

FIRST    FUNDING    BILL. 

Bonds  issued  under  act  of  March  30,  1871,  to  run  thirty-four 
years,  from  July  1,  1871,  due  July  1,  1905,  redeemable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  State  after  ten  years.  Rate  of  interest,  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  tiix-receivahle  coupon. 

Total  principal  on  Ist  July,  1871,  (if  all  indebtedness  had  been 
funded),  §31,393,910  9G,  requiring  annual  interest  in  tax-receivable 
coupons  of  §1,865,450  90. 

SECOND    FUNDING    BILL    (m'CULLOCH    BILL). 

Bonds  issued  under  act  March  28,  1879,  to  run  forty  years  from 
January  1,  1879,  due  January  1,  1919,  redeemable  after  the  expira- 
tion of  ten  years  from  1st  January,  1879.  Kate  of  interest,  three 
per  cent,  for  ten  years,  four  i)er  cent,  for  twenty  years,  and  five  per 
cent,  for  ten  years.     Tax-receivable  coupons. 

Total  principal  on  1st  January,  1879  (if  all  the  indebtedness  had 
been  funded),  831,227,083  64,  requiring  annual  interest  in  tax- 
receivable  coupons,  averaging  §1,249,083  35. 

THIRD    FUNDING    BILL    (rIDDLEBERGER    BILL). 

Bonds  issued  under  act  February  14,  1882,  to  run  tifty  years 
from  July  1,1882.  Due  July  1,  1932.  Option  of  payment  after 
July  1,  1900  ;  rate  of  interest  three  per  cent,  per  annum ;  no  tax- 
receivable  coupons.  Total  principal  on  July  1st,  1882  (if  all  in- 
debtedness had  been  funded  except  bonds  held  by  colleges),, 
$21,706,304  30.  This  is  the  amount  which  is  claimed  to  be  due  by 
a  calculation  wliich  is  in  tlie  preamble  of  the  liiddleberger  bill,  re- 
quiring annual  interest  on  non-tax-receivable  coupons,  §653,888   83. 

I'OURTU — THE    OLCOT.T    SETTLEMENT. 

By  the  settlement,  unanimously  agreed  upon  by  the  CV^nimisision 
appointed  under  joint  resolution  of  March  7,  1890,  with  the  Olcott 
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Committee  of  New  York,  the  bonds  are  to  run  one  hundred  years 
from  July  1,  1891.  Due  July  1,  1991.  Interest  two  per  cent,  for 
ten  years,  and  three  per  cent,  for  ninety  years ;  non-tax-receivable 
coupons.  Principal  on  1st  July,  1891,  of  new  bonds  (if  all  in- 
debtedness be  exchanged),  $19,000,000.  Principal  on  Ist  July, 
1891,  of  three  per  cent,  bonds  now  in  the  hands  of  the  public  and 
Literary  fund,  §6,081,242  50.  Total  principal  outstanding  let 
July,  1891,  $25,081,242  50  (exclusive  of  bonds  held  by  colleges). 

The  total  annual  interest  due  by  the  State  under  the  settlement 
with  the  "  Olcott  committee,"  including  interest  on  Kiddleberger 
three  per  cent,  bonds  held  by  the  Literary  fund  and  in  the  hands 
of  the  public  on  October  1,  1891,  §562,437  27 — an  annual  saving 
of  interest  for  ten  years  to  the  State,  over  a  settlement  under  the 
Kiddleberger  bill,  of  §91,451  56,  which  aggregates  §914,515  60. 

The  auditor  reports  as  applicable  for  the  payment  of  interest  on 
the  public  debt,  from  the  revenues  of  the  State  (including  taxes  on 
railroad  property),  about  §490,307  29. 

The  second  auditor  reports  annual  dividends  on  the  stock,  etc., of 
the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg  and  Potomac  railroad  company, 
$32,746. 

Amount  of  revenue  available  for  payment  of  interest  on  the 
"public  debt,"  §523,053  29;  amount  annually  required  to  pay  in- 
terest on  the  "public  debt,''  §562,437  27;  amount  to  be  i)rovided 
for,  about  §39,383  98,  if  all  the  bonds  are  exchanged  at  once,  which 
is  scarcely  probable. 

THE    PROPOSED    SETTLEMENT. 

By  an  examination  of  the  joint  resolution  you  will  observe  we 
were  restricted  to  an  agreement  based  upon  the  principles  of  the 
Riddleberger  bill.  We  do  not  believe  we  have  materially  tran- 
scended our  powers.  In  ascertaining  the  amtmnt  due  to  the  credi- 
tors, we  have  adopted  the  basis  of  settlement  used  in  the  Kiddle- 
berger bill.  Ten  years  having  elapsed  since  its  passage,  there  has 
been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  debt  by  way  of  interest. 

We  agreed  that  §19,000,000  should  be  the  maximum  amount  of 
new  bonds  to  be  issued  in  excliange  for  the  outstanding  obligations 
of  the  State,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  but  not  including 
bonds  already  funded  under  the  act  of  February  14,  1882.  There 
were  on  October  1,  1891,  $6,081,242  50  of  these  bonds  in  the  hands 
of  the  public  and  the  Literary  fund,  which,  with  the  proposed  new 
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issue,  will  make  the  sum  of  $25,081,242  50.  On  this  amount  we 
will  be  compelled  to  provide  annually  for  the  accruing  interest. 
This  appears  to  be  an  increase  in  principal  over  the  settlement  of 
1882.  The  consideration  of  how  this  principal  is  to  be  met  is  post- 
poned for  a  hundred  years.  We  do  not  think  it  worth  while  to 
concern  ourselves  about  the  financial  condition  of  Virginia  a  hun- 
dred years  from  now.  We  have  interposed  four  generations  be- 
tween us  and  the  payment  of  this  principal.  It  is  sufficient  to 
affirm  that  unless  all  of  our  calculations  prove  delusive,  based  as 
they  are  on  the  constant  increase  of  taxable  values  in  the  past  ten 
years,  the  State  will  be  much  better  able  to  take  care  of  the  princi- 
pal of  the  debt  then  than  we  are  to  provide  for  the  interest  now. 

We  adopted  the  form  of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  as  far  as  it  is 
applicable  to  this  contract,  with  its  non-tax-paying  coupons.  This 
is  a  matter  of  much  moment.  It  relieves  us  of  this  device  which 
enabled  the  coupon  holder  to  intercept  the  taxes  due  by  the  citizen 
before  they  reached  the  treasury  of  the  State.  To  prevent  this,  has 
been  a  fruitful  source  of  controversy,  and  the  suits  arising  from  this 
subject  have  been  the  cause  of  forcing  the  State  as  a  litigant  in  the 
State  and  federal  courts.  The  tax-paying  coupon  is  an  imputation 
upon  the  good  faith  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  a  retlection 
upon  her  financial  integrity,  by  giving  a  lien  upon  her  revenues, 
which  is  unusual,  unnecessary  and  humiliating.  Our  people  would 
never  ratify  a  settlement  which  embraces  a  bond  with  this  feature 
attached,  however  favorable  it  might  be  in  other  respects. 

We  are  to  pay  two  per  cent,  interest  tor  ten  years,  and  after  that 
three  per  cent,  for  ninety  years.  Our  greatest  difficulty  will  be  for 
the  first  ten  years.  Our  settlement  we  are  assured  will  be  the 
cause  of  bringing  population  and  cajatal  into  this  State.  Each  emi- 
grant will  help  us  to  bear  the  burden  of  taxation,  and  every  dollar's 
worth  of  property  introduced  will  contribute  its  due  proportion  to 
our  revenues. 

WILL    WE    BE    ABLE    TO    MEET    THE    INTEREST   WITHOUT    INCREASING    THE 

RATE  OF  TAXATION  ? 

T  have  no  doubt  of  it.  See  the  facts.  The  report  of  our  auditor 
shows  that  in  1880  the  amount  of  property  assessed  for  taxes  was 
$304,663,969;  in  1885  it  was  §347,840,967;  in  1890  it  was  §380,- 
531,815.

With  this  rate  of  inJt'ease,  there  ia  scarcely  room  for  doubt  that 
at  our  present  rate  of  taxation  we  will  be  able  to  support  the  gov- 
ernment, take  care  of  our  charitable  institutions,  and  schools  and 
colleges,  and  our  old  soldiers,  without  embarrassment  to  our 
finances  at  present.  There  \\\]\  be  new  sources  of  revenue;  the 
amount  depending  upon  the  prosperity  and  development  of  the 
State,  which  gives  every  reasonable  assurance  that  we  are  not  too 
sanguine  in  our  calculations,  and  satisfies  me  of  our  ability,  at  the 
end  of  ten  years,  to  meet  the  three  per  cent,  rate  of  interest,  and  at 
the  end  of  one  hundred  years  to  provide  for  the  principal. 

REDICTION    OF    EXPExXSES. 

Upon  an  examination  of  my  regular  message,  you  will  see  I  have 
pointed  out  the  way  by  which  our  expenses  may  be  reduced 
thousands  of  dollars  every  year.  If  you  will  heetl  my  advice,  and 
enforce  my  suggestions  by  jiroper  legislation,  enough  may  be  saved 
to  meet  any  increase  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  annual 
interest  upon  the  public  debt.  If  in  these  suggestions  we  are  in 
error,  it  is  a  fact  about  which  there  is  no  specuhition,  that  we  have 
money  enough  now  in  the  treasury  to  meet  any  ordinary  deficit,  if 
not  wasted  by  injudicious  expenditures. 

THE    OLCOTT    SETTLEMENT    BETTER    FOR    THE    STATE    THAN    THE    RIDDLE- 

BERGER. 

Had  all  the  outstanding  debt  been  funded  in  Riddleberger  bonds 
in  1882,  the  time  of  its  passage,  except  the  bonds  held  by  schools 
and  colleges,  we  would  have  had  to  pay  annually,  $653,888  83, 
which  up  to  this  time  would  be  85,884,909  47.  This  would  have 
taken  all  of  our  av^ailable  revenues,  and  without  increa.sing  the 
taxes,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  hava*  met  our  necessary  ex- 
penses. The  State  has  saved,  in  eonseijuence  of  the  bondholders  fail- 
ing to  fund  under  the  Riddleberger  bill,  in  interest,  >f 3,594,850  91. 
This  has  enabled  her  to  spiud  S1,385,0S5  53  in  the  purchiu^e  of 
$2,357,576  60  of  lier  own  bonds,  and  thereby  reducing  her  debt  to 
that  extent.  She  has  also  paid  one  million  dollars  arrearages  due 
public    schools,    and  ^^371^000  of  interest  due  the  Literary  fuud: 
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.  $600,000  to  her  disabled  soldiers,  and  she  has  spent  over  a  million 
dollars  in  enlarging,  improving,  and  in  the  support  of  her  eleemosy- 
nary institutions.  This  indispensable  work  could  not  have  been  done 
with  our  present  rate  of  taxation,  had  the  whole  debt  been  funded 
in  1882.  Money  which  would  have  been  paid  to  satisfy  the  interest, 
(the  creditors  refusing  to  fund),  we  have  used  in  part  for  the  pur- 
poses above  indicated,  and  have  compromised  the  amount  by  adding 
to  the  principal  due  in  1882,  to  be  paid  a  hundred  years  hence. 
Xow  our  taxable  values  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  we 
can  meet  all  necessary  demands  for  our  revenues.  If  the  govern- 
ment be  "  economically  administered,"  there  is  no  need  for  a  higher 
rate  of  taxation.  By  the  two  per  cent,  interest  for  ten  years  we 
will  save  $91,451  56  each  year.  With  this  sum  judicially  invested, 
we  may  be  able  to  so  reduce  the  principal  of  our  debt  that  when  we 
are  compelled  to  pay  the  three  per  cent,  rate  of  interest,  the  annual 
amount  due  will  be  within  our  present  revenues,  even  though  there 
should  be  no  increase  in  our  taxable  values,  which  is  scarcely  pos- 
sible. 

When  we  consider  the  tmie  of  this  settlement,  and  the  terms  of  it, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  is  the  most  favorable  proposition  we 
have  ever  received.  Let  us  then  not  be  in  default,  but  do  every- 
thing which  is  required  of  us  to  make  good  the  agreement  on  our 
part,  by  an  acceptance  of  the  Olcott  settlement,  and  provide  for  the 
liquidation  of  the  amount  assumed. 

THE    RESULT. 

By  this  settlement  we  will  have  accomplished  much  for  Virginia 
beyond  what  the  figures  disclose.  We  have  eliminated  the  public 
debt  from  the  politics  of  the  State,  where  it  has  been  a  harassing 
question  for  many  years,  dividing  the  people  and  embittering  party 
feeling.  Besides,  it  will  restore  confidence  in  us,  and  strengthen 
our  credit,  because  the  business  and  commercial  world  will  see  that 
in  good  faith  we  have  done  all  we  could  do,  and  all  that  we  were 
asked  to  do,  to  satisfy  our  creditors.  They  have  selected  their  own 
agents,  strangers  to  us,  watchful  of  their  rights  and  zealously  guard- 
ing their  interests,  and  after  much  deliberation,  and  a  thorough 
examination  of  this  delicate  and  perplexing  question,  have  prepared 
and  proposed  a  plan  for  the  equitable  adjustment  of  the  debt,  which 
has  been  accepted  by  your  Commission  on  the  part  of  Virginia, 
"The  Bondholders'  Committee  cheerfully  recommending  it,  (the 
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settleraent)  to  their  constituents."  It  was  submitted  to  their  advi- 
sory board,  men  of  their  choice — such  men  as  Cleveland,  Bayard, 
and  others  of  national  reputation — ^their  friends,  not  ours.  "  They 
approved  and  recommended  the  plan  of  settlement  of  the  "  Virginia 
debt,"  after  having  carefully  considered  the  question  in  all  of  its 
complications. 

If,  then,  they  have  sent  to  us  their  agents  with  their  proposition, 
and  we  have  accepted  it,  and  are  pre})ared  to  comply  with  the  terms 
of  the  settlement  on  our  part,  the  odium  of  repudiation  does  not 
rest  on  us,  and  when  charged  against  Virginia  is  false  and  slanderous. 

The  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  State,  of  their  own  proposition, 
so  modified  that  we  will  be  able  to  meet  the  accruing  interest 
without  increasing  our  rate  of  taxation,  wmII  unite  all  classes  of  our 
people,  and  every  man  who  loves  his  Slate  and  will  vindicate  her 
honor,  will  come  now  to  her  assistance,  and  the  coupon  vendor  will 
find  no  sale  for  his  depreciated  currency  among  our  patriotic  tax- 
payers, and  the  coupon  will  become  as  worthless  as  the  shinplaster 
of  a  past  generation. 

But  should  I  be  mistaken  in  this,  and  there  can  yet  be  found  tax- 
payers who  are  walling  to  claim  protection  of  Virginia's  laws,  and 
will  still  endeavor  to  make  her  crouch  at  the  feet  of  these  few  mer- 
ciless bondholders,  in  that  event  legal  remedies  (yet  untried)  will  be 
used  against  all  such  persons,  which  will  protect  our  treasury  fi'om 
an  influx  of  the  coupons  from  the  bonds  held  by  those  who  are  unwill- 
ing to  accept  the  terms  of  the  settlement  which  Virginia  now  offers. 

NO    INCREASE    OF   TAXATION. 

I  will  say  to  the  bondholders,  who  are  still  hoping  for  better 
terms,  and  will  not  fund  under  the  proposed  law,  that  this  is  impos- 
sible without  increasing  the  taxes.  The  people  w^ill  not,  and  can- 
not, submit  to  an  increase  of  tiixation — so  say  they  all.  They  have 
said  so  in  the  Legislature;  they  have  said  this  in  their  conventions, 
and  at  all  times,  and  everywdiere.  Our  people  are  united  on 
this  subject,  without  distinction  of  party.  And  they  declare 
further  that  their  children  shall  be  educated;  that  the  light  of 
our  higher  schools  and  colleges  shall  not  be  extinguished.  We 
intend  also  that  our  unfortunate  insane  shall  be  cared  for;  our  old 
soldiers  and  their  widow^s  shall  not  be  neglected.  These  determina- 
tions are  fixed  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  Virginia,  and  they  will 
not  abandon  them.     These  we  consider  are  our  highest  obligations, 
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and  to  them  we  will  be  faithful,  though  a  cruel  necessity  may  com- 
pel us  to  be  delinquent  to  others.  These  declarations  are  not  in- 
tended as  threats,  but  are  a  frank  expression  of  the  opinions  of  the 
people. 

Let  us  be  prepared  to  carry  out,  in  good  faith,  the  agreement 
which  your  Commission  has  made  with  the  agents  of  the  bondhold- 
ers, and  in  due  time  all  will  be  well. 

For  these  reasons,  I  advise  that  you  pass  a  resolution  ratifying 
and  confirming  the  agreement  entered  into  by  your  Commission 
with  the  Olcott  committee  for  the  settlement  of  the  debt  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  that  the  agreement  be  referred  to  an  appropriate  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  bill  to  carry  it  into  effect.

lothe  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia  in  General  Assembly  convened: 

The  undersigned,  a  Commission,  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  receive  proposals  for  settling  the  outstanding  obligations  of  the  State,  and 
to  report  the  same  to  the  General  Assembly,  respectfully  submit  the  following : 

As  we  are  about  to  report  a  proposition  submitted  to  us  for  the  settlement  of  the 
debt,  which,  in  our  judgment,  is  far  more  favorable  to  the  State  than  any  hereto- 
fore made,  and  as  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  its  acceptance  will  lead  to  a  final 
termination  of  the  unhappy  controversy  which  has  so  long  existed  between  the 
State  and  her  creditors,  it  seems  appropriate  to  pass  in  review  some  of  the  most 
conspicuous  phases  and  dangerous  complications,  which,  from  time  to  .time,  during 
well  nigh  the  fourth  of  a  century,  this  question  has  assumed. 

Prior  to  the  war  the  State  of  Virginia,  in  which  the  present  State  of  West  Vir- 
ginia was  then  included,  contracted  a  debt  which  amounted,  at  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities,  to  about  $35,000,000.  During  the  war  West  Virginia  was  cut  off  from 
the  old  State,  and  admitted  as  a  member  of  the  Union,  and  the  territory  and 
population  of  the  original  Virginia  were  thereby  reduced  to  the  estimated  extent 
of  about  one-third.  Both  States,  by  their  constitutions  and  by  legislation, 
acknowledged  their  respective  liability  for  a  just  and  equitable  proportion  of  the 
whole  debt,  but  no  adjustment  between  the  States  settling  the  amount  that  each 
should  assume,  was  ever  made. 

Payments  of  interest  were  for  the  most  part  suspended  during  the  war  (though 
certainly  througn  no  fault  on  the  part  of  the  State,  which  made  earnest  eflEbrt  to 
apply  such  funds  afi  she  had,  in  that  way),  and  were  afterwards  only  partially 
resumed  by  Virginia  alone— West  Virginia  having  never  paid  any  part  of  the 
debt,  principal  or  interest. 
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Under  these  circumstances,  the  State  of  Virginia,  by  act  of  March  30, 1871,  pro- 
posed to  her  creditors  a  separate  adjustment  of  what  she  deemed  her  own 
indebtedness,  which  she  assumed  to  be  two-thirds  of  the  entire  debt. 

The  entire  debt,  principal  and  interest,  amounted  at  that  time  to  about  $47,000,- 
000;  and  the  State's  offer  Wiis  to  issue  to  such  of  her  creditors  as  would  surrender 
their  old  obligations,  new  bonds  for  two-thirds  of  the  amount  surrendered  (fund- 
ing both  principal  and  interest  of  the  old  bonds  into  principal  of  the  new),  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  such  new 
bonds,  which  might  be  registered  or  coupon,  at  the  option  of  the  holder,  and  might 
be  converted  the  one  into  the  other,  at  the  like  option. 

And  it  was  provided  that  the  coupons  should  be  receivable  at  and  after  maturity 
"for  all  taxes,  debts,  dues  and  demands  due  the  State,"  which  should  be  so 
expressed  upon  their  face. 

Such  were  the  principal  features  of  the  celebrated  Virginia  "funding  bill"  of 
1871. 

It  was  believed  by  many  that  its  passage  was  due  to  improper  influences  brought 
to  bear  on  certain  members  of  the  Legislature,  though  it  had  the  support*of  many 
men  whose  character  and  reputation  placed  them  entirely  above  suspicion— indeed 
of  some  of  the  most  eminent  and  n^spected  men  of  the  State. 

The  measure  was,  however,  predicated  upon  a  most  exaggerated  and  erroneous 
estimate  of  the  taxable  values  of  the  State.  It  was  believed  at  the  time  by  some 
that  the  income  under  the  existing  rate  of  taxation  would  be  ample  to  meet  all 
interest  which  could  accrue  under  the  funding  bill,  and  leave  a  surplus  ample  for 
all  other  public  purposes.  This  delusion  was  soon  effectually  dispelled.  Within  a 
year  after  its  passage,  about  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  State's  creditors  accepted 
the  terms  of  the  funding  bill,  surrendered  their  old  bonds,  and  received  the  new 
bonds  and  coupons  provided  for  therein.  The  new  bonds  issued  within  that 
period  amounted  to  something  over  $20,000,000,  and  upon  the  whole  amount, 
coupon>',  receivable  for  taxes,  were  liable  to  accrue  to  the  amount  of  over  $1,200,- 
000  annually.  If  the  whole  debt  should  be  funded,  coupons  would  accrue 
annually  to  the  amount  of  over  $2,000,000. 

By  the  early  part  of  the  year  1872  it  had  become  evident  that,  without  an 
increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation,  these  coupons  would  absorb  the  revenue  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  public  free  schools  and  the  machinery  of  government  would 
fail  to  receive  adequate  support.  Indeed,  the  hostility  to  the  funding  bill  was  so 
strong  that,  at  the  fall  election  of  1871,  a  majority  of  members  chosen  to  the  L^s- 
lature  were  bent  upon  the  repeal  of  the  *'  tax-receivable  coupon  feature,"  which 
was  the  chief  object  of  popular  odium.  Accordingly,  by  act  of  March  7, 1872,  that 
feature  of  the  funding  bill  was  repealed. 

The  validity  of  the  repealing  act  was  soon  subjected  to  the  judicial  test,  and  the 
Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia  decided  that,  as  to  the  coupons  of  bonds  funded 
before  the  pastiage  of  that  act,  it  was  void.  This  decision  upheld  the  receivability 
of  those  coupons  for  taxes,  notwithstanding  the  repealing  act,  and  also  declared 
the  proceeding  by  maminmm  to  be  the  proper  remedy  of  the  tax-payer  to  compel 
their  acceptance  by  the  collector. 

By  a  subsequent  decision  of  the  same  court,  it  was  held  that  tax-receivable  cou- 
pon bonds  could  not,  after  the  repealing  act  above  mentioned,  be  issued  m 
exchange  for  the  old  bonds,  and  the  process  of  funding  after  the  passage  of  that 
act  was  not  so  zealously  presvsed. 
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The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  rendered  its  first  decision  on  the  Vir- 
ginia debt  question  at  the  October  term,  1880.  The  opinion  of  the  court  justified 
that  feature  of  the  funding  bill  of  1871,  whereby  Virginia  assumed  two-thirds  of 
the  indebtedness  of  the  old  State,  and  referred  the  creditors  to  West  Virginia  for 
payment  of  the  residue.  Full  concurrence  was  also  expressed  in  the  decision  of 
the  Virginia  court,  holding  the  coupons  of  bonds  funded  before  the  repealing  act, 
to  be  receivable  lor  taxes,  notwithstanding  that  act. 

The  legislation  of  the  State  and  the  decisions  of  the  courts  in  respect  thereto, 
BO  far  as  they  have  thus  been  reviewed,  operated  to  create  three  classes  of  obliga- 
tions against  the  State.  1st.  The  bonds  with  tax-receivable  coupons  issued  under 
the  funding  bill,  before  the  repealing  act  of  March,  1872 ;  2d.  The  bonds  issued 
under  the  funding  bill  subsequent  to,  and  as  modified  by  that  act,  and  whose 
coupons  were  not  tax-receivable;  and  3d,  The  original  unfunded  bonds  of  the 
State.  These  classes  became  popularly  known  as  consols,  peelers  and  unfunded. 
On  the  first  class  the  coupons  continued  to  mature  and  absorb  the  revenue,  while 
little  or  nothing  was  paid  towards  interest  on  the  other  classes,  and  the  debt  be- 
came quite  unmanageable. 

Meantime  popular  feeling  had  become  very  high  on  the  subject  of  the  State 
debt.  The  continued  influx  of  coupons  into  the  treasury  had  diverted  from  the 
public  schools  the  funds  to  which  they  were  constitutionally  entitled,  to  such  an 
extent  that  their  efficiency  was  well  nigh  destroyed,  and  the  very  fabric  of  gov- 
ernment seemed  in  peril. 

It  was  absolutely  impossible,  in  the  state  of  public  sentiment,  to  increase  taxa- 
tion to  meet  demands  accruing  as  the  debt  then  stood — the  great  depreciation  of 
taxable  values  as  the  outcome  of  the  devastations  of  war  whereby,  in  addition  to 
the  loss  of  one-third  of  her  territory,  her  homes  in  ruin,  real  estate  and  personal 
property  destroyed,  and  her  population  decimated— if,  indeed,  a  greater  burden 
could  have  been  borne  by  the  people  at  all.  The  individuals  who  favored  such  a 
course  were  confined  principally  to  the  towns  and  cities,  and  to  a  few  in  the  rural 
districts,  and  were  not  sufficiently  numerous  or  organized  to  be  dignified  by  the 
name  of  "  party."  All  parties  desired  some  readjustment.  Those  who  claimed 
the  distinctive  appellation  of  readjusters  were  for  forcing  an  adjustment  on  the 
creditors,  whether  acceptable  to  them  or  not ;  while  the  more  moderate  party  only 
advocated  a  compromise  to  which  the  creditors  should  be  parties,  and  give  their 
assent. 

At  the  session  of  1877-78  a  measure  of  readjustment  was  passed  by  both  houses 
of  the  Legislature,  but  was  vetoed  by  the  governor  on  constitutional  grounds. 

A  new  scheme  of  refunding  was  adopted  by  act  of  March  28, 1879,  which  it  was 
believed  would  be  acceptable  to  the  great  body  of  the  creditors,  and  which  was 
substantially  as  follows : 

For  purposes  of  designation,  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  State  was  di- 
vided into  two  classes :  Class  I  embraced  all  tax-receivable  coupon  bonds  and 
registered  bonds  capable  of  being  converted  into  tax-receivable  coupon  bonds ;  or, 
in  other  words,  all  bonds  issued  under  the  funding  bill  prior  to  the  repealing  act 
of  March  7,  1872.  Class  II  embraced  all  bonds  issued  under  the  funding  bill  sub- 
sequent to  and  as  modified  by  the  act  of  March  7, 1872,  and  also  two-thirds  of  all 
bonds  and  accrued  interest  which  had  never  been  funded.  It  was  provided  that 
the  proportion  of  Class  II  refunded,  should  never  exceed  in  amount  one-third  of 
the  whole  amount  refunded  until  eighteen  millions  of  Class  I  should  be  retired. 
Subject  to  the  above  limitation,  bonds  were  authorized  to  be  issued  to  such  of  the 
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holders  of  Classes  I  and  II  as  would  exchange  the  bonds  held  by  them  for  bonds 
to  be  issued  under  the  new  scheme.  The  new  bonds  were  to  be  of  the  tax-re- 
ceivable coupon  character,  or  convertible  into  such,  payable  forty  years  after  date, 
(July  1, 1879,)  with  interest  at  three  per  cent,  lor  ten  years,  four  per  cent,  for 
twenty  years,  and  five  per  cent  for  ten  years,  with  the  privilege  to  the  State  of  re- 
deeming them  after  ten  years  from  date.  It  was  provided  that  at  least  $8,000,000 
should  be  funded  by  January  1,  18S0,  and  $5,000,000  additional  with  each  succeed- 
ing period  of  six  months.  This  measure  was  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "  Mc- 
Culloch  bill "  by  its  advocates,  and  as  the  "  brokers'  bill "  by  its  opponents.  It 
constituted  the  principal  issue  at  the  election  held  in  the  fall  of  1879  for  members 
of  the  State  Legislature,  and  its  opponents  triumphed  at  the  polls,  a  result  which 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  people  were  convince<l  that  the  measure  which  had 
passed  the  Legislature,  without  any  unanimity,  but,  on  the  contrary,  by  a  bare 
majority,  impose<l  a  greater  burden  of  annual  interest  than  they  were  able  to  bear. 
By  the  1st  of  January,  1880,  the  creditors  had  funded  the  $8,000,000,  as  required; 
but  in  the  next  ensuing  six  months,  instead  of  $5,000,000,  they  funded  up  to  Jan- 
uary 7th,  $781,981  81,  and  not  one  cent  afterwards,  which  forfeited  their  contract 

For  the  two  years  beginning  with  1880  the  governor  of  the  State  and  the  Legis- 
lature represented  different  views  on  the  debt  question,  and  consequently  there 
was  during  that  period  no  legislation  of  consequence  upon  the  subject.  Meantime 
the  complications  antl  troubles  arising  from  the  use  of  coupons  in  payment  of 
taxes  grew  worse  and  worse,  and  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  readjusting  the  debt 
became  well  nigh  overwhelming  throughout  the  State. 

The  Readjuster  party  was  triumphant  all  along  the  line  at  the  fall  elections  of 
1881,  securing  the  governor  as  well  as  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  by  large 
majorities. 

Early  in  1882  the  policy  oC  forcible  readjustment  of  the  public  debt  was  actively 
entered  upon.  The  first  measure  adopted  was  one  intended  to  protect  the  treasury, 
and  commonly  called  "coupon  killer  No.  1,"  approved  January  14,  1882.  This  act 
provided  that  when  coupons  should  be  tendered  to  a  tax  collector  he  should  receive 
them  only  "for  verification."  The  collector  was  then  required  to  demand  and  en- 
force the  payment  of  the  tax  in  money.  The  coupons  he  was  required  to  deliver 
into  court,  and  the  tax-payer  was  then  authorized  to  institute  proceedings  in  the 
court  to  have  the  genuineness  of  his  coupons  passed  on  by  a  jury.  Should  they 
be  found  genuine,  the  treasurer  was  required  to  receive  them,  and  to  refund  to  the 
tax-payer  the  money  previously  paid  by  him.  By  a  subsequent  act  the  tax-payera 
remedy  by  mandamus  to  compel  the  reception  of  his  coupons  was  abolished. 

On  the  26th  of  January,  1882,  was  passed  the  act  popularly  known  as  "coupon 
killer  No.  2,"  though  it  did  not  take  effect  until  the  Ist  of  December  following. 
This  provided  in  substance  that  tax-collectors  should  receive  nothing  but  money 
in  payment  of  taxes ;  that  should  a  collector  "  take  any  steps  "  for  the  collection  of 
the  taxes,  the  party  proceeded  against  might  pay  the  tax  in  money  under  protest, 
and  within  thirty  days,  and  not  after,  sue  the  officer;  that  should  it  be  determined 
in  such  suit  "that  the  taxes  were  improperly  collected  for  aay  re(mm  going  toik 
merits'^  the  amount  thereof  should  be  refunded  to  the  tax-payer ;  and  finally  all 
remedy  or  recourse  to  the  tax-payer  save  by  such  suit  was  prohibited. 

Having  adopted  the^e  measures,  designed  to  protect  the  treasury .  and  preserve 
the  autonomy  of  the  State  government,  the  Legislature  proceeded  to  pa^ss  the  act 
which  bears  the  name  of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  approved  February  14,  1SS2, 
The  preamble  of  the  act  contained  a  long  and  detailed  statement,  which  waa 
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"confidently  submitted  "  as  presenting  a  correct  account  between  the  State  and 
her  creditors.    The  result  of  this  account  showed  the  whole  indebtedness  of  tlie  . 
State,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Legislature,  to  be  as  of  July  1,  1882,  ^$21,035,377, 
principal  and  interest. 

The  enacting  part  of  the  bill,  however,  made  the  amount  larger  than  this  by 
several  millions.  It  is  also  claimed  and  conceded  by  many,  that  certain  errors 
were  matle  in  the  amounts  assumed  to  be  outstanding  against  the  State,  and  in 
the  application  of  interest  payments,  so  that  the  amount  really  assumed  by  the 
Stiite  under  the  principles  of  the  Riddleherg.^.r  bill,  ronceding  the  corrocfne^s  of 
the  rate  of  scaling  fixed  by  it,  was  larpely  in  excess  of  th  it  apparent  upon  its  face. 

The  ftinding  under  the  McCulloch  bill  had  created  another  class  of  oblijiations 
auainst  the  State,  popularly  known  as  ten-forties ;  and  the  Hiddleberger  bill  set 
forth  and  classiticd  the  outstantlinu  obligations  of  the  State  under  the  following 
heads — specify injr  amounts  in  each  case : 

Consols,  designated  as  Class  A.  Ten-forties,  designated  as  Class  B.  Peelers, 
designated  as  Class  C.  Intt^rest  «jn  |)eelers,  Class  D.  Two-thirds  unfundeil,  Class  E. 
Two-thirds  interest  on  unfunded.  Class  F.  Also  the  amount  due  the  literary  fund, 
and  interest  thereon. 

Bonds  were  then  authorized  to  be  issued,  registered  and  coupon,  dated  July  1, 
1882,  payable  July  1,  1932,  with  the  privilege  to  redeem  them  after  July  1,  1900, 
bearing  three  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  but  the  coupons  not  receivable  for 
taxes. 

The  new  bonds  were  directed  to  be  exchange<l  for  the  outstanding  indebtedness 
of  the  State,  above  referred  to,  in  certain  ratios,  prescribe*!  according  to  class.  The 
details  of  the  provisions  for  exchange  need  not  be  mentioned  here,  but  one  feature 
deserves  particular  attention;  to-wit,  that  in  funding  the  outstanding  obligations 
mentioned,  into  Riddlebergers,  "for  any  interest  which  ma}'  be  past  due  and 
unpaid  upon  the  same,  funded  bonds  issued  under  this  act  may  be  given  dollar  for 
dollar." 

Another  reijuirement  of  the  act  material  to  be  observed,  was  that  "  in  the  year 
1890,  and  annually  thereaft«'r,  *****  there  shall  be  set  apart 
of  the  revenue  collected  from  the  property  of  the  State  each  year,  two  and  a  quar- 
ter per  cent,  upon  the  bonds  at  the  time  outstanding,  which  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund." 

The  debt  legislation  of  the  session  of  1881-82,  it  will  have  been  observed,  con- 
sisted of  the  two  coupon-killers,  the  act  forbidding  the  use  of  mandamus  in  coupon 
cases,  and  the  Riddleberger  bill.  These  measures  had  now  to  pass  under  the  re- 
view of  the  courts. 

The  Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia  was  equally  divided  as  to  the  validity  of  cou- 
pon-killer No.  1,  and  the  question  went  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  That  tribunal  sustained  the  act  on  the  ground  that  it  provided  an  ade- 
quate and  etficatnous  remedy  in  lieu  of  the  former  remedy  by  marnlamits  to  compel 
the  acceptance  of  the  coupons  for  taxes.  It  was  supposed  by  many  at  the  lime, 
that  the  new  remedy  provided  was  practically  so  dillicult  of  application  as  to  be 
little  better  than  no  remedy  at  all,  and  the  court's  decision  was  therefore  the  sub- 
ject of  considerable  criticism.  But  subsequent  experience  showed  that  the  court 
was  right,  and  coupon-killer  No.  1  became  in  the  hands  of  the  coupon- holders  a 
source  of  great  annoyance  to  the  State. 

Other  questions  in  connection  with  the  Riddleberger  legislation  subsequently 
arose,  and  will  be  referri  d  to  later  on. 
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Meantime  the  party  which  had  all  along  been  opposed  to  forcible  readjustment, 
having  for  several  successive  years  been  defeated  upon  that  issue  at  the  polls,  had 
finally  acquiesced  in  the  Kiddleberger  f»ettlement.  The  I^islature  chosen  at  the 
fall  elections  in  1883,  though  composed  of  a  majority  of  members  who  had  pre- 
viously opposed  all  schemes  of  forcible  readjustment,  proceeded  in  good  faith  to 
adopt  such  a^lditional  measures  as  seemed  practicable  to  induce  the  creditors  to 
accept  the  Riddleberger  bill. 

To  present  these  measures  in  detail,  would  swell  this  report  to  too  great  a  length- 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  they  were  for  the  time  effective. 

During  the  summer  of  1884  a  serious  question  arose  as  to  the  meaning  and  true 
interpretation  of  the  Riddleberger  act. 

Shortly  after  July  1,  1884,  J.  P.  Faure,  a  non-resident  of  Virginia,  applied  to 
the  officials  intrusted  by  the  Riddleberger  bill  with  the  duty  of  exchanging  the 
new  for  the  outstanding  obligations  of  the  State,  to  fund  into  Riddleberger  bonds 
dollar  for  dollar  certain  coupons  held  by  Faure,  which  had  matured  on  and 
before  July  1,  1884.  The  application  was  refused,  and  Faure  sought  the  aid  of 
the  Uniteil  States  Circuit  Court  to  enforce  it.  The  court  granted  the  order  prayed 
for,  directing  the  proper  officials  to  issue  to  Faure  the  obligations  provided  for  in 
the  Riddleberger  bill  for  the  full  face  value  of  his  coupons.  Considerable  surprL'^e 
was  created  by  this  decision,  for  it  was  perceived  that  under  this  construction  of 
the  act  the  interest-bearing  obligations  of  the  State  might  be  increased  to  several 
fold  the  amount,  which,  in  the  popular  apprehension,  it  was  intended  by  the  Rid- 
dleberger bill  to  assume.  This  construction  was  never  acquiesced  in  by  the  State 
authorities,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  difficulty  suggested  by  it,  the  "Wickham 
amendment,"  hereinafter  referred  to,  was  passed. 

A  short  time  after  the  decision  in  the  Faure  case,  the  Legislature  met  in  extra 
session,  having  been  called  .for  the  purpose  of  enacting  an  electoral  bill.  They 
immediately  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  amend  the  5th  section  of 
the  Riddleberger  bill,  so  as  to  prevent  the  unlimited  funding  of  outstanding  in- 
terest into  new  bonds. 

The  amendment,  made  August  27,  1884,  was  that  "the  date  of  exchange  re- 
ferred to  in  this  act  shall  in  all  cases  be  taken  to  be  July  1,  1882,  *  *  *  * 
and  no  new  bond  shall,  under  this  act,  be  given  for  any  coupon,  or  interest  on 
registered  bonds,  mentioned  in  this  section,  maturing  after  the  Ist  day  of  July, 
1882." 

Later  in  the  same  extra  session,  November  29, 1884,  the  Legislature  amended  the 
amendment  to  the  Riddleberger  bill  above  referred  to.  The  last  amendment  pro- 
vided that  no  allowance  whatever  should  be  made  for  any  interest  or  coupons  to 
mature  after  January  1, 1885.  And  as  to  coupons  and  interest,  accrued  or  to  accrue, 
between  January  1, 1883,  and  January  1,  1885,  both  inclusive,  it  was  provided  that 
such  intert^t  and  coupons  on  the  ten-forty  bonds  might  be  funded  into  the  Riddle- 
berger bonds  dollar  for  dollar,  and  that  such  interest  and  coupons  on  other  bonds 
mentioned  in  the  Riddleberger  bill  might  be  funded  into  Riddleberger  bonds  at 
50  cents  on  the  dollar. 

Numerous  cases  arose  in  the  courts.  State  and  federal,  to  test  the  construction 
and  validity  of  coupon-killer  No.  2,  and  the  acts  supplemental  and  ancillary 
thereto. 

One  of  these  ca«e8  partook  of  the  nature  of  a  mandatory  injunction,  and  was  so 
sweeping  and  comprehensive  in  its  object  as  to  involve  consequences  of  the  most 
serious  character  to  the  State,  and  if  sua*essful,  to  frustrate  all  the  measures 
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adopted  by  the  Legislature  to  prevent  the  use  of  coupons  in  payment  of  taxes. 
The  circumstances  were  as  follows:  Mr.  Parsons,  a  non-resident  of  Virginia,  ex- 
hibited his  bill  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  alleging  tlmt  he  was  the 
holder  of  genuine  bonds  and  coupons  of  the  State  to  a  large  amount,  and  filed  a 
list  of  his  coupons,  identifying  them  by  numbers,  letters  and  dates.  He  did  not 
pretend  to  be  himself  a  tax-payer  of  the  State,  but  alleged  that  he  had  made 
arrangements  with  sundry  tax-payers  to  use  his  coupons  in  payment  of  their  taxes, 
by  which  arrangements  he  would  receive  payment,  in  large  part,  for  his  coupons. 

He  further  complained  that  the  tax  collectors  of  the  State  refused  to  accept  the 
coupons  for  taxes,  and  prayed  for  an  injunction  "to  restrain  them  from  refusing  to 
receive  the  particular  coupons  thus  identified,"  in  payment  of  taxes.  The  court 
granted  the  injunction. 

Under  this  decision  it  was  obvious  that  an  indefinite  number  and  amount  of 
coupons  (whether  at  the  time  matured  or  not)  might  be  brought  into  court  and 
identifieil  by  parties,  not  entitled  themselves  to  use  them  in  payment  of  taxes, 
and  an  order  issued  compeUing  any  and  all  tax  collecting  officers  whom  the  bond- 
holder should  chose  to  cite  before  the  court,  to  accept  the  coupons  so  identified, 
matured  and  as  they  should  mature,  in  payment  of  taxes  of  any  future  holder  by 
whom  they  might  be  tendered.  The  federal  courts  might  in  this  way,  by  a  few 
decrees,  compel  the  acceptance  of  all  the  tax-receivable  coupons  of  the  State,  as 
they  might  contingently  mature  in  the  future.  The  presumption  on  which  the 
coupon- killers  were  based  was  that  the  tax-payer,  in  the  vast  majority  of  instances, 
could  better  afford  to  pay  his  taxes  in  money  than  to  go  through  the  process  re- 
quired by  those  acts  to  compel  the  acceptance  of  coupons— a  process  to  be  re- 
peated every  year  as  taxes  should  accrue,  and  even  then  available  only  to  the  tax- 
payer himself. 

The  decision,  therefore,  deprived  the  "  coupon -killers  "  of  all  practical  value.  The 
assumption  by  the  federal  courts  of  this  i>ower  to  coerce  the  officers  of  the  Com- 
monwealth into  disobedience  of  her  laws  greatly  intensified  the  feeling  against 
the  bondholders. 

It  may  be  remarked  here,  (thoui^h  anticipating  somewhat),  that  this  decision  was 
reversed  in  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  ground  that  the  plaintiff*,  not  being  himself 
a  tax -payer,  and  not  seekinj^  to  compel  the  acceptance  of  coupons  in  payment  of 
his  own  taxes,  was  not  entitled  to  come  into  court  tx)  compel  the  acceptance  of  the 
coupons  for  taxes  of  parties  to  whom  the  plaintiff  might  afterwards  assign  them. 
The  most  dangerous  and  fatal  portion  of  the  decision  to  the  interests  of  the  State 
was  thus  disposed  of. 

The  whole  class  of  test  cases,  above  referred  to,  finally  came  for  review  before 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

It  was  commonly  believed  that  the  result  in  that  tribunal  would  be  a  Waterloo, 
either  for  the  creditors  or  for  the  State,  and  that  all  questions  between  them  would 
be  finally  settled  one  way  or  the  other. 

The  principal  ground  rvlied  on  by  the  counsel  for  the  State  was  that  all  the 
proceedings  before  the  court  for  review  were  in  effect  suits  against  the  State,  and 
hence  repugnant  to  the  constitution.  The  bondholdei-s,  on  the  other  hand,  con- 
tended that  the  proceedings  were  in  no  sense  suits  against  the  State,  but  were 
against  the  officers  as  individual  trespassers,  to  prevent  or  recover  damages  for 
their  illegal  acts;  that  their  acts  were  illegal  because  the  legislation  upon  which 
they  relied  in  justification  was  unconstitutional;  and  that  the  legislation  depriving 
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the  tax-payer  of  redress  against  the  officei-a  for  such  illegal  acts  was  also  unconsti- 
tutional an<l  void. 

The  court,  by  a  majority  of  one  in  a  membership  of  nine  (five  to  four),  decided 
in  favor  of  the  bondholders. 

The  substance  of  the  decision  was  that  a  tender  of  coupons  for  payment  of 
taxes  was  equivalent  to  an  actual  payment,  depriving  the  collecting  oflScer  of  all 
authority  for  further  action,  and  making  every  subsequent  step  taken  by  him 
illegal  and  void;  so  tiiat  in  prot'oeding  to  enforce  payment  in  money  by  levy  or 
otherwi!?e,  the  officer  ceased  to  be  an  officer  of  the  law,  and  became  a  mere  private 
wrong-doer,  liable  as  such  for  his  acts.  Suita  against  the  officer  in  such  cases,  it 
was  held,  were  not  suits  against  the  State,  and  a  State  law  repugnant  to  the  federal 
constitution  was  said  to  be  no  law  at  all,  and  to  afford  no  protection  to  an  officer 
seeking  to  justify  his  action  under  it. 

Ju>tice  Bradley,  deliverinir  th'*  dissenting  opinion,  expressed  the  view  that  the 
procee<lings  were  virtually  suit^  .'iijainst  the  State,  and  that  the  acts  of  the  officers 
on  which  the  proceedings  were  l)as<Hl,  were  in  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  St;ite— 
wrong  laws  perbajis,  but  nevertheles.s  laws  of  the  State. 

But  notwithstanding  this  decision,  the  end  was  not  yet.  The  judicial  proceed- 
ings taken  by  the  bondholders  against  othcials  of  the  State,  and  practically.  a*=  Wiis 
said  by  Justice  Bradley,  against  the  State  herself,  and  the  language  used  by  some 
of  the  courts  in  these  procee<lings,  aroused  such  general  indignation  throughout 
the  Commonwealth,  that  many  of  the  most  ardent  original  debt-payers  became  the 
most  active  supjiorters  of  all  me  isures  agiinst  the  use  of  coupons.  Public  meet- 
ings were  held  in  many  places  and  resolutions  passed  denouncing  parties  who 
should  tender  coupons  for  taxes  as  enemies  of  tbe  State,  and  pledging  the  best 
endeavors  of  the  participants  to  prevent  tlieir  use.  The  sentiment  thus  aroused 
has  been  for  the  most  part  steadily  maintained. 

Meantime,  after  the  decision  last  referred  to,  c'>iij)nn  aerencies  were  established 
by  certain  of'the  bondholders  in  the  principal  towns  and  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  the  most  tempting  offers  made  to  tax-payers  (generally  without  avail) 
to  purchase  and  use  coupons  in  discharge  of  their  obligations  to  the  State. 

In  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  18S5  86  several  additional  acts  wore  pa-^ed, 
all  having  for  their  object  the  imposition  of  further  impediments  and  obstructions 
in  the  way  of  using  the  tax-paying  coupons. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  specify  particularly  the  character  of  the  various  enactments. 
While  most  of  them  subsequently  met  the  disapproval  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  they  answered  their  purpose  in  the  meantime;  and  when 
declared  invalid  by  that  tribunal,  were  immediately  succeeded  by  other  provisions 
equally  effective  in  excluding  the  coupons  from  the  treasury. 

In  the  spring  of  1887  the  governor  called  the  Legislature  in  extra  session  to 
receive  and  consider  a  projKjsirion  which  it  was  thought  would  be  made  by  ttie 
bondholders  for  a  settlement  of  the  debt.  In  fact,  a  commis-sion,  composed  of  Sir 
Edward  Thornton  and  Mr.  Braithwaite,  did  come  t)  Richmond,  and  lengthy  nego- 
tiations were  held  upon  th(»  subject  between  them  and  a  joint  committee  of  the 
two  hou.ses  of  tlie  Le'.;islature.  The  negotiations  failed,  largely  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  amount  of  outstanding  obligations  of  the  State  actually  representetl  by 
the  gentlemen  named,  was  very  small  indeed,  and  they  could  give  no  satisfactory 
assurances  of  being  able  to  bring  in  enough  securities  lo  consummate  a  settlement, 
should  the  terms  of  one  be  agreetl  on. 
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These  negotiations  having  failed  as  stated,  the  Legislature  proceeded  in  May, 
1887,  to  pass  the  bill  commonly  known  as  the  "coupon  crusher."  This  was  in- 
tended to  meet  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  holding  collect- 
ing oflScers  liable  to  suit  for  proceeding  against  the  property  of  tax-payers  who  had 
tendered  coupons.  It  directed  that  suits  should  be  brought  by  the  Attorney- 
General  and  the  Commonwealth's  attorneys  in  the  name  of  th«  State  against  such 
tax-payers  for  the  amount  of  taxes  due ;  imposed  on  tlie  defendants  the  duty  of 
proving  the  validity  of  coupons  which  they  had  tendered ;  put  considerable  costs 
upon  them,  and  provided  for  recording  the  judgments  against  them,  so  as  to  pre- 
serve liens  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  for  the  amounts  thereof.  This  was  neces- 
sary to  collect  the  revenue  requisite  for  the  maintenance  of  the  State  government. 

The  Attorney-General  and  several  Commonwealth's  attorneys,  being  about  to 
institute  proceedings  under  this  act  against  parties  who  had  tendered  coupons  for 
taxe*^,  Mr.  Cooper,  an  alion,  professing  to  be  a  holder  of  tax-receivable  coupons, 
brought  suit  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  asking  for  an  injunction  to 
prevent  such  proceeilings.  The  injunction  was  granted,  but  the  law  officers  of  the 
State  nevertheless  begun  and  pressed  the  proceedings  against  the  coupon-tenderers. 
For  acting  thus  in  disregard  of  its  injunction,  the  State  officials  were  adjudged  by 
the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  to  be  guilty  of  contempt,  and  were  fined 
and  actually  incarcerated  in  the  common  jail  till  they  should  purge  themselves  of 
the  contempt  by  dismissing  the  proceedings  referred  to.  Writs  of  hnhens  corpus 
were  at  once  sued  out  by  the  imprisoned  officials  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  and  it  was  there  decided  that  Cooper's  suit  was  a  suit  in  substance 
against  the  State ;  tha*;  the  court  below  had  therefore  no  jurisdiction  of  the  same, 
and  that  the  injunction  and  the  commitment  for  contempt  were  both  un>^arranted 
and  voitl. 

There  was  not  much  anti-coupon  legislation  of  consequence  at  the  session  of 
1887-88.  The  legislation  of  that  character  passed  at  the  session  of  1885-86  was 
subsequently,  as  has  been  intimated,  for  the  most  part  held  invalid  by  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court.  The  decision  was  not  rendered  till  May,  1890,  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Assembly.  But  its  eflect  was  anticipated  by 
legislation  enacted  at  the  session  of  1889-90,  and  it  has  been  quite  barren  of  results 
to  the  public  creditor. 

In  some  respects  the  last  decision  was  very  favorable  to  the  State ;  for  it  upheld 
legislation  requiring  the  school  tax  and  liquor  licenses  to  be  paid  in  money  to  the 
exclusion  of  coupons  ;  thus  removing  a  very  considerable  proportion  of  the  annual 
revenues  from  the  possibility  of  interception  by  the  bondholders. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  constitutionality  of  the  coupon  crusher  was  seriously 
questioned ;  and  it  is  significant  that  the  last  decision  was  witliout  dissent,  and 
was  pronounced  by  Justice  Bradley,  w^ho  had  on  previous  occasions  dissented 
from  the  majority.  In  this  case  he  said  that  "  we  feel  bound  to  yield  to  the 
authorRy  of  prior  decisions  of  this  court,  whatever  may  have  been  the  former 
views  of  any  member  of  the  court.'' 

The  language  of  Justice  Bradley,  in  closing  his  opinion  in  these  cases,  daserves 
careful  consideration.  He  said,  speaking  of  a  desirability  of  an  adjustment  of  the 
differences  between  the  State  and  her  creditors:  "  It  is  certainly  to  be  wished  that 
some  arrangement  may  be  adopted  which  will  be  satisfactory  to  all  the  parties 
concerned,  and  relieve  the  courts  as  well  as  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  whose 
name  and  history  recall  so  many  interesting  associations,  from  all  further  exhibi- 
tions of  a  controversy  which  has  become  a  vexation  and  a  regret." 
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Although  some  $9,250,000  of  Riddleberger  bonds  have  been  issaed  and  ex- 
changed for  outstanding  securities,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Riddleberger  act, 
yet  comparatively  few  of  that  class  of  obligations  which  have  all  along  occasioned 
BO  much  trouble,  viz.,  the  tax-pay injr  coupons,  and  the  bonds  bearing  them,  have 
been  received  in  exchange  by  the  State. 

The  amount  of  six  per  cent,  consol  bonds  bearing  tax-receivable  coupons 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  Riddleberger  act  was  about 
$14,370,000. 

The  amount  of  10-40*8  bearing  three  per  cent,  interest  at  that  time,  but  now 
bearing  four  cent,  (coupons  tax -receivable),  was,  at  the  same  date,  about  $8,518,000. 
Total  principal  of  tax-receivable  coupon  bonds  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
passa;?e  of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  about  $22,888,000. 

The  amount  of  consols  now  outstanding  is  about  $12,928,000.  The  amount  of 
10-40's  now  outstanding  is  about  $5,652,000,  aggregating  $18,580,000. 

So  that  only  about  $4,300,000  of  the  bonds  bearing  the  troublesome  tax-paying 
coupons  have  been  retired  under  the  Riddleberger  act.  The  coupons  maturing  on 
the  amount  of  such  bonds  still  outstanding,  aggregate  about  a  million  dollars  a 
year.  Meantime  the  success  of  the  State's  obstructive  legislation,  sustained  as  it 
has  been  by  a  very  general  public  sentiment,  has  resulted  in  the  accumulation  of 
an  enormous  amount  of  past  due  coupons. 

The  whole  amount  of  tax-receivable  coupons  now  outstanding  is  about  $7,027,022. 
This,  added  to  the  principal  of  the  bonds  still  outstanding  bearing  tax-receivable 
coupons,  makes  an  aggregate  of  about  $25,607,022.  The  maximum  amount  of  tdl 
unsettled  obligations  outstanding  against  the  State,  which  there  is  any  probability 
of  her  haVing  to  provide  for,  is  placed  by  the  Bondholders*  Committee,  as  here- 
inafter shown,  at  about  $28,000,000. 

So  that  it  is  perceived  the  great  bulk  of  the  debt  we  now  have  to  settle,  consists 
of  tax-paying  coupons,  already  accrued  and  past  due,  and  of  bonds  producing  an 
additional  amount  of  about  one  million  of  such  coupons  every  twelve  months. 
At  this  stage — to-wit,  on  the  5th  of  March,  1890 — your  Commission  was  appointed 
to  receive  a  proposal  for  funding  the  debt  from  a  duly -authorized  representative  of 
the  creditors,  and  on  the  28th  of  April,  1891,  a  communication  was  addressed  to 
the  governor  of  Virginia  by  Messrs.  Frederic  P.  Olcolt,  Hugh  R.  Garden,  Wm.  L 
Bull,  Charles  D.  Dickey,  Jr.,  Henry  Budge,  and  John  Gill,  constituting  a  commit- 
tee for  the  creditors,  which  led  to  the  negotiations  and  to  the.  agreement  between 
your  Commission  and  .««aid  Bondholders'  Committee,  as  hereinafter  recited. 

Of  the  outstanding  unsettled  obligations  of  the  State,  the  Bondholders'  Commit- 
tee, with  whom  our  negotiations  have  been  held,  have  in  their  actual  possession 
about$23,000,000,  of  which  about  $21,000,000  consists  of  past  due  ta x -paying  con- 
pons  and  bonds  bearing  feuch  coupons.  (See  communication  from  Bondholders' 
Committee  of  date  January  7, 1892.) 

The  actual  i)osses8ion  by  the  Bondholders'  Committee  of  this  large  proportion 
of  the  State's  unsettled  obligations,  entitles  any  proposition  for  a  settlement  coming 
from  them  to  a  degret^  of  consideration  which  it  would  not  otherwise  deserve,  in- 
deed, to  far  greater  than  any  that  has  heretofore  been  presented  to  the  State.  An 
agreement  upon  terms  with  them,  it  is  confidently  believed,  will  guarantee  a  set- 
tlement of  the  entire  debt. 

The  various  propositions  of  that  committee  to  your  Commission,  and  the  n^o- 
tiations  had  with  them,  also  appear  at  large  by  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
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your  Commission,  which  are  herewith  returned.    A  brief  review  of  the  uegotiations 
^ill  therefore  Huffice  in  this  connection. 

The  first  proposition  made  b}'  the  Bondholders'  Committee  to  your  Commission, 
dated  June  2,  1891,  expressed  the  opinion  of  that  committee  that  "the  princi- 
ples of  the  Riddleberger  legislation  call  for  an  interest  charge  of  over  $825,000  per 
annum,  as  of  July  1,  1882,  and  the  fundable  interest  which 'has  been  maturing 
since  that  date  has  materially  increased  the  interest  charge." 

The  proposition  contained  the  statement  that :  "  Of  the  debt  proposed  to  be 
funded,  there  is  now  outstanding  owned  by  the  public,  an  apparent  maximum  as 
of  July  1,  1891,  approximating  $28,000,000.  Of  this  amount  the  Bondholders' 
Committee  control  not  less  than  $23,000,000,  principal  and  interest,  to  said  date; 
and  the  committee  hereby  proposes  to  surrender  the  same,  together  with  any 
additional  obligations  which  may  be  deposited,  on  the  basis  of  $20,000,000  of  new 
three  per  cent,  bonds  for  the  entire  $28,000,000." 

To  this  proposition  your  Commission  replied  under  date  of  June  3, 1891,  stating 
among  other  things  that :  "  The  Virginia  Commission  feels  constrained  to  decline 
to  entertain  said  proposal,  or  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Bondholders'  Com- 
mittee on  the  basis  thereof  The  interest  charge  required  by  said  proposal  largely 
exceetis  the  amount  which  would  be  payable  on  such  unsettled  obligations  were 
the  same  funded  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  the  Riddleberger  bill.  But 
apart  from  this  consideration,  and  in  addition  thereto,  is  the  fact  that  the  interest 
charge  contemplated  by  your  proposal,  exceeds  the  amount  the  State  is  able  to  pay, 
alter  discharging  its  constitutional  obligations  and  providing  other  necessary  ex- 
penses." In  concluding  their  reply,  your  Commission  said,  "  That  a  settlement  of 
this  matter  is  greatly  to  be  desired  on  such  basis  as  will  guarantee  stability  by 
being  within  the  resources  of  the  State,  and  the  fixed  opinions  which  public  sen- 
timent has  formulated;  and  if  the  Bondholders*  Committee  feels  inclined  to  so 
change  their  figures  as  to  bring  them  within  the  lines  above  indicated,  and  within 
the  limits  of  the  powers  of  negotiation  conferred  on  this  Commission  by  the 
leifislative  resolution  under  which  it  exists,  they  will  be  glai.1  to  continue  these 
negotiations." 

Your  Commission  then  adjourned,  subject  to  reconvention  upon  the  call  of  its 
chairman,  the  governor. 

And  on  the  17th  of  November,  1891,  your  Commission,  upon  the  call  of  the 
governor,  re-assembled  at  his  office,  in  the  city  of  Richmond. 

Another  proposition  from  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  which  had  been  pre- 
viously forwarded  by  them  to  the  governor,  was  then  submitted  to  your  (>ommi8- 
sion. 

In  this  proposition  the  Bondholders'  Committee  expressed  themselves  as  still  ad- 
hering to  the  opinion  that  their  previous  proposition  was  within  the  principles  of 
the  Riddleberger  bill,  and  also  within  the  ability  of  the  State.  Nevertheless  they 
submitted  an  amended  proposition,  stating  that :  "  The  committee  proposes  to  sur- 
render as  of  July  1, 1891,  not  less  than  $23,000,000  (principal  and  interest),  for  such 
a  proportion  of  $19,000,000  of  new  three  per  cent,  bonds  as  the  amount  surrendered 
bears  to  $28,000,000." 

Your  Commission  declined  to  accept  this  proposition  also,  for  the  reasons  stated 
in  its  reply  to  the  Bondholders'  Committee  of  June  3, 1891. 

Thereupon  a  sub-committee  of  two  from  your  Commission  was  appointed   to 
confer  with  a  sub-<;ommittee  of  two  from  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  with   a 
view,  if  possible,  of  arriving  at  some  basis  for  further  negotiation. 
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The  action  of  the  sub-committee  appears  from  its  report  to  yoar  full  Commis- 
sion, filed  with  the  minutes  of  proceedings,  herewith  returned. 

On  the  18th  of  November  your  Commission  suggested  to  the  Bondholders' 
Committee  a  wil Unless  to  report  favorably  to  the  Legislature  a  proposition  to 
settle  the  outstanding  unsettled  debt,  on  the  basis  of  an  issue  of  new  bonds,  not 
to  exceed  a  maximum  of  818,000,000,  to  be  exchanged  for  outstanding  unsettled 
obligations  in  tlie  proportion  of  18  to  28;  such  new  bonds  to  run  100  years,  and 
to  bear  two  per  cent,  interest  for  ten  years  and  three  per  cent,  for  ninety  years.  This 
would  give  in  exchange  for  the  $23,000,000  of  outstanding  obligations  held  by  the 
Bondholders'  Committee,  something  less  than  §15,000,000  of  the  proposed  new 
bonds. 

In  reply  to  this  suggestion,  the  Bondholders'  Committee  stated  that  they  wonld 
communicate  it  to  their  depositing  security  holders,  but  would  not  advise  its  ac- 
ceptance. 

Continuing,  the  committee  saKl:  "We  will,  however,  cheerfiilly  recommend 
either  of  the  following  propo.sitions :  A  three  per  cent.  100  year  bond,  similar  in  form 
and  features  to  the  Riddleberger  bonds,  for  $18,000,000;  or,  a  bond  similar  in  form 
and  feature  to  the  Riddleberger  bonds,  for  $19,000,000  at  100  years,  the  first  five 
years  interest  to  run  at  two  per  cent.,  the  next  five  at  two  and  one-half  per  cent, 
the  balance  of  the  term,  three  per  cent." 

In  rej)ly  to  this,  your  Commission,  after  due  deliberation  and  consultation  with 
the  financial  ofticers  of  the  State,  on  the  next  day,  viz.,  November  19th,  ofiered  to 
report  favorably  to  the  Legislature  the  $19,000,000  proposition,  provided  the  same 
should  be  so  modified  as  to  restrict  the  interest  annually  payable,  to  two  per  cent, 
for  ten  years,  and  three  per  cent,  for  the  remaining  ninety  years  ;  the  bonds  and  in- 
terest obligations  to  be  of  the  same  general  character  as  those  provided  by  the  Rid- 
dleberger bill,  and  it  being  distinctly  understood  that  the  cou|K)ns  or  other  in- 
terest obligations  are  not  to  be  receivable  for  taxes. 

This  recommendation,  it  was  provided,  should  be  made  conditional  on  the  Bond- 
holders' Committee  having  in  their  possession,  with  the  authority  to  exchange 
them,  the  obligations  above  mentioned,  amounting  to  at  least  $23,000,000;  and  the 
proposed  new  bonds  to  be  exchanged  for  such  outstanding  obligations  in  the  pro- 
portion of  19  of  the  former  for  28  of  the  latter. 

To  this  the  Bondholders'  Committee  replied,  saying:  "We  beg  to  say  that  the 
proposition  submitted  by  us,  as  amended  by  you,  will  go  to  our  constituents  with 
our  cheerful  recommendation." 

In  recommending  to  the  l^egislature  the  acceptance  of  this  scheme  of  settlement, 
your  Commission  has  been  <ruided  by  two  leading  considerations,  viz :  First,  to  keep 
the  amount  to  be  aasumed  by  the  State  well  within  the  amount  assumed  by  the 
Riddleberger  bill,  and  second,  to  keep  the  amount  payable  for  interest  well  within 
the  capacity  of  the  State  to  meet. 

Were  the  State  t<j'day  to  assume  all  the  obligations,  which  by  the  terms  of  the 
Riddleberger  bill  it  ofi*ered  to  take  upon  itself,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  they  could  not  be  borne  without  a  considerable  reduction  of  expenditures,  or 
a  considerable  increa.se  in  the  rati;  of  taxation. 

We  are  equally  confident  that  the  obligations  to  be  assumed  by  the  State  should 
the  proposed  scheme  be  adopted,  may  be  borne  without  resorting  to  either  of  the 
above  expedients. 

This  assertion  of  course  implies  that  the  proposed  scheme  of  settlement  is  more 
favorable  to  the  State  than  the  Riddleberger  bill  was. 
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A  brief  statement  showing  this  fact  more  clearly,  will  not,  however,  be  out  of 
place.  . 

The  amount  assumed  by  the  Riddleberger  bill  is  a  question  as  to  which  differ- 
ent views  may,  with  good  reasons  for  each,  be  entertained. 

The  Bondholders*  Committee,  as  above  mentioned,  very  earnestly  maintained 
that  the  interest  charge  assumed  bv  the  State,  had  the  whole  debt  been  funded 
under  the  principles  of  that  act  as  of  July,  1882,  would  have  exceeded  $825,000  per 
annum.  This  would  imply  a  principal  exceeding  $27,500,000.  An  expert  account- 
ant, employed  by  the  State  a  few  years  ago,  put  the  amount  due  under  the  Riddle- 
berger bill  as  of  July  1,  1882,  at  about  $25,000,000. 

The  amount  popularly  supposed  to  be  due  under  that  act  as  of  that  date  was 
certainly  less  than  this.  Aguin,  as  to  the  funding  of  interest  accrued  after  July  1, 
1882,  it  is  hardly  supposable  t  .at  it  was  at  all  within  the  contemplation  of  the 
Legislature  which  passed  the  act;  and  yet  the  only  judicial  determination  of  that 
question  was  to  the  effect  that  interest  accrued  after  that  time  should  be  fundable 
at  par. 

Your  Commission,  in  agreeing  to  report  favorably  the  alternative  proposition  of 
the  Bondholders'  Committee,  felt  that  they  were  well  within  the  amount  assumed 
by  the  Riddleberger  bill,  for  the  following  reasons: 

Assuming  all  outstanding  obligations  of  the  State  (other  than  those  held  by  col- 
leges and  the  United  States  government)  outstanding  July  1,  1882,  to  have  been 
funded  into  Riddlebergers  as  of  that  date,  the  entire  amount,  as  shown  by  the 
statements  of  the  Second  Auditor,  would  have  been  about  $22,000,000.  The 
annual  interest  charge  cm  this  amount  would  have  been  about  1660,000.  But  in 
addition  to  this  the  requirements  of  the  sinking  fund  under  the  Riddleberger  bill 
call  for  a  further  charge  of  two  and  one-quarter  per  cent,  annually  on  the  amount  of 
bonds  outstanding  after  1890.  So  that  the  amount  the  State  would  now  be  paying 
annually  on  account  of  the  debt  under  the  terms  of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  would  be 
(leaving  out  colleges  and  United  Stites  government)  over  a  million  dollars.  This 
amount,  though  it  would  grow  smaller  as  the  debt  would  be  reduced  by  the  sinking 
fund  payments,  would  still,  it  is  apparent,  be  utterly  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  State 
for  a  long  period  of  time.  Provision  for  a  sinking  fund  is  required  by  the  consti- 
tution, but  under  the  proposed  settlement  the  annual  appropriation  therefor  need 
be  but  very  small,  and  distributed  over  so  long  a  period  that  the  present  genera- 
tion will  never  feel  it. 

The  failure  of  the  creditors  to  fund  under  the  Riddleberger  act  has  enabled  the 
State  out  of  her  revenues  (which,  if  they  had  funded,  must  necessarily  have  been 
applied  to  pay  interest)  to  make  large  appropriations  for  public,  educational  and 
eleemosynary  purposes,  and  also  to  buy  up  a  large  amount  of  her  Riddleberger 
bonds.  These,  it  is  presumed,  will  be  cancelled.  The  Riddlebergers  in  the  hands 
of  the  public  and  the  Literary  Fund,  amount  to  about  $6,000,000,  and  on  this 
amount  thd  annual  interest  charge  is  about  $180,000.  Add  to  this  the  amount  of 
two  per  cent,  on  $19,000,000,  payable  under  the  proposed  scheme  of  settlement, 
and  the  payment  to  be  made  on  the  debt  for  the  next  ten  years  is  found  to  be 
$560,000  per  annum. 

This  amount  we  are  persuaded  the  State  ctin  carry  without  either  curtailing  her 
usual  expenditures  or  increasing  her  rate  of  taxation.  There  is  good  reason  to 
believe,  too,  that  a  considerable  amount  of  the  old  securities  of  the  State  have 
been  lost  or  destroyed,  so  that  the  maximum  of  $19,000,000  will  probably  never  be 
reached. 
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We  earnestly  advise  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition  of  the  Bondholders' 
Committee,  ratified  as  it  has  now  been  by  their  principals.  A  settlement  on  that 
basis  certainly  seems  to  be  generally  desired  by  the  people  of  the  State.  We  can 
not  but  believe  that  a  feilure  either  on  the  part  of  the  State  or  of  such  bondhold- 
ers as  have  not  yet  come  into  acquiesence  in  the  settlement,  will  meet  with  popu- 
lar condemnation  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Should  a  failure  of  the  settle- 
ment proposed,  result  from  its  rejection  by  the  representatives  of  the  State,  it  is 
seriously  to  be  feared  that  the  general  support  of  the  people  which  has  all  along 
sustained  our  protective  legislation,  will  be  withdrawn,  and  that  a  tide  of  coupons 
which  cannot  be  resisted,  will  flow  into  the  treasury. 

Should  any  bondholders  refuse  to  concur  in  the  action  of  the  great  majority,  the 
State  may  at  least  feel  that  she  has  done  her  best  to  arrive  at  a  settlement  upon 
terms  which  to  the  creditors  contrast  most  favorably  with  the  terms  accorded  by 
other  Southern  States  in  their  adjustment  of  their  debts  after  the  war ;  and  the 
further  harrassments  of  the  coupon-holders  will  undoubtedly  be  met  by  such 
legislation,  sustained  bv  such  an  overwhelming  public  sentiment,  as  will  make  it 
completely  eflective  against  the  payment  of  either  principal  or  interest. 

Inasmuch  as  these  whole  negotiations  have  been  based  upon  the  idea  that  the 
Bondholders'  Committee  is  continuing  its  efforts  to  secure  the  control  of  the  obli- 
gations of  the  State,  and  will  continue  those  efforts  for  a  reasonable  time,  with  the 
hope  that  the  greater  portion  of  those  which  have  not  been  heretofore  deposited, 
will  be,  in  a  short  time,  your  Commission  recommends  that  an  act  be  passed  without 
delay  authorizing  the  funding,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  already  agreed  upon 
by  the  Commission,  of  all  the  obligations  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  which  may  be 
presented  by  the  said  Bondholders*  Committee,  at  the  office  of  the  Second  Auditor 
of  Virginia  for  that  purpose,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1892.

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PROCEEDmGS  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 


The  following  joint  resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly  in  reference  to  the 
Public  Debt,  were  passed  on  the  1st  of  March,  and  approved  on  the  5th  of  March, 
1890: 

JOINT  RESOLUTIONS  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  PUBLIC  DEBT. 

Approved  March  5, 1890. 

1.  Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  t)elegates  concurring),  That  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Banks  of  the  Senate,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  House  of 
Delegates,  and  one  member  of  the  Senate  and  one  of  the  House  of  Delegates  (to 
be  elected  by  their  respective  houses),  be  constituted  a  Commission  to  receive 
proposals  for  funding  the  whole  debt  of  Virginia  upon  the  principles  set  out  in  the 
act  of  fourteenth  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two  :  provided,  however, 
that  no  proposal  shall  be  entertained  which  is  not  supported  by  a  deposit  in  cash 
of  not  less  than  one  million  dollars,  in  such  depositary  as  said  Commission  may 
designate,  to  insure  the  faithful  performance  of  the  proposals  if  accepted  and 
ratified  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

2.  Resolved,  That  said  Commission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  authorized  to 
agree,  subject  to  ratification  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  upon  the  t^rms 
of  a  contract  with  any  parties  ofiering  a  proposal  to  fund  the  entire  debt  of  Vir- 
ginia upon  the  conditions  aforesaid  :  provided,  however,  that  no  proposal  shall  be 
entertained  which  departs  from  the  act  of  fourteenth  February,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  save  and  except  that  said  proposal  may  provide  another  plan  for  a 
sinking  fund,  not  less  favorable  to  the  State  than  the  present,  or  a  lower  rate  of  in- 
terest, or  a  longer  period  for  the  maturing  of  the  principal,  and  that  it  be  expressly 
declared  that  the  principal  of  the  debt  held  by  the  schools  and  colleges  of  Virginia 
at  present,  shall  not  be  affected,  but  that  said  bonds  so  held  shall  if  sold  or  trans- 
ferred by  said  schools  or  colleges  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  said  act  of  fourteenth 
of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two. 

On  the  3d  of  March  the  General  Assembly  passed  a  joint  resolution  by  which 

the  Lieutenant-Governor  was  adde<l  to  the  Commission ;  and  on  the  same  day  the 

General  Assembly  also  agreed  to  a  joint  resolution  increasing  the  number  of  mem- 

.  hers  of  the  Commission  to  be  elected  by  the  House  of  Delegates  to  two,  and  elected 

Speaker  R.  H.  Cardwell  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Tyler  as  the  additional  members. 
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In  compliance  with  the  foregoing  action  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
pursuant  to  notice  from  the  Governor,  P.  W.  McKinney,  at  the  request  of  the 
Bondholders'  Committee,  the  Commission  convened  at  the  office  of  the  Governor 
at  12  o'clock  M.  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  1891. 

Present:  Governor  P.  W.  McKinney,  Lieutenant-Governor  J.  Huge  Tyler, Sena- 
tors Taylor  Berry  and  Henry  T.  Wickham,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  R, 
H.  Cardwell,  and  Messrs.  W.  D.  Dabney  and  Robert  H.  Tyler,  members  of  the 
House  of  Delegates. 

On  motion, 

Governor  P.  W.  McKinney  was  chosen  chairman  of  the  Commission,  and  Peter 
C.  Warwick  was  elected  secretary. 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously. 

Resolved,  That  the  sessions  of  the  Commission  be  under  the  seal  of  confidence 
until  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Commission  shall  otherwise  determine, 
and  that  the  chairman  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  this. 

The  Governor  then  laid  before  the  Commission  the  correspondence  between 
himself  and  the  Committee  of  Bondholders,  which  was  read  as  follows:

Dear  Sir: 

Wo  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  2d  instant. 
Please  accept  our  thanks  for  the  prompt  consideration  which  you  propose  to  give  to  the  subject 
of  our  request.  We  had  not  lost  sight  of  the  terms  of  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Virginia  constituting  the  Commission,  nor  of  the  provision  to  which  you  refer,  that  no  proposition 
shall  be  entertained  which  is  not  supported  by  a  deposit  in  cash  of  not  less  than  one  million  of 
dollars  in  such  depositary  as  said  Commission  may  designate,  to  insure  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  proposal  if  accepted  and  ratified,  etc. 
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In  reply,  we  beg  respectfully  to  state,  that  we  would  not  have  presumed  to  approach  this  subject 
and  formulate  a  proiM>sition  to  be  submitted  to  the  State  for  the  settlement  of  the  debt,  unless  and 
until  we  were  in  a  poaition  to  injure  the  faithful  performance  of  the  proposal  if  accepted  tad 
ratified,  by  a  guarantee,  at  least  the  equivalent,  and,  in  our  judgment,  far  better  than  a  deposit  of 
one  million  of  dollars  in  cash. 

We  have  assumed  that  such  deposit  was  required  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  previous  negotiation! 
had  failed,  in  part  at  least,  Iw^cause  the  parties  supposed  to  represent  the  bondholders  had  no 
actual  control  of  the  indebtedness  of  Virginia,  and  that  it  was  intended  to  guard  against  the  repe- 
tition of  such  failure. 

It  is  proper  to  state,  that,  acting  upon  this  assumption,  we  expect  as  preliminary  to  the  negoti*- 
tions,  and  in  lieu  of  the  deposit  in  cash,  to  show  you  by  the  most  satisfactory  evidence,  th*t  we 
have  about  eighty-five  per  centum  of  the  debt  under  our  own  immediate  and  absolute  control  for 
the  purpose  of  this  settlement,  and  are  prepared  to  make  delivery  to  the  proper  oflScers  of  the 
State  if  our  proposition  is  accepted. 

This,  we  suppose,  is  a  far  more  complete  and  satisfactory  guarantee  for  performance  on  our  pwt 
than  a  deposit  of  one  or  even  five  million  of  dollars. 

The  object  of  the  act  was  evidently  to  insure  the  performance  of  the  contract  with  the  State,  if 
made.  And  if,  from  the  nature  of  the  proposal  we  shall  make,  a  far  better  guarantee  is  giTen,  we 
presume  that  this  object  will  be  substantially  accomplished,  and  that  it  would  be  useless  to  require 
us  to  tie  up  a  million  of  dollars  without  practical  benefit  to  any  one. 

It  is  true  that  if  your  (Commission  were  authorized  to  make  a  final  and  binding  contract  with  the 
bondholders  upon  a  prerequisite  of  the  million  tiollar  deposit,  possibly  a  technical  compliance 
with  the  condition  might  be  necessary;  but,  as  the  purpose  and  scope  of  the  conference  between 
yourselves  and  the  Bondholders'  Committee  is  to  ascertain  whether  terms  mutually  acceptable  mav 
be  arrived  at  with  the  view  of  a* meeting  of  the  Legislature  to  consider  it,  we  suppose  and  respect- 
fully submit  that  a  mere  technical  compliance  with  the  condition  referred  to,  would  not  be  re- 
garded as  necessary,  if  a  far  better  security  is  proposed. 

If,  however,  we  are  mistaken  in  the  views  herein  presented,  we  respectfully  suggest  that  a  con- 
ference with  the  Commission  on  this  subject  will  enable  us  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  in  the 
premises  satisfactory  to  all  parties.

**  Resolved,  That  the  Governor,  as  chairman,  inform  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  that  in  accord- 
ance with  their  letter  of  May  8th,  the  Virginia  Commission  will  hear  them 'at  the  office  of  the 
Governor,  at  the  capitol,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday,  the  2d  instant,"  and  to  say,  in  addition, 
that  it  will  give  me  personally,  pleasure  to  meet  with  you  at  the  time  and  place  indicated.

On  motion,  the  Commission  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Commission  re-assembled  at  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Present:  Governor  P.  W.  McKinney,  Lieutenant-Governor  J.  Hoge  Tyler, 
Speaker  R.  H.  Cardwell,  Senators  Taylor  Berry  and  H.  T.  Wickham,  and  Delegates 
W.  D.  Dabney  and  Robert  H.  Tyler. 

After  an  informal  conference,  the  Commission  adjourned  to  meet  the  Bond- 
holders' Committee  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.,  June  2d,  at  the  Governor's  office. 


TUESDAY,  June  2,  1891. 

The  Commission  assembled  at  the  office  of  the  Governor  pursuant  to  adjournment, 
at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.  All  the  members  of  the  Commission  were  present,  namely, 
Governor  P.  W.  McKinney,  Lieutenant-Governor  J.  Hoge  Tyler,  Speaker  R.  H. 
Cardwell,  Senators  Taylor  Berry  and  H.  T.  Wickham,  and  Delegates  W,  D.  Dabney 
and  Robert  H.  Tyler. 
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Messrs.  William  L.  Bull,  Charles  D.  Dickey,  Jr.,  Hugh  R.  Garden  and  Mr. 
Dumont,  with  Mr.  G.  S.  Ellis,  Secretary ,  representing  the  Bondholders'  Committee, 
appeared  before  the  Commission. 

On  motion,  the  Commission  consented  that  Colonel  W.  W.  Gordon  should  attend 
the  sessions  of  the  Joint  Committees,  as  the  counsel  for  the  Bondholders'  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Hugh  R.  Garden,  for  the  Bondholders*  Committee,  then  proceeded.to  make 
a  statement  outlining  the  fomiation  of  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  and  the 
depositing  of  the  bonds,  statinjr  t  hat  the  committee  controlled  $23,000,000  of  out- 
standing obligations  of  the  State. 

Mr.  William  L.  Bull,  of  the  same  Committee,  also  made  a  statement  upon  the 
Bame  subject. 

Whereupon,  the  following  communication,  dated  New  York,  June  2,  1891,  waa 
presented  to  the  Commission  by  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  and  read  by  the 
secretary :

Virginia  Commisiion: 

Gentlemen  or  the  Commission: 

In  response  to  a  joint  resolution  adopted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Virginia  on  the  3d  day  of  Mareh,  1890,  this  Committee  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  sub- 
mitting to  you  a  plan  and  proposition  for  the  settlement  of  the  entire  debt  of  Virginia  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  said  joint  resolution. 

This  Committee  ha?  associated  with  it  an  Advisory  Board  for  the  creditors,  composed  of  gentle- 
men whose  names  and  reputation  are  a  guarantee  of  intelligent  and  impartial  consideration. 

The  function  and  duties  of  this  Committee  are  set  forth  in  a  certain  agreement  entered  into  with 
the  creditors  of  Virginia  dated  May  12,  1890,  and  respectfully  submitted  as  a  part  hereof;  and  the 
ftinotion  of  the  Advisory  Board  is  set  forth  in  the  plan  and  proposition  for  the  adjustment  of  the 
debt  of  Virginia  dated  November  28,  1890,  which  has  been  duly  approved  by  said  Advisory  Board, 
and  also  submitted  as  a  part  hereof. 

The  Committee  selected  depositaries  entitled  to  the  highest  confidence  and  commanding  the 
largest  financial  influence  in  their  several  localities. 

The  utmost  diligence  has  been  exercised  to  obtain  a  deposit  of  the  outstanding  debt  of  the  State 
for  the  purpose  of  said  settlement,  and  by  publication,  advertisement,  individual  and  ofBciid  ooi^ 
respondence,  no  effort  has  been  spared  by  the  Committee  or  by  the  depositaries. 

The  result  is  an  acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the  Bondholders  absolutely  unprecedented,  and 
hitherto  deemed  impossible. 

Repeated  efforts  have  been  heretofore  made  to  secure  a  deposit  of  the  bonds,  all  of  which  have 
failed,  and  every  settlement  hitherto  attempted  has  been  unsuccessful. 

The  Committee  has  now  under  its  control,  and  is  prepared  to  surrender  to  the  State,  upon  the 
conclusion  of  a  settlement,  not  less  than  twenty-three  millions  of  dollars  of  the  defaulted  obliga- 
tions of  the  State  owned  by  the  public. 

The  Committcfe  recognizes  the  principles  of  the  Riddleberger  act  of  1882  to  bo  "a  true  state  of 
the  account  between  the  State  and  her  creditors,"  eliminating  all  compound  interest,  but  it  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  statement  of  the  account,  as  set  forth  in  the  act,  is  erroneous  in  several  pa^ 
tlculars,  and  respectfully  submits  that,  while  adhering  to  the  principles  of  the  said  act  of  February 
14, 1882,  the  State  on  one  hand  or  the  creditor^  on  the  other,  will]  gladly  correct  any  errors  in  said 
account.    Attention  is  called  to  the  following  facts  by  way  of  illustration  : 

First.  The  title  of  the  act  is  '*  To  ascertain  and  declare  Virginia's  equitable  share  of  the  debt 
created  before  and  actually  existing  at  the  time  of  the  partition  of  her  territory  and  resources," 
but  the  statement  credits  Virginia  as  against  creditors  who  received  nothing,  with  payments  to 
others  of  principal  and  of  interest  in  excess  of  her  equitable  share  of  such  debt.    It  is  respect- 
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fully  submitted  that  there  should  be  eliminated  as  a  credit,  all  principal  and  interest  paid  by  the 
State  upon  that  portion  of  the  debt  set  apart  and  declared  to  be  the  equitable  proportion  to  be  paid 
by  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  the  same  constituting,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  a  claim  by 
the  State  of  Virginia  against  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  and  not  against  the  creditors  of  Virginia. 

Secoud.  The  RIddleberger  bill  provides  for  the  scaling  and  exchange  of  the  bonds  held  by  the 
Literary  Fund,  and  the  amount  of  the  debt  January  1, 1861,  as  shown  by  the  statement  (part  of  the 
Riddleborger  bill),  was  designed  to  include  the  Literary  Fund,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  was  inad- 
vertently omitted,  and  therefore  increases  the  debt  by  that  amount  as  of  January  1,  18G1. 

Third.  In  the  statement  forming  part  of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  tax-receivable  coupons  outstand- 
ing October  1,  1881,  and  those  maturing  January  and  July,  1882,  were  deducted  from  the  arrearages 
"of  interest  due  by  the  State  to  the  creditors  upon  the  ground  that  they  would  be  paid  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  bill,  and  therefore  increases  the  debt  by  that  amount  as  of  the  1st  day  of 
July,  1882. 

Fourth.  The  bonds  of  the  State  held  by  her  institutions  are  included  in  all  statements  of  the 
debt  and  are  embraced  in  the  act  of  February  14th,  1882,  Nevertheless,  full  interest  has  always 
been  paid  on  the  original  amount  held  by  the  State  institutions  including  interest  on  the  amount 
set  apart  as  due  by  the  State  of  West  Virginia.  It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  these  bonds 
should  have  been  excluded  from  any  statement  of  the  public  debt,  and  the  full  interest  paid 
thereon  treated  as  an  ordinary  expense  of  government;  or  if  included,  then  the  excess  of  interest 
paid  thereon  should  not  have  been  credited  in  favor  of  the  State  and  charged  against  her  creditors 
generally. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  true  state  of  the  account  between  the  State  and  her  creditors,  ns  con- 
templated by  the  Riddleberger  bill,  will  present,  as  of  July  Ist,  1882,  a  much  larger  balance  than  is 
shown  in  said  statement,  and  will  aggregate  at  this  date  a  larger  amount  than  this  Committee,  for 
the  purpose  of  being  well  within  the  principles  of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  now  asks  of  the  State  as 
a  basis  for  the  settlement  of  the  whole  debt  owned  by  the  public. 

The  Riddleberger  legislation  provided  for  an  interest  charged  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per 
annum  upon  the  net  balance  as  per  statement  on  the  face  of  the  bill,  and  in  addition  thereto, 
interest  at  three  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  Literary  Fund  with  interest  thereon  from  January 
1,  1861. 

Interest  at  three  per  cent,  per  annum  on  matured  coupons  and  other  interest  on  bonds  (which 
might  not  be  promptly  funded)  as  of  the  date  of  funding. 

•  These  several  items  alone  would  aggregate  not  less  than  $8-25,000  per  annum  not  including  the 
unmatured  coupons  which  might  be  funded,  and  not  including  the  correction  of  certain  errors 
heretofore  referred  to. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  principles  of  the  Riddleberger  legislation  calls  for  an  interest  charge  of 
over  $825,000  per  annum,  as  of  July  1,  1882,  and  the  fundable  interest  which  has  been  maturing 
since  that  date  has  materially  increased  this  interest  charge. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  valuation  of  property  in  the  State  has  increased  about  $91,000,000  from. 
1882  to  1891. 

Of  the  debt  proposed  to  be  funded  there  is  now  outstanding,  owned  by  the  public,  an  apparent 
maximum,  as  of  July  1, 1891,  approximating  $28,000,000.  Of  this  amount  the  Bondholders'  ('ommit- 
tee  control  $23,000,000,  principal  and  interest,  to  said  date;  and  the  Committee  hereby  proposes  to- 
surrender  the  same,  together  with  any  additional  obligations  which  may  be  deposited,  on  the  basis 
of  $20,000,000  of  new  three  per  cent,  bonds  for  the  entire  $28,000,000.  The  characteristics  of  the 
bond,  under  the  terms  of  this  proposition,  to  be,  that  the  coupons  shall  be  free  from  the  tax-re- 
ceivable feature;  that  the  new  obligations  to  be  free  from  present  and  future  taxation;  that  all 
fiduciaries  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  invest  in  them,  and  that  they  may  have  such  other  char- 
acteristics and  security  as  the  representatives  of  the  State  and  of  the  Committee  may  consider 
best  calculated  to  give  them  the  highest  possible  standing  in  the  money  markets  of  the  world. 

It  is  proposed,  as  a  part  of  this  settlement,  that  the  judgments  and  pending  suits  between  the 
State  of  Virginia  and  her  tax-payers  who  have  tendered  coupons  in  payment  of  taxes  be  adjusted 
and  marked  satisfied.

Whekeap,  Said  Commission  cannot  entertain  any  proposition  unless  accompanied  by  a  guarantee 
that  such  proposition,  if  accepted  by  the  Stjite,  will  be  carried  out  by  the  creditors;  and 

WiiEKK\8,  The  said  Bondholders'  Committee  has  undertaken  to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  said 
debt;  and 

Where \s,  Central  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  Brown,  Shiplej'  A  Company,  of  London,  The 
Mercantile  Trust  and  Deposit  Company  of  Baltimore,  The  Plantors'  National  Bank  of  Richmond, 
have  been  appointe<i  depositaries  in  this  behalf: 

Witnesseth  : 

First.— The  following  gentlemen  have  consented  to  act  as  an  Advisory  Board  for  the  creditors 
in  this  behalf,  to-wit :  Grover  Cleveland,  Thomas  F.  Bayard,  Edward  J.  Phelps,  George  S.  Coe, 
George  G.  Williiims. 

The  duty  and  function  of  said  Advisory  Board  is  to  examine  such  plans  or  propositions  of  adjast- 
ment  as  muy  be  formulated  and  proposed  by  the  Bondholders'  Committee  representing  the  holders 
of  the  obligations  of  Virginia,  as  shall  be  submitted  to  it  in  accordance  with  the  t^rms  of  this 
agreement,  and  to  state  its  approval  and  recqnimendation,  or  the  contrary.  Its  approval  and 
recommendation  of  any  plan  shall  be  unanimous  and  in  writing. 

Vacancies  in  the  Advisory  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members. 

Second. — The  duty  and  function  of  said  Bondholders'  Committee  shall  be  : 

1st.  To  bring  aliout  a  deposit  of  said  obligations  of  Virginia  under  this  agreement,  so  far  a* 
possible. 

2d.  To  formulate  a  plan  of  settlement,  and  aft^r  same  has  been  approved  by  the  Advisory 
Board,  cause  the  same  to  be  submitted  to  the  creditors  and  Virginia  for  their  acceptance,  as 
herein  provided. 

3d.  To  act  as  the  agent  of  the  depositing  creditors  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  agree- 
ment. 

And  power  is  hereby  given  to  said  Committee  to  contract  with  any  individual,  sjTidicate,  or 
corporation  in  relation  hereto,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  any  act  necessary  or  proper  to 
accomplish  said  purposes  and  add  to  its  number. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  shall  not  be  personally  liable  in  any  case  for  the  act*  of  each 
other,  nor  for  their  own  acts,  except  in  cases  of  wilful  malfeasance,  nor  shall  they  become  per- 
sonally liable  for  the  acts  of  their  agents  or  employees. 

The  action  of  a  majority  of  said  Bondholders'  (.'ommittee  shall  constitute  the  action  of  the  whole 
and  may  be  expressed  by  vote  or  in  writing. 

Vacancies  in  the  Bondholders'  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members. 

Third.— Either  depositary  herein  named  receiving  on  deposit  hereunder  any  evidence  of  said 
debt  shall  issue  therefor  its  certificate  of  deposit.  The  certificates  for  consol  and  ten-forty  coupon 
bonds  shall  be  negotiable  and  uniform  in  character,  and  those  issued  by  dei>ositaries  in  America, 
shall  l>e  engraved  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Now  York  Stock  Exchange.  The 
certificates  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Bondholders'  Committee  shall  approve. 

Fourth. — SuV^ject  to  the  restrictions  herein  mentioned,  the  Bondholders'  Committee  shall  hare 
full  power  to  perform  any  act  necessary  or  proper  to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  the  respective 
claims  of  tlie  flepositors  against  Virginia  as  represented  by  the  obligations  deposited. 

Provided,  that  no  settlement  can  be  concluded  until  it  htvs  been  previously  unanimously  ap- 
proved and  recommended  by  the  Advisory  Board,  and  has  also  been  submitted  to  the  creditors, 
and  aeoepted  as  follows,  to  wit : 

1.  As  soon  as  a  plan  of  settlement  has  been  approved  and  recommended  by  the  Advisory  Board, 
the  Bondholders' Committee,  before  proposing  such  settlement  to  Virginia,  shall  advertise  for  at 
least  20  days  In  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  cities  of  London,  New  York,  Bal- 
timore, and"Riehmond,  that  a  settlement  found  practicable  has  been  formulated,  and  notifying 
parties  in  interest  where  copies  of  such  proposed  settlement  can  be  obtained  in  said  cities  withont 
co«t. 

Copies  of  f^ueh  proposed  settlement  shall  also  be  furnished  by  the  Bondholders' Committee  to 
the  depositaries  for  distribution  to  creditors  applying  for  the  same. 

2.  If,  within  CO  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  advertisement,  certificate  holders  amouni- 
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ing  to  a  majority  of  the  lace  value  of  uny  clsiss  of  the  obligations  deposited,  notify  in  writing  the 
Bondholders'  Committee,  either  direotly  or  through  any  depositary,  of  their  unwillingness  to 
accept  the  settlement  proposed,  then  such  proposed  settlement  shall  not  he  consummated  as  to 
such  class.  If  the  Bondholders'  Committee  is  not  so  notified,  then  it  shall  be  assumed  that  said 
proposed  settlement  is  satisfactory  to  and  is  accepted  by  a  majority  of,  and  is  binding  upon,  all 
the  depositing  creditors  of  the  class  accepting,  and  it  shall  be  forthwith  submitted  to  Virginia  to 
be  consummated. 

3.  If,  for  any  reason,  the  Bondholders'  ('ommittee  deems  it  necessary  to  submit  a  modified  plan, 
the  right  is  reserved  to  it  to  do  so  in  the  manner  as  above  provided. 

Fifth. — .\fter  a  plan  of  settlement  has  become  effective  (of  which  fact  the  declaration  in  writing 
of  the  Bondholders'  Committee  to  the  several  depositaries  shall  be  conclusive)  each  depositary 
shall,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  surrender  to  Virginia 
the  obligations  of  the  class  accepting  as  aforesaid,  deposited  with  it,  and  shall  receive  in  satisfac- 
tion thereof  the  bonds  and  other  securities  called  for  by  said  settlement  which  in  form  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  said  Committee. 

The  bonds  and  other  securities  so  received  from  Virginia  shall  be  immediately  delivered  by 
each  depositary  to  the  holders  of  its  certificates,  upon  surrender  of  the  same,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  settlement. 

The  Bondholders'  Committee  shall  arrange  for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  such  fractional  interests 
08  may  be  necessary  to  equalize  the  distribution. 

Sixth. — In  full  payment  of  all  charges  for  services  or  expenses  of  every  character  on  account  of 
this  undertaking,  each  depositor  shall,  when  he  exchanges  his  trust  certificate  for  the  new  securi- 
ties, pay  to  the  depositary,  for  account  of  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  three  and  one-half  (3>0 
per  centum  in  cash,  of  the  par  value  of  such  new  securities  obtained  from  Virginia  in  settlement. 

Seventh.— .\ny  depositary  whenever  directed  by  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  may  surrender 
any  obligation  deposited  under  this  agreement  to  the  holder  of  its  corresponding  certificate. 

Any  obligation  may  be  withdrawn  from  a  depositary  at  any  time  after  December  31, 1891,  unless  the 
depositing  creditors  have  accepted  a  proposed  settlement,  or  unless  a  proposed  settlement  is  pend- 
ing for  their  acceptance ;  provided  the  corresponding  certificate  is  surrendered,  and  provided,  also, 
the  holder  pays  the  depositary,  as  his  share  of  disbursements  in  having  the  debt  deposited,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one-fourth  of  one  per  centum  of  the  par  value  (exclusive  of  any  forfeited  interest) 
of  the  obligation  so  withdrawn. 

Eighth.— Any  obligation  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the  certificate  holder,  and  at  his  expense,  be 
transferred  from  one  depositary  to  another  depositary  acting  under  this  agreement. 

Ninth. — Full  power  is  hereby  invested  in  the  Bondholders'  Committee  to  perform  any  act  neces- 
sary or  proper  for  the  surrender  by  the  depositaries,  to  the  State  of  Virginia,  of  all  or  any  obligation 
deposited  in  pursuance  of  a  settlement  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Advisory  Bo*rd,  and 
accepted  by  any  class  or  all  of  the  creditors  as  aforesaid. 

Tenth. — For  the  purposes  of  this  agreement  the  debt  is  considered  as  divided  into  four  classes, 
to-wit: 

First-class,  "Old  Bonds,"  to  include  all  securities  issued  underacts  passed  previous  to  the  Fund- 
ing bill  of  1871,  "Pealers,"  to  include  all  securities  issued  under  the  act  of  March  30,  1871,  as 
amended  by  the  act  of  March  7,  1872. 

Second-class,  "Consols,"  to  include  all  securities  issued  under  act  of  March  3(»,  1871,  with  July, 
1890,  and  subsequent  coupons  attached. 

Third-clas.s,  "Ten  Forties,"  to  include  all  securities  issued  under  the  act  of  March  28,  1879,  with 
July,  1890,  and  subsequent  coupons  attached. 

Fourth-class,  Tax  receivable  coupons  prior  to  July,  1890.

The  un*lersigned,  Bondholders'  Committee,  beg  to  inform  you  that  they  have  brought  about  a  de- 
posit of  the  obligations  of  Virginia  as  required  by  article  "second"  of  the  agreement  dated  May 
12,  180<>,  )>etween  the  committee  and  such  creditors  of  Virginia  as  should  deposit  their  obligations 
thereunder. 

A  history  of  the  bonds  has  been  published  by  the  committee,  and  was,  with  a  copy  of  the  ^ree- 
ment,  placed  in  your  hands  at  the  time  you  aceepted  the  function  of  an  Advisory  Board. 

It  is,  therefore,  unnecessary  to  res-tate  the  various  attt»mpts  during  the  past  twenty-five  years  to 
reorganize  this  deVtt,  and  whieh  have  renulted  in  the  issue  of  the  several  classes  of  t>onds. 

We  call  your  attention  to  article  '•fir'>t"  of  said  agreement,  which  is  substantially  the  language 
used  in  your  letttT  of  acceptance,  via: 

"The  duty  and  function  of  said  Advisory  Board  is  to  examine  such  plans  or  propositions  of  ad- 
justment, as  may  be  formulatt^d  and  proposed  by  the  Bondholders'  Committee  representing  the 
holders  of  the  obligations  of  Virginia,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  it  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  this  agreement,  and  to  state  its  approval  and  recommendation  or  the  contrary." 

We  also  call  your  attention  to  article  "fourth"  wherein  it  is  "provided,  that  no  settlement  c»n 
be  concluded  until  it  has  been  previously  unanimously  approved  and  recommended  by  the 
Advisory  Board,  and  ha**  also  been  submitted  to  the  <Teditors,  and  accepted." 

The  dyties  of  this  committee,  under  the  agreement,  are : 

1.  To  bring  about  a  deposit  of  the  obligations  of  Virginia,  so  far  as  possible. 

2.  To  formulate  a  plan  of  settlement. 

3.  To  siibmit  such  plan  to  the  Advisory  Board  for  its  approval  an«l  recommendation. 

4.  To  submit  such  plan,  so  recommended,  to  the  depositing  creditors  for  their  acceptance. 

5.  To  submit  such  plan,  wlien  accepted  by  the  creditors,  to  Virginia  for  acceptance. 

6.  To  surrender  to  Virginia  the  deposited  obligations  in  exchange  for  the  amount  to  be  received 
for  them. 

7.  To  distribute  the  proceeds  among  the  depositing  creditors. 
The  cbnimittee  has  performed  the  first  and  second  duties. 
The  third  duty  is  the  subject  of  this  communi<.'ation. 

THE  AMOCNT  TO   BE  DEMANDED   AND  THE   FORM   OP    PA^TIENT. 

The  State  is  a  sovereign  power. 

This  committee  represents  the  creditors  of  Virginia,  and  is  in  possession  of  substantially  all  of 
its  bonds  owned  by  the  public. 
On  the  fifth  day  of  March,  1890,  the  State  of  Virginia  appointed  a  Commission  : 

1.  To  receive  proposals  for  funding  the  whole  debt  of  Virginia  upon  the  principles  set  out  in  the 
act  of  Februar>'  Hth,  1882:  provided,  however,  that  no  proposal  shall  be  entertained,  which  is  not 
supported  by  a  deposit  in  cash  of  not  less  than  one  million  dollars,  in  such  depositary  as  said 
Commission  may  designate,  to  insure  the  faithful  performance  of  the  proposal.  If  accepted  and 
ratified,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

2.  To  agree,  subject  to  ratification  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  upon  the  terms  of  aeon- 
tract  with  any  parties  offering  a  proposal  to  fund  the  entire  debt  of  Virginia  upon  the  conditions 
aforesaid  :  provided,  however,  that  no  proposal  shall  be  entertained  which  departs  from  the  act  of 
February  14,  1882,  save  and  except  that  said  proposal  may  provide  another  plan  for  a  sinking  ftind, 
not  less  favorable  to  the  State  than  the  present,  or  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  or  a  longer  period  for 
the  maturing  of  the  principal,  and  that  it  be  expressly  declared  that  the  principal  of  the  debt  held 
by  the  schools  and  colleges  of  Virginia  at  present  shall  not  be  affected,  but  that  said  bonds  so  held 
shall,  if  sold  or  transferred  by  said  schools  or  colleges,  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  said  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1882. 

The  powers  of  the  Commission  are  restricted  to  a  settlement  upon  the  principles  of  the  act  of 
1882. 
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The  essential  principle  of  that  act  is,  that  the  amount  of  the  debt  shall  be  ascertained  by  statins 
an  equitable  account  between  the  State  and  its  creditors. 

Such  an  account,  correctly  stated,  as  of  this  date,  would  find  an  amount  due  to  the  creditors 
much  larger  than  the  amount  on  which  Virginia  can,  at  present,  pay  three  per  cent,  interest.* 

It  would  increase  the  losses  of  the  creditors,  already  too  heavy,  if  any  settlement  be  made  which 
(being  beyond  the  ability  of  the  State)  wonld  presently  result  in  a  default  of  the  interest.  The 
solution,  therefore,  of  the  problem  before  the  Committee  depends,  not  or  ascertaining  the  amount 
actually  due,  but  on  ascertaining  the  maximum  amount  of  annual  revenue  which  may  be  safelv 
relied  on  for  the  payment  of  interest. 

The  subject  for  negotiation,  therefore,  between  the  Bondholders'  Committee  and  the  State  Com* 
mission  is  narrowed  to  two  questions :  What  can  the  State  afford  to  pay  ?  and  what  can  the  credi« 
tors  afford  to  accept? 

The  Bondholders'  Committee  is  called  upon  to  submit  to  the  Commission  a  proposal.  This  pro- 
posal involves  the  authority  to  surrender  the  bonds  if  the  proposal  is  accepted.  In  this  case  a  pro- 
posal cannot  be  submitted  without  negotiation  with  the  Commission  upon  the  following  points : 

1.  The  proportion  which  the  debt  deposited  with  the  committee  bears  to  the  entire  unsettled 
debt  in  the  hands  of  the  public. 

2.  The  net  revenue  applicable  thereto  under  the  present  system  of  collections  and  disburse- 
ments. 

3.  The  increase  in  such  amount  which  may  be  ascertained  by  eliminating  certain  items  of  ex- 
penditure not  apparently  necessarj-. 

4.  The  increase  in  such  amount  which  may  be  ascertained  through  new  subjects  of  taxation. 

6.  The  increase  in  such  amount  which  may  be  ascertained  by  appropriating  certain  assets  held 
by  the  State,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  applicable  thereto. 

e.  The  settlement,  by  compromise  or  otherwise,  if  found  necessary,  of  the  judgments  (about 
three  thousand  in  number)  against  tax-payers  who  have  tendered  coupons. 

7.  The  character  of  the  new  bonds,  especially  with  respect  to  exemption  from  local  taxation,  and 
an  advance  in  the  rate  of  interest  based  on  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  State. 

8.  The  surrender  to  Virginia,  as  an  entirety,  of  the  obligations  deposited  ia  exchange  for  such 
gross  amount  of  new  bonds,  or  their  equivalent,  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

To  state  an  amount  and  fix  the  terms  arbitrarily  in  advance  of  such  negotiations  would  be  fatal 
to  a  settlement. 

To  meet  the  Commission  without  authority,  to  submit  proposals  at  the  close  of  the  conference 
and  negotiation,  will  be  equally  fatal. 

THE  DISTBIBUTION. 

The  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  settlement  is  a  matter  for  the  creditors  to  arrange  among 
themselves.  It  does  not  concern  the  State  how  the  creditors  divide  among  themselves  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a  settlement;  and  the  negotiation  should  not  be  embarrassed  by  a  discussion  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  questions  which  concern  the  creditors  only,  and  which  can  best  be  decided  by  the  credi- 
tors themselves  after  a  compromise  has  been  effected  with  the  State. 

CONCLUSION. 

This  Committee,  after  full  consideration  of  the  claims  by  the  holders  of  the  various  obligations 
of  Virginia,  and  of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  several  classes  of  obligations  were  issued; 
after  full  consideration  of  the  principles  upon  which  the  State,  in  the  exercise  of  sovereign  rights, 
declares  shall  govern  the  statement  of  the  amount  of  its  indebtedness  and  the  amount  applicable 
to  the  payment  of  interest,  has  formulated,  and  now  presents  for  your  approval  and  recommenda- 
tion the  following 

PLAN    FOB  THE   ADJUSTMENT   OP  THE   DEBT   OF   VIRGINIA, 

First:  .The  Bondholders'  Committee  shall,  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  Agreement,  dated 
May  12,  1890,  surrender  to  Virginia  all  the  obligations  deposited  under  the  aforesaid  agreement, 
and  receive  in  full  satisfaction  therefor  such  an  amount  of  new  bonds  as  may  be  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  said  committee  and  the  representatives  of  the  State,  as  the  maximum  amount  upon 
which  the  State  is  able  to  appropriate  an  amount  annually  for  the  payment  of  interest;  which 
amount  shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  agreed  upon  as  a  minimum  by  the  Bondholders'  Committee 
and  approved  by  the  Advisory  Board. 

*See  report  of  the  First  Auditor  for  the  year  1889. 
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Provided,  that  a  settlement  shall  not  be  concluded  unless  the  committee  be  unanimous  in  its 
agreement  as  to  such  maximum  amount.  . 

Second :  The  new  bonds  to  bear  such  rate  of  interest  and  to  have  such  exemptions  and  to  t-eof 
such  character  as  the  representatives  of  Virginia  and  the  committee  consider  best  calculated  lo 
give  them  the  standing  they  will  deserve  in  the  money  markets  of  the  world. 

Third :  The  distribution  of  the  new  securities  among  the  depositing  creditors  shall  be  adjusted 
by  a  Commission  to  consist  of  Mr.  8.  N,  Braithwaite,  appointed  by  the  Virginia  Committee  in  Lon- 
don ;  Mr.  John  Henry  Daniell,  appointed  by  the  Advisors  in  London,  and  Mr.  Edward  J.  Phelpe, 
appointed  by  the  Bondholders'  Committee.  Any  vacancy  in  said  Commission  shall  be  filled  by  the 
party  appointing  respectively. 

Fourth :  This  plan  and  proposition  shall  include  the  right  of  the  Bondholders*  Committee,  aa 
agent  for  the  depositing  creditors,  to  settle  pending  suits  and  judgments  against  tax-payers  who 
have  tendered  coupons  for  taxes  and  to  receive  and  deliver  to  the  State  as  part  of  the  outstanding 
<iebt  the  coupons  involved.

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After  the  reading  of  the  foregoing  communication  and  accompanying  papers, 
and  hearing  the  remarks  in  support  thereof  by  Mr.  Charles  D.  Dickey,  Jr.,  a  recess 
was  taken  by  the  Commission  until  3:45  o'clock,  P.  M. 

At  3:45  o'clock  P.  '^L  the  Commission  re-assembled  and  declined  to  entertain  the 
proposition  contained  in  said  communication  dated  New  York,  June  2, 1891,  and 
directed  Governor  P.  W.  McKinney,  chairman,  to  forward  the  following  letter  in 
reply,  to  the  address  of  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  New  York : 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA,

Richmond,  Va.,  June  5,  1891. 
To  Messrs.  Fbedehic  P.  Olcott,  Heney  Budoe,  Hugh  R.  Garden, 

William  L.  Bull,  Charles  D.  Dickey,  Jr.,  John  Gill, 

Constituting  Bondholders^  Committee  : 

Gentlemen : 

The  paper  siiDmitted  by  you  to  the  Virginia  Commission  on  yesterday,  sets  forth 
that  you  have  under  your  control  $23,000,000  of  the  outstanding  unsettled  obligations  of  the  State 
(that  is,  obligations  other  than  those  already  issued  under  the  Riddleberger  bill),  and  you  propose 
that  such  outstanding  unsettled  obligations  be  recast  upon  a  basis  which  would  require  an  annual 
interest  charge  of  $600,000,  should  the  whole  amount  thereof  (estimated  by  you  at  $28,000,000,  exclu- 
sive of  obligations  held  by  colleges)  be  recast  upon  that  basis,  in  addition  to  the  annual  pay- 
ment of  interest  required  under  existing  laws. 

The  Virginia  Commission  feels  constrained  to  decline  to  entertain  said  proposal,  or  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  Bondholders'  Committee  on  the  basis  thereof.  The  interest  charge 
required  by  said  proposal  largely  exceeds  the  amount  which  would  be  payable  on  such  unsettled 
obligations  were  the  same  funded  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  the  Riddleberger  bill. 

But  apart  from  this  consideration,  and  in  addition  thereto,  is  the  fact  that  the  interest  charge 
contemplated  by  your  proposal,  exceeds  the  amount  the  State  is  able  to  pay,  after  discharging  its 
constitutional  obligations  and  providing  other  necessary  expenses.  The  Virginia  Commission 
concurs  fully  in  the  correctness  of  the  statements  made  by  the  Auditor,  which  have  been  before 
you,  showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State,  and  the  net  balance  of  revenues  appli- 
cable to  the  service  of  the  unsettled  outstanding  obligations. 

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  revenues  from  taxtion  which  during  the  next  five  years 
at  least,  will  be  available  for  the  service  of  the  unsettled  outstanding  debt,  will  not  exceed  $300,000 
per  annum.  To  this  may  be  added,  probably  the  amount  of  $30, 000  per  annum  received  by  the  State 
from  stock  in  the  R.,  F.  &  P.  R.  R.,  making  the  total  amount  of  current  income  annually  available 
to  meet  interest  on  the  unsettled  debt  after  reserving  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on 
Riddleberger  bonds  which  are  outstanding  and  cannot  be  cancelled,  about  $330,000. 

It  is  proper  to  advert  briefly  to  the  principal  items  composing  the  aggregate  amount  of  disburse- 
ments as  given  by  the  statement  referred  to. 

The  sum  of  $610,809,  it  will  be  noted,  is  appropriated  to  expenses  of  government,  and  we  confi- 
dently challenge  criticism  of  any  of  the  items  composing  it.  The  salaries  of  the  State  officials, 
especially  of  its  judges,  are  believed  to  be  far  below  those  paid  officers  of  equal  dignity  and 
responsibility  in  other  States. 

The  annuities  to  the  eleemosynary  institutions,  including  the  pittance  of  $10,000  to  the  Soldiers' 
Home,  amount  to  $J26,000.  Mobt  of  this  goes  to  the  insane  asylums,  and  yet  it  is  a  well-known  fact 
that  their  accommodations  and  facilities  are  largely  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  upon  them. 
There  are  to-day  confined  in  the  jails  of  many  of  the  counties,  insane  patients  for  whom  there  is 
no  room  in  the  asylums.  The  increase  (of  insanity  in  the  colored  race  since  emancipation,  and 
the  very  decided  increase)  in  the  ratio  of  colored  insane  from  year  to  year,  is  one  of  the  most 
alarming  problems  that  confronts  the  Commonwealth.  The  same  remarks  are  applicable  to  the 
criminal  charges  of  the  State,  which  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  the  contrary  have  for  a  number  of 
years  been  steadily  increasing  in  the  aggregate. 

Both  insanity  and  crime  are  to  a  large  extent  coupled  with,  and  it  may  be  said  attributable  to 
ignorance;  especially  among  a  race  long  accustomed  to,  but  now  emancipated  from  the  control 
and  restraints  incident  to  a  state  of  slavery.  The  danger  to  the  institutions  of  the  State,  resulting 
from  the  sudden  enfranchisement  of  the  colored  race,  not  only  devoid  of  education,  but  without 
the  means  of  educating  their  children,  has  forced  the  State  as  a  mere  matter  of  public  safety,  ta 
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make  the  best  provision  in  its  power  for  public  education.  To  a  very  large  extent  tlie  reTeaaes 
provided  for  educational  purposes  are  dedicated  to  that  object  by  the  constitution  itself,  and  ar« 
beyond  the  powers  of  the  Legislature;  and  whatever  amount  in  addition  thereto,  is  devoted  to th« 
same  end  is  absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  the  common  school  system  in  its  present  condition 
of  eflQclency. 

The  experience  of  Virginia^  in  common  with  that  of  other  States  and  countries  where  general 
common  school  education  is  part  of  the  settled  policy  of  the  government,  has  been  that  higher  in* 
Btitutions  of  learning  within  the  State,  and  reasonably  within  the  reach  of  the  children  of  the 
masses,  are  necessary  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  common  schools  and  preserve  them  In  i 
course  of  constant  improvement.  For  this  reason  the  State  makes  certain  appropriations  to  col- 
leges in  various  parts  of  her  territory.  The  propriety  of  these  appropriations,  it  is  believed,  is 
nowhere  questioned.  In  addition  to  these  appropriations,  a  considerable  amount  Ib  paid  to  variona 
colleges  in  different  sections  of  the  State  as  interest  on  obligations  of  the  State  held  by  them. 
These  obligations  held  by  colleges  were,  for  the  most  part,  donated  to  them  many  years  ago  by 
philanthropic  individuals  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the  cause  of  education.  The  policy  of  pav- 
ing full  interest  upon  these  obligations  is  really  the  same  which  has  actuated  the  State  in  making 
direct  appropriations  to  the  higher  institutions  of  learning,  and  any  diminution  of  the  amount  so 
paid  would  seriously  impair  the  educational  system  of  the  State. 

These  considerations,  among  others,  show  the  impossibility  of  curtailing  any  existing  expendi- 
tures of  the  State,  and  the  idea  of  increasing  the  revenues  by  taxation,  is  conceded  on  all  hands  to 
be  impracticable.  It  is  therefore  manifest  that  any  negotiations  for  recasting  the  unsettled  obli- 
gations of  the  State,  must  proceed  upon  the  basis  of  not  exceeding  $330,000,  available  annually  from 
current  revenues  to  meet  interest  thereon. 

Aside  from  her  current  revenue,  the  State  has  no  resources  available  for  the  service  of  the  public 
debt  except  $216,358  50  realized  from  the  sale  of  common  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Bail- 
way  Company  and  $467,800  of  common  stock  and  dividend  obligations  of  the  Richmond,  Freder- 
icksburg and  Potomac  Railroad  Company. 

It  must  be  manifest  to  the  Bondholders'  Committee,  as  it  is  to  this  Commission,  that  these 
resources  of  the  State  are  utterly  inadequate  to  meet  the  interest  charged  under  the  propowl 
made  by  you. 

The  Virginia  Commission  must  also  express  its  dissent  f^om  most  of  the  views  and  statements 
that  are  advanced  by  the  Bondholders*  Committee  as  preliminary  to  their  proposal,  especially  the 
statement  as  to  the  amount  that  would  be  required  by  the  Riddleberger  bill  for  the  payment  of 
interest  annually,  but  deem  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  them  controversally  in  this  connection. 

In  conclusion,  the  Virginia  Commission  desires  to  say  that  a  settlement  of  this  matter  is  greatly 
to  be  desired  on  such  basis  as  will  guarantee  stability,  by  being  within  the  resources  of  the  State, 
and  the  fixed  opinions  which  public  sentiment  has  formulated,  and  if  the  Bondholders*  Committee 
feel  inclined  to  so  change  their  figures  as  to  bring  them  within  the  lines  above  indicated  and  within 
the  limits  of  the  powers  of  negotiation  conferred  on  this  Commission  by  the  legislative  resolatioD 
under  which  it  exists,  they  will  be  glad  to  continue  these  negotiations.

The  correspondence  submitted  by  the  chairman,  was  read  by  the  secretary  as 
follows :

Virginia  Commission : 
Gentlemen  : 

We  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  June  3d  (forwarded  from 
Richmond  on  the  11th)  in  reply  to  our  proposal  submitted  to  you  on  June  2d  for  the  settlement  of 
the  debt  of  Virginia. 

We  regret  that  you  have  felt  constrained,  for  the  reasons  assigned,  to  decline  to  entertain  the 
proposition  to  fund  the  unsettled  debt  upon  a  basis  which  would  yield  to  the  creditors  $20,000,000 
in  a  new  three  per  cent,  bond  for  the  S-28,ooo,000  outstanding  on  the  Ist  July,  1891.  We  understand 
from  your  reply  that  you  are  of  opinion — 

First.  That  the  interest  charge  required  by  our  proposal  '*  exceeds  the  amount  which  would  be 
payable  on  such  unsettled  obligations  were  the  same  funded  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of 
the  Riddleberger  bill." 

Second.  That  the  interest  charge  contemplated  by  our  proposal  "exceeds  the  amount  the  State 
is  able  to  pay  after  discharging  its  constitutional  obligations  and  providing  other  necessary  ex- 
penses." 

Respecting  the  first,  we  respectfully  submit  the  joint  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  1890  ("ap- 
pointing a  Commission  to  receive  proposals  for  funding  the  debt  on  the  principles  of  the  Riddle- 
berger bill ")  was  construed  to  mean  that  a  settlement  would  be  had  if  the  bonds  were  tendered  on 
that  basis.  This  construction  rested  upon  the  following  facts  :  The  message  from  the  Governor  of 
Virginia  to  the  General  Assembly  in  February,  1890,  recommending  the  appointment  of  a  debt 
commission;  the  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  March,  1890,  adopting  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Governor,  and  appointing  your  Commission;  the  agreement  between  the 
Bondholders'  Committee  and  the  bondholders,  dated  12th  day  of  May,  1890,  under  which  this  com- 
mittee is  empowered  to  meet  your  Commission  upon  that  common  ground— namely,  the  principles 
of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  and  to  submit  to  you  a  proposition  within  the  terms  of  the  said  joint 
resolution. 

For  this  reason  it  appeared  to  be  our  first  duty  to  ascertain,  substantially,  the  amount  which 
would  be  due  by  the  State,  as  of  this  date,  under  the  principles  of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  upon  its 
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anflettled  obligations  in  the  hamip  of  the  public.  In  making  certain  investigations  nece^farT  to 
this  end  (baMt'd  npon  the  official  records  of  the  State)  we  becHino  convinced  that  those  prin^-iplei 
carried  into  effect  would  yiehl.to  the  bondholders  more  than  the  amount  asked  for. 

Respecting  the  second  objection  to  our  proposition,  namely,  that  the  interest  charge  eonifrra- 
plated  by  our  proposal  exceeds  the  amount  the  State  is  able  to  pay  after  discharging  it?  eonstiiQ- 
tional  obligations : 

In  submitting  our  proposition,  we  were  governed  by  the  fact  that  the  amount  provided  by  the 
Rlddleberger  bill  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  interest  wius  ascertained  and  set  apart  (it.  ih< 
words  of  the  a<;t)  out  of  '*  the  net  revenue  of  the  StJite,  remaining  and  so  derived,  after  provi-iin? 
for  the  proper  and  gra<lual  liquidation  of  the  balance  of  moneys  heretofore  diverted  from  the 
public  Free  School  fund,  after  liquidating  gradually  the  arrearages  to  trie  Literary  fund,  and  le»v- 
ing  some  small  margin  for  the  immediate  and  subsequent  exigencies  which  are,  and  are  lik*;ly  to 
be,  demanded  by  the  public  welfare,  notably  in  respect  to  humane  institutions,  now  inadequate  to 
the  proper  accommodation  of  that  unfortunate  class  of  every  population." 

We  have  l)een  informed  that,  taxable  values  having  inereastd  ninety-one  million  dollars 
since  the  passage  of  the  Rlddleberger  bill,  the  revenue  has  not  decreased  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  tax  rate  has  been  reduced  since  that  date  from  fifty  to  forty  cent**  on  the  hundr*>Ni 
dollars. 

We  have  also  been  informed  that,  while  a  portion  of  the  revenue,  collected  since  I'^-.i.  for  the 
payment  of  interest,  has  been  used  for  otlier  purposes,  a  considerabh*  part  of  it  has  hfcen  invested 
by  the  State  in  Rlddleberger  bonds,  amounting  to  about  82,5<K),«)(X),  now  held  in  trust  a«<  appUcjMe 
to  interest  under  legislative  enactment,  which  provided  that  "the  bonds  so  pur^ha^sed  -^hAll  v 
held  as  a  security  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  public  debt  ot  the  Slate  .i>  it  shall  or  may 
have  accrued  when  funded  under  the  act  aforesaid,  and  the  same  may  be  re-sold  when  ne'-t-^viry 
by  the  said  Commissioners,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  resale  be  so  used  whenever  the  finarice^of 
the  State  ma^o  require:  provided  that  said  Commissioners  may  in  their  discretion  from  linn? to 
time,  when  money  is  required  to  pay  the  interest  upon  the  debt  aforesaid,  borrow  money  upon 
temporary  loans  for  such  purposes,  and  deposit  such  bonds  as  they  may  have  aequire<l  under  tLu 
act  as  collateral  security  for  such  temporar>'  loan."  The>e  circumstances,  strengthened  hy  the 
appointment  of  your  commission,  led  us  to  assume  that  the  ability  of  the  State  had  not  l>een  im- 
paired, and  that  the  interest  charge  proposed  by  us  did  not  exceed  that  ability  a**  measured  by  the 
principles  of  the  act  of  1H82. 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  statement  of  the  Commission  as  to  the  amount  wliieh  may  ^-e 
applied  to  interest  out  of  the  current  revenue,  but  we  have  such  confid**nce  in  the  future  pro'p^r- 
ity  of  Virginia,  if  a  settlement  >>e  now  made,  that  we  feel  a.ssured  before  the  expiration  of  fire 
years,  the  revenue  applicable  to  interest  on  the  bonds  which  may  l>e  is.sued  to  corapromi^e  rhe 
unsettled  debt,  will  far  exceed  all  possible  charges,  and  from  the  foreicoing  statement,  it  app^Hn- 
that  any  deficiency  occurring  within  the  five  years  (by  reason  of  present  demand^  for  other  por- 
poses)  may  be  met  V^y  applying,  from  time  to  time,  so  much  as  may  be  required,  either  of  the  iru^t 
flinds  mentioned,  held  as  security  for  that  purpose,  or  the  other  assets  njeuiioued  by  the  (omrai*- 
sion,  aggregating  in  bonds,  cash,  and  stock,  more  than  S3,.1iK»,0(H>. 

These  facts  appear  to  us  to  warrant  the  conclusion  that  our  proposition  was  within  the  prinoiH'** 
of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  and  also  within  the  ability  of  the  State;  but  in  view  of  your  commuDi<-4- 
tion,  and  endeavoring  so  far  as  our  obligations  to  the  bondholders  will  permit,  to  meet  tht-  view  vf 
the  Commission,  we  are  now  prepared  and  respectfully  ask  to  amend  our  proposition  subniitt-lon 
June  2d,  as  follows,  to-wit: 

The  committee  proposes  to  surrender  as  of  July  1st,  1891,  not  less  than  $23,()00,tX>»)  (principu!  ^ni 
interest)  for  such  a  proportion  of  $19,000,(XM)of  new  three  percent,  bonds  a**  tlie  amount  surren-ifrtd 
bears  to  $28,000,000. 

In  all  other  respects  the  proposition  to  remain  as  stated  in  our  communication  of  June  .'•l.  l^*!.

Gentlemen  : 

Your  communication  of  date  the  11th  ultimo,  was  delivered  to  me  by  your  counsel 
Colonel  W.  W.  Gordon,  on  my  return  to  the  city  after  a  protracted  absence,  on  the  8th  instant.  I 
in  an  informal  letter  to  Colonel  Gordon,  acknowledged  its  receipt. 

Since  that  time  I  have  given  the  matter  most  careful  consideration,  and  have  conferred  with  some 
of  our  prominent  public  men,  who  like  myself,  most  earnestly  desire  to  reach  through  the  agency 
and  co-operation  of  the  New  York  Committee,  a  final  andsatisfactory  settlement  of  our  public  debt. 
My  conclusion  is  that  the  conditions  just  now  existing  in  Virginia  are  not  favorable  to  a  successful 
termination  of  the  negotiations  if  immediately  proceeded  with  further.  The  members  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Commission  live  in  remotely  different  sections  of  the  State,  and  with  scarcely  an  exception, 
are  actively  engaged  either  as  candidates  for  re-election,  or  as  public  speakers  in  the  canvas  pre- 
liminary to  the  legislative  election,  to  be  held  on  the  3d  day  of  November.  Under  these  circum- 
stances it  would  be  inconvenient  to  convene  the  members  of  the  Virginia  Commission  here  now, 
and  when  convened  difficult  to  get  their  deliberate,  patient  and  continuous  attention  to  so  impor- 
tant a  problem  as  the  just  and  satisfactory  settlement  of  our  public  debt.  My  earnest  desire  that 
the  negotiations  which  have  been  commenced  may  prove  successful,  and  my  strong  conviction 
that  it  would,  for  the  reasons  above  given  and  for  many  other  reasons,  be  beet  for  the  negotiations 
not  to  be  now  proceeded  with  further,  but  simply  be  held  in  abeyance  till  after  the  election,  induces 
me  to  suggest  that  the  Virginia  Commission  shall  not  be  convened  to  answer  your  communication 
till  after  that  time. 

Feeling  anxious  that  the  future  steps  in  the  premises  may  be  taken  under  the  most  favorable 
condition  for  the  attainment  of  the  end  as  earnestly  desired  by  you  as  well  as  by  myself,  I  make 
this  suggestion  for  your  consideration,  and  will  be  glad  to  have  a  candid  expression  of  your  views 
in  the  premises  before  any  further  action  is  taken.

In  the  absence  from  the  city  of  the  other  members  of  the  Bondholders'  Committee, 

Mr.  Garden  acknowledged  through  Colonel  Gordon,  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  26th  ultimo. 

Appreciating  the  importance  of  your  suggestion,  that  the  Virginia  Commission  should  not  be 

convened  to  consider  and  answer  our  communication  of  August  11th,  until  after  the  legislative 

election  to  be  held  on  the  3d  of  November,  and  cordially  reciprocating  your  earnest  desire  to 

reach  a  settlement  of  the  public  debt,  we  beg  to  convey  to  you  our  entire  concurrence  with  the 

views  expressed  in  your  letter. 

Looking  to  that  clause  of  the  agreement  of  May  12,  1890,  under  which  the  obligations  of  Virginia 

are  deposited,  wherein  provision  is  made  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  bonds,  in  the  event  of  a  failure 

to  come  to  a  satisfactory  adjustment  on  or  before  December  31,  1891,  may  we  suggest  the  propriety 

of  convening  your  Commission  at  such  early  date  as  may  be  practicable,  and,  if  possible,  not  later 

than  the  15th  of  November,  at  which  time,  should  it  be  necessary,  we  will  hold  ourselves  in 

readiness  to  wait  upon  the  Commission  at  Richmond  to  discuss  any  matter  of  detail  involved  in 

our  proposition.

By  invitation,  the  Bondholders'  Committee — namely,  Messrs.  F.  P.  Olcott,  chai^ 
man,  William  L.  Bull,  Hugh  If  Garden,  John  Gill,  and  G.  S.  Ellis,  8ecretar}%  ap- 
peared before  the  Commission,  and  were  informed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission that  the  proposition  contained  in  their  letter  dated  New  York,  August 
11,  1891,  could  not  be  accepted  by  the  Commission,  and  communicateil  to  the 
Bondholders'  Committee  the  foregoing  resolutions.

The  Commission  met  at  the  Governor's  office  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  pursuant  to 
adjournment.

Senator  Taylor  Berry  and  Delegate  W.  D.  Dabney  submitted  to  the  Commission] 
the  following  report  from  the  sub-committee,  which  was  read  by  the  secretary: 
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RICHMOND,  VA.,  Novemker  17, 1891. 
To  Oovernor  P.  W.  McKinnev,  Chairman : 

Yoor  sub-committee.  In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing,  consulted  together  as  to  the  amount  due 
under  the  Riddleberger  bill.  Any  one  who  has  studied  this  question  will  of  course  realize  that  a 
rariety  of  opinions  are,  and  well  may  be,  entertained  concerning  it.  Two  aspects  of  the  question, 
however,  present  themselves  conspicuously.  One  may  be  called  the  popular,  the  other  t!ie  legal 
view.  By  the  latter  is  meant  the  view  taken  by  Judge  Hughes  in  the  Faure  case,  the  only  case,  so 
far  as  we  know,  where  the  amount  fundable  under  the  Riddleberger  bill  has  been  the  subject  of 
Judicial  determination.  By  the  former  is  meant  the  general  opinion  entertained  by  the  public 
that  the  funding  under  the  Riddleberger  act  was  to  be  fully  accomplished  by  July,  1882.  Had  the 
funding  been  fully  accomplished  as  of  that  date,  the  creditors  would  have  been  receiving  three  per 
cent,  interest  on  the  amount  funded  from  that  date  till  the  present  time.  To  a  large  extent,  how- 
ever, the  securities  fundable  as  of  that  date  still  remain  unfunded.  Assuming  these  still  unfunded 
securities  to  have  been  funded  as  of  that  date,  and  calculating  interest  of  three  per  cent,  on  the 
fundable  value  down  to  January,  1892,  the  total  amount  of  principal  and  interest,  which,  according 
to  what  we  call  the  popular  view,  would  be  about  $16,600,000.  Under  what  wo  have  called  the  legal 
view,  on  the  other  hand,  interest  accruing  at  any  time  after  July,  1882,  is  fundable  at  par,  and  the 
amount  thus  arrived  at  would  be,  in  the  legal  view,  as  we  have  called  it,  about  $19,500,000.  Of 
course,  this  applies  only  to  what  is  still  unfunded  under  the  Riddleberger  bill,  and  not  held  by 
schools  and  colleges.  The  mean  between  these  two  views  would  give  an  amount  of  $18,500,000. 
By  our  first  calculation,  we  thought  this  amount  would  be  about  $17,500,000,  and  so  represented  to 
the  sub-committee  of  the  bondholders.  We  had  much  discussion  with  that  committee,  showing 
them  our  figures,  and  assuring  them  that  we  know  of  no  certain  income  that  we  could  rely  on  to 
meet  interest  on  the  new  amount  if  funded  beyond  that  already  exhibited  to  them. 

The  best  we  could  get  the  bondholders'  sub-committee  to  suggest,  was  $18,000,000  at  three  per 
cent,  for  one  hundred  years,  or  $19,000,000  at  two  per  cent,  for  five  years,  two  and  a  half  per  cent, 
for  five  years,  and  three  per  cent,  for  ninety  years. 

In  reply  to  this,  we  again  reminded  the  gentlemen  of  the  lyactical  difficulty  of  making  the  in- 
terest charge  out  of  our  revenues,  and  said  that  we  must  report  to  our  full  committee,  and  advise 
as  to  the  means  of  meeting  interest  charges  before  proceeding  further.  So,  without  any  definite 
action,  we  adjourned,  and  now  submit  this  as  our  report.

The  Commission'  after  deliberate  and  careful  consideration  of  the  sub-committee'a 
report,  on  motion,  adopted  the  following  resolution,  and  communicated  it  to  the 
Bondholders'  Committee : 

Resolved,  That  the  Commission  is  willing  to  report  to  the  Legislature,  recommending  a  settle- 
ment of  such  of  the  obligations  of  the  State  referred  to  in  the  Riddleberger  bill  now  outstanding 
in  the  hands  of  the  public,  as  have  not  yet  been  funded  under  that  bill,  so  that  the  whole  amount 
which  may  be  yielded  under  such  settlement  shall  not  exceed  $18,000,000.  Bonds  to  be  issued 
bearing  interest  at  2  per  cent,  for  ten  years  and  3  per  cent,  for  ninety  years;  such  bonds  are  not  to 
have  tax-receivable  feature  attached  to  interest  obligations.  Such  new  bonds  to  be  exchanged  for 
the  obligations  now  held  by  the  New  York  committee  in  the  proportion  of  18  to  28.  It  being  under- 
stood as  the  basis  of  this  resolution,  that  the  New  York  committee  now  holds  $2.3,000,000  of  obliga- 
tions, and  it  being  further  understood  that  the  new  issue  proposed  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
$18,000,000.  This  excludes  obligations  held  by  schools  and  colleges.  The  ratio  of  exchange  here 
suggested  would  give  to  the  New  York  committee  in  exchange  for  the  $23,000,000  held  by  them, 
the  face  amount  of  $14,785,700  in  the  new  bonds. 

Shortly  thereafter,  Mr.  F.  P.  Olcott,  chairman  of  the  Bondholders*  Committee,^ 
appeared  before  the  Commission  and  made  thereto  the  following  reply  :

Gbktlemen  : 

We  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  resolution  passed  at  your  meeting  to-day^ 

which,  as  we  have  stated  to  you,  we  will  make  known  to  our  depositing  security  owners,  bu^ 

without  our  recommendation. 
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After  the  discussion  with  your  i»ul)-committee  last  evening,  it  hardly  seems  necessary  to  8Ut«  at 

length  our  reasons  for  withholding  our  recommendation. 
We  will,  however,  cheerfully  recommend  either  of  the  following  propositions: 
A  three  per  cent,  one  hundred  year  bond,  similar  in  form  and  feature  to  the  Riddlebergerbond, 

for  $18,000,000 ;  or  a  bond  similar  in  form  and  feature  to  the  Riddleberger  bonds,  for  $19,000,000, 

at  one  hundred  years,  the  first  five  years  interest  to  run  at  two  per  cent.,  and  next  five  years  at 

two  and  a  half  per  cent.;  the  balance  of  the  term  three  per  cent.

Gentlemen: 

On  yesterday  you  submitted  to  the  Virginia  Commission  a  proposition  to  settle  the  ob- 
ligations of  Virginia,  mentioned  in  the  Riddleberger  bill  (not  heretofore  funded  under  ihat  bill, 
and  now  outstanding,  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  but  not  including  bonds  held  by  schools  and  col- 
leges,) on  one  of  the  two  following  bases,  viz. :  An  issue  of  $18,000,000  of  bonds,  as  one  altematiTe, 
and  of  $19,000,000  as  the  other,  in  lieu  of  the  outstanding  obligations  aforesaid.  Your  proposition 
wan  that  the  $18,000,000  bonds,  if  issued,  should  run  for  100  years,  bearing  three  per  cent,  the  entire 
period,  and  that  the  $19,000,000  l>onds,  if  issued,  should  run  for  100  years,  bearing  two  per  cent  for 
five  years,  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  for  five  years,  and  three  per  cent,  for  the  remaining  ninety 
years.  You  further  suggested  that  the  proposed  new  bonds,  and  the  interest  obligations  on  them, 
should  in  either  case  conform  in  their  general  character  to  those  issued  under  the  Riddleberger 
bill. 

Wo  have  carefully  consificred  your  propositions,  and  are  constrained  to  say  that  apart  from  other 
objections  thereto,  which  occur  to  some  or  all  of  us,  we  fear  that  the  State*  would  be  financially  un- 
able to  meet  a  settlement  in  accordance  with  either  of  them.  It  is,  of  course,  conceded  on  al. 
hands,  that  a  Hcttlement  which  cannot  be  met  would  be  worse  than  no  settlement  at  all. 

Upon  reflec*ion,  however,  the  Virginia  Commission  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  ar« 
certain  sources  of  revenues  which  the  State  may  avail  herself  of  without  Increasing  taxes;  the 
additional  income  to  be  derived  from  these  sources  will  perhaps  not  amount  to  very  much,  but  the 
Virginia  Commission  hopes  they  may  l)o  utilized  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  a  final  settle- 
ment of  this  much  vexed  question.    It  is  a  now  recognized  fact,  too,  that  the  large  business  int^r-

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ests  of  the  State — among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  railroad  companies— in  their  anxiety  for  a 
final  settlement,  and  looking  to  the  general  increase  of  credit  and  prosperity  to  result  therefrom, 
have  evinced  a  willingnes|  to  respond  to  such  public  demands  as  may  fairly  be  made  upon  them 
for  the  attainment  of  the  object  in  view. 

This  Commission  will  therefore  make  to  the  Legislature  a  favorable  report  upon  your  $19,000,000 
proposition,  if  the  same  be  modified  as  follows:  that  is  to  say,  we  will  recommend  a  proposition  to 
issue  a  maximam  amount  of  $19,000,000  of  bonds  to  be  exchanged  for  the  outstanding  obligations 
of  the  State  jnentioned  in  the  Riddleberger  act  (other  than  those  held  by  schools  and  colleges), 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  but  not  including  bonds  already  funded  under  that  act.  Such  new 
bonds  to  run  for  one  hundred  years,  and  to  bear  two  per  cent,  interest  for  ten  years  and  three  per 
cent,  for  ninety  years.  The  bonds  and  interest  obligations  shall  be  of  the  same  general  character 
aa  those  provided  by  the  Riddleberger  bill,  and  it  is  distinctly  understood  that  the  coupons  or  other 
interest  obligations  are  not  to  be  receivable  for  taxes. 

The  proposed  new  bonds  shall  be  exchangeable  for  the  outstanding  obligations  aforesaid  in  the 
proportion  of  19  of  the  former  for  28  of  the  latter. 

This  recommendation  is  of  course  to  be  made  conditional  on  the  understanding  that  your  com- 
mittee holds  and  has  the  authority  to  exchange  the  obligations  mentioned  in  your  previous 
communications  to  us,  amounting  to  at  least  twenty-three  millions  of  dollars.

Our  understanding  of  your  communication  is  that  if  we  will  amend  our  proposition  on  the  follow- 
ing basis,  it  will  be  unanimously  adopted  by  your  Commission,  viz:  that  there  be  an  issue  of 
$19,000,000  of  bonds,  having  one  hundred  years  to  run,  bearing  interest  at  two  per  cent,  per  annum 
for  ten  years,  and  three  per  cent,  for  the  remaining  ninety  years,  and  that  the  new  bonds  issued 
are  to  conform  in  their  general  character  to  those  issued  under  the  Riddleberger  bill. 

We  represent  over  823,000,000— out  of  $28,000,000— of  debt  stated  by  you  as  outstanding  (excluding 
bonds  held  by  the  United  States  and  the  schools  and  colleges  of  the  State). 

We  therefore  understand  that  under  such  amended  proposition  we  should  receive  $19,000  of  new 
bonds  for  every  $28,000  of  old  indebtedness  surrendered. 

It  may  go  without  saying,  that  we  are  to  receive  for  the  West  Virginia  portion  of  the  "  old  bonds  '* 
and  interest  thereon,  similar  certificate.'  to  those  issued  by  the  State  under  the  Riddleberger  bill. 

We  beg  to  say  that  the  proposition  submitted  by  us,  as  amended  by  you,  will  go  to  our  con- 
stituents with  our  cheerful  recommendation. 

New  bonds  to  bear  interest  from  July  1, 1891. 

We  desire  now  to  acknowledge  the  uninterrupted  courtesy  of  your  Commission  during  these  pro- 
tracted and  delicate  negotiations,  and  if  in  discussing  these  questions,  any  abruptness  has  been 
shown,  we  trust  that  your  honorable  body  will  not  attribute  it  to  a  want  of  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy  which  hsts  at  all  times  been  extended  to  us.

GOVERNOR'S  OFFICE, 
Richmond,  Va.,  January  18,  1892. 
To  the  General  Assembly : 

I  send  herewith  a  communication  from  bis  Excellency  A.  B.  Fleming,  gov- 
ernor of  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  asking  that  certain  "original  books  and  papers 
now  in  the  possession  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  be  delivered  to  the 
authorities  of  his  State."  The  records  asked  for  embrace  the  land  books,  original 
survejrs,  land  grants  and  sheriffs  returns  of  delinquent  lands,  &c.,  &c.,  of  the  coun- 
ties now  composing  the  State  of  West  Virginia. 

If  there  are  now  among  these  records  anything  of  value,  historic  or  otherwise, 
to  this  State,  I  would  advise  that  they  be  not  given  up,  but  that  the*  authorities  of 
the  State  of  West  Virginia  should  be  allowed  to  copy  such  of  them  as  they 'desire, 
upon  reasonable  terms. 

I  have  requested  the  first  auditor  and  the  registrar  of  the  land  office  to  examine 
the  communication  of  Governor  Fleming,  and  report  the  facts  to  me.  These  reports 
accompany  this  message  to  which  reference  is  made  for  information  on  the  subject.

Sir: 

Referring  to  our  conference  in  November  last,  it  was  understood  that  I  would 
address  to  your  excellency  a  communication  indicating  such  original  books  and 
papers,  now  in  possession  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  and  pertaining  to 
lands  within  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  as  it  is  desired  to  be  delivered  to  the 
authorities  of  this  State ;  and  of  what  books  and  papers  this  State  desires  the 
privilege  of  obtaining  copies.  I  now  hand  to  your  excellency  a  list  of  such  books 
and  papers,  viz : 

1.  All  the  original  land  books  of  all  the  counties  now  in  West  Virginia,  which 
were  made  since  such  counties  were  formed. 

2.  The  privilege  of  copying  the  land  books  of  the  counties  from  which  the  Wei* 
Virginia  counties  were  taken,  where  part  of  the  original  county  still  remains  in 
Virginia. 

3.  The  original  surveys  returned  to  the  Virginia  land  office  from  all  the  counties 
now  in  West  Virginia,  or  if  they  can  not  be  had,  the  privilege  of  copying  such  sur- 
veys. 

4.  The  privilege  of  copying  the  grants  of  lands  now  in  West  Virginia,  and  also 
of  copying  the  surveys  on  which  such  grants  issued,  if  the  original  surveys  cannot 
be  had.  • 

5.  The  returns  of  sheriffs  of  delinquent  lands  or  the  privilege  of  copying  the 
same,  and  also  the  sales  by  sheriffs  of  delinquent  lands,  or  the  privilege  of  copying 
the  same. 

It  seems  to  me  that  I  have  requested  the  delivery  to  this  State  of  only  such  of 
the  books  and  papers  as  are  wholly  useless  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  but 
which  are  of  great  value  to  the  land  owners  of  this  State,  and  without  which  we 
have  not  within  our  own  State  the  means,  in  many  instances,  of  showing  the  con- 
dition of  our  land  titles. 

Many  of  our  lands  are  rapidly  increasing  in  value,  thus  making  it  very  impor- 
tant to  have  within  easy  reach  all  the  records  relating  to  them. 

I  trust  it  will  be  the  pleasure  of  your  excellency  to  recommend  to  the  legislatare 
now  in  session,  the  passage  of  an  act  to  authorize  the  delivery  to  some  agent  of 
this  State,  whom  I  shall  appoint  to  receive  the  same,  of  such  of  the  books  and 
papers  as  I  have  indicated ;  and  further,  to  accord  to  this  State  the  privilege  of  copy- 
ing such  books  and  papers  as  this  State  desires,  and  which  cannot  properly  be 
surrendered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia.

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MEMORANDUM 

By  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  in  relation  to  the  matter  mentioned  in  the  letter  of 
Governor  Fleming  to  Governor  McKinney. 

The  land  books  referred  to  in  this  section  are  of  no  use  to  the  Auditor  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties.  On  the  contrary,  they  cause  him  much  trouble  in  this 
way.  Constant  requests  are  made  to  the  auditor  to  give  certified  extracts  from 
these  books  to  be  used  in  contests  pending  in  West  Virginia  relating  to  the  title  to 
lands.  Where  the  examination  of  these  books  is  necessary  to  enable  the  auditor 
to  give  the  certificate,  will  require  only  a  few  hours  to  make,  the  auditor  gives  it 
free  of  charge,  although  the  time  of  the  clerk  who  makes  the  examination  is  paid 
for  by  this  State,  and  can  well  be  employed  in  attending  to  her  business.  Where 
it  will  take  a  day  or  more  to  make  said  examination,  the  auditor  refuses  to  have  it 
made  by  his  clerks,  but  requires  the  party  desiring  the  certificate  to  employ  a 
competent  person  to  make  it.  That  frequently  causes  a  disagreeable  discussion  as 
to  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to  have  the  examination  made  free  of  cost,  or  as  to  the 
fee  charged  by  the  person  who  makes  .the  examination. 

Whilst  the  auditor  would  be  glad  to  be  saved  the  annoyance  indicated,  the 
General  Assembly  and  the  governor  must  determine  the  question  of  parting  with 
the  records  of  what  was  formerly  the  territory  of  Virginia. 

The  foregoing  applies  to  the  records  mentioned  in  the  second  and  fifth  sections 
of  the  letter  of  Governor  Fleming,  as  well  as  the  first  section.

Dbar  Sir: 

In  reply  to  the  letter  of  the  governor  of  West  Virginia,  which  was 
referred  to  this  office,  will  say  that  the  third  and  fourth  clauses  of  this  letter  are 
the  only  ones  that  refer  to  this  office. 

Third  clause  is  as  follows:  "The  original  surveys  returned  to  the  Virginia  land 
office  from  all  the  counties  now  in  West  Virginia,  or  if  they  cannot  be  had,  the 
privilege  of  copying  such  surveys." 

There  are  a  number  of  these  surveys  that  have  been  copied  at  considerable 
•expense  to  this  State,  and  are  not  yet  bound  (or  put  in  book  form),  and  quite  a 
number  yet  to  be  recorded  and  bound,  while  three-fourths  of  them  are  already 
recorded  in  well-bound  books.  We  have  frequent  calls  by  parties  for  copies  of 
these  surveys  (made  from  the  original)  from  other  States  than  that  of  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  by  parting  with  these  original  surveys  would  cause  some  trouble  to 
those  applying  for  copies  and  deprive  this  State  of  considerable  revenue  which  it 
now  derives  from  that  source,  and  of  course  the  authorities  of  We^  Viiirfnia 
would  not  require  the  copying  of  the  survey  books  if  possession  of  the  original 
surveys  were  given  them  (as  it  would  be  but  an  easy  matter  for  them  to  make 
their  own  records).  Many  of  these  surveys  are  missing,  and  those  recorded  are 
in  volumes  in  which  the  surveys  of  our  own  State  are  recorded. 

As  to  the  (lause  marked  fourth,  the  register  of  the  land  office  has  no  objection 
to  the  copying  of  these  records,  provided  it  is  done  under  his  supervision  and 
direction,  and  paid  for  by  the  State  of  West  Virginia.  To  grant  the  request  made 
by  the  governor  of  West  Virginia  ("the  privilege  of  copying  these  records") 
would  be  impracticable,  as  it  would  greatly  interfere  with  the  duties  now  incum- 
bent upon  this  office.

I  herewith  transmit  the  report  of  the  Fish  Commissioner  for  the  last  fiscal 
year.

Dear  Sir: 

You  will  probably  receive  by  this  mail  my  report  for  the  year  1891; 
in  addition  thereto,  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  suggestions  in  a  line 
with  the  information  you  have  intimated  a  desire  to  obtain. 

From  an  examination  personally,  and  from  report'*  of  the  clerks  of  courts  for 
the  various  tidewater  counties,  I  do  not  think  that  more  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
fish  pounds  are  duly  licensed.  The  same  is  true  of  the  haul-seines.  No  license  is 
required  for  the  lar;:e  number  of  gill-nets  that  every  year  infest  our  rivers  and 
their  tributaries.  There  is  no  way  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  law  as  to  pay- 
ing the  license  tax.  I  think  the  tax  on  the  pound-nets  and  large  haul-seines 
might  be  increa^^ed  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars.  On  gill-nets  it  might 
be  made  $1,  and  the  fish  commissioner  be  authorized  to  visit  these  various  fisheries, 
including  the  jmrse  nets  for  menhaden,  and  make  a  personal  inspection  of  the 
license  granted  by  the  clerks  of  their  respective  courts.  The  law  should  be  enforced 
against  non-residents  who  frequently  exercise  all  the  privileges  of  citizenship  in 
our  waters.  Every  year  there  is  an  increasing  fleet  of  New  England  fishing 
vessels,  engaged  in  catching  blue  fish  with  hand  lines  and  purse  nets,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  citizen  fisherman.  I  know  no  way  in  which  this  class  of  non-law- 
abiding  fisherman  can  be  looked  after  except  by  the  fish  commissioner  who,  in 
the  discharge  of  the  other  duties  incident  to  his  office,  come  directly  in  contact 
with  them. 

I  regret  to  report  a  more  contracted  range  of  work,  and  smaller  results  for  the 
season  just  past,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  General  Assembly  made  no  appropriation 
for  our  department  at  its  last  seasion.  My  associates  in  this  work  are  exi>ert  fish 
culturists,  and  have  had  but  little  compensation  for  their  services  except  such  small 
sums  as  I  have  personally  advanced,  with  the  expectation  that  they  would  even- 
tually be  paid. 

If  you  can  recommend  an  appropriation  for  this  work,  so  important  to  tide- 
water and  indirectly  to  the  whole  State,  all  our  people  will  be  its  beneficiaries. 

New  York  appropriates  annually  $30,000,  the  lake  states  from  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  to  twelve  thousand,  while  Maryland,  with  not  half  the  resources  or 
people  to  benefit,  appropriates  fifteen  thousand. 

Hoping  it  may  accord  with  your  judgment  to  make  such  recommendation.

To  His  Ktcellmcy  P.  W.  McKinney, 

Governor  of  Virginia : 

Sir: 

In  conformity  with  section  2129  of  the  Code  of  1887,  directing  the  commis- 
sioner of  fishenes  of  Virginia  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor  of  the 
worfe  accomplished  by  him,  with  such  sujigest ions  and  recommendations  as  to  the 
propagation  and  protection  of  fis<h  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report: 

While,  the  work  of  artificial  propagation  has  been  eminently  successful  on  the 
small  scale  to  which  we  were  necessarily  restricted  by  the  want  of  funds,  we  have 
not  been  able  to  include  the  ova  of  many  varieties  of  fish  which  it  is  highly 
desirable  to  reproduce,  or  to  give  to  the  examination  of  dams  and  fish-ways  on  our 
rivers  that  close  attention  that  its  importance  in  its  bearings  upon  our  food-fish 
supply  demands.  The  number  of  ova  of  Spanish  mackerel,  available  for  hatch- 
ing, were  less  this  year,  as  we  could  take  the  ripe  fish  from  only  two  makerel 
fisheries  nearest  the  hatchery,  and  our  work  of  artifi(;ial  hatching  was  confined  to 
the  two  months  of  June  and  July.  This,  the  most  valuable  commercial  variety  of 
our  salt-water  fish,  is  becoming  less  numerous  each  year,  and  in  the  absence  of 
conservative  measures,  will  soon  cease  to  be  reckoned  among  the  industries  of 
tidewater. 

We  note  with  regret  that  other  important  edible  varieties  are  become  almost 
extinct  that  ten  years  ago  were  taken  in  large  numbers.  The  number  of  sheeps- 
head  captured  last  year  in  fish-pounds  from  Cape  Charles  to  Tangier  island  was 
about  sixty-three,  a  catc^h  that,  as  compared  with  that  of  ten  years  ago,  when 
twenty-five  thousand  were  taken  on  the  same  range  in  one  seivson,  sinks  into  in- 
significance. 

Striped  bass,  that  once  were  quite  abundant,  have  become  a  dilficult  fish  to 
catch  in  profitable  quantities.  Other  fish,  each  species  of  which  is  of  scarcely  less 
importance,  are  yielding  to  the  devices  for  their  capture  to  be  found  on  all  sides 
in  the  creeks,  rivers,  and  bays  ;  and  even  the  shore  of  old  ocean  himself,  the  ditii- 
culties  of  which  seemed  at  one  time  to  be  insurmountable,  is  now  paying  tribute 
to  the  persevering  industry  of  the  fisherman. 

We  note  the  continuance  of  large  numbers  of  trout,  gray  and  speckled  (cyonos- 
cion  regale  and  C  maculatum),  and  blue  fish  (pomatomus  sallatrix) ;  while  the 
spot  (leostonms  xanthuriss)  and  hog-fish  (L.  falcatus)  have  been  unusually  scarce 
the  past  season,  e8i)ecially  on  the  east  side  of  the  Chesapeake  bay. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  annually  increasing  numbers  of  shad  and  perch,  a 
condition  due  to  a  large  propagating  force  systematically  employed  by  the  United 
States  and  the  coast-state  fish  commissions.    There  were  not  less  than  four  hun- 
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dred  and  fifty  millions  of  shad  fry  deposited  in  the  waters  of  the  United  States 
during  the  spring  of  1891.  Of  this  large  total,  Virginia  has  contributed  but  a 
small  quota.  It  is  very  desirable  that  ova  of  trout,  sheepshead,  striped  bass,  bonita 
and  sturgeon,  which  are  available  in  great  numbers,  should  be  artificially  devel- 
oped, and  thus  conserved  to  the  fishermen,  instead  of  being  lost  as  is  now  the  case. 

The  failure  to  make  an  appropriation  for  fish  cultural  work  at  the  last  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  has  not  only  seriously  embarrassed  us  in  the  work  of  arti- 
ficial propagation,  but  has  hindred  the  efl^ective  work  of  the  commission  in  several 
scarcely  less  important  directions.  We  have  not  been  able  to  comply  with  more  than 
one-fourth  of  the  demands  made  upon  us  by  residents  of  the  State  for  young  fish  for 
stocking  ponds  and  htreams  above  tidewater.  A  large  area  of  river  bottom,  the 
natural  spawning  ground  of  the  anadromous  fish,  is  either  rendered  inaccessible  to 
the  gravid  fish  or  worse  than  useless,  by  reason  of  the  bad  condition  of  the  water, 
made  foul,  or  even  putrid,  by  the  refuse  of  mills,  factories,  &c.,  thus  smothering  the 
ova  or  poisoning  the  embryo  fish.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  by  this  n^lect 
of  proper  legislation,  greater  ravages  are  made  on  our  annual  production  of  shad, 
herring  and  perch  than  the  number  taken  by  maij. 

"  Years  ago,  before  obstruction.s  existed,  the  migration  of  shad  in  the  James 
river  extended  into  the  heart  of  the  Alleghanies,  two  hundred  and  fifly  miles 
above  tidewater,  and  in  the  Rappahannock  to  the  very  base  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
mountains.  The  curtailment  of  the  breeding  area  by  the  erection  of  dame  and 
other  obstructions  on  both  rivers,  has  developed  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the 
productive  capacity  of  the  streams." — M.  McDonald,  United  States  Fish  Com- 
missioner. 

A  strict  surveillance  of  the  fish-ways  that  now  exist,  and  the  erection  of  othere 
where  necessary  for  the  passage  offish,  would  do  much  to  supplement  the  work 
of  the  national  and  State  fish  commiasions.  The  deposit  of  waste  material  of  mills 
and  factories,  making  impure  and  sometimes  i>oison(m8,  by  mechanical  or  chemi- 
cal means,  the  waters  of  these  streams,  sliould  be  prohibited,  and  the  fish  commis- 
sioner empowered  to  enforce  the  observance  of  these  requirements. 

The  large  number  of  pound-nets  that  ofler  an  almost  insuperable  barrier  to  the 
passage  of  fish  up  the  narrow  streams  to  their  spawning  grounds,  should  be  lifted 
at  frequent  and  regular  intervals.  This  could  be  done  without  seriously  inter- 
fering with  the  success  of  the  shad  fisheries,  and  add  materially  to  the  natural 
supply  of  young  fish. 

It  is  now  pretty  generally  conceded  that  so  far  as  the  pelagic  or  sea  fisheries  are 
concerned,  man's  operations  have  but  little  effect,  and  legislation  imposing  unrea- 
sonable restrictions  upon  their  capture  deprive  many  fishermen  of  a  profitable  oc- 
cupation, with  no  compensating  advantage  in  the  increa^se  of  fish.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  anadromous  fish,  those  returning  to  our  fresh- water  rivers  to  reproduce 
their  young  and  those  whose  habital  is  above  tidewater,  are  the  species  on  which 
man  exercises  the  most  influence :  on  the  one  hand,  by  capture  and  by  oblitera- 
tion and  destruction  of  their  spawning-grounds  ;  while  on  the  other  hand  they  are 
the  most  susceptible  to  increase  by  artificial  means  and  judicious  fishery  laws. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  liberal  plantings  of  mountain  and  brook  trout  and  bass 
be  made  in  the  streams  of  the  State  above  tidewater,  where  conditions  suitable 
for  their  growth  and  multiplications  obtain.  Were  we  enabled  to  successfully 
stock  some  of  these  streams  with  suitable  fry,  much  would  be  done  to  popularize 
this  wholesome  and  appetizing  article  of  diet,  and  add  greatly  to  the  domestic  econ- 
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omy  of  the  people.  We  might  imitate  with  profit  the  other  States,  which  are  con- 
ducting this  work  on  such  a  large  scale,  and  so  successfully.  So  long  as  this  matter 
is  left  to  the  people,  and  not' made  the  special  duty  of  one  fully  equipped  for  the 
work,  just  so  long  will  the  streams  remain  barren  and  great  opportunities  be 
n^lected. 

That  the  stocking  of  these  streams  is  greatly  desire<i,  is  evidenced  by  the  great 
and  constantly  increasing  demand  for  young  fish  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 

Your  commissioner  is  in  receipt  of  a  very  large  number  of  letters  of  inquiry 
from  manufacturers  from  other  States  desiring  to  locate  on  our  shores  and  estab- 
lish their  factories  here,  if  the  advantages  we  have  to  offer  prove  a  sufficient 
inducement.  The  manufacturer  of  sardines,  the  producers  of  canned  fish,  oys- 
ters, clams,  crabs  and  caviare  from  the  roe  of  the  sturgeon,  are  seeking  new  fields 
for  their  labor.  The  material  for  all  these  we  have  in  abundance,  and  much 
cheaper  in  some  instances  than  where  they  are  now  produced ;  and  to  advertise 
our  riches  so  they  may  be  known  and  appreciated  by  the  business  people  of  our 
own  and  other  States,  is  but  a  simple  business  proposition,  the  value  of  which 
cannot  be  over  estimated.  To  this  end  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  a  careful 
and  comprehensive  statement  be  prepared,  fully  setting  forth  our  various  fish — 
scale  and  shell— with  the  season  of  their  greatest  abundance,  their  size,  quality 
and  feeding  ground,  and  all  other  information  obtainable  pertaining  to  them  as 
will  fully  meet  the  inquiries  of  people  whom  we  would  have  locate  in  our  State. 
It  is  not  generally  known  that  we  have  abundant  material  for  the  production  of 
sardines,  of  other  preparations  of  fish  in  oil,  fish  of  the  finest  quality  and  in  great 
abundance  for  canning,  and  that  sturgeon  abound  in  all  our  rivers.  It  would  be 
advisable  to  have  this  compilation  of  facts  and  statistics  prepared  during  the  com- 
ing year  and  furnished  the  present  distinguished  commissioner  of  agriculture  of 
Virginia  for  publication  in  his  next  annual  report,  so  that  it  will  receive  a  wider 
circulation  than  will  obtain  from  the  pages  of  this  report. 

A  very  pertinent  inquiry,  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  answer  so  satisfecto- 
rily,  is :  "  What  is  Virginia  doing  to  preserve  and  improve  her  fisheries?  "  They 
urge  with  much  force  that  other  States  are  making  large  appropriations  annually 
to  repair  the  ravages  of  man,  and  they  express  the  fear  that  unless  this  is  done  in 
Virginia  our  natural  supply  will  fail  under  the  strain  of  a  large  and  growing  de- 
mand for  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  fish.  They  point  to  the  almost  exhaustion  of 
the  salmon  of  the  Columbia  river  that  obtained  some  years  ago  when  many  of  the 
large  canning  establishments  had  to  suspend  operations,  and  to  their  revival  under 
the  stimulus  of  artificial  propagation  and  conservative  legislation,  and  to  the 
white  fisheries  of  the  great  lakes,  whose  product  steadily  diminished  until  re- 
stocking by  the  United  i^tates  commission  and  the  commissions  of  the  several 
lake  States  assumed  such  large  proportions.  But  for  the  work  of  the  fish  commis- 
sions the  shad  fisheries  would  have  been  abandoned  in  many  of  the  places  where 
the  waters  formerly  teemed  with  this  delicious  fish,  and  the  occupation  of  the 
shad  fishermen  of  the  James,  Mobjack  bay,  Rappahannock,  and  Potomac  rivers 
would  be  gone. 

From  statistics  gathered  by  our  department  from  our  own  State,  and  from  other 
Atlantic  States,  we  find  there  has  been  a  very  decided  increase  in  the  catch  of 
QhaA  and  other  anadromous  fish.  The  catch  last  year  in  the  sounds  and  rivers  of 
North  Carolina,  in  the  waters  of  Maryland,  Delaware,  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island  was  greater  than  it  has  been  for  years.    In  all  these 
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States  the  work  of  the  fish  culturist  has  been  pushed  with  great  vigor  and  success 
In  Virginia  only  has  the  work  been  allowed  to  languish,  and  there  is  no  State  in 
which  a  larger  number  of  people  are  the  beneficiaries  than  our  own,  nor  one  that 
has  greater  opportunities  for  pisicultural  work.  Our  increasing  population,  and 
the  lack  of  other  profitable  occupations,  make  the  conservation  and  improvement 
of  our  fisheries  a  prime  and  pressing  necessity. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  the  hatching  of  shad  could  not  be  prosecuted  on 
a  larger  scale  during  the  past  season,  as  there  is  no  variety  of  fish  more  univer- 
sally known  and  appreciate<l  by  our  people,  and  we  have  every  opportunity  for 
increasing  this  valuable  food  fish  except  the  money.  It  is  known  by  all  who  are 
at  all  familiar  with  the  subject,  how  plentiful  early  in  the  present  centur)'  were 
these  fish,  and  how,  by  reason  of  the  continuous  and  constantly  increa.sing  pursuit 
of  them,  their  numbers  were  diminished  until  there  was  scarcely  profit  in  the 
fishery.  They  became  so  dear  that  the  poor  man  could  not  afford  to  buy  them. 
Fifteen  years  ago,  even  in  the  most  plentiful  season,  they  brought  in  market  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars  per  one  hundred.  Since  the  United  States  Commission, 
seconded  by  the  various  State  fish  commissions  of  the  Atlantic  coa**t,  have  been 
making  such  large  deposits  of  fry  in  the  rivers  and  bays  of  the  Atlantic  coast,  the 
price  has  dropped  to  twenty-five  dollars  per  one  hundred  ;  and  last  year  they  sold 
for  the  comparatively  low  price  of  ten  cents  each.  Instead  of  being  a  luxury  for 
the  rich  only,  they  have  been  brought  within  the  reach  of  the  workingman.  Aa 
a  natural  consequence,  our  people  are  deeply  concerned  in  the  continuance  and 
effectiveness  of  the  work  of  the  fish  culturist. 

As  illustrating  the  decline  in  our  sea  fisheries  (pelagic),  evidenced  by  the  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  pound-nets,  it  is  only  necessary  to  recur  to  the  history  of 
the  pound-net  in  Virginia  waters.  In  1875  there  was  only  one  fish-pound  in  the 
State ;  in  1877  there  were  about  sixty  ;  in  1880  there  were  on  the  Potomac  forty- 
six;  on  the  west  side  of  the  bay  one  hundred  and  seven,  and  on  the  east  nine. 
The  value  of  the  fish,  including  menhaden,  was  $906,008.

These  statistics  show  conclusively  that  our  fisheries  are  not  as  prosperous  as  they 
were  a  few  years  ago,  and  experience  points  incontestibly  to  conservative  measures 
that  will  at  least  check,  if  not  repair  the  disaster  already  incurred. 

The  State  of  New  York  appropriates  annually,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for 
fish  cultural  work,  Michigan,  ten  thousand,  Illinois,  ten  thousand,  Missouri,  seven 
thousand  five  hundred,  and  Maryland,  fifteen  thousand.  The  above  named  J^tates 
have  cars  and  steamers  for  the  more  effective  pt'rformance  of  the  work  of  their 
fish  commissioners. 

It  is  respectftilly  recommended  that  provu<ion  be  made  for  an  exhibit  of  our 
marine  resources  at  the  WorhVs  Fair  to  be  held  at  Chicago.  At  a  meeting  of 
fish  commissioners  to  formulate  plans  for  the  fi^^hery  exhibition,  Virginia  was 
earnestly  sought  through  her  commissioner  to  be  present ;  and  it  is  greatly  to  be 
desired,  that  if  represented  at  all,  her  display  shall  do  justice  to  her  inconceivably 
grand  resources,  an  advertisement  that  could  not  po.ssibly  be  effected  to  such 
advantage  in  any  other  way. 
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There  is  no  subject  so  fruitful  of  discussion  at  this  time  in  tidewater  Virginia, 
as  that  of  the  oyster,  nor  no  subject  about  which  there  are  so  many  and  such  con- 
flicting opinions. 

Having  gone  somewhat  at  length  into  this  matter  in  former  reports,  and  the 
experience  of  each  successive  year  confirming  the  views  therein  set  forth,  I  will 
merely  repeat  the  following  suggestions:  the  oyster  grounds  of  the  State  should 
be  surv'eyed,  and  the  citizens  allowed  to  Ipase,  on  terras  with  which  the  poorer 
oystermen  can  comply,  for  a  definite  term  of  years,  such  tract  of  available  plant- 
ing ground  as  they  may  desire,  provided  their  allotment  shall  not  exceed  a  certain 
number  of  acres  in  one  tract.  These  leased  planting  grounds  should  be  accurately 
and  permanently  marked  by  a  competent  surveyor.  That  after  the  citizens  of 
Virginia  shall  have  been  supplied,  due  advertisement  by  the  State  should  be  made 
of  the  grounds  yet  unleased,  and  which  shall  be  open  to  non-residents  at  an  in- 
crease in  the  valuation  per  acre.  The  renters  of  oyster  ground  failing  to  pay  their 
rent  annually  should  be  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of  their  ground.  The  dredging  area 
of  the  Chesapeake  region  should  be  sub-divided  into  sections,  their  boundaries 
d  efined,  and  dredging  on  the  same  ground  for  more  than  one  season  without  a 
proper  period  of  rest,  should  be  illegal.  Oysters  less  than  two  inches  in  length 
should  be  declared  unsalable  in  any  of  the  markets  of  the  State  except  for  plant- 
ing in  the  waters  of  Virginia:  provided  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  oysters  on 
the  east  side  of  the  counties  of  Accomac  and  Northampton.  No  natural  bed  or 
rock  should  be  assigned  to  any  person  or  persons,  but  should  remain  the  common 
property  of  the  people,  and  what  constitutes  a  natural  bed  or  rock  should  be 
clearly  defined. 

The  oysters  taken  by  the  dredgers  and  tongmen  are  fewer  in  number  and 
quality  than  formerly,  the  result  of  working  over  the  same  ground  uniitermit- 
tingly  year  after  year.  Added  to  this,  is  the  reprehensible  practice  of  selling  for 
exportation  from  the  State  small  bred  oysters  at  a  small  price  for  planting  pur- 
poses, thereby  giving  our  competing  sister  States  the  opportunity  of  putting  on  the 
market  the  fully  developed  oysters  at  the  highest  market  price.  The  time  is  now 
at  hand  when  our  people  should  go  into  oyster  cultivation  on  a  rational  basis  as 
supplementary  to  the  natural  beds  and  rocks. 

There  are  hundreds  of  thousands  of  acres  under  our  rivers  and  bay  awaiting 
careful  and  intelligent  working  to  return  a  handsome  profit  to  the  expert  cultiva- 
tor, and  indirectly  to  the  State.  Under  the  present  system  of  legislation  regula- 
ting the  rights  of  the  planter  to  his  ground,  he  is  not  only  liable  to  be  dispossessed 
at  any  time  with  the  actual  loss  of  capital  expended  in  the  making  and  prepara- 
tion of  his  planting  ground,  but  to  lose  all  prospective  advantage  from  his  out- 
lay. This  uncertainty  of  tenure  has  kept,  and  will  continue  to  keep,  capital  from 
our  waters,  and  prevent  the  development  of  this  industry  to  a  degree  commensu- 
rate with  its  grand  possibilities. 

When  we  arrive  at  that  point  in  legislation  that  will  permit  us  to  view  our  river 
bottoms  and  shores  as  real  property  to  which  vested  rights  may  attach,  then  will 
oyster  culture  have  made  a  real  progress.  By  this  means  capital  may  be  safely 
invested  for  the  development  of  our  vast  resources,  the  interests  of  the  planters 
be  promoted,  and  many  millions  of  dollars  added  to  the  taxable  values  of  the 
State.

I  would  respectfully  urge  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  meet  the  con- 
tinually expanding  work  of  the  commission ;  to  enable  the  commissioner  to  exer- 
cise a  close  supervision  of  the  fish-ways  over  the  dams  and  other  obstructions  of 
the  great  rivers  of  the  State,  and  to  cause  them  to  be  erected  when  and  where  ne- 
cessary ;  to  enable  him  to  stock  the  streams  of  the  State  with  such  fish  as  are 
adapted  to  them ;  to  visit  the  fisheries  continuously  during  the  active  season,  to 
see  that  the  law  is  not  violated  by  non-residents  and  others ;  and  to  provide  a 
boat  suitable  for  the  requirements  of  the  commission.

As  prescribed  by  the  fundamental  law  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  a  list  of  the  persons  pardoned,  reprieved,  or  whose 
punishment  has  been  commuted  during  the  last  two  years,  with  the  reasons 
therefor.

James  G.  Adams,  Pittsylvania  county,  convicted  February,  1890,  of  abduction  of 
a  female  for  immoral  purposes,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ; 
pardoned  May  3,  1890,  on  the  ground  that  the  facts  do  not  appear  to  make  out 
the  crime  for  which  the  party  was  indicted ;  this  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of 
many  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  countv,  and  is  concurred  in  by  the  judge 
of  the  county  court. 


Pleasant  Agnew,  Floyd  county,  convicted  June,  1890,  of  unlawful  assault; 
sentenced  to  six  months  in  county  jail ;  pardon  granted  on  recommendation  of 
the  county  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  by  the  party  assaulted,  who 
stated  he  was  in  fault  and  not  seriously  injured. 


W.  G.  Atwell  Charlotte  county,  convicted  May,  1890,  of  forgery,  and  sen- 
tenced to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  March  12, 1891.  There  seemed 
to  be  serious  doubt  in  the  minds  of  a  number  of  prominent  citizens  as  to  whether 
the  young  man  was  fuUylaware  of  the  seriousness  of  the  act  he  was  committing 
when  he  signed  his  relative's  name  to  an  order  at  a  country  store  for  a  small 
amount,  and  the  judge  and  prosecuting  attorney,  the  jury  and  a  number  of  re- 
spectable citizens  recommend  him  to  Executive  clemency.  He  has  served  out, 
allowing  him  credit  for  good  behavior,  about  one-half  of  his  term.  I  have 
determined  for  these  reasons,  and  out  of  consideration  for  his  family,  to  pardon 
him. 


Andekson  Allison,  Wythe  county,  convicted  December,  1890,  of  wrecking  care 
on  a  railroad ;  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  Apiil  29, 
1891,  on  certificate  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary,  that  this  is  a 
hopeless  case  of  consumption,  and  prisoirer  cannot  live  but  a  short  time ;  which 
certificate  is  concurred  in  by  the  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary,  Major  W. 
W.  Moses. 


William  Bundy,  Page  county,  convicted  February,  1888,  of  burglary,  and  sen- 
tenced to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  April  7, 1890.  This  party  was 
found  guilty  on  the  testimony  Jof  one  who  was  found  guilty  of  house-breaking 
and  larceny ;  the  facts  in  the  case  are  not  given,  but  the  judge  recommends  him 
to  pardon,  and  so  does  the  Commonwealth's  attorney ;  the  jury  say  that  they 
are  not  satisfied  with  their  verdict,  and  therefore  ask  his  pardon.  The  prisoner 
has  borne  a  good  character,  and  behaved  well  since  his  confinement  in  prison ;  for 
these  considerations  I  extend  Executive  clemency  in  this  case.  • 
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Tarleton  Brooke,  convicted  October,  1889,  of  felony,  and  sentenced  to  one  year 
in  the  county  jail  upon  his  trial  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  and  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary  upon  trial  in  the  hustings  court  of 
said  city.  Pardon  granted  on  the  following  certificate,  to- wit :  James  Brooks,  alias 
Tarleton  Brooks  (colored),  sentenced  to  one  year  in  jail  by  police  justice,  and  to 
two  years  in  penitentiary  by  the  judge  of  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of 
Richmond,  is  sufiering  from  consumption  and  liable  to  die  at  any  time.  I  would 
recommend  his  pardon  that  he  mav  receive  treatment  at  the  almshouse.

Judge  Hustings  Court, 

John  F.  Bryant,  Craig  county,  convicted  March,  1890,  of  misdemeanor,  and  sent 
to  jail  for  sixty  days  and  fined  $50;  pardon  granted  May  15, 1890,  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  physician  to  the  jail. 


Lloyd  Bradley,  Craig  county,  convicted  February,  1889,  of  larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  June  17,  1890,  upon  the 
urgent  recommendation  of  Dr.  John  W.  Nash,  surgeon,  and  W.  W.  Moses,  Esq., 
superintendent  of  the  penitentiary. 


James  Booker  (colored),  Cumberland  county,  convicted  May,  1889,  of  murder 
in  the  first  degree ;  sentenced  commuted  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary 
for  the  following  reasons,*  to-wit : 

1st.  Prisoner  was  not  defended  by  counsel. 

2d.  The  principal  witness  against  him  was  his  o^n  child,  aged  eight  to  ten 
years,  who  was  so  ignorant  as  to  make  admissibility  of  his  testimony  a  question 
of  doubtful  propriety. 

3d.  The  evidence  was  said  to  be  wholly  inconsistent. 

4th.  Some  years  ago  before  the  commission  of  this  crime,  the  prisoner  received 
a  blow  on  the  head  which  injured  his  mind  and  made  him  irresponsible.  Dr. 
Fuqua,  a  highly  intelligent  physician,  says :  "  That  after  a  careful  examination  he 
is  of  opinion  that  the  mental  condition  of  the  prisoner  is  not  such  as  to  render 
him  responsible  to  the  full  penalty  of  the  law." 

5th.  The  presiding  judge  reviews  the  evidence  and  recommends  commutation 
of  the  sentence  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary. 


Anna  Brown,  convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  June,  1890,- 
of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  city  jail ;  pardoned  on  re- 
commendation of  Mr.  J.  J.  Crutchfield  P.  J.,  and  on  the  certificate  of  Dr.  Wm.  S. 
Grordon,  physician  to  the  city  jail,  to  the  eflect  that  the  woman  was  about  to  be 
delivered  of  a  child,  and  that  there  was  no  proper  or  sufficient  accommodation 
for  a  woman  in  the  said  jail  for  a  woman  in  her  condition. 
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CitARLE8  Bowles,  Pitteylvania  county,  convicted  September,  1890,  of  malicious 
shooting,  and  sentenceil  to  six  months  in  the  county  jail ;  commuted  for  balance 
of  the  term  ui)on  condition  precedent,  that  he  pay  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  and  not  in  coupons,  the  fine  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  assessed 
against  him.  This  waa  done  on  the  recommendation  of  the  judge  who  presided 
at  his  trial,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case,  and  on  the 
petition  of  many  prominent  citizens,  all  of  whom  bear  testimony  to  the  previous 
good  character  of  the  prisoner. 

Austin  Brown,  convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  Novem- 
ber, 1890»  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  city  jail ;  pardoned 
December,  1890,  because  the  Governor  does  not  think  the  testimony  sufficient  to 
warrant  a  conviction. 


James  Bil^dshaw,  convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond, 
December,  1890,  of  misdemeanor  and  sentenced  to  six  months,  with  a  fine  of  fijfly 
dollars  assessed  against  him ;  commuted  for  the  balance  of  his  term  upon  con- 
dition that  he  pay  the  fine  and  costs  assessed  against  him  in  lawful  currency  of 
the  United  States  and  not  in  coupons. 


James  Booker,  convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  Octo- 
ber, 1890,  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
February  2,  1891,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  at' 
tomey,  and  by  the  parties  w^ho  were  injured.  The  good  character  of  the  prisoner 
is  vouched  for  by  a  number  of  the  citizens,  and  all  agree  that  no  crime  was  in- 
tended by  the  act  for  which  the  prisoner  was  found  guilty,  but  it  was  simply 
the  result  of  ignorance  of  the  ofiender  who  intended  to  wTite  an  order,  and 
not  to  violate  the  law. 


James  Bridget,  Rappahannock  county,  convicted  April,  1890,  of  horse  stealing, 
and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  April  23, 1891.  The 
petition  in  the  case  was  very  meagre.  He  was  twice  tried  before  conviction ;  on 
the  first  trial  the  jury  were  unable  to  agree,  on  the  second  he  was  convicted  and 
sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  the  shortest  term  fixed  by  the  law  for  the  crime 
alleged  against  him,  three  years.  His  term  will  expire  in  November  next.  He 
is  a  very  old  man  with  a  large  and  dependent  family.  His  conduct  in  prison  has 
been  excellent.  Since  my  inauguration  he  has  been  working  on  the  capitol  square 
and  at  the  mansion,  he  has  demeaned  himself  with  great  propriety  and  his  con- 
duct has  met  with  the  approval  of  all. 


James  F.  Bellamy,  convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Charlottes- 
ville, of  unlawful  cutting,  March  12,  1890,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail; 
pardoned  May  1, 1891,  on  account  of  the  bad  health  of  the  prisoner,  as  certified 
to  by  the  physician  to  the  jail,  also  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  Com- 
monwealth's attorney. 

Fleming  Kline,  Wythe  county,  convicted  December,  1889,  of  burglary  and 
sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  because  of  some  doubt  as 
to  his  guilt,  and  because  it  is  asked  for  by  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attor- 
ney, the  jury  and  many  prominent  citizens. 
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Wesley  Cardwell,  Campbell  county,  convicted  December,  1889,  for  removing 
goods  with  intent  to  defeat  a  levy  (vide  Code  3712),  and  sentenced  to  fifteen  days 
in  jail ;  pardoned  because  the  petition  was  signed  by  many  prominent  citizens  of 
the  county,  and  a  number  of  the  jury  who  tried  him.  Prisoner  was  a  man  of 
good  character  though  of  weak  mind,  and  was  not  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
goods  had  been  levied  upon.  The  debt  has  been  paid  in  full,  and  the  parties  in- 
jured by  his  act  ask  for  his  pardon.  He  was  sick  at  the  time  of  his  trial  and 
could  not  appear. 

Cabell  Christian,  convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Lynch- 
burg, January,  1890,  of  grand  larceny.  The  papers  do  not  show  whether  the  lar- 
ceny was  from  the  person  or  common  larceny ;  the  property  appears  to  have  been 
taken  from  the  party  with  whom  the  prisoner  was  spending  the  night,  and  it  is 
not  clear  whether  the  articles  were  given  to  him  or  whether  he  took  them.  The 
prisoner  had  been  on  a  spree  for  quite  a  number  of  days  and  seems  not  to  have 
been  at  all  himself.  His  pardon  is  asked  for  by  a  large  number  of  highly  intelli- 
gent citizens  of  Lynchburg  and  other  parts  of  the  State ;  the  jury  unite  with  the 
citizens  in  asking  for  a  commution  of  the  sentence,  or  a  full  pardon.  For  these 
reasons  I  have  determined  to  commute  his  sentence  from  confinement  in  the 
penitententiary  for  two  years  to  one  year  in  the  common  jail  of  the  city  of 
Lynchburg,  from  the  4th  of  April,  1890 ;  pardoned  January  5,  1891,  solely  on 
account  of  his  feeble  health. 


Madison  Cobb,  Southampton  county,  convicted  November,  1889,  of  petit  lar- 
ceny and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  county  jail ;  pardoned  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney,  some  of  the  jurors  and 
other  citizens. 


James  Claiborne,  Prince  Edward  county,  convicted  March  18, 1889,  of  house- 
breaking, and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  It  was  upon  his 
testimony  that  a  band  of  house-breakers  was  broken  up,  and  seven  or  eight  of 
them  sent  to  the  penitentiary.  Jim,  up  to  the  time  of  his  arrest  and  trial,  had 
always  borne  a  good  character,  and  was  a  useful  citizen.  His  conduct  in  prison 
has  been  good,  and  he  has  not  lost  more  than  six  days  during  his  term  of  con- 
finement in  the  penitentiary.  I  was  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  of  the 
county  of  Prince  Edward  at  the  time  of  his  trial  and  am  cognizant  of  the  facts 
in  the  case.    For  the  above  reasons  I  pardon  him— May  12, 1890. 


H.  H.  Carwood,  King  George  county,  con\icted  June,  1890,  of  assault  with  in- 
tent to  kill,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  county  jail ;  pardoned  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  judge  and  eleven  of  the  jurors,  together  with  those  of  many 
citizens. 


S.  W.  Chilton,  convicted  in  corporation  court  of  city^  of  Lynchburg,  August, 
1889,  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  on 
recommendation  of  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  all  of  the  jury  who 
tried  him. 


Charles  Cooke,  Norfolk  county,  convicted  in  the  county  court,  October,  18, 
1888,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  penitentiary  for  murder  in  second  de- 
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gree ;  pardoned  March  13, 1891,  on  certificate  of  Dr.  Nash,  surgeon  to  the  peniten- 
tiary, that  he  had  examined  the  prisoner  and  found  him  suffering  i^ith  consump- 
tion, and  further  confinement  would  only  shorten  a  life  which  could  not  last  much 
longer ;  also  endorsed  by  W.  W.  Moses,  Esq.,  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary. 


Barney  Cleaver,  Pulaski  county,  convicted  April,  1889,  of  robbery  and  sen- 
tenced to  penitentiary  for  five  years. 

This  party  was  indicted  for  robbery  along  with  one  Henry  Houston,  who  was 
tried  at  a  subsequent  term  on  the  same  charge  and  practically  upon  the  same 
testimony,  and  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  eight  years.  The  case  was  taken  up 
to  the  court  of  appeals  where  the  decision  of  the  court  below  was  reversed,  and 
the  case  remanded  for  further  proceedings.  The  Conunonwealth's  attorney  with 
the  consent  of  the  court  refused  to  prosecute  the  case  and  a  nolle  prosequi  was  en- 
tered, and  the  prisoner  discharged  from  custody.  The  petitioner  who  participated 
with  Houston  in  the  crime  has  been  in  the  penitentiary  since  April  term,  1889,  on 
the  same  charge.  His  petition  has  been  referred  to  the  judge,  Isaac  Hudson,  who 
presided  at  the  trial,  and  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case, 
and  they  both  concur  in  the  opinion  that  this  is  a  case  for  Executive  clemency. 
The  paper  is  also  signed  by  nine  of  the  jury,  and  by  a  number  of  prominent 
citizens.  Under  the  circumstances  I  have  ordered  the  pardon  of  the  petitioner, 
that  even-handed  justice  might  be  done.  If  Houston  was  discharged  by  the 
court,  Cleaver  ought  to  be  discharged ;  the  court  has  discharged  the  one,  and  I 
the  other. 


Henry  Dixon,  convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  Sep- 
tember, 1890,  of  horse-stealing,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of 
three  years ;  commuted  October  9, 1890,  to  twelve  months  in  jail. 

The  petitioner  was  a  youth  of  fifteen  years;  from  the  country  and  inexperi- 
enced ;  of  weak  mind,  and  was  the  tool  of  another  j)erson  who  was  the  real 
criminal ;  the  mule  was  returned  at  once  to  its  owner,  and  the  money  was  never 
paid  on  the  check. 

W.  A.  Davis,  convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  Petersburg,  February  18, 1880, 
of  grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
April  29,  1891,  on  recommendation  of  surgeon  and  superintendent  of  the  peniten- 
tiary, who  report  this  a  hopeless  case  of  consumption,  and  that  prisoner  can  live 
but  a  short  while. 


Victoria  Eames,  convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond? 
November,  1889,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail  and  secu- 
lity ;  pardon  granted  on  certificate  of  Dr.  Wm.  Gordon,  surgeon  to  city  jail,  that 
she  is  suffering  from  consumption,  disease  in  both  lungs,  inflamable,  and  recom- 
mending such  measures  as  would  give  her  the  best  chances  for  comfort,  before  the 
disease  is  so  far  advanced  as  not  to  admit  of  her  removal  fix)m  the  jail ;  and  on 
certificate  of  Judge  Witt,  who  says ;  "  I  request  the  pardon  of  this  girl  upon  the 
above  certificate."    Pardon  granted  June,  1890. 


R.  Lee  Eanes,  convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Danville,  June,  1890,  of 
unlawful  cutting  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary. 
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This  was  a  sudden  aflfray,  the  partiefs  had  a  previous  difficulty,  weapon  used 
was  an  ordinary  pocket-knife ;  the  young  man  had  borne  a  good  character  before 
the  act ;  the  parties  previously  had  been  good  friends ;  the  prisoner  was  nineteen 
years  old,  and  of  a  highly  respectable  family ;  a  majority  of  the  jury  unite  in 
asking  his  pardon,  which  petition  is  signed  by  a  number  of  highly  respectable 
citizens.  The  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  declined  to  express  their 
opinions  upon  the  merits.  Under  consideration  of  all  of  the  facts  in  the  caae, 
sentence  was  commuted  to  six  months  in  the  city  jail  of  Danville,  dating  from 
date  of  sentence. 


Isaac  Ellis,  convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  Petersburg,  October,  1890,  of 
bigamy,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary;  pardoned  October, 
1890,  on  the  ground  of  the  extreme  age  of  the  prisoner,  and  in  consideration  of 
the  fact  that  he  believed  he  was  legally  divorced  from  his  first  wife,  and  upon  re- 
commendation of  the  jury  who  tried  the  case,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  who 
prosecuted,  and  that  of  the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial. 


Emma  Gray,  convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Winchester,  1890,  of 
keeping  a  house  of  ill-fame ;  sentenced  to  eleven  months  in  jail,  and  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars  assessed  against  her ;  pardoned  February  2, 1891,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  on  account  of  the  bad 
health  of  prisoner,  as  certified  to  by  Dr.  Miller,  physician  to  the  jail.  She  paid 
seventy-five  dollars  of  the  fine  assessed  against  her  in  money  and  not  in  coupons, 
the  balance  is  still  due. 


Paul  Gates,  convicted  in  the  Prince  Edward  county  court,  1886,  and  sentenced 
to  six  years  in  the  penitentiary  for  house-breaking ;  pardon  granted  May  19, 1891, 
on  certificate  of  the  trial  judge,  who  says  the  prisoner  was  convicted  on  the  un- 
corroborated testimony  of  an  accomplice,  who  now  says  that  Gates  was  innocent ; 
that  he  was  induced  to  state  that  he  was  an  accomplice  in  the  belief  that  it  would 
lighten  the  severity  of  his  own  punishment ;  the  judge  says  he  is  satisfied  the 
prisoner  is  an  innocent  man,  and  is  being  unjustly  punished.  The  petition  is 
signed  by  the  party  whose  house  was  broken  into,  and  by  a  number  of  respecta-  • 
ble  citizens,  oflicers  of  the  county,  &c. 


Jere  Hodnett,  convicted  in  Pittsylvania  county  court,  March,  1889,  of  an  un- 
lawful wounding,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary  ;  pardon  granted 
January  1, 1890,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  who  tried  him,  and  the  Com- 
monwealth's attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case ;  he  seems  to  have  borne  a  good 
character  previous  to  the  offence  for  which  he  is  now  undergoing  sentence ;  his 
term  of  service  has  nearly  expired ;  has  behaved  himself  with  great  proprietv 
since  his  confinement  in  the  penitentiary.  The  offence  for  which  was  he  con- 
victed was  committed  in  the  heat  of  passion  and  under  great  provocation. 


Fred  Hawkins,  convicted  in  Wythe  county  court,  1887,  of  unlawfully  shooting 
and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary. 

He  is  a  man  of  family,  having  previously  borne  a  good  character ;  had  no 
malice  against  the  party  injured,  was  greatly  provoked  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mission of  the  act,  having  been  drugged  and  robbed  of  his  money.  The  county 
judge,  before  whom  he  was  tried,  thinks  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished,  and 
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asks  for  his  release,  as  do  a  large  number  of  prominent  citizens  of  his  section ; 
this  is  concmred  in  by  the  representatives  in  the  legislature  from  his  county,  who 
knew  him,  and  agree  with  the  views  of  prominent  citizens  of  the  county,  and 
join  with  them  in  asking  his  pardon.  The  petition  is  signed  by  the  person  who 
was  injured  and  who  has  recovered.  This  seems  to  be  a  case  where  Executive 
■  clemency  may  properly  be  extended. 


Martha  Harris,  convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond, 
June,  1889,  of  "  robl>ery  from  the  person,"  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  peni- 
tentiary ;  pardon  granted  April  7, 1890,  on  following  certificate  from  the  surgeon 
to  penitentiarj',  as  follows :  **  I  certify  that  I  have  carefully  examined  Martha 
Harris  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  now  confined  in  the  State  penitentiary,  and  find 
her  suflfering  from  consumption,  and  fiirther  confinement  would  only  shorten  a 
life  that  cannot  last  much  longer.  I  respectfully  recommend  her  for  Executive 
clemency,  and  submit  the  above  to  your  Excellency's  consideration."

Jesse  Hamilton,  convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Wise,  June,  1889,  of  burglary, 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardon  granted  September,  1890. 
He  has  served  the  greater  part  of  his  term  of  sentence  ;  pardoned  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  judge  who  presided  at  his  trial,  of  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  who  prosecuted  the  case,  and  those  of  sundry  other  prominent  citizens. 
The  case  being  a  peculiar  one  and  there  being  doubt  as  to  the  prisoner's  guilt 
His  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good. 


Daniel  Stuffer,  convicted  in  Augusta  county  court,  September,  1890,  of  un- 
lawful maiming,  and  sentenced  to  nine  months  in  the  county  jail ;  pardon  granted 
on  recommendation  of  the  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  those  of  many 
prominent  citizens  of  the  county,  it  appearing  that  the  unlawful  assault  was 
made  by  the  prisoner  upon  a  desperate  character  under  aggravating  circumstances. 
He  had  heretofore  borne  a  good  character  as  a  peaceable,  law-abiding  citizen,  for 
these  reasons  the  balance  of  his  term  of  sentence  is  remitted  after  he  has  paid 
the  fine  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  assessed  against  him. 


Joe  Hall,  convicted  in  Pittsylvania  county  court,  November,  1882,  of  assault 
and  battery,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail,  and  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars  assessed  against  him  ;  pardoned  on  condition,  November,  1890.  The  judge 
recommends  that  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  imprisonment  be  remitted  on  ac- 
count of  the  bad  health  of  prisoner,  in  which  recommendation  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney  concurs ;  the  physical  condition  of  the  prisoner  is  certified  to  by  repu- 
table physicians,  one  of  whom  is  physician  to  the  jail ;  pardoned  on  condition, 
and  not  until  he  has  paid  the  fine  assessed  against  him  in  true  and  lawftil  money 
of  the  United  States,  and  not  in  coui>ons. 
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C.  L.  Hopkins,  convicted  in  corporation  court  of  Lynchburg,  Januarj',  1889,  of 
perjury,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  penitentiary ;  pardon  granted  December 
1, 1890,  on  recommendation  of  Dr.  John  W.  Nash,  surgeon  to  penitentiary,  who 
certifies  that  the  prisoner  is  suffering  from  heart  and  lung  trouble ;  that  his  con- 
dition is  hopeless,  and  that  further  confinement  will  shorten  a  life  that  cannot  last 
much  longer,  and  this  opinion  is  concurred  in  by  Dr.  C.  H.  Blanton,  of  Richmond, 
and  on  the  further  recommendation  of  the  superintendent  of  penitentiary.  Major 
W.  W.  Moses,  that  prisoner's  record  during  his  confinement  has  been  excellent. 


R.  G.  Hankins,  convicted  in  circuit  court  of  Prince  Edward  county,  July,  1886, 
of  house-breaking,  and  sentenced  to  penitentiary  on  tlu*ee  indictments  for  two 
years  each,  making  a  total  of  six  years ;  pardoned  April  18, 1891.  The  testimony 
was  composed  almost  entirely  of  evidence  of  an  accomplice,  with  a  few  outside 
circumstances  to  corrobrate  his  statements ;  has  served  out  almost  his  whole  term 
of  six  years ;  has  a  good  prison  record,  and  the  parties  whose  houses  were  broken 
open  and  entered,  now  find  that  he  was  entirely  innocent  of  the  charge.  In  con- 
sideration of  these  facts,  along  with  a  petition  signed  by  the  judge,  the  jury,  the 
clerk  and  other  county  oflicers,  by  prominent  citizens  of  the  county,  and  especi- 
cially  by  the  parties  whose  houses  were  entered,  I  was  induced  to  release  the 
prisoner  from  further  confinement. 

Willie  Harvey,  convicted  in*  Prince  Edward  county  court  of  house-breaking, 
March  term,  1887,  two  indictments,  and  sentenced  to  nine  years  in  the  peniten- 
tiary ;  pardoned  May  16, 1891.  I  was  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  at  the  time 
this  party  was  tried ;  he  was  a  mere  youth  then.  There  were  five  or  six  others 
engaged  in  the  commission  of  the  crime,  and  there  was  no  reason  why  he  should 
be  sent  to  prison  for  a  longer  term  than  the  rest  of  the  gang,  all  of  whom  have 
been  discharged  (some  of  them  several  years  ago),  except  this  party  and  one 
other  (Macon  Sims),  who  had  been  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  a  previous  offence. 
He  is  now  suffering  with  a  bad  case  of  scrofula,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  his  term 
of  punishment  should  be  extended  beyond  the  hmits  of  those  of  his  accomplices 
in  the  crime,  and  who  was  equally  guilty.  His  pardon  i^  asked  for  by  the  mayor 
of  the  town,  by  the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial,  and  by  prominent  and  in- 
fluential citizens. 


R.  D.  Hudson,  convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Wythe,  February,  1891,  of 
violation  of  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  ardent  spirits,  and  sentenced  to 
twelve  months  in  jail  and  assessed  of  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Petitioner 
seems  to  have  been  a  man  of  good  character  heretofore,  and  a  good  citizen  and 
disposed  to  obey  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth ;  pardon  is  asked  by  the  judge 
and  jury  who  tried  him,  by  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  who  prosecuted  the 
case,  and  by  sundry  citizens  of  the  county.  I  have  deteimined  to  pardon  him 
after  he  has  paid  the  fine  assessed  against  him  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  in 
good  and  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  and  not  in  coupons — May  26,  1891. 


Henry  Johnson,  convicted  in  Pittsylvania  county,  January,  1888,  of  house- 
breaking and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  penitentiary ;  pardoned  February,  1890, 
on  certificate  of  surgeon  to  the  Virginia  penitentiary,  as  follows,  to-wit :  "  This  is  to 
certify  that  I  have  carefully  examined  Henry  Johnson,  a  convict  in  the  i)eniten- 
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tiary,  from  the  county  of  Pittsylvania,  and  find  he  is  in  the  last  stages  of  consump- 
tion and  must  die  in  a  short  while,  therefore,  I  recommend  him  to  your  Excellency 
for  Executive  clemency."

William  Johxson,  convicted  in  Norfolk  city,  September,  1889,  of  house-breaking, 
and  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  two  years ;  pardoned  April  17, 1891, 
on  recommendation  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary,  in  consequence 
of  his  bad  health,  and  that  of  his  Honor  D.  T.  Brooke,  judge  who  presided  at  the 
trial ;  T.  H.  Willcox,  Conmion wealth's  attorney,  who  prosecuted  the  case ;  K.  C. 
Murray,  and  that  of  superintendent  to  the  penitentiary. 


Alex  Jones,  alias  Reed,  alias  Jackson,  convicted  in  Surry  county,  July,  1889, 
of  house-breaking,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary' ;  pardoned 
September  9,  ISiK),  on  recommendation  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon  to  the  peni- 
tentiary, showing  that  he  cannot  live  much  longer,  that  the  prisoner  may  go  to 
his  home  and  end  his  life  among  his  own  people. 


Edward  Johnson,  con\icted  in  Page  county  court,  October,  1889,  of  house- 
breaking, and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  October, 
1890,  on  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  and  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary, 
as  follows,  to-wit :  "  I  hereby  certify  that  I  have  carefully  examined  Edward 
Johnson  from  Page  county,  a  convict  now  confined  in  the  penitentiary,  and  find 
him  suffering  with  consumption,  and  that  a  longer  confinement  would  only 
shorten  a  life  which  at  best  cannot  last  much  longer.  I  therefore  respectfully 
recommend  him  for  executive  clemency,  and  submit  the  above  certificate  to  your 
Excellency's  consideration."

WiLUAM  Jenkins,  convicted  September,  1889,  in  Culpeper  county  court,  of 
horse-stealing,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  Octo- 
ber 7,  1890.  It  appears  that  the  party  was  drunk  at  the  time  of  the  commission 
of  the  crime ;  that  the  act  was  a  trespass  rather  than  a  larceny.  His  pardon  is 
asked  for  by  the  judge,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  the  jury  and  many  other 
prominent  citizens. 

Victoria  Jackson,  convicted  in  Madison  county  court,  January,  1889,  of  forgery, 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  January  5, 1891,  solely 
on  the  certificate  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary',  and  that  of 
Major  W.  \V.  Moses,  superintendent  of  said  institution. 
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John  Thompson  James,  convicted  in  Nansemond  county  court,  November,  1889, 
of  house-breaking,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
January  5, 1891,  solely  on  the  certificate  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash  surgeon,  and  that  of 
Major  W.  W.  Moses,  superintendent  of  penitentiary. 


Robert  L.  Jones,  convicted  in  Wise  county  court,  September,  1890,  of  shooting 
with  intent  to  maim,  disfigure  &c.,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ; 
pardoned  May  26,  1891.  The  party  assaulted  was  slightly  wounded  and  has 
entirely  recovered ;  the  shooting  was  not  premeditated,  and  while  prisoner  was 
intoxicated  and  unconscious  of  what  he  was  doing.  Had  heretofore  borne  a  good 
character,  and  is  of  good  family.  Has  served  out  half  of  his  term  of  sentence. 
His  pardon  is  recommended  by  quite  a  number  of  respectable  people,  by  the 
judge,  the  Conmionwealth's  attorney,  and  by  the  jiuy. 


Susie  Kelso,  convicted  in  hustings  court  of  Richmond,  April,  1890,  of  forgery, 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  April  18,  1891,  on  re- 
commendation of  the  judge  who  sat  in  the  case,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney, 
the  entire  jury,  and  those  of  a  number  of  highly  intelligent  citizens;  in  considera- 
tion of  the  extreme  youth  of  the  prisoner,  her  hitherto  good  character,  the  re- 
spectability of  her  parents  as  colored  citizens,  and  the  assurance  that  she  was 
wholly  unsconscious  that  she  was  violating  one  of  the  penal  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  offence,  and  this  is  strongly 
borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  forged  paper  was  an  order  for  a  few  cents  worth  of 
confectionary. 

William  H.  Lavinder,  convicted  in  corporation  court  of  Lynchburg,  January, 
1890,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  fifteen  days  in  jail ;  pardon  granted  Feb- 
ruary 4, 1890.  This  is  the  case  of  an  old  man  afflicted  with  paralysis,  feeble  in 
mind  and  body,  who  procured,  but  did  not  pay  for,  a  bucket  of  butter,  took  it  to  be 
weighed  but  did  not  return  with  the  money  or  the  butter.  The  judge.  Com- 
monwealth's attorney,  the  jury,  together  with  a  number  of  prominent  men,  ask 
for  his  pardon. 

William  H.  Landrum,  convicted  in  police  court  of  Richmond,  November, 
1889,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to in  the  city  jail ;  pardoned  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  police  justice  who  tried  him. 


George  Lewis,  convicted  in  Mecklenburg  county  court,  October,  1889,  of  un- 
lawful cutting,  and  sentenced  to  one  vear  in  penitentiary ;  pardon  granted  March 
18,  1890,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  the  jury,  the  prisoner  having 
served  almost  the  whole  of  his  term  of  sentence. 


William  Anderson  Lewis,  convicted  in  New  Kent  county  court,  March,  1880, 
of  burglary  and  arson,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  burglary  eighteen 
years,  and  for  arson  ten  years,  equal  to  twenty  eight  years.  William  A.  Lewis 
was  convicted  at  the  March  term  of  county  court  of  New  Kent,  on  a  joint  in- 
dictment with  one  William  B.  Lightfoot  and  was  found  guilty  and  sentenced 
each  to  eighteen  years  in  penitentiary,  at  the  same  time  the  parties  were  jointly 
indicted  for  arson,  and  tried  at  the  same  term  of  the  court  for  burning  the  same 
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dwelling-house  and  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  ten  years  each.  It  appears  that 
Lightfoot  was  a  man  passed  middle  age  and  of  bad  character,  while  Lewis  was 
a  boy  of  twelve  years,  and  of  good  character.  It  is  believed  that  Lewis  was 
forced  to  be  present,  aiding  and  abetting  the  conmiission  of  the  offence  by  the 
older  man  Lightfoot.  This  seems  to  be  borne  out  by  the  facts  that  when  he  was 
arrested  he  made  a  clean  confession  of  the  whole  affair,  told  where  the  stolen 
goods  could  be  found,  and  it  was  uix>n  this  testimony  in  a  great  part  that  Light- 
foot and  he  were  convicted.  Lightfoot  has  since  died  in  the  penitentiary ;  the 
boy  has  been  confined  in  the  penitentiary  for  more  than  ten  years,  and  has  paid 
the  penalty  for  the  burning  of  the  house.  The  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial 
and  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  ease,  and  the  various  officers 
of  the  court  and  members  of  the  jury,  and  quite  a  number  of  prominent  citizens, 
among  them  all  of  the  parties  whose  property  was  destroyed  by  the  fire,  unite 
in  asking  for  the  boys  pardon.  Uix>n  the  alx)ve  facts  and  upon  the  solicitation  of 
the  officers  and  citizens  of  the  county,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  pardon  him — Janu- 
ary 24, 189L 


Jambs  Lodge,  convicted  in  Nansemond  county  court,  November,  1888,  of  house- 
breaking, and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  penitentiary ;  pardoned  March  13, 1891, 
on  certificate  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon  to  penitentiary,  that  he  made  a  careful 
examination  of  the  prisoner  and  found  him  suffering  with  con8umi:>tion,  and  that 
further  confinement  would  shorten  a  life  that  cannot  at  l^est  last  much  longer, 
which  certificate  bears  endorsement  of  Major  W.  W.  Moses,  superintendent  of 
penitentiary. 

Richard  Lane,  convicted  in  Fairfax  county  court.  May,  1884,  of  cattle-steahng 
and  barn-burning,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  penitentiary ;  pardon  granted 
May  16,  1891,  on  certificate  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon  and  Major  W.  W. 
Moses,  superintendent  of  penitentiary.  The  prisoner  is  hopelessly  sick  with 
consumption  contracted  since  his  confinement,  and  cannot  live  much  longer :  his 
conduct  has  been  good ;  pardoned  solely  upon  the  above-named  grounds. 


N.  C.  Mason,  convicted  in  Franklin  county  court,  November,  1889,  of  contempt 
of  court,  fined  fifty  dollars  and  sent  to  jail  for  ten  days.  A  citizen  of  Franklin 
county,  in  a  thoughtless  moment  offered  to  the  judge  of  the  court  twenty- 
five  dollars  to  appoint  him  assessor  of  land  in  said  county.  He  was  ruled 
to  appear  before  the  court,  but  failed  to  put  in  an  appearance ;  was  fined  fifty 
dollars  and  sent  to  jail  for  ten  days.  The  fine  of  fifty  dollars  has  been  paid  in 
cash,  and  the  confinement  in  jail  is  remitted  upon  request  of  the  judge  who 
sentenced  prisoner ;  party  seems  to  be  penitent,  and  has  been  constantly  in  at- 
tendance upon  the  court.  Pardon  granted  as  to  imprisonment,  February,  1890. 


J.vMEs  Miller,  convicted  in  Page  county  court.  May,  1888,  of  unlawful  shooting, 
and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  penitentiary  ;  pardon  granted  February,  1890,  on 
recommendation  of  the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial,  and  that  of  the  Com- 
monwealth's attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case.  Hon.  H.  J.  Smoot,  the  senator, 
who  shows  that  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  county  are  in  favor  of  clem- 
ency being  extended  to  the  prisoner.  Major  W.  W.  Moses  says  prisoner  has  be- 
haved himself  while  in  prison. 
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Henry  Moore,  (colored),  convicted  in  Greensville  county  court,  April  20, 1885, 
of  murder  in  the  first  degree  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged,  October  21,  1889. 
Henry  Moore  after  having  been  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  degree,  and 
sentenced  by  Judge  Weisiger  to  be  hung,  July  3, 1885,  escaped  from  jail  in  June, 
1885,  was  recaptured  and  sentenced  by  Judge  Hancock  to  hang,  February  28^ 
1890.  It  seems  that  the  murder  was  committed  under  great  provocation ;  the 
prisoner  had  previously  borne  a  good  character ;  that  after  he  escaped  from  jail 
he  went  to  an  adjoining  county  and  has  lived  an  honest  and  reputable  life  ever 
since,  until  his  capture,  when  he  was  brought  into  court  for  the  second  time  and 
sentenced.  The  judge  before  whom  he  was  first  sentenced  is  now  dead.  His 
petition  is  signed  by  a  number  of  respectable  people  of  Greensville  county,  who 
know  him  well.    Commuted  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary. 


John  McCollum,  convicted  in  Washington  county  court,  March,  1890,  of  aid- 
ing and  abetting  an  escape  of  a  prisoner  from  jail  who  w^as  charged  with  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  jail ;  pardon  granted  March,  1890,  on  recommendation  of  the 
judge  who  presided  at  the  trial. 

William  Miles,  convicted  in  Prince  Edward  county  court,  April,  1890,  of  petit 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  forty-five  days  in  jail ;  pardon  en^anted  May,  1890,  on 
recommendation  of  the  judge  who  tried  him  and  the  Commonwealth's  attorney 
who  prosecuted  the  case. 

Emma  Moore,  convicted  in  corporation  court  of  Lynchburg,  June,  1890,  of 
grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  penitentiary ;  commuted  June,  1890, 
to  eight  months  in  the  city  jail,  on  recommendation  of  the  entire  jury,  the  Com- 
monwealth's attorney  and  many  other  citizens. 

J.  H.  Manning,  convicted  in  Greensville  county  court,  October,  1890,  of  unlaw- 
ful cutting,  and  sentenced  to  five  months  in  jail  and  assessed  a  fine  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars ;  pardon  granted  October,  1890,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  judge, 
the  jury  and  many  other  influential  citizens  of  said  county.  It  appears  that  the 
prisoner  had  heretofore  borne  a  good  character  and  that  under  excitement  and 
without  malice  he  cut  with  a  pocket  knife,  a  citizen  of  said  county.  He  has  been 
in  jail  for  more  than  a  month  and  said  to  be  exceedingly  penitent  of  this  hasty 
affair ;  he  is  pardoned  on  condition  that  he  pay  the  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars, 
in  true  and  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  and  not  in  coupons. 

George  Davidson,  convicted  in  Rockbridge  county  court,  February,  1891,  of 
petit  larceny  (fourth  offence)  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  penitentiary ;  par- 
doned February  11, 1891,  on  condition  he  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  Prison  As- 
sociation of  Virginia. 

Robert  Meade,  convicted  in  Sussex  county  court,  1889,  of  horse-stealing,  and 
sentenced  to  three  years  in  penitentiary ;  pardon  granted  October,  1890,  on  cer- 
tificate of  the  surgeon  of  penitentiary  showing  r  that  he  is  suffering  with  heart 
and  lung  trouble,  and  cannot  live  long ;  which  certificate  is  endorsed  by  Major 
W.  W.  Moses,  superintendent  to  penitentiary. 


Levi  N.  Michaels  and  John  M.  Michaels,  convicted  in  Augusta  county  court, 
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October,  1891,  of  unlawful  assault,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  penitentiary;  par- 
doned December,  1890.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  conflict  in  the  testimony  in  the 
case ;  it  appears  that  no'  one  was  present  at  the  beginning  of  the  fight,  except 
those  who  were  engaged  in  it ;  after  the  first  and  second  fight  took  place,  several 
women  were  present,  according  to  whose  testimony  the  party  assaulted,  Hufler 
fired  at  the  Michaels  several  times,  whereupon  one  of  the  Michaels  wounded  him 
in  the  face  with  a  pitchfork.  Hufier  was  put  in  jail  and  has  since  been  pardoned. 
The  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  a  great  many  other  citizens  ask  for 
their  pardon. 

Thomas  Bishop,  convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  Petersburg,  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  six  year  in  penitentiary ;  pardoned  June  19, 
1891,  on  certificate  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary,  that  he  can 
live  but  a  short  time. 


James  E.  Milstead,  convicted  in  county  court  of  Fairfax,  September,  1890,  of 
selling  ardent  spirits  without  a  license,  and  sentenced  to  three  months  in  jail  and 
fined  five  hundred  dollars.  Relieved  of  imprisonment,  but  not  of  the  fine,  on 
recommendation  of  the  judge,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  those  of  many 
other  prominent  citizens,  and  on  the  certificate  of  a  reputable  physician  as  to  bad 
health  of  the  prisoner.    December,  1890. 

Frank  McNaulty,  convicted  in  hustings  court  of  Richmond,  September,  1890, 
of  an  assault  with  intent  to  kill,  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiarj^ ;  par- 
doned January  29, 1891,  on  recommendation  of  Judge  S.  B.  Witt,  the  Common- 
wealth's attorney  who  thinks  that  great  injustice  was  done  to  the  prisoner,  he 
being  a  stranger  and  without  friends ;  has  been  in  jail  since  September,  1890. 


A.  S.  G.  McCauley,  convicted  in  Rockingham  county  court,  March,  1888,  of 
rape,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  penitentiary  ;  pardoned  April  3,  1891,  on  re- 
commendation of  the  judge,  and  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  who  say  that  the 
prisoner  was  convicted  almost  entirely  on  the  evidence  of  the  girl  who  claimed 
to  be  injured,  and  who  since  the  trial  has  repeatedly  stated,  and  made  afiidavit 
to  the  fact  that  her  entire  statement  with  reference  to  his  guilt  was  f&\se.  Has 
served  out  nearly  one-half  of  his  term  of  imprisonment. 


Richard  Morrls,  convicted  in  corporation  court  Norfolk,  December,  1890,  of 
petit  larceny  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  pardon  granted  April  11, 
1891,  for  good  conduct  shown  in  assisting  police  officer  in  preventing  a  jail  de- 
livery, and  also  defending  an  officer  from  an  assault  made  upon  him  by  a  prisoner 
who  was  endeavoring  to  make  his  escape  from  the  jail,  and  upon  recommendation 
of  the  judge,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  many  other  prominent  citizens, 
including  that  of  the  chief  of  police  of  the  city  of  Norfolk. 


George  Dallas,  convicted  in  Pittsylvania  county  court,  March,  1887,  of  murder 
in  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  penitentiary ;  pardon  gran- 
ted June  20, 1891,  on  certificate  of  the  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary  saying  that 
prisoner  is  suffering  from  consumption  and  can  live  but  a  short  time  longer ;  also 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  the  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth. 
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Granville  Moody,  convicted  in  hustings  court  of  city  of  Petersburg,  February, 
1887,  of  forgery,  four  indictments,  and  sentenced  to  a  term  of  eight  years  in  peni- 
tentiary ;  pardon  granted  June  16, 1891,  solely  on  the  ground  of  bad  health  of  the 
prisoner  as  certified  to  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary,  showing 
that  party  cannot  live  much  longer ;  which  certificate  is  endorsed  by  Major  W. 
W.  Moses,  superintendent  of  penitentiary. 


Jerry  Nelson,  convicted  in  Alleghany  county  court,  October,  1890,  of  un- 
lawful shooting,  and  sentenced  to  sixty  days  in  the  county  jail,  and  fined  one 
hu  ndred  dollars ;  pardon  granted  November  17, 1890.  It  appears  that  the  prisoner 
shot  the  man  under  great  provocation ;  the  party  was  slightly  injured  and  has 
entirely  recovered.  The  judge,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  sundry  promi- 
nent citizens  of  the  county  unite  in  asking  for  his  pardon  on  the  ground  of  bad 
health.  <fec. 


Henry  Owens,  convicted  in  Halifax  county  court,  November,  1886,  of  murder 
in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  six  years  in  penitentiary ;  pardon  granted 
December  9, 1890,  on  recommendation  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon,  and  that  of 
Major  W.  W.  Moses,  superintendent  of  penitentiary,  who  agree  that  the  prisoner 
cannot  live  much  longer. 

James  Patterson,  convicted  in  hustings  court  of  city  of  Richmond,  iSeptember, 
1890,  of  unlawful  assault  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  pardon  granted 
March  25,  1891,  prisoner  having  served  nearly  the  whole  of  his  term  of  sentence. 


Thomas  F.  Payne,  convicted  in  mayor's  court  of  city  of  Lynchburg,  December, 
1889,  of  unlawful  cutting,  and  sentenced  to  four  months  in  jail ;  pardon  granted 
December,  1890.  It  appearing  that  the  offence  was  committed  in  a  boy's  fight ; 
that  the  injured  party  signed  the  petition  for  pardon,  and  many  prominent  citi- 
zens of  the  city  unite  in  asking  for  his  pardon,  and  release  declaring  that  in  their 
opinion  the  ends  of  public  justice  have  been  satisfied. 


William  Ricks,  convicted  in  Albemarle  county  court,  September,  1889,  of 
malicious  shooting,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardon 
granted  December  23,  1890,  on  certificate  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nash,  surgeon,  and  Major  W. 
W.  Moses,  superintendent  of  the  Virginia  penitentiar}%  showing  that  the  prisoner 
is  suffering  with  consumption  and  cannot  live  much  longer. 


George  Richardson,  convicted  in  Accomac  county  court,  July,  1890,  of  grand 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary  ;  pardon  granted  Febniary, 
1891,  on  condition  that  he  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  Virginia  Prison 
Association,  and  that  he  submit  himself  to  the  control  of  the  said  association 
until  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 


Timothy  Sullivan,  convicted  in  Richmond  city  police  court,  December,  1889, 
of  obtaining  money  under  false  pretences,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail; 
pardoned  April  2, 1890,  on  recommendation  of  John  J.  Crutchfield,  P.  J.,  Michael 
McDonough  (from  whom  prisoner  obtained  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars),  and 
particularly  on  the  urgent  appeal  of  Father  Tieman,  assistant  rector  of  St. 
Patrick's  church,  this  city. 
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Jerry  Sheffy,  convicted  in  Wythe  county  court,  January  term,  1890,  of  house- 
breaking, and  sentenced  to in  the  penitentiary  ;  pardoned  April  16, 1890,  on 

recommendation  of  the  judge  before  whom  he  was  tried,  and  those  of  many 
prominent  citizens  who  know  the  circumstances  attending  the  trial  arid  conviction, 
and  in  further  consideration  of  the  youth  of  prisoner ;  only  fifteen  years  old. 


Henry  Summerville,  convicted  in  hustings  court  of  city  of  Richmond,  July, 
1890,  and  senten^jed  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Sentence  commuted  July, 
1890,  to  six  months  in  jail,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge.  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  et  als.,  the  prisoner  being  a  mere  boy,  thoughtless  and  under  evil 
influences. 


Francis  Shepperd,  convicted  in  Nansemond  county  court,  February,  1890,  of 
unlawful  shooting  on  public  highway,  and  sentenced  to  nine  months  in  the 
county  jail ;  pardon  granted  July  28,  1890,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge.  Com- 
monwealth's attorney  and  W.  A.  Bond,  who  was  the  complainant,  on  condition 
that  he  pay  the  costs  of  prosecution  in  good  and  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  and  not  in  coupons. 

William  Smith,  convicted  in  mayor's  court  of  city  of  Petersburg,  July  term, 
1890,  and  sentenced  to  ninety  days  in  jail ;  pardoned  August  28,  1890,  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  acting  mayor  and  Dr.  Claiborne,  physician  to  the  jail,  who  says, 
that  further  confinement  would  prove  fatal. 


Jesse  Smith,  convicted  in  Henrico  county  court,  November  term,  1890,  of  crime 
of  house-breaking,  and  sentenced  to  fifteen  and  one-half  years  in  the  penitentiary ; 
pardoned  September,  1890,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge,  who  says  the  prisoner 
was  the  tool  of  a  white  man  by  the  name  of  Chapman,  who  was  convicted  and 
served  out  his  sentence.  Petition  also  endorsed  by  the  Commonwealth's  attorney 
and  most  of  the  jury.    Prison  record  is  good. 


Green  Smith,  convicted  in  Pittsylvania  county  court,  October  term,  1890,  for 
attempting  to  cut  an  officer  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  sentenced 
to  days  in  jail,  and  fined ;  pardoned  November,  1890,  on  condition  that  he  pay 

the  fine  assessed  against  him ;  on  recommendation  of  the  judge.  Commonwealth's 
attorney  and  the  physician  to  the  county  jail. 


Patrick  Sloan,  convicted  in  Franklin  county  court,  June  term,  1890,  of  mur- 
der in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary  ; 
pardon  granted  December  23, 1890,  on  recommendation  and  certificate  of  Dr.  John 
W.  Nash,  surgeon,  and  that  of  Major  W.  W.  Moses,  superintendent  of  the  Vir- 
ginia penitentiary,  who  say  that  prisoner  is  suffering  from  consumption,  and  hem- 
orrhage from  the  lungs,  and  cannot  live  much  longer  at  best. 


Mary  Spurlock,  convicted  in  Henrico  county  court,  February,  1891,  of  petit 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail,  and  fined  fifteen  dollars  and  costs ; 
pardoned  March  10, 1890,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge,  the  jury  and  those  of 
many  other  prominent  citizens. 

Robert  J.  Stokes,  convicted  in  Appomattox  county  court,  January,  1880,  of  crime 
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of  burglary .  and  house-breakinfr.  Sentenced  to  nine  years  and  seven  months  in 
the  penitentiary;  pardoned  March  21,  181)1.  Prisoner  was  convicted  with  two 
others,  one  of  whom  died  and  the  other  was  pardoneii  by  Governor  Lee,  for  ^od 
conduct  during  a  fire  at  the  penitentiary.  The  petition  it*  endorsed  by  the  judge, 
the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  the  injurM  parties,  tlie  clerk  of  the  court  and  nine, 
of  the  jury  (the  others  could  not  be  found).  The  judge  says,  that  in  his  oj)inion, 
Stokes  was  the  least  guilty  of  the  three. 


William  Thomas,  convicted  in  hustings  court  of  city  of  Richmond,  September, 
1888,  of  unlawful  assault,  and  sentenced  to  eight  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  May 
24, 1890,  on  recommendation  of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  at  the  request  of 
J.  A.  and  C.  B:  Kane,  the  parties  who  were  assaulted.  It  was  urgivj  on  account  of  the 
man's  wife  dying  and  leaving  a  child  two  years  old,  with  no  one  to  care  for  it. 


Mary  J.  Taylor,  convicted  in  Lunenburg  county  court,  Septt^mber,  1890,  of  an 
assault  and  battery.  Sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  jail ;  pardoned  September,  1890, 
on  certificate  of  a  physician,  who  says  that  she  is  in  bad  health,  and  will  bo  de- 
livered of  a  child  soon,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  the  Common- 
wealth's attorney. 


John  Tcrner,  convicted  in  Montgomery  county  court,  October  term,  1887,  of 
highway  robbery,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
October  11,  1890,  on  certificate  of  Dr.  John  W.  Nash,  surgeon,  that  the  man  has 
consumption  and  cannot  live  much  longer,  and  one  from  Major  W.  AV.  Moses, 
superintendent,  that  prison  record  is  good. 


Thomas  Trent,  convicted  in  Fluvanna  county  court,  May  term,  1889,  of  house- 
breaking and  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardon 
granted  May  22,  1891.  After  discovered  testimony  seems  to  establish  to  the  satis- 
faction of  a  great  many  intelligent  citizens  of  the  county,  that  Tom  was  really 
the  victim  of  a  bad  man,  who  was  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the 
penitentiary  for  the  same  crime.  It  is  not  believed  by  anyone  that  Tom  assisted 
in  breaking  into  the  house  though  the  meat  stolen  was  found  on  Tom's  place ; 
the  man  who  was  guilty  lived  on  the  same  premises  with  Tom,  and  a  small  piece 
of  the  meat  was  found  in  Tom's  house,  not  more  than  a  pound  or  two.  His 
pardon  is  asked  for  by  the  judge,  all  of  the  jury  who  could  be  found,  and  the 
officers  of  the  court.  His  prison  record  has  been  excellent.  He  has  been  em- 
ployed on  the  capitol  square  and  in  the  public  buildings,  and  all  of  the  offi- 
cers who  know  him,  strongly  recommend  his  pardon.  In  consideration  of  the 
above  facts,  I  pardon  Tom  Trent. 


W.  Lewis  Thornton,  convicted  in  Pittsylvania  court.  May,  1891,  of  bigamy. 
Sentenced  to  three  years  in  penitentiary ;  ])ardoned  May  26, 1891.  The  prisoner 
is  represented  as  a  peaceful,  law-abiding  old  colored  man.  His  wife  had  left  him, 
and  he  thought  she  had  left  the  country  about  seven  years,  before  he  married  a 
second  time.  She  had  lived  in  open  adultery  with  another  man.  He  had  no  idea 
he  was  violating  the  law,  but  thought  he  had  a  right  to  marry.  The  petition 
is  signed  by  the  judge,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  the  jury  and  many  other 
prominent  citizens. 
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Nancy  Hayne,  convicted  ii>  police  court  of  city  of  Richmond,  March,  1891,  of  petit 
larceny.  Sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  June  27, 1891,  solely  on  re- 
commendation of  the  physician  to  the  city  jail,  and  his  certificate  of  her  low 
state  of  health. 


Hattie  Harpeb,  convicted  in  police  court  of  city  of  Richmond,  April,  1891,  of 
petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  four  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  June  27,  1891, 
solely  on  certificate  and  recommendation  of  the  physician  to  the  city  jail. 

Jambs  H.  Underwood,  convicted  in  hustings  court  of  city  of  Petersburg,  May 
term,  1891,  of  grand  larceny,  and  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  two  years ; 
pardoned  April  2, 1891,  on  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary, 
who  certifies  he  hua  served  out  one-half  of  his  term  of  sentence,  and  is  so 
diseased  that  he  cannot  live  much  longer.  His  father  is  alive  and  is  willing  to 
support  him  as  long  as  he  lives. 

Isaac  Winfree,  convicted  in  hustings  court  of  city  of  Richmond,  December 
term,  1889,  of  unlawful  assault,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail,  and  fined 
one  cent ;  pardoned  May  21, 1890,  on  recommendation  of  the  Commonwealth's  at- 
torney, and  certificate  of  the  physician  to  the  city  jail,  who  says  that  the  prisoner 
is  suffering  with  consumption,  and  cannot  live  much  longer.  In  consideration 
of  the  above-mentioned  fects,  and  inasmuch  as  prisoner  has  now  served  about 
half  of  his  term  of  sentence,  1  have  determined  to  grant  him  a  pardon. 


George  Wakeem,  convicted  in  Amherst  county  court,  July  term,  1890,  on  an 
indictment  for  robbery,  and  found  guilty  of  an  assault  and  battery ;  pardoned 
August  23,  1891,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney. 

Nannie  Woods,  convicted  in  Franklin  county  court,  December  term,  1889,  upon 
an  indictment  for  arson,  and  sentenced  to  hang,  August  22,  1890.  Respited  until 
September,  1890,  when  her  sentence  was  commuted  to  imprisonment  for  life  in 
the  penitentiary,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  nine  of  the  jury  and  many  prominent  citizens. 


Ralph  Williams,  convicted  in  mayor's  court  of  city  of  Lynchburg,  July,  1890, 
of  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  month's  in  city  jail ;  pardoned  July,  1890,  on 
recommendation  of  many  prominent  citizens,  and  on  certificate  of  the  physician 
to  the  jail  as  to  his  ill  health. 

Green  Williams  convicted  in  Patrick  county  court,  September,  1890,  of  misde- 
meanor, and  sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  jail  with  fine  of  thirty-five  dollars; 
pardoned  January,  1891,  solely  on  the  ground  of  ill  health  as  certified  to  by  the 
judge,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  physician  to  the  jail,  on  condition  that 
he  pay  the  fine  assessed  against  him  in  good  and  lawful  money,  and  not  in 
coupons. 

W.  C.  White,  convicted  in  Pittsylvania  county  court,  January,  1891  of  unlaw- 
ful shooting,  and  sentenced  to  three  months  in  jail  and  fined  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars ;  pardoned  March,  1891,  on  condition.    He  is  a  man  of  good  femily, 
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a  good  and  peaceful  citizen,  was  intoxicated  when  he  comiiiitted  the  crime,  and 
was  influenced  by  no  mahce ;  that  the  party  upon  whom  the  assault  was  made 
was  but  slightly  injured ;  the  prisonor  had  him  carefully  nursed  and  paid  all  the 
costs  of  the  same ;  and  when  he  became  conscious  of  his  crime  he  was  very  much 
distressed.  Pardoned  on  condition  that  he  quit  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks, 
and  pay  the  fine  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  assessed  against  him,  in  good 
and  lawful  monjjy  of  the  United  States,  and  not  in  coupons,  and  that  he  go  at 
once  to  an  inebriate  asylum  and  remain  there  until  he  is  cured  of  his  dissipated 
habits.  And  the  action  taken  is  endorsed  by  the  judge,  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney  and  many  prominent  citizens. 

Joseph  or  James  A.  Dooley,  convicted  in  corjx^^tion  court  of  Danville,  March, 
1891,  of  grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary  ;  pardoned 
June,*1891.  The  papers  in  the  case  show  that  the  party  robbed  was  drunk  at  the 
time  offence  was  committed ;  it  occurred  in  the  dark  in  a  crowded  warehouse. 
The  prisoner  is  only  sixteen  years  old,  of  respectable  family,  and  has  always 
borne  a  good  character ;  he  was  convicted  upon  the  testimony  of  two  men  of  bad 
character.  Petition  is  signed  by  the  judge,  the  jury  and  many  other  prominent 
citizens.    His  prison  record  has  been  good. 

Mary  A.  Womeldorf,  convicted  in.  Augusta  county  court,  March,  1891,  of  an 
attempt  to  poison  calves,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
March,  1891,  oh  recommendation  of  the  judge,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and 
the  jury  on  account  of  her  bad  health,  as  certified  to  by  a  leading  physician., 
and  because  she  is  the  mother  of  several  dependent  children. 

Randolph  Watson,  convicted  in  Greensville  county  court,  January,  1890,  of 
murder  in  the  first  degree,  and  sentenced  to  be  hung.  Sentence  commuted  to  six 
years  in  the  penitentiary.  May,  1891.  The  record  shows  that  the  prisoner  was 
employed  on  the  premises  of  Mrs.  Reese,  a  widow  lady  of  Greensville  county, 
where  she  was  xionducting  a  boarding  8(,'hool  for  young  ladies.  One  of  the 
prisoner's  duties  was  to  quiet  any  disturbance  which  might  occur,  in  a  lawftil 
manner.  Joe  Robinson  had  been  forbidden  by  Mrs.  Reese  to  come  on  the  place, 
on  account  of  his  bad  character  and  condurt ;  some  weeks  before  the  killing,  the 
deceased  and  the  prisoner  had  a  tight ;  the  prisoner  had  been  grossly  insulted  and 
his  wife  defamed.  On  the  night  of  the  26th  of  December,  1880,  the  deceased 
came  on  the  premises  and  was  creating  a  disturbance,  and  when  the  prisoner 
undertook  to  qiiiet  the  riot  and  i)rcserve  the  peace,  the  deceased  with  abusive 
words  advanced  ui)on  the  prisoner  with  a  drawn  pistol,  and  when  within  a  few 
feet  was  shot  by  the  prisoner  and  killed. 

Robert  Jordan  (colored),  tried  and  convicted  in  Elizabeth  City  county  cx)urt, 
upon  an  indictment  for  rape,  and  sentenced  to  hang  September  22, 1891.  Respited 
on  numerous  petitions  raising  question  of  sanity,  until  October  23, 1891. 

Nannie  Woods  (colored),  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  December  term,  1889, 
to  hang  August  22, 1890.-  Respited  August  2,  1890,  to  Septeml)er  19, 1890.  Sen- 
tence of  death  commuted  to  life  imprisonment,  September  16, 1890. 

William  Thomas  Jordan  alias  William  Muscoe,  convicted  in  Albemarle 
county  court,  February  term,  1890,  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged  March  24, 1890. 
Respited  on  petition  until  May  16,  1890. 
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
